Crowell. Memorial Chapel Dedicated and 
Turned Over to Town of Manchester. 


Despite the inclement 
Thursday afternoon, the exercises in 
connection with the dedication of the 
Crowell Memorial Chapel were well 
attended. Every seat in the little 
structure was filled’) An audience 
such as only an occasion ot this nature 
could bring out listened to the pro- 
ceedings with intense interest. 

Rev. Thomas ‘Van Ness of the 
Second Church, Boston, delivered the 
address. With remarks well adapted 
to the occasion, he told of the appro- 
priateness of the exercises, of the 
rightness and fitness of such a struc- 
ture as a memorial for dear ones 
passed beyond, and of the spirit in 
which such a gift should be received. 

“‘Veneration,’’ said Dr. Van Ness, 
“comes only as we realize the debt to 
those who have passed beyond, The 
memorial virtue is immortal. We 
owe to the good old Puritan stock 
who founded this town such a debt as 
It is here 
we shall come in the future to say the 
last good-bye to our dear ones before 
they shall pass from our eyes forever. 

“Tt is right and fitting that this 
building should be a building of beauty 
—a building of sincerity. It is also 
fitting that it should be built of granite 
blocks—good and firm. 

“We hail with delight the rising 
sun in the east because it brings to us 
the joy and happiness of the day. 
Why should we not hail it with as 
much delight when it sets in the 
western hills? The power that pre- 
sides over the rising sun presides also 
over the setting sun. The power that 
gives to us the young life of the child 
is the same power that takes the last 
breath away from our dear one. 

‘Whether we are in life or in death, 
that same everlasting power surrounds 
us. Death must be equally good with 
life. Heitis that gives the one as 
the other.

‘« This building has been constructed 
not because of any commercial spirit, 
but because of the loving heart ot the 
sister who desires to openly express 
her belief to the memory ot a loving 
brother.” 

Dr. Van Ness went on to say that 
many men of wealth prefer to spend 
their money in some other way than 
by benefiting others; but the man for 
whom the memorial is named always 
had a desire to do some such act as 
this for the town where he was born. 

After Dr.Van Ness’ remarks, James 
T. Kelley of Boston, the architect of 
the building, read the deed of gift 
from Miss Susan E. Crowell, which 
stated that the building was presented 


to the town in memory of her brother, 


Benjamin Franklin Crowell, 
The gift, however, was subject to 
these conditions: that the town shall 


provide suitable and perpetual care, 
that the building shail be properly 
heated, that it shall be insured and 
kept in proper condition, that there 
shall be no changes made in the build- 
ing, that it shal] be used exclusively 
for mortuary purposes, and that it 
shall be available for al] people and all 
creeds. 

Mr. Kelley then presented the key 
of the building to Oliver T. Roberts, 
who represented the town as chair- 
man of the board of cemetery trustees. 
Mr. Roberts replied with fitting re- 
marks. 

At the opening of the exercises 
“Old Hundred”’ was sung by a choir 
consisting of Mrs. Frank G. Cheever, 
Mrs. A. E. Hersey, Misses Eva Hoyt 
and Edith. Swett, Fred J. Merrill, 
A. L. Saben and Abbott Hoare.

At the close the congregation, as- 
sisted by the choir, sang ‘It Sing- 
eth Low in Every Heart.’ 

The Crowell Memorial is the seeond 
gift of this nature to be presented to 
the town. It is said to be one of the 
most costly buildings along this plan 
in the State. Though it is not known 
definitely what the structure cost, it 
has been said on good authority that 
it cost over $40,000, 

The building is dedicated to the 
memory of Benjamin Franklin Crow- 
ell, a native of Manchester. Mr. 
Crowell went west in the pioneer 
days, was favored by fortune and 
amassed great wealth. When he died, 
four years ago, his body was brought 
here tor burial. His sister has spent 
her summers here for several years 
past. She attended the exercises 
Thursday. 

The building is constructed of the 
best Rockport granite, and is of the 
Gothic design, similar to the Old 
English churcharchitecture. It.is 60 
feet long and 30 feet wide. At the 
front, with heavy buttressed sides and 
castellated top, isa tower 60 feet high 
and 14 feet square. 

The main entrance is at the base of 
the tower, through massive oaken 
doors, swung. on mammoth wrought 
iron hinges.

NEW LIGHTS. 


The Manchester Electric Light Plant will be. 


in Operation by June 15. 


‘“We hope to have the West Man- 
chester section started by June 15, 
and the rest of the plant some time in 
July,” said A. A. Cushing, the mana- 
ger of the Manchester Electric Co., 
this week in reply to a query from 
the BREEZE man as to the probability 
of having the new lights by the mid- 
dle of next month. 

But that’s as far as he would ven- 
ture. He makes'no rash statements; 
but he thinks beyond any doubt the 
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‘‘juice”’ will be ready for use by June 
15. 

‘ Work on the new. plant is progress- 
ing most favorably. The work of lay- 
ing the underground conduits for the 
wires west of the station is practically 
complete. This includes bridge and 
Central streets from the Beverly line 
to the centre of the town, the Harbor 
street loop, School street to the en- 
trance of the Essex County grounds, 
and from Central street, by way of 
Union, Beach and Summer street ex- 
tension to the station. 

About 450 men are now at work 
laying the conduits. These are di- 
vided into five gangs. Two of these 
gangs are working on Summer street. 
Pipes have been laid from Coolidge’s 
Point up through the Cove, and to- 
day the menare working well into the 


Cove woods. Another gang, working: 


from the other end of Summer street, 
have succeeded in getting down al- 
most as far as the entrance to the 
McMillan estate. Conduits are also 
being laid on Sea street. 

The pipes having-been laid, another 
feature of the work is putting in the 
cables. This takes considerabie time. 
Men are now at work on the sections 
completed. 

Meanwhile electricians have their 
hands full wiring private residences 
and stables. Most of the later-built 
houses have been wired at the time of 
construction, while the older houses 
have not been. 

The sub-station is fast being put in 
condition to receive the power when it 
shall finally be’turned on from the 
Beverly station. The work of putting 
in the machinery is in the hands of the 
General Electric Co. 

It has not yet been made known 
what the rate shall be. Manager 
Cushing said he was not prepared to 
make any definite statement in this 
regard. He did state, however, there 
would be a summer and an all-the-year- 
round rate, and that a “ fair’’ price 
would be charged. And he supple- 
mented this further by saying the 
Manchester company was getting its 
power from Beverly at a “fair” 
figure:

It has often been said, and probably 
with a great deal of truth, that 


the railroad stations and contingent 
grounds on the Gloucester branch 
are better kept and present a more 
attractive appearance than any other 
branch of the same size on the 
Boston & Maine system. 

At any rate the grounds and sta- 
tions never looked better than they 
do now. With handsomely-set flower 
beds, and’ well-kept grass plots, and 
everything kept in neat, trim order, 
all the stations from Beverly down 
through to Manchester present an at- 
tractive appearance. 

Station Agent Clifford Rand has 
had some men at work this week 
about the Manchester station. Flower 
beds have been set in the triangular 
plot bordering on Beach street, and 
the grounds have been put in neat 
order. 

At the West Manchester station 
Agent Carter has set some flower 


beds and somewhat improved the 
banking opposite the station. 

Agent Frank Rand _ has tidied up 
the grounds about the Beverly Farms 
station, while at Prides extensive im- 
provements have been made. The 
ugly looking ledge on the western 
side of the station has been blasted 
away and a roadway has been put 
through from the station to the post- 
office. This is a material benefit to 
the people of Prides who have occasion 
to drive to the station, inasmuch as 
the cramped condition of the roadway 
about the station has been a matter of 
much inconvenience. 

The Montserrat station presents its 
usual neat appearance, with the vines 
entwining the posts supporting the 
shed and its handsomely-kept lawns 
and flower gardens back of the sta- 
tion. For many years the Montserrat 
station has been awarded the prize 
offered by the road for the best kept 
station grounds on the branch, ‘and 
from appearances it now bids fair to 
take the prize this year.

TOWN LANDING. 


Work Started on 40-foot Pier at Manchester. 


Work on the town pier at the Tap- 
pan Marsh, near the railroad station, 
was started this week. A pile-driving 
machine came in Tuesday night, and 
the work was started Wednesday 
morning. Pitman & Brown of Salem 
have the contract for building the pier. 

It is not known to just what extent 
the work will be carried this year. A 
member of the park commissioners 
said to a BREEZE reporter this week 
that they would go to the Jimit of the 
$3,000 at their disposal now. 

A pier 40 feet square will be built 
in the flats on the tip of the marsh 
nearest the draw-bridge. It will be 
constructed of oak pilings and hard 
pine. A float of good dimensions will 
be put at the end of the pier. Piles 
are also being driven from Beach 
street, near the arch bridge, out 
toward the pier. Thespace inside will 
be filled in. 

When the pier is completed a basin 
will be dredged and also a channel 
from there to the main channel, if 
sufficient money remains from the 
appropriation made. 

Meanwhile the roadway from Beach 
street across the marsh to the pier is 
being pushed ahead slowly. It is 
expected the road will be finished by 
the time the pier is ready for use. 
No definite work is being done on the 
road, the progress being only as fast 
as dumpings and refusematter brought 
there is disposed of. A man is kept 
on hand all the time taking care of 
this, and occasionally a load of gravel 
from some of the town jobs is dumped 
there, too. 

At all events, it now looks as if 
Manchester is to have a town landing 
place, something that has been the 
crying need for years. There is, and 
always has been, a strong feeling that 
the town should have some such land- 
ing where yachtsmen might come at 
low tide and land as well as when the 
tide is high. 


REPUBLICAN CLUB. 


Capt. A. P. Gardner Discusses Reciprocity at 
Beverly. 


Capt. A. P. Gardner, representative 
from this district, addressed the Bev- 
erly Republican club at a smoker 
given at their rooms Wednesday night. 
Capt. Gardner discussed the reciproc- 
ity question. He spoke in part as 
follows: ‘‘The Democratic party has 
been casting about for some time for 
a platform upon which to wage the 
electoral battle this fall. They have 
tried various questions, and all have 
proved unsuitable. The last one to be 
given up was the question of the 
Panama canal. When they tried to 


‘make this the issue they found that 


the majority of the people favored the 
action of President Roosevelt, and it 
at once had to be dropped and a new 
issue found. It now looks as if they 


would be obliged to fall back upon 
the old issue of the tariff and free 
trade. In this connection reciprocity 
with Canada will have the most prom- 
inent position. 

‘They will tell you that reciprocity 
with Canada means increased pros- 
perity for the country, because it 
gives a wider market. They will tell 
you in Beverly that you can sell shoes 
made here in Canada at a good profit, 
and that Canada is not ina position to 
sell her shoes here in competition 
with American makers. If this is so, 
why should Canada want reciprocity ? 
But reciprocity does not mean free 
trade in manufactured goods; it means 
free trade solely in the raw materials, 
the raw products from the field, forest, 
mines and sea. 

“ Reciprocity with Canada is not a 
new and untried proposition as the 
would have you think. It was tried

Why Birds Migrate. 
(Copyrighted, 1904.) 

One morning in April, after a long 
ramble through the meadows and 
thickets and across the marshes, I 
found myselt upon the shore of one of 
the smail bays that indent the wes- 
tern part ot Cape Ann. A thick 
growth of pines broke off the wind, 
still chilled by the northern snows, 
and the sun shone warmly upon the 
sheltered beach. 

It was a genuine spring morning 
and the birds were coming back to 
their northern haunts. During my 
entire walk the joyous’ medley 
of the song-sparrow had been sound- 
ingin my ears. Once, in crossing a 
ravine, | found its echoes ringing with 
the sweet cadence of the white- 
throated sparrow. The chipping 
Sparrow made its presence known in 
nearly every hedge-row and clump of 
trees which I passed. A group of 
seven cow-birds in the top of an apple 
tree seemed to catch the inspiration 
of the morning and exerted them- 
selves to sing. It was amusing to 
watch them as, with a flirt of the tail 
and a ruffle of the feathers, they gave 
in characteristic tones their squeak- 
ing cluck-see. Various groups — of 
unusually noisy crows passed over- 
head on their day’s pilgrimage from a 
neighboring roost. It may not be 
generally known that the crows with- 
in a radius of many miles have a com- 
mon roosting ground where they 
gather nightly. 

A flock of red-winged blackbirds 
settled upon the withered reeds of 
the marsh close by and vied with each 
other in their incessant chatter. Al- 
though more ambitious, they make 
as bad failures at song as the cow- 
bird. 

A flitting speck of gold caught my 
eye as I stood leaning against a pine, 
attentive to the music of wood, sea 
and bird. I cautiously followed it 
and found a pair of golden-crowned 
kinglets in a scrubby fir. Whether 
they had passed the winter in this lo- 
cality or not, or were on their way 
northward to hide their delicate eggs 
in the pendent moss of the hemlock 
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forests of the White Hills would be 
hard to say. 

The larger number of most species 
of birds migrate, but a few stragglers 
of many species remain in New Eng- 
land through the winter, notably the 
crow, jay, robin and kinglet. Birds 
dependent upon the insects for food 
move southward as the insects disap- 
pear, returning to their old breeding 
places with the return of these in- 
sects, such as the kingbird and other 
fly-catchers The reason is clear why 
such birds migrate; but why should 
those birds migrate that do not de- 
pend upon such food and can with- 
stand the rigors of the climate? 
Even a few of the golden-winged 
woodpeckers, chiefly insectivorous, 
remain in northern Massachusetts 
throughout severe winters. If some 
migrate, why not all? Possibly, I 
thought, there was once a good rea- 
son extending througha long geolog- 
ical period why all birds should mi- 
grate, and now that there is no cause 
for it the inherited instinct is fading 
from some of them, while others 
migrate from the stronger instinct. 
The kingfisher, that “flash of blue’’ 
above a woodland brook, goes south- 
ward when the ice prevents his div- 
ing. Surely here is a cause for mi- 
grating. But the greater number of 
birds—have they a lingering instinc- 
tive fear of an agent in the long gone 
past similar to the one that now dis- 
turbs the kingfisher? Ifso, when was 
the memory image made, and how long 
will it be an inheritance? These 
thoughts came to me as I strolled 
along the sand, and, climbing to the 
top of a ledge seated myself upon a 
boulder to watch a flock of gulls feed- 
ing upon a reef. 

As I watched the tide recede and 
the fish follow it, I thought that I 
saw an active illustration of the in- 
fluence of physical agents upon the 
denizens of earth. -As long as there 
has been water upon the earth and a 
moon to govern it, so long have. the 
waters been obedient, and ever since 
the seas have had tenants so long 
have these tenants Jiving near the 
shore been forced to migrate, so to 
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speak, with the changing of the tide. 

Geology has already demonstrated 
the transtormation of some fishes into 
amphibians, some amphibians into 
true reptiles and some reptiles into 
birds. The rocks of the Cretaceous 
Period contain many records of the 
transformation of species and yield 
specimens of flying reptiles and birds, 
flesperonis regalis (Marsh), with rep- 
tile-like teeth, and still others, Arch- 
aecopteryx, with true reptilian tails. 
Our bird is but a reptile, such as the 
Icthyosaurus of the Jurasic and Creta- 
ceous shores, with suitable modifica- 
tions to adapt itself to air, namely, — 
a shortened tail, scales modified to 
feathers, two limbs transformed into 
wings, the long jaws shortened into a 
beak with teeth omitted, bones light- 
ened for flight and chest muscles 
highly developed. The aquatic birds 


-have not made so much advancement 


as the singers, and consequently do 
not differ so much from their Meso- 
zoic ancestors, and their feeding 
grounds have been the marshes and 
fenlands from the days of the /cthyor- 
nis till the present time, and their 
habits are similar to what we may in- 
fer were the habits of the older birds. 
Indeed the marine fish-eating birds 
resemble the most ancient forms of 
bird life. 

It is easy to let imagination run 
away with reason and involve the 
mind in the labyrinth of a pretty 
theory, but, since our birds are the 
progeny of the Devonian marine life, 
may we not infer that the coming and 
going of the tides for unnumbered 
aeons left its influence upon the fish- 
like reptiles and the reptile-like birds 
which lived within the influence of 
the tides? Here, I thought, was the 
origin of the desire to flee before the 
approach of destructive elements. 
With the dawn of the Cenozoic Era 
came the destruction of most of the 
old reptilian forms and the advent of 
the species which so closely resemble 
the modern pelican, owl, woodpecker, 
waders and perchers. These had 
hardly taken a firm hold upon the 
continent and become acquainted

The work will 
in all probability be completed and 
the roads back to their normal condi- 
tion by the middle of July, the date 
when the highway contract expires. 

The company have changed their 
original plans slightly, and for the 
time being will not lay the conduits 
on all the streets specified at the 
start. The calls for the use of elec- 
tricity do not necessitate placing con- 
duits on these streets just at present. 

The streets that wiJl not be touched 
for the time being include Pleasant, 
Lincoln, Vine streets, Rosedale av- 
enue, and Beach street from the rail- 
road crossing to Masconomo street. 

The work of laying the wires from 
the main conduits to private property 
has been sub-contracted to G. M. Gest. 

It is understood that parties having 
their property wired must pay the 
cost of laying the wires from the 
manholes. In laying a water-pipe it 
is customary for the customer to pay 
the cost of laying pipe on his own 
property, but in laying the wires for 
lights: the customer must pay cost 
from time wires leaves manhole, 
whether it be in center of street or on 
the side opposite to his property.

MANCHESTER AND HAMILTON. 
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A PERPLEXING QUESTION. 


Freight Yard at Beverly Farms overtaxed, 
and no more Land. 

The freight officials of the Boston 
& Maine have been at Beverly Farms 
recently looking over the ground for 
additional freight yard room, and are 
greatly puzzled over the situation. 
Every available foot of land contingent 
to the station grounds has been uti- 
lized and there is no room now to take 
care of the great amount of freight 
handled at that station. 

Efforts have been made to buy 
more land, but the road has thus far 
made futile attempts. The three 
short sidings at present take up all 
the room, and there is no more land 
obtainable unless some of the proper- 
ty belonging to the summer residents 
can be obtained. 

The freight traffic at Beverly Farms 
within the past few years has increas- 
ed so rapidly that it has been a per- 
plexing problem for some time how to 
handle it. . 


The facilities are very small com- 


pared to what they ought to be, yet the 
enlargement of the yard has become a 
serious subject. Last month the 
freight receipts at thestation amounted 
to over $6,000. 

Wednesday the yard was so full that 
an extra freight train of sixteen cars 
had to be detained at Salem until the 
cars at the station were unloaded and 
taken away. 

It is said the freight traffic on the 
Gloucester branch has doubled within 
the past ten years and that it is in- 
creasing toa great extent from year 
to year. This is due to the great 
number of summer people who come 
every year to live on the North Shore. 
The Farms feels the increase, un- 
doubtedly, most of all.

with the new life manifested in plant 
and animal before that great ice. inva- 
sion took place from the north, push- 
ing its cold, relentless, life-crushing 
front south to Maryland. 

And this boulder upon which I am 
sitting as I make these notes, this 
also has been forced to travel south- 
ward from the White Hills or possi- 
bly from beyond the St. Lawrence. 
Then it seemed to me that the birds 
must have a memory of that time so 
far beyond man’s recollection, not as 
a scene in their actual life,but an zz- 
herited image of that destructive ice 
river. The climate has changed fre- 
quently since Mesozoic time, the 
changing of ocean currents, changes 
of topography, variations of atmos- 
pheric currents —a// combined to 
transport tropical vegetation once 
more within the Polar Circle, as is evi- 
dent from the fossils found there. 


Again these changes and the ice field ° 


pushed itself south only to be driven 
back again These slow changes 
forced the birds to rear their young 
in new localities in successive genera- 
tions, following the retreating tropics 
for centuries, and then pursuing the 
frosts to the distant north. 

Thus it seems that the instinct 
which prompts migration in most 
cases is an inherited one; that with 
the return of the cold season a mem- 
ory of that. frigid sea which drove 
their progenitors south, impels them 
likewise to seek a warmer clime. The 
periods between the extremes of heat 
and cold gradually shortened and the 
climate became quite constant, so 
that the seasons of the year were the 
only perceptible changes. Formerly 
many generations of birds came and 
passed away during one swing of the 
temperature pendulum, now a bird re- 
turns several seasons to the same nest. 

In all animal life there are organs 
that remain in a useless, a rudiment- 
ary state to testify to their import- 
ance long ago; may they not be 
lingering memories and shadowy in- 
stincts of former conditions, which, 
though gradually and surely fading are 
transmitted to offspring? Some 
birds do not migrate because there 
is no urgent necessity for so doing, 
and this memory instinct with them 
has completely vanished. Here is a 
field for investigation as fruittul to 
some patient student as was the bone 
to Agassiz or the plant to Darwin. 
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Why do our domestic geese rise and 
circle in the air when they hear the 
cry of their kindred, unfettered by 
domestication, as they pass each 
spring to the northern lakes and 
watercourses? It must be a prompt- 
ing to visit the same retreats, a ten- 
der, lingering image of those broad 
sheets of water, the rich feeding 
grounds and coveted nesting places 
of the North and the wild, free life, 
—a flashing image of vanishing

scenes, followed by an_ irresistible 
impulse to join that clanging triangu- 
lar company. 

That many birds, such as the crow, 
robin and jay do not migrate, while 
others of the same species do, shows 
that migration of itself is not a neces- 
sity. On the other hand, heron and 
snipe come from the south to breed 
and leave better places for rearing 
their young than they find in the 
north, while others remain in the 
same locality during life. Thus it 
seems that the migratory instinct, so 
called, is an inherited memory and 
that, as the cause for migration has 
long since ceased, sois the inclination 
to migrate also fading. If creatures 
are influenced by environment, if in- 
clinations can be transmitted to the 
young, then the causes for migration 


have been stated.

Memorial day, with its sacred mem- 
ories, was observed in Beverly in the 
customary way.

Mr. Bulkeley deliv- 
ered an eloquent oration, making patri- 
otism the keynote. ‘It is our duty,” 
said he, ‘‘to show our patriotism by 
our interest in the welfare of the 
nation to-day. Patriotism involves a 
love of principle, a sense of gratitude 
anda sense of obligation. It is our 
duty to be grateful for the freedom 
that is given in our country ; and we 
should feel obligated thereby to give 
the best that is in us for our country’s 
-service in peace as in war. We should 
always, also, stand for principle, 
whether that principle is popular or 
whether it is unpopular. We should 
havein peace the sentiment that pre- 
vailed in the union army, and be ready 
to sacrifice all rather than let the flag 
touch the ground.” 

Commander Warren E. Shaw pre- 
sided and made a short address of 
welcome. Previous to Mr. Bulkeley’s 
address, Samuel Fairbanks of the 
Beverly High school gave Lincoln's 
address at Gettysburg, Miss Lucy 
Eldredge gave two readings appropri- 
ate to the day, a male quartet sang 
two selections, and Samuel A. Gentlee 
favored with a vocal solo.

The Boston & Northern. 


Memorial day, as has been the cus- 
tom for years, marked the opening of 
the season at numerous parks and re- 
sorts throughout the State. This 
was the case at Salem Willows. 
While the weather is not. such as to 
cause a heavy traffic between here 
and the Willows as yet, still it seems 
that this is the time to speak of cer- 
tain things in this connection. 

Some time ago, a time not very far 
in the past, the city government was 
petitioned by two companies for a lo- 
cation in Beverly for a new street 
line. One of these companies was 
the Boston & Northern, and the other 
was a new company in which many 
local business men had an interest. 
The right to construct the line was 
granted by the city government to 
the Boston & Northern, four of the 
aldermen being in favor. 

While there was considerable in- 
dignation among a number of the cit- 
izens over the granting of the right 
to the said company, a feeling which 
has not yet entirely subsided, we do 
not propose to discuss the merits of 
the case now, but we would like to 
say a word about the service given in 
Beverly and vicinity at the present 
time and compare it to some extent 
with what ought to be given. 

We have heard a great deal of talk 
about the service on the electrics, 
and, what is more to the point, we 
have had some little experience our- 
selves in this line. Among other 
things we have noted that the road 
bed is almost without exception the 
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roughest that we have ever ridden 
over. For the entire distance be- 
tween Salem and Gloucester it is a 
bump, bump, bump all the way there 
and back. The turn-outs—well, the 
less said about them the better. 
Many of the cars are relics of a by- 
gone age and should have been rele- 
gated to the junk heap long ago. 

The running schedule is followed 
well, it is followed, but they sel- 
dom catch up to it. Sometimes it is 
followed quite closely, and again it is 
followed rather more distantly. These 
are afew of the things that we have 
noted during the past few weeks. 
Possibly other people have some other 
things in mind that we have not men- 
tioned. 

Now we come to a few things we 
ought to have. We ought to havea 
regular service, or a service so near 
regular that one could gage some- 
where near accurately the time it 
would be necessary to leave home in 
order to catch a car for a given place. 
We ought to have a road bed that 
would be equal to those in other 
places of this size. We ought to 
have cars that would be worthy of 
the name. 

To return to our starting point. 
The right was granted to the Boston 
& Northern for this new location. 
We submit to the judgment of the 
majority of the board of aldermen 
that this was the wise thing to do. 
But we contend that a glorious oppor- 
tunity was then lost when they did 
not demand and receive guarantees of 
sweeping reforms in the service given. 
At that time a letter was sent to the 
committee of the aldermen from Pres- 
ident Sullivan of the Boston & 
Northern, in which he suggested in a 
general way that certain improve- 
ments were to be made. Among 
them he spoke of improvements in 
tracks at various places, the addition 
of some new rolling stock, and a 
through car to the Willows; but this 
last only as an experiment. 

How much of this has been done? 
A little. The road has been im- 
proved here and there, but so slightly 
that you really would not notice it. 
Four new cars have been put on. 
That is a good thing, but in our own 
travel we have never happened to 
strike one of these cars.. While we 


do not doubt but that they are run > 
regularly, we maintain that there 
should be more of them to make it a 
real benefit. The through car to the 
Willows as an experiment means that 
it can be withdrawn whenever the 
road thinks it does not bring in dol- 
lars enough. It may be run once a 
day, or twice a day, and at any time 
of the day whether convenient or not. 

Beverly is not a rural community. 
The traffic here is as heavy as on 
other roads where the best of service 
is demanded and required. When 
any improvement is asked for here, 
the management makes a reply to the 
effect that the road is making every 
effort to keep things in shape and bet- 
ter the prevailing conditions, etc., 
etc.; expenses are heavy and the diffi- 
culties to contend with are great. 
They give out a lot of generalaties 
about what they are going to do; but 
that is all. They tell you that the 
traffic does not warrant great changes; 
but their traffic is heavy here at least, 
and all down through to Gloucester 
it could be made far heavier, if proper 
accommodation were given. The 
ride down through from Salem to 
Gloucester is through a region noted 
for its historical interest and for its 
beautiful scenery. There are im- 
mense numbers of tourists who 
would come over this route every 
year if the name of the Boston & 
Northern in this locality was not a 
by-word for poor service. 

As we said above, we do not dis- 
pute the wisdom of granting the new 
location to the Boston & Northern; 
but we do contend that it was, to say ~ 
the least; unwise to grant this loca- 
tion without getting in return some- 
thing more than glittering general- 
ities which past experience should

SOLEMNITY GONE. 


Manchester Minister Prophecies Last Sunday 
in May as Memorial Day. 


“T can fearlessly prophecy a time, 
and that not far away, when the 30th 
of May will have ceased to be what it 
was intended to be, and when the last 
Sunday in the month will become the 
sacred day of memorial to the nation’s 
honored dead,” said Rev. W. H. Ashley 
in the course of his address at the 
union memorial service in the Con- 
gregational church, Manchester, last 
Sunday. 

The church was crowded, the ideal 
weather bringing out a very large 
number, Five minutes before the 
services began the members of Post 
67, 23 in number, filed into the audito- 
rium, followed by 30 members of the 
S.of V. camp 149 and 20 members of 
the W.R.C. 

Rev. D. F. Lamson and Mr. E. H. 
Brewster of the Baptist church took 
part in the services. Miss Carolyn 
E. Allen rendered the “ Ninety and 
Nine” with most pleasing effect. 

Mr. Ashley delivered a strong ad- 
dress on ‘‘ Memorial day as a national 
memorial and religious feast,” taking 
his text from Exodus 12:14. 

““To me, to-day is the memorial af 
the freedom of four millions of slaves 
and of a union unbroken, a memorial 
to the one million of brave men who 
gave their lives to accomplish these 
conditions, and of the million since, 
who, as the years have passed, have 
answered to the final roll-call from 
the great commander-in-chief. 

“The holy day of the 30th of May 
has already become a holiday, save 
where the influence of you battle- 
scarred veterans is felt. The solemn 
hush of this sacred national Sabbath, 


like the Fast day of our fathers, has 
ceased. The voice of prayer is re- 
placed by the cries of the ball-ground, 
the hum of the trolley, the sputter 
of the automobile and the gasoline 
launch. 

“In this, then, my last words to 
you as a body, I plead that you make 
Sunday. your memorial day. Let 
Sunday afternoon become the time 
for laying the flowers upon the 
soldiers’ graves. It is a holy day, but 
it is also a holy service. Let the 
drums be muffled, and with solemn 
march we seek the resting place. 

“It issad tome toseethe paltry bloom 
resting on the soldier’s grave and the 
profusion of flowers upon the graves 
of our own dead. We have 364 days, 
51 Sundays, upon which to honor the .- 
memory of our dead by decorating 
their graves. Why should we rob the 
soldier’s grave or make the honor less 
in comparison with our own? Is it not 
time to plead fora true decoration day? 

**T would that to-morrow in Man- 
chester only the graves of those who 
gave themselves tor the nation’s de- 
fense could be filled with flowers, that 
before many years the children might 
know where the soldier dead lie 
throughout our nation by the flowers 
that have been laid on Memorial day.” 

Mr. Ashley then spoks of the atti- 
tude for the nations to take concerning 
the world’s national life, of the memo- 
rial of gratitude to God and to the 
soldiers, of our inheritance, its great- 
ness and its cost, and ended his 
address by telling of the new battles 
to be fought to-day. 

“We must not seek the living 
among the dead,’ he said. ‘‘ Eternal 
vigilance is the price of liberty. There 
are new battles to be fought to-day. 
Our warfare is no longer with flesh 
and blood, but against wickedness in 
high and low places. 

‘‘The industrial battle ison. The 
loss of life, liberty and happiness 
under our present industrial system is 
greater than that of the civil war. It 
is the crush of the wheels of the 


modern commercial juggernaut where 


life is of no worth and slavery is 
valued only in the slave’s product.”

in torrents when the veterans filed 
out of the town hall, and, headed by 
the band and Sons of Veterans, 
started to deck the graves with 
flowers. 

At the exercises in the town hall 
musical selections were given by the 
band and by the High Schoo! glee 
club. Rev. D. F. Lampson offered 
prayer and Adjutant Rivers read the 
general orders to the post. Rep. H. 
R. Drinkwater of Braintree delivered 
the address, which was of an eloquent 
and patriotic nature. 

« Something like 40 years ago there 
raged on this continent one of the 
most desperate struggles this world 
has ever seen,’ said the speaker 
*“We of Massachusetts are proud of 
the part taken by our State in that 
great conflict. It was largely with 
you that the destiny of the nation 
rested. Massachusetts met the test 
just as she met the test in the war of 
the revolution. It was Massachusetts 
blood first shed in the war of the 
Union. The North arose to her 
might, and glorious was the triumph.” 

He went on to say that many 
preached reconciliation with the 
South, but that one man _ stepped 
forward who knew how matters stood 
—one who did much for the cause of 
the North—Benjamin F. Butler. He 
it was, said the speaker, who made it 
possible for Massachusetts to be 
ready when the time came. He it 
was who raised the money to despatch 
our troops to the national capital. 

He spoke of the friendly attitute of 
Russia toward the United States 
then, and the evident feeling of sym- 
pathy on the side of Japan now, 
against Russia. He paid great 
tribute to Abraham Lincoln and the 
manner in which he steered the 
nation through and preserved the 
Union. 

«‘ His was a mind that could not be 
misled by appearance,’’ said he, “ but 
could instantly go to the root of any 
occasion. One of the greatest, one of 
the strongest, yet one of the most 
loved characters of mankind.

We come here today not because of 
the men who fell, but on account of 
the principle of the struggle as an in- 
spiration for the living.”

He remained here in business 
for ten years, then worked in various 
places for some time, finally return- 
ing to Beverly again in 1885. In 
1890 Mr. Burnhani sold out his busi- 
ness and devoted himself solely to the 
excursion business for which he has 
become known the country over. 

Mr. Burnham is a self made man 
in the true sense of the word, for be- 
ginning as asmall boy he has by dint 
of hard work acquired considerable 
property and has made an enviable 
reputation for himself. He owns in 
the city the block that bears his name 
on Cabot street and also a fine resi- 
dence on Dane street. Mr. Burnham 
in the course of his travels has made 
thousands of friends everywhere and 
his sixteenth milestone was made 
pleasant by many remembrances from 
outside friends as well as by the many 
friends whom he has in Beverly.

Since the 
Scandinavian prince, Ruric, in the 
ninth century, won the territory from 
Ladoga to Kief, the conquest of ter- 
ritory by the Russian princes has 
been steadily increasing. So far 
Russia has seldom taken a backward 
step. At times she has been halted 
in her career of conquest, but eventu- 
ally her point has been gained. 
Whether the affair upon her eastern 
borders will prove an exception or 
not, remains to be seen. 

While attention at present is 
focused upon her actions, it is in- 
structive to briefly glance at her rapid 
steps towards the Far East. To do 
so we must revert to the thirteenth 
century, when the progenitors of the 
mighty empire of today were confined 
to the present European boundaries 
and subdivided into many independent 
provinces, each a source of disunion, 
revolt,—a continuous state of war- 
fare. 

In 1236 the Tartar chieftan,; Baaty 
Khan, grandson of the famous Gen- 


gis, invaded the country which fell 
an easy prey to hishoardes. Discord 
and terror reigned for two hundred 
and fifty years, then Ivan I, the De- 
liverer, laid the foundations of 
Russia’s mcdern power. In 1470 he 
conquered Great Novgorod, a city so 
powerful as to have previously defied 
with impunity both Russian authority 
and Tartar vandalism. In 1480 Ivan 
broke the tyranny of the Khipsack 
Khans and totally destroyed their 
power. 

The Turks, at this time, captured 
Constantinople, supplanting the Greek 
Church with Mohamed’s star and 
crescent. Ivan immediately — ex- 
changed his title of “Grand Prince”’ 
for Czar, (Czesar). Ivan’s. grandson, 
Ivan, the Terrible, permanently de- 
stroyed the Tartar power by his con- 
quest of Kasan in 1552. Within two 
years he had subdued Astrakan and 
on the shores of the Caspian planted 
the Greek cross a perpetual menace 
to the Star and Crescent. 

Ivan II was a stern and relentless 
ruler, yet he instituted the work of 
civilization in his empire so ably car-. 
ried on by Peter, The Great, by in- 
troducing the arts and sciences of 
western Europe and encouraging the 
settlement within his domains of Ger- 
man and Flemish artisans. At this 
time Richard Chancellor reached the 
mouth of the Dwina in the White 
Sea.

Promptly following the conquest of 
Kasan, the Russians settled in the 
province, and Strogonoff, a merchant, 
established salt works upon the 
banks of the Kama. Trading with 
the natives he noticed some strangers, 
who said they came from Sibir, a 
country ruled by a Tartan Khan. He 
sent spies into their country who re- 
turned with the finest of sable skins. 
Strogonoff very promptly notified the 
government of the source ot his new 
commodity and was rewarded with 
large grants of land at the confluence 
of the Tschinsova and the Kama, in 
the present province of Perm. So 
rich did he become that his descen- 
dants, the Counts Strogonoff, are well 
known to be the most wealthy of the 
Russian nobility.

missioners and fire engineers be re- 
quested to remove the fire whistle 
trom its present location on Dodge’s 
mill to the pumping station. He 
stated that there were two boilers at 
the pumping station and that when 
one is not in use the other can be 
used, and not leave the whistle as it 
was last Sunday night. 

Mr. Howe moved that the sum of 
$200 be appropriated for the removal 
of the whistle. Both motions were 
carried unanimously. 

Article 52 of the warrant, relative 
to the Norwood avenue extension, 
was next taken up. W.H. Allen re- 
ported that, having adverused for pro- 
posals for Norwood avenue extension 
the selectmen had received the fol- 
lowing bids : Connolly Bros., $10,500; 
George S. Sinnicks, $9,000; Coolidge 
~and Merridrew, $10,313, and Morley, 
Flatley & Co., $5,450. For the foun- 
dations for the _ bridge,— Boston 
Bridge Co., $780, and the New Eng- 
gland Structural. Co., £630. Mr. 
Allen explained that the specifications 
called for a contract for building the 
road and for the abutment upon 
which the bridge is to rest. 


Upon motion of Chas. O. Howe it- 


was voted that the sum of $6,230 be 
appropriated for the same; that the 
bid of Morley, Flatley & Co., of 
$5,450 be accepted and also the bid 
of the Boston Bridge Co. of $780. 

Mr. Allen reported that the com- 
mittee, composed of Alfred S. Jewett, 
Jeffey T. Stanley and Chester L. 
Crafts, appointed to award for land 
taken from Samuel Knight, recom- 
mended that $500 be awarded for land 
taken and $300 for damage. The 
meeting voted $800 to cover this. 

This practically closed the business 
for the evening. Edwin T. Stanley 
made a motion in regard to town 
labor which provoked quite an ani- 
mated discussion. His motion was as 
follows :— 

~“ T move that any legal voter of the 
town be employed on any work of the 
town not done by contract so far as 
they can be procured. 

‘Tt amounts to just this,” said Mr. 
Stanley in explaining his motion, “I 
know one or two legal voters of the 
town who have appealed to the high- 
way department for work on several 
occasions and they have been told

there was no work to do. At the 
same time illegal voters were working 
on the job and others were afterward 
employed. 

* 1 claim that legal citizens should 
have preference over those who are 
not legal voters. If he is not worth 
$2 a day, it’s worth that amount to us 
to keep. his family going. We can 
afford to pay him $2 rather than have 
him in the poor house.’ 

‘Do I understand the town is to 
pay a man $2 a day for one hour’s 
work ?”’ queried F. K. Hooper. 

“No; but I take the position that 
we ought to encourage sober and in- 
dustrious persons. These should be 
given preference over men who are 
not legal] voters.” 

Samuel Knight offered to amend 
the motion by ‘if they can show 
right and proper qualifications to do 
the work.” 

“ Asa public servant and an em- 
ployer of town men,” said Superin- 
tendent Andrews of the water depart- 
ment, “I hope the town will not pass 
this amendment. I don’t want the 
responsibility of saying whether or 
not these men show proper qualifica- 
tions. Let the town say ‘Kimball 
and Andrews, use these men!’ and 
we will use them.” 

“TI don’t believe in degrading the 
man who is industrious and willing to 
work,” said Mr. Knight, “in order to 
elevate the man who is an injury to 
the town.” 

Superintendent Kimball, against 
whom a great deal of the discussion 
seemed to be aimed, said : — 

“T want to get all that’s coming to 
me. Some time ago we voted that 
none but legal voters be employed on 
the highway department. I was pre- 
sented with a list of the legal voters. 
Several men had to be turned away 
because they were not legal voters. 
It was said we were hiring every old 
thing but one of our citizens could not 
get work. I was told that a certain 
boy couldn’t go to schoo] because his 
father could not get work in the 
town. I sent that boy to the shoe 
store to get a pair of shoes, and I told 
the father there was a shovel in the 
basement of the town hall any time 
he wanted to shovel snow. But he 
never shoveled any snow.

that I could and have picked out. the 
best men for the kind of work I had 
for them todo. Iam willing to hire 
and want to hire just as many town 
men as [| can.” 

Mr. Stanley was asked to define 
what he meant in his motion by a 
legal resident, and he replied that he 
meant a voter. 

Selectman Swett said he agreed 
with Mr. Stanley’s remarks as tar as 
giving preference to town labor was 
concerned, but he did not agree to 
confining it to a voter, because, he 
said, there are men in the town who 
are taxpayers, good, industrious men, 
who were not naturalized but are 
waiting for final papers. There are 
also elderly men, he said, who have 
worked all their life in the town, but 
who were unfortunate in not being 
able to read; they were therefore not 
voters. Mr. Swett urged that it be 
confined to hiring residents of Man- 
chester, meaning taxpayers as far as 
possible. 

Though no legal action could be 
taken on the matter at the meeting, 
the voters gave an expression of their 
thoughts on the matter and left the 
motion of Mr. Stanley as a sugges- 
tion to the town officials hiring labor 
in the future. 

The meeting was dissolved at 9.30.

BEVERLY. IPSWICH 
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opened a very lucrative trade with 
Persia and Bokara. The Cossacks of 
the Don made a business of piunder- 
ing the caravans. But a monarch 
like Ivan would not be trifled with 
by freebooters and sent a force to 
punish the Cossacks. Not daring to 
meet the forces of the Czar, the Cos- 
sacks, no less than 6,000, fled under 
the leadership of Yermak, who, like 
Cortes, was eventually to present his 
soverign with a new empire. 
Outstripping the soldiers of the 
Czar, Yermak arrived upon the es- 
tates-ot Strogonoff where he was wel- 


comed. Strogonoff acquainted him. 


with the affairs in Siberia. Yermak 
foreseeing a new venture preferred to 
face the hoards of Kutchum than the 
justice which he knew the soldiers of 
Ivan would measure to him if caught. 
With an eye upon a portion of the 
possible spoils, Strogonoff aided him 
in the venture against the Tartars. 
On the other hand, if Yermak failed 
in the enterprise Strogonoff would be 
well rid of the troublesome fellow, 
for he bethought himself that he might 
have to answer to Ivan for sheltering 
an outlaw. 

In the summer of 1578 Yermak fol- 
lowed the Tschinsova’ River into 
Siberia. Lack of suitable preparation 
and ignorance of the country he was 
traversing impeded his advance so 
materially that with the return of 
spring he returned with diminished 
and famished forces to Strogonoff. 
When he demanded more supplies 
Strogonoff flatly refused, but Yer- 
mak was a desperate man and in sore 
straits, so pointing to his Cossacks he 
compelled Strogonoff to refit the ex- 
pedition with such supplies as would 
insure success. In June he was once 
more in Siberia. The swamps, the 
wilderness and the natives reduced 
his 6,000 men to 1,500 and in 1580 he 
had only advanced to Tara. When he 
reached the confluence of the Irtysch 
and Tobol he found himself facing the 
multitudes of Kutchum Khan, his 
own force reduced to only 500. The 
conflict was long, bloody and most 
desperate. The valor of the Cossacks 
armed with matchlocks counted more 
for victory than did the numberless ar- 
rows of the Tartars. The Cossacks 
won a most decisive battle for 
Russia, the rich booty of Kutchum 
Khan fell into the hands of Yermak 


honor to his prowess and brought him 
rich tribute of sable skins. Yermak 
sent 2,400 of them to Ivan and pre- 
sented him with the empire of the 
Khan. Ivan forgave the past and 
sent his royal cloak to Yermak and 
made him governor of the province. 

A monument stands today in To- 
bolsk, the scene of his great victory 
over the Tartars but his real monu- 
ment is vast Siberia, and Yermak is 
a national hero. 

Little by little the Russians ad- 
vanced eastward erecting forts, ost- 
rogs, from which expeditions set out 
to conquer other tribes and in which 
the booty and tribute was _ stored. 
Tomsk was founded in 1604: Jeni- 
seisk, a Siberia sable mart, was estab-

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lished in 1630. In 1636 Busa_ de- 
scended the Lena River to the Arctic 
Sea and laid tribute upon the Jakuts 
and all kindred tribes. He followed 
the sea to the Olekma which he as- 
cended. In 1638 he discovered the 
Tana. In 1639 he resumed his voy- 
age eastward by sea to the Tchen- 
doma and made the Jukahirs tribu- 
tary to the growing empire. In 1639 
the Cossacks reached the Sea of 
Ochotsk, another expedition discov- 
ered the Amoor and the Russians 
came into conflict with China. 

In 1847 Count Mourawieff, gover- 
nor-general of eastern Siberia, an- 
nexed all of the region of Amoor and 
built the military stations of Mariinsk 
and Nicolayevsk at its mouth in de- 
fiance to the protest of China, A 
channel was now open to the Pacific

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and the Russian right was established 
by the treaty of Aigun in 1854. 

Probably no conquest, not even 
that of Mexico by the Spaniards, is 
so filled with atrocious butcheries as 
the conquest of northern Siberia but 
especially in the region north of the 
Amoor. In quick succession eight 
nations were crushed beneath the iron 
tread of the Czar and entire tribes 
were provoked to fight and then com- 
pletely slaughtered. 

The discovery of gold, silver and 
fossil ivory drew millions of rubles 
into Siberia for investment. The re- 
moteness and vastness of the province 
made it an ideal station for political 
exiles and they could be employed 
with profit in the mines. Commerce, 
both domestic and with China ad- 
vanced with rapid strides, military 
stations and trading posts were quick- 
ly swelled into important villages and 
influential cities. The interests of 
Russia were increasing and at every 
point she was strengthening her posi- 
tion, by a careful choice of her gov- 
ernors and tribute masters, by the 
erection of forts and the construction 
of the Trans-Sibernian railroad. . 

The port of Alexandrovosk at the 
mouth of the Amoor is frozen for so 
many months in the year that it is 
not profitably available for the Pacific 
commerce. For this reason the east- 


ern terminus of the railroad was lo- 
cated at Vladivostock, a central point 
for the trade of the Japan Sea, and 
Port Arthur fortified to strengthen 
her position ine Manchuria. 

Siberia is a mighty country teem- 
ing with boundless possibilities in 
mining, grazing manufacturing and in 
supporting a population of millions in 
a peaceful following of the arts when 
the barbarian tendencies of the Tar- 
tar tribesareeliminated. When Yer- 
mak conquered Kutchum Khan, Russia 
foresaw the _ possibilities. Japan, 
asleep upon her islands, did not hear 
the hum of progress till Commodore 
Perry violently opened the door of the 
Mikado’s Empire to western influ- 
ences. This was too late for her to 
gain a foothold upon the Asiatic 
coast. But Russia has long been 
ready. It has ever been her policy to 
hold what she has gained. 

As tothe justness of the attitude 
of either Japan or Russia time only 
can sift the truth from the error. We 
may be disposed to bitterly criticise 
Russia in her methods of conquest. 
Let the Americans remember Cali- 
fornia and Texas, the English India 
and South Africa.

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MANCHESTER ELECTRIC LIGHT STATION. 


The electricity was switched on to 
Manchester the latter part of last 
week, and Saturday night the lights 
were turned on in the house of Gor- 
don Abbott, West Manchester, — the 
first house to be lighted by electricity 
by the local electric light company. 

The above picture shows the trans- 
former station on Summer street, 
near the railroad station. The little 
Structure presents a neat appearance, 
standing as it does in the small space 
between the railroad tracks and the 
‘street. It is of brick and is finished

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inside with hard pine. 

It is here the power comes from 
the Beverly electric light plant and is 
distributed by cables to the various 
sections of the town. At present 
only the West Manchester section is 
connected and onlya small proportion 
of the houses in this section is lighted 
yet. 

The wires are all under ground ex- 
cept in the outlying places and on 
some streets where trenching for lay- 
ing the conduits was difficult, 
where poles are used.

TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


J. J. Coolidge Seriously Injured at Man- 
chester. 


‘Resting comfortably, with favor- 
able chances of recovery,’’ was the 
report given out at the Beverly Hos- 
pital this noon as the condition of J, 
J. Coolidge. 

Mr. Coolidge was driving down 
Summer street toward the Manches- 
ter railroad station about 5.20 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon in a small Con- 
cord buggy when he stood up and 
leaned forward over the dasher to hit 
the horse. He lost his balance, it is 
said, and fell forward. Andas he fell 
between the horse and the whiffle- 
tree his legs became caught in the 
running gear. 

Held suspended in this manner he 
was dragged fully 500 feet before the 
horse was stopped, the rear hoofs of 
the horse as it trotted along mangling 
his head and face terribly. 

In the carriage with Mr. Coolidge 
at the time were Frank Silva and an- 
other of Mr. Coolidge’s workmen. 
They succeeded in stopping the horse 
after it had gone about 150 feet. 

A crowd had soon gathered and the 
ambulance was summoned. Mr. 
Coolidge was picked’up and taken to 
the police station where Dr. Blaisdell 
attended him. He was immediately 
afterward taken to the Beverly Hos- 
pital in the ambulance by Harry 
Swett and special officer Leary. 

At the hospital it was found that 
the unfortunate man had his lower 
jaw broken, several teeth were out, 
his nose was broken, his left ear was 
badly lacerated and torn, his head 
had a very bad scalp wound and he 
was bruised all over. The bruises 
were such, however, as would natu- 
rally arise from being dragged. The 
wounds on his head were caused, it 
is said, by being struck by the hoofs 
of the horse. 

Those who saw Mr. Coolidge at the 
time of the accident thought he 
would not live to get to Beverly. And 
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indeed, it was feared at the hospital 
the wounds would prove fatal, blood- 
poisoning being feared. 

Mr. Coolidge is a contractor and is 
well known here. He is about 53 
years old. His family. lives at Wal- 
tham. Shortly after the accident 
Supt. Kimball telegraphed Mrs: Cool- 
idge that her husband had been in- 
jured in an accident and a nephew 
came on to Beverly and spent the 
night., Mrs. Coolidge came on the 
next day and was completely over- 
come when she learned the serious- 
ness of the accident.

Browntails. 


The ‘obnoxious brown-tail! What 


can we do to rid our beautiful high- 
ways and our attractive woodlands 
of him ? 

Down here on the North Shore we 
feel proud of our, woods, our shady 
drives and our magnificent ‘forest ”’ 
effect, so to speak. But proud as we 
are the insidious browntail steals in 
upon us and would do us harm did we 
not ply our efforts to check him. 

Each year the town of Manchester 
appropriates a neat little sum to offer 
the children for brown-tails nests. 
Beverly does the same thing. The 
result was this year that almost a 
million nests were taken from the 
trees along the shore and burned. 

But still the brown-tail is with us! 

Tree Warden Young in Manches- 
ter has succeeded this year in prac- 
tically ridding the town trees of the 
pest. But there are still places in 
Manchester where trees are literally 
covered. This is most apparent in 
places where there is scarcely a leaf 
to be seen on the trees. 

It costs but a litttle to doctor a 
tree, we are told. And the cost of 
discomfort to ourselves and to our 
neighbors and to everybody is so 
great a comparison to the slight cost 
of a small box of patent powder used 
for spraying trees that we cannot 
afford to let a single tree on our 
property go without examining it. 


Gen, Slocum Horror. 

Carelessness has again been the 
cause of a frightful loss of life. Hun- 
dreds of people, largely women and 
little children, lost their lives as a re- 
sult of the fearful catastrophe in New 
York harbor Wednesday. No doubt 
orders will go out at once to the 
effect that all excursion steamers 
must have suitable fire protection, 
and better means for the preservation 
of life in case of accident. It will be 
the same as in the Iriquois theatre 
horror. After it has happened and 
hundreds of people have given up 
their lives as a sacrifice to the greed 
for wealth which makes owners of 
public places and public conveyances 
neglect taking proper precautions for 
the safety of the public, the people 
will demand protection. It is well 
that protection should be demanded 


but it seems a pity that hundreds of 
innocent lives should be lost before 
the law is enforced. 

The captain of the boat is held un- 
der arrest. pending an investigation. 
He may possibly be to blame to some 
extent, but the blame must go back 
farther. It rests upon the American 
people at large, who in their mad rush 
for gain neglect all precaution until 
some such fearful accident occurs 
and then acry arises for a time, to 
be forgotten again until some other 
such horror occurs calling attention 
to criminal negligence in some other 
line of modern industry.

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The Love of Natural Scenery. 


Until the last century the power of 
enjoying natural scenery, especially 
the grand and sublime in Nature, 
seems hardly to have been awakened. 
Illustrations abound. Darby Field, 
the first of the pioneers who saw the 
White Mountains, speaks of their 
appearance as ‘“‘daunting terrible.” 
John Woolson, that ‘ beautiful soul,”’ 
as tienry Crabbe calls him, who jour- 
neyed in his missionary tours nearly 
to the Alleghanies, speaks of ‘the 
roughness of the stones and the cavi- 
ties between them, and the steepness 
of the hills,” of ‘mountains, swamps 
and barren deserts,” and makes special 
mention of being ‘‘ preserved in safety 
through the kindness of Him whose 
works in these mountainous deserts 
appeared ‘awful.’ Jefferson, in his 
Notes on Virginia, applies the epithet 
“‘terrible’’ to the romantic pass of 
Harper’s Ferry. 

Irving, in his tales of Rip Van 
Winkle and The Legend of Sleepy 
Hollow, was almost the first to trans- 
fer the beauties of American scenery, 
as on the Hudson and among the 
Kaatskills, to the printed page. In 
fact, memory does not recall one of the 
earlier explorers and travelers in our 
country, or of those who wrote descrip- 
tions of it, down to the time of Presi- 
dent Dwight, who speak of its grand 
and magnificent’scenery with admira- 
tion. Barber’s Historical Collections, 
published early in the last century, 
contain many woodcuts of villages and 
buildings, but natural scenery is repre- 
sented on the most limited scale and 
inthe rudest manner. Even the col- 
ored lithographs in President Hitch- 
cock’s ‘Phenomena of the Seasons,” 
published about 1850, are wholly un- 
successful in their attempt torepresent 
the scenery which has made the Con- 
necticut valley famous. 

It is perhaps no wonder that the 
early settlers along the narrow strip 
of Atlantic seaboard saw little to 
delight them in the dark and pathless 
wilderness that stretched toward the 
setting sun, filled with real and fancied 
perils, with wild beasts and wilder 
men, and brooded over by everlasting 
mystery. But the same was true in 
England, with its much older civiliza- 
tion. Not until Wordsworth came to 
interpret its beauty, did the Lake 
district attract pilgrims and admirers ; 
and the Peak country in Derbyshire 
was regarded in the eighteenth cen- 
tury much as Johnson regarded the 
Hebrides, as a rough and forbidding 
region, fit only for savages. Neither 
in Wesley’s nor Whitefield’s Journals 
have we any allusion to the great 
moors, the hills and ravines, over 
which their toilsome way must often 


have led them. In truth, a real love 
for natural scenery, except such as 
Shenstone delighted in, seems to have 
been in al] countries of slow and late 
growth, and to have waited until the 
struggle for existence had become 
somewhat less strenuous. The old 
Virgilian conception of ‘‘shaggy,”’ 
“bristling”? and “ horrid’ woods and 
crags and mountains held its ground 
well until nature ceased to be a name 
for the mysterious and tragical, and 
man gained some control over forces 
which seemed ready to crush and 
overwhelm him with their vastness 
and their unknown powers. It is 
significant that the age of modern 
science and of the admiration of the 
great and sublime in nature almost 
exactly coincide. D. F. Lamson.

Manchester is liable to be over-run 


with brown-tail moths in.another sea- 


son unless some steps are taken. now 


by the owners of property about town, 


according to the statement of one of 
the town officials this week. The 
condition of the trees in some sections 
of the town is.most appalling, and 
despite the efforts of some property 


‘owners to free their trees of moths, 


the pest is sure to spread unless some- 
thing is done. 

This cannot be said of the trees on 
town property— highways and parks— 
for Tree Warden William Young has 
the-brown-tail well in hand all over 
the town. Nor can it be said of all 
private property, for many have per- 
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sonally attended to their trees or have 
had the tree warden’cure them. But 
it is true of many sections of the town, 
where property owners have not done 
a thing to rid their trees of the pest. 

*With all the beautiful drives in ° 
Manchester, the handsome shade trees 


‘all along the highways, the attractive 


groves and wooded hills, the town 
ought not to let a matter of this kind 
hang in the air, was the sentiment of 


‘one property owner who has just had 


every tree on his place sprayed. 
Were it not for the efforts of the 


‘town to free itself of the brown-tail by 
‘employing a tree warden and by offer- 


ing the school children money for 
brown-tail nests, there is no knowing 
what would be the result. The con- 
dition is certainly better here than in 


“many other places in the vicinity of 


Manchester. 

But it is only by keeping at it that 
the town can ever expect to be free 
of the little bothersome things. Re- 
generation is fast and hard to check, 
and every property owner should see 


‘that his place is free of brown-tail 


nests, thereby freeing himself as well 


‘as his neighbor of what may Hee 


be called a pest.

One of the most notable historic points along the North Shore is the building of the 
Beverly Historical Society located at the corner of Cabot and Central streets, Beverly. 
This old colonial mansion was built in 1780 by John Cabot, one of. the town’s leading 


merchants. 


It later passed into the hands of Major William Burley of the Continental 


army, and was bequeathed bv his son, Edward Burley to its present owners. in 1892. From 


the doorstep of this old mansion Lafayette was welcomed to the city in 1824.

large hall upstairs, the house stands today as it did in colonial times.

Life is practical and demands a 


To be sure, dol- 


practical preparation, but the dollar 
should not rule and must not. The 
high school course must not have 
mercenary ends alone in view but 
the true function is to inculcate in the 
minds of the youth of today, in addi- 
tion to those things which aid in the 
struggle for existence, a knowledge of 
those which broaden the horizon of 
life; and should instill a Jove of the 
fine, the beautiful and the noble, 
which will make life more worth the 
living. 

Poverty is not the worst thing, but 
a life without scope, without horizon, 
with no appreciation of the best things 
in art, literature and in nature, whose 
one vision is that of the dollar sign, is 
surely to be pitied.

A Visit to the Home of the Well Known 
Authoress. 


The beauties of the Rhine and the 
Hudson have been heralded far and 
wide and are visited each year by 
thousands of lovers of beautiful 
scenery, but to the nature lover of 
New England no more beautiful spot 
can be found than along the shores of 
our own Merrimac, a river which 
bathes the shores of so many places 
made immortal by the pen of Whit- 
tier. 

In one of the most charming bends 
of the river, in a spot made attractive 
by its historical setting and the mem- 
ories that cluster about it, as well as 
by its great natural beauty, is the 
home of Harriet Prescott Spofford, 
Deer Isle. It would be hard to im- 
agine a more picturesque spot, and as 
the visitor looks at the river gliding 
by, the beautiful stretches of field and 
woodland, and his mind reverts to the 
many tender and historic memories 
that cluster about the spot, he does 
not wonder that here Mrs. Spofford 
has had inspirations which have been 
so well given to the world by her own 
pen. 

The entrance to Deer Isle is over 
the old historic chain bridge built in 
1810 and famous as the first suspen- 
sion bridge in New England. As 
we near the end of the bridge we 
catch a glimpse at the left of a long 
gray house almost hidden by trees 
and shrubbery, modest in appearance 
and proportions. Around the house 
dropped here and there in the well- 
kept lawns are shrubs of various kinds 
and fir trees left to grow where 
Mother Nature put them. On the 
edge of the island where the banks 
are steep are rustic chairs and seats 
of the most enticing kind. A broad 
piazza is at the west front of the 
house, and to sit here and watch the 
glorious sunsets is an inspiration to 
the most prosaic mind. A feeling of 
restful satisfaction seems to fall upon 
the beholder. 

Within, the house is characteristic 
of the owner. One enters a large 
and spacious hallway hung with 
family portraits. The large living 
room occupies the west side, and from 
its windows one may look out over 
the river and see the sun as it sets in 
the western sky. From the lower 
end of the living room opens the 
library -and -den. of the authoress. 
One could not be lonely here, for 
memories and books are companions 
enough. To the right of the hallway 
is a small sitting room and off of that 
the spacious dining room. Here are 


} old cabinets filled with beautiful china 


and the old family silver. Every- 
thing is large and wholly free from 
any suggestion of ‘cramp.’ The 
fireplaces attract the attention of 
visitors, being most beautifully inlaid 
with Serpentine Rock taken from the 
** Devil’s Den,” a place of interest to 
all visitors to Newburyport. 

The house and its entire setting, 
surrounded as it is with picturesque 
nooks where nature and not man_ has 
been the artist, overflowing with ten- 
der memories of the past and the 
present, is a fitting setting for our 
authoress. It is not to be wondered 
at that Mrs. Spofford, after a year 
spent in travel abroad, is glad to re- 
turn to her island home and to say 
that in all Europe no spot: can com- 
pare with her own “ Deer Isle.”’

“THE SONG OF THE EOW.” 


Manchester G. A. R., S. of V. and W. R.C. 
Listen to Patriotic Address. 


In the Baptist church, Manchester, 
last Sunday evening, at the invitation 
of Rev. EetH- «Brewster, ithe mncal 
Grand Army Veterans, Sons of Vet- 
erans and Women’s Relief Corps 
attended the services. 

- The church was crowded, the body 
of the church, in front, being taken 
by the 19 members of Post 67, 24 
members of Camp 149 and 26 mem- 
bers of the W. R. C. who attended. 

After the singing of ‘ The Son of 
God goes forth to all” by the congre- 
gation, Fred K. Swett rendered in a 
most effective manner ‘ Calvary.” 
The Scripture lesson was from. 2 
Sam., I. Following the prayer Mr. 
Swett sang a selection from Elijah. 

Mr. Brewster had for his subject 
‘*The song of the bow,” taking his 
text from 2 Sam., I. 18 —‘“ He bade 
them teach the children of Judah the 
song of the bow.” 

‘‘Is there anything so stirring as 
the battle-song?”’ said the speaker. 
«‘ The ragged peasant forgets his pov- 
erty and his soul is awakened by its 
sound. The American, a shop-keeper 
by day, a poet at sunset and a student 
of the stars by night, is stirred by the 
note of the battle-cry till his heart is 
fired within his breast. 

‘‘ The song of the bow is the narra- 
tive of history, and ever since men 
were they sang the song of the bow. 
The nations of the world each have 
their work to do. Weare Americans. 
We hail the brotherhood of races. So 
long as Plymouth Rock repels the 
waves we remain Americans. Saxon, 
Norman and Dane are we; but. we 
are Americans forever. 

“‘We are Americans by virtue of 
the past. Weare Americans because 
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of our missions in the future. We 


have a glorious mission — one we will ' 


not and cannot ignore. 

‘Our glory is not in our territory, 
nor is our glory in our past. We have 
our commerce, of which we are proud, 
and our possessions. But our glory 
is in our institutions founded by men 
of the past and present — yea; by the 
very men before me. 

«There is our public education. 
Vast hordes of young men going out 
from our institutions of learning. So 
is our institutions a religious freedom. 
We must allow the Puritan Sabbath 
to come here or it will die. This isa 
holy day and we must preserve it. 

‘“Men must pay the price for free- 
dom before it can be perched upon 
the banner of any nation. With us 
the price was colossal, immensurable. 
You will not be able to compute that 
price by mere figures. There was a 
price, and it was paid. We may lose 
our faith in public men, but if we 
lose our national memory 6ur nation 
dies. 

«The song of the bow is the song 
of -charatter.’. These men of the 
Grand Army host have been branded 
by the war. Your characters were 
forged by that national convulsion, 
which no one can appreciate and only 
God can estimate. We are your sons, 
and therefore the sons of veterans are 
of your bone, your blood and your 
spirit. 

‘“‘ The song of the bow is a song of 
love. The best patriots we have are 
only heard from when their country 
demands a sacrifice. The true patriot 
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is a lover of God and of truth. Those 
veterans who fought best fought be- 
cause they loved the flag — they loved 
their country 

‘The song of the bow, when it is 
merged with the song of Bethlehem, 
gives us god; He is with us and He 
will fight for us. The Christ is the 
hero of the nation and the captain of 
the nation. 

“Down the long ages I hear the 
voice of Jesus aaying ‘teach the chil- 
dren of America the song of the 
bow.’ ”’

Memorial to Gail Hamilton. 


The memory of Mary A. Dodge, 
Hamilton’s illustrious daughter, was 
most gracefully honored on Sunday 
morning last, a memorial window pre- 
sented to the remodelled Congrega- 
tional church of Hamilton being dedi- 
cated to the authoress.

Beside her 
stands an angel, who is placing a 
laurel wreath upon her head and with 
uplifted hand pointing the heavenly 
way. These words are inscribed _be- 
neath: ‘A sister’s tribute to the 
memory of Mary Abby Dodge,’’ and 
the quotation from Gail Hamilton, 
‘*We who believe in a happy immor- 
tality can trust Him even in the dark 
valley, especially when we think of the 
joy that waits for us beyond.”’ 

Hers pastor, thetatevens) csse.s(7. 
Nichols, delivered a beautiful and 
scholarly address entitled ‘* Immortal- 
ity,” with many illustrations from her 
writings. 

Of the wide range of subjects on 
which she wrote so ably and search- 
ingly, that which touched upon the 


question of a future life, was her 
favorite theme. The thought chiefly 
impressed by the speaker was that 
Gail Hamilton, while holding to the 
faith of her fathers in all essential 
ways, readily assimulated and earnest- 
ly promulgated the most advanced 
ideas on religious subjects. Her last 
book ‘‘ X-Rays” showed her interest 
from both biblical and scientific stand- 
points, and helps in proving that truth 
is the same under what ever guise it 
may appear. 

A former pastor of the authoress, 
Rev. Temple Cutler, spoke briefly 
but earnestly, alluding toa part of her 
life least understood by the younger 


generation. 
The church was well filled, and the 
intense interest shown by those 


present was a tribute to the speakers 
no less than to her whom they honored. 

Most appropriate music was fur- 
nished by the church choir.

She 
possessed a remarkable memory. 

She quite frequently entertained 
ministers who came here to preach. 
When. James Freeman Clarke came 
here to deliver lyceum lectures he 
was always entertained at Mrs 
Crowell’s house. She was connected 
with the Sale cestene) church and 
was always ready to respond liberally 
to any calls made. 

Miss Abbie Hitchcock, who was 
the same as a daughter to "Mrs. Cro- 
well, was with her when she passed 
away. Miss Hitchcock was first un- 
der her care when she was three 
months old, and it was always a mat- 
ter of much gratification to the vener- 
able woman to have Miss Hitchcock 
minister to her in her old days. 

Funeral exercises were held from 
the home of the late Mrs. Crowell 
Wednesday afternoon, Revs. W. H. 
Ashley and D. F. Lamson officiating. 
Mr. Ashley read the scriptures and 
offered the prayer, while Mr. Lamson 
made the remarks and offered the 
committal prayer at the grave later.

During the electrical storm last is aimost miraculous, as the auto, a 


Saturday night the barn of Frank W. 
Bell, School street, Manchester, was 


struck. Lightning struck the ridge- 
pole, tearing it away from the roof, 


and followed the frame-work of the 
building to the ground, splintering 
one of the stalls in its course. 

Half an hour afterward Mr. Bell, 
not knowing the barn had been struck, 
went out to feed his horse. As he 
was-about to enter the stall the horse 
—usually a very tame animal—kicked 
Mr. Bell, felled him to the floor and 
considerably bruised him. 

After putting himself together Mr. 
Bell investigated, and found that elec- 
tricity had struck the building, splin- 
tering the stall and rending a hole in 
the floor. The injury to the building 
was slight, however, in comparison to 
his own. 

The horse had probably been terri- 
bly frightened. It so happened that 
two horses belonging to the contractor 
at work on the electric light plant 
had just been removed from the barn 
that afternoon, one of which had 
occupied the stall damaged by the 
lightning. 


Struck by Auto. 


Last Sunday night, shortly after 9 
o'clock, as Frank Dunbar, known by 
his mates as ‘ Shortie,’’ was riding on 
his bicycle from Manchester to his 
home in Magnolia, he was struck by 
an automobile, near the junction of 
Forestgand .Summer streets. “That 


heavy touring car, was going ‘‘about 
the limit,” according to Mr. Dunbar’s 
statement. As it was, the boy escaped 
with a sprained ankle, a gash in his 
wrist which necessitated two stitches 
being taken, a general shaking up and 
a demolished bicycle 

The auto, from appearances, suf- 
fered almost as much damage as_ the 
young man and his bicycle. The 
dasher was smashed, one of, the lan- 
terns was broken, a mud guard on one 
ot the forward wheels was demolished, 
and the running-gear of the car was 
somewhat injured. 

The car was owned and operated by 
C. Ernest Whitten, an auto dealer, 40 
Central street, Lynn, who was return- 
ing with another gentleman and two 
ladies from a day's run down the 
North Shore to Gloucester. As the 
party was speeding up Summer street, 
around the slight curve near the junc- 
tion of Forest street, the driver car- 
ried his car on the left hand side of 
the street, torcing the bicyclist, whom 
he evidently did not see, into the 
gutter, the collision resulting. 

The auto was stopped and the 
young man was picked up and carried 
to his home. Mr. Whitten afterward 
brought the injured boy to Dr. Blais- 
dell’s office and then to his home in 
Magnolia again. The bicycle was 
sent to Lynn early in the week, and 
if it is found demolished beyond repair 
Mr. Whitten, it is understood, will 
‘‘make good”’ by presenting the young 
man with a new machine.

Beverly’s Need. 

The great need of Beverly today 
and a need that is making itself felt 
more strongly every day that goes 
by, is the need of new houses and 
new tenements. Beverly has grown 
rapidly of recent years and the popu- 
lation is rapidly outstripping the 


growth of houses to accommodate it. 


There has been a lot of building go- 
ing on recently in the Garden City 
but it has been mostly in the line of 
business blocks with accommodations 
for stores and offices. There has 
been so much of this in fact that 
offices are at the present time rather 
a drug on the market. 

On the other hand, houses are at a 
premium. Rents have increased two- 
fold and it is almost impossible for a 
stranger coming to the city to secure 
accommodation at any price. What 
will happen when the United Shoe 
Machinery plant commences business 
is a question. Big blocks are going 
up for the accommodation of business 
men who expect a largely increased 
business with the great influx of peo- 
ple who will be employed at this im- 
mense plant. But no plans are being 
made for the accommodation of these 
strangers. Where will be the busi- 
ness if these people have to live in ad- 
joining towns? Surely it will not be 
in. Beverly. 

Something ought to be done and 
done at once. Real estate men say 
that there is no better investment 
today than in tenements. 

There is an opportunity for some 
one. There is no need for more busi- 
ness blocks. They should in the nat- 
ural sequence of things follow the in- 
crease in population and not precede 
it as has been the case in Beverly. On 
the other hand preparation for this 
increase should be the first thing 
thought of 

To the real estate owners we would 
suggest that some effort be made to 
anticipate thearrival of the families of 
employes at the new plant, or when 
they arrive they will be forced to live 
in neighboring towns and they, in- 
stead of Beverly, will reap the reward.

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Farewell Sermon. 


Rev.W. H. Ashley, who for the past 
six years has been the pastor of the 
Manchester Congregational church, 
preached his farewell sermon last 
Sunday. Notwithstanding the ex- 
ceedingly hot weather, a large number 
was present to listen to his final words 
to his people. 

Mr. Asnley’s sermon was not what 
would be called a farewell sermon.

Fix your thoughts on 
Christ that you may know God and 
that you may be knit together in God.” 


Mr. Ashley, during his pastorate 
here, has been a devoted worker in 
all lines of church endeavor. He has 
also taken great interest in all town 
affairs, and worked strongly for the 
town’s best interests. He was espe- 
cially interested in the public schools, 
and has been for several years a mem- 
ber of the school committee. He was 
also one of the principal workers for 
the adoption of the Australian ballot 
system in town elections. His interest 
in the G. A. R. was also frequently 
manifested. 

By his resignation the church loses 
a faithful pastor and the town a patri- 
otic citizen.

PLEISTOCENE MANCHESTER, 
Glacial Markings and Cross-bedding. 


Copyrighted 1904. 

In a former article, contributed toa 
geological paper, containing some 
studies of the coast line between 
Beverly and Manchester, the writer 
briefly touched upon some of the 
glacial marks and deposits in Man- 
chester. Since that time more care- 
ful investigation has been conducted 
and new light is thrown upon the for- 
mation of the land in the vicinity of 
the village. Professor Wright has 
written extensively concerning glacia- 
tion in Ipswich and Essex, and Pro- 
fessor Shaler has done equally well 
for Rockport and Gloucester, but 
this locality has been overlooked as 
conta‘ning little of value. 

It is true that a transported and 
propped up boulder bears the name 
of the great Agassiz, but this is near- 
ly all that Manchester has contributed 
to dynamical geology. Beneath the 
rock in question are many stric 
most beautifully preserved, and the 
entire rock, or ledge, outcropping 
here has had its northern slope 


shaved and rounded. Hundreds of 
uncommonly large boulders strew the 
summit and slopes of the hills and are 
promiscuously scattered towards the 
sea along the ridges. In many a 
sheltered inlet there are travelers 
from the northern land when the ice 
stream was in full flow. They are not 
permitted to rest after their jour- 
ney, but are battered against the 
cliffs with every flowing tide. 

The sea brings up from its depths 
many large rocks deposited there by 
the vanishing ice flow. Kelp and 
weeds attach themselves to these 
rocks and grow until the buoyancy of 
the plants assists in floating the rocks 
free from the bottom and the storms 
hurl them inland, where the weeds 
soon decay and the rocks become in- 
dividual millstones in the grinding 
process. A very large portion of the 
round cobblestone beach at Magnolia 
was formed in this manner. 

The highest elevations of land in 
Manchester are within the limits of 
post-glacial elevation and depression, 
and every outcropping rock shows 
plainly the action of the sea, either in 
its worn and rifted contour or in the 


old sea bank at its base. Throughout 
the township the soil and earth are 
comparatively thin, and all of this is 
doubtless glacial in its origin, with the 
ten to fifteen inches of surface disin- 
tegration since resulting. 

Many beds of unstratified drift ap- 
pear, chief of which are the so-called 
‘‘gravel pits’”’ of the Essex woods. 
It seems that the low stretch of 
swampy ground between Essex and 
Manchester was an estuary of pre- 
glacial time, through which surged 
tides and which-has been closed at 
each end by the glacier itself, assisted 
by recent vegetation which has obli- 
terated old sea marks... % 

Exceedingly clear evidence of re- 
cent land elevation can be seen in the 
cuts through the hills near the pump- 
ing station. Here is a vertical section 
of the regenerated glacial gravel, or 
false bedding, exposed: to view toa 
depth of thirty feet (similar structure 
can be seen near the ice ponds). 

The plane of stratification at the 
surface is horizontal, and below this 
and obliquely to it, dipping toward 
the sea, isa great depth of this tilted 
lamination. This includes all of the 
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Agassiz Rock, Essex Road.

Jand in the basin between the 
two high rock ridges stretching 
towards the north. The oblique 
| structure was formed by the re- 
fs treating sea,which thus laid down 
@ the drift and disintegrated ma- 
| terial. 

In the portion of the town 
ge known as Yarmouth is an iso- 
lated pinnacle which a_ short 
time since appeared to be a 
large gravel bank upon the 
plain ; composed chiefly of grav- 
el and small stones, it was found 
to be valuable for street pur- 
poses. Workmen soon came to 
the invariable bed rock, and on 
removing ‘the gravel found two 
masses of rock, with a channel 
between running parallel with 
the dykes on the coast. This 
appears to have been the ma-

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trix of a dyke which the sea, at a 
former depression of land, removed 
and which the glacier has since filled 
with drift. Most of the gravel has 
been removed, but no absolute 
proof of a former dyke can be found. 
Parallel with this chasm, and fifty 
feet from it, an opening into the 
bank reveals the decomposed ma- 
terial of a large dyke, and the solid 
trap itself is visible beyond. Wave 
action on the walls of the chasm is 
manifest. Surely nothing but the 
surging of the tides could have thus 
marked the rock at the depth of 
twenty feet. The narrowness, depth

and direction preclude the thought of 
attributing it to ice action. 

This rock is like an inverted saucer 
a thousand feet in circumference, and 
a generation ago it was the site of a 
vegetable garden. The present owner 
has removed most of the soiland drift 
from the rock as far as the top, and 
in so doing has had occasion to blast 
many boulders the structure of which 
reveals their foreign origin. 

The northern lode of this isolated 
rock is of intense interest to the geo- 
logist. Here is exposed to view a 
quarter of an acre of genuine glacial 
plowing and planing. No small 
striz are visible, but deep channels 
and long, round, finger-shaped ridges 
stretch to the northwest in parallel. 
The passage of the hand over the 
plain surface reveals to the touch 
minute channels parallel to the bol- 
der ridges. The preservation of the 
rock in this beautiful manner is due 
to the superposed drift. 

No doubt that many such places 
exist beneath fathoms of debris, but 
the places where they have been de- 
nuded areso rare that when one is 
found in such a perfect. state of pre- 
servation as this it is of inestimable 
value. 

We have concluded that the sea 
has shifted and cross-bedded the ice 
drift in this basin in very recent 
times, we have seen that the sea has 
left unworn the ice-grooved ledges as 
on the John R. Allen estate. We 
know that so coarse and jointed is the 
structure of the bed rock that the sea 
would soon have rifted and crumbled 
it, and now the difficult question 
arises: Why did the sea shift this 
great mass of glacial drift and leave 
unblurred this page, the best in this 
whole chapter of glacial history in 
Manchester ? 

The following is offered in answer : 
At the close of glacial time the 
depth of drift was undoubtedly great- 
est in this basin, and thus the rock 
was covered many fathoms. In the 
submergence of jand which followed, 
the present high point of rock was 
either jast below or at sea level and 
then received the wear so plainly vis- 
ible today. At this particular time 
the glaciated ledges in question were 


many feet beneath drift and water: 
In the terrace period, when the land 
was slowly emerging, the currents in 
this basin, shaping their direction by 
the headland, whirled the drift to the 
opposite side of the basin and thus 
made the cross-be dded structure now 
visible. High bluffs protected the 
basin from the violent storms of the 
open sea coast, and at the close of 
the upward movement the ice-carved 
rock was nearly uncovered. The thin 
covering is now removed and Man- 
chester has one of the few surfaces 
that actually came in contact with the 
glacier.

A pastor of one of our churches, in 
an address a short time ago, charac- 
terized Beverly as two different cities. 
He spoke of the Old Beverly and the 
New Beverly. His words were preg- 
nant withtruth. Beverly is changing. 

With the advent of thousands of 
new people, as will be the case with 
the opening ot the big, new plant at 
Ryal Side, a great change must neces- 
sarily come over the whole city. 

Beverly has always been one of 
those ultra-conservative cities, a few 
of which exist in New England. Set- 
tled by the old Puritans, their descend- 
ants have continued to live here, and 
the Garden City of the North Shore 
has to a great extent, far greater than 
one would imagine possible, kept itself 
aloof from the problems that confront 
other cities, problems necessarily com- 
ing up with the modern industrial 
regime. The city has been in many 
respects like the old country village 
where everyone knew everyone else. 
The old puritanical ideas and customs 
have been kept up, and the bustle, 
activity and turmoil of manufacturing 
cities have not entered here. 

But the old order is changing. A 
vast crowd of people from the outside 
world is pouring in, and anew Beverly 
must be the result. What changes 
will this influx of new life bring to 
the quiet old town? That there will 
be changes no one can doubt. Changes 
politically, socially, industrially. With 
growth comes responsibility, and this 
is as true of a city as it is of an indi- 
vidual. What way will Beverly grow ? 
We cannot predict. But it is safe to 
say that in the future we shall be 
confronted more and more with the 
problems common to the industrial 
cities about us, and the welfare of 
Beverly, and to a certain extent of 
our North Shore, is dependent upon 
the way ‘Old Beverly’’ meets the 
crisis that must necessarily come.

DEA. ALBERT E, LOW 


How the Fourth was Celebrated 78 
Years Ago. 

Deacon Albert E. Low, the oldest 
man in Manchester, one of the most 
remarkable men in this section of the 
country and possessing the memory 
of aman in the prime of life, spent 
the Fourth by attending the ball game 
and listening to the band concert at 
the Brook street playgrounds. 

Almost a century old— 965 years, 
nine months—this remarkable man 
is as well preserved, both physically 
and intellectually, as the average man 
thirty years his junior. His agile 
step, his wonderful memory and _ his 
well-preserved intellect make him one 
of the most interesting men in this 
section. 

Last Monday he walked from his 
home on Ashland avenue to the 
Brook street play grounds, where the 
ball game was in progress and the 
crowds had assembled to celebrate 
the holiday, enjoyed the festivities 
and listened to the music for over two 
hours. 

“The first celebration of the Amer- 
ican independence I recall,’ said Dea- 
con Low to a BREEZE man a few days 
ago, ‘‘was the 50th anniversary of 
the event in 1826—78 years ago. I 
was only 18 years old then. 

“T didn’t sleep at all the night 
before, because I was one of the 24 
young men for escort to the Glouces- 
ter Artillery, which came here to join 
with us in the celebration. We met 
them at the railroad crossing on Sum- 
mer street 

‘We had no fireworks then; but 
we hada band. The principal part of 
the celebration was the oration by 
Tyler Parsons, and the reading of the 
Declaration of Independence by John 
Girdler. The meeting was held in 
the Congregational church. After 
this a dinner was given in the town 
hall. 

“The after-dinner toasts were quite 
a thing then,’ saidthe Deacon. “D. 
L., Bingham, grandfather of D. L. 
Bingham, the. librarian, was the presi- 
dent of the day. He sat near the 
window, and every time a toast was 
given he would shake his handkerchief 
to the artillery on the outside to 
salute.” 

From the diary kept by Deacon 
Low the following account of the cel- 


Tells 


’ ebration is taken: 


‘‘The fiftieth anniversary of Amer- 
ican independence was celebrated by 
a procession of citizens and surviving 
soldiers of the revolutionary war, 
escorted by Captain Benjamin Knowl- 
ton’s company of 24 young men and 
the Gloucester Artillery, with ‘an ora- 
tion by Tyler Parsons, Esq., and a 
dinner in the town hall. 


‘‘ Deacon D. L. Bingham was pres- 
ident of the day. 

“Regular toasts, by the president 
of the day : 

“«<«J. Q. Adams, President of the 
United States—May he ride out the 
storms of his political foes, fill the 
executive chair with honor to himself 
and the nation, and ratify the physical 
and intellectual energies of John Ran- 
dolph.’ 

“ By Joseph Knowlton : :

The public raising -up of chiefs 
of, Conomo Tribe, 113, Red Men, 
at their wigwam in the town hall on 
Wednesday night was one of the best 
and one ot the most successful things 
of the kind ever given in town. 
Deputy Great Sachem Tufts and 
suite of Gloucester were present and 
the ceremonies that went with the 
raising-up of the officers were of an 
exceptionally fine order. The pro- 
gram following the ceremonies was 
of a high degree of merit. 

After the regular order of business 
of the tribe had been carried out, the 
tribe and their invited friends, a 
majority,of whom were ‘‘squaws,”’ wit- 
nessed the raising-up. The following 
brothers were raised to the warriors’ 
stumps:

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A GEOLOGICAL RAMBLE 
ON THE NORTH SHORE. 


Weathering of the Shore Line. 


Because of the metamorphosis 
which New England has passed 
through, the rocks, so abundant 


everywhere, reveal little or nothing of 
the former conditions of life—how 
flourished the Mesozoic vegetation, 
what animals left their footprints 
upon the rising and sinking marshes 
and sought shelter in its forest of 
palms, conifers and gigantic ferns. 
But these same upheavals and 
changes of temperature which ob- 
literated most of New England’s fos- 
sils and destroyed, or to a great 
degree prevented, the perfect crystal- 
lization of many mineral bodies, dis- 
tributing them in small and widely 
scattered masses through the gneiss 
and shale, left a record of their acts 
deeply graven in the strata which 
they so completely transformed. In 
New England are found many im- 
portant paragraphs and miscellaneous 
notes which add greatly to the story 
of our planet. 


Almost anywhere may be seen 
some traces of the glacier, either a 
moraine or a striated ledge, a terrace 
or a diluvial deposit, strikes, dips and 
in many localities eruptive torma- 
tions. 

The coast in Essex county is es- 
pecially rich in trap dykes, and some 
of them may be followed for miles. 
The well-defined strata of Gloucester, 
Magnolia and Manchester dipping 
eastward tel] the story of mighty con- 
vulsions in zons past. What a pity 
that they areall of granite, that meta- 
morphosis was carried so far as to ob- 
literate all fossils and leave much in 
doubt as to the exact formative period 
of those massive, weather-beaten 
headlands. Time, tide and chemical 
action are producing changes slowly, 
but none the less surely and the en- 
tire coast line is being changed, pow- 
dered by the tide, and the flinty par- 
ticles thus made are driven hither 
thither by the wind, thus aiding in 
the work of demolition. 

The trap dykes suffer most by rea- 
son of their peculiar composition. Al- 
though much harder than the granite 

around. them,

Thus all along the coast large fis- 
sures extend from the sea into the 
headlands into which the tides rush 
in a boiling, seething volume, making 
a dull, heavy boom which echoes 
among the cliffs and wooded shores. 
Rafe’s Chasm at Magnolia, the Brass 
Kettle at the eastern end ot Dana’s 
Beach and the well-known Churn at 
Marblehead are illustraticns of inden- 
tures made by the sea in removing 
dykes from the more durable granite. 

At Magnolia is the most interest- 
ing dyke, which follows the shore for 
nearly half a mile, and then strikes 
into the ocean in the direction of 
Baker’s Island. The strike is due 
east and west, and it has a dip to the 
north of twenty degrees; it is chiefly 
porphyritic and is exposed at half 
tide. The most interesting feature 
of this vein is the series of faults, 
there. being no less than seyen of 
them in sight and probably more_be- 
neath the .sea. In.three places the 
dyke has been shoved squarely to one 
side three feet ; in some places the 
fault equals the width of the dyke, 
and in others it is a foot orless. The 
faults are all in the same direction, 
showing that the pressure was ap- 


plied to one side only... At Norman’s 
Woe are several large dykes, besides 
Rafe’s Chasm, that are profitable for 
protracted study to the geologist and 
interesting to the casual observer. In 
one of these, fine specimens of epidote 
can be obtained. 

Going across the small bay from 
Magnolia, the next place of interest 
is Dana’s Beach. The beach is half a 
mile long, of fine white sand and 
backed by a curving line of rough and 
weathered granite. The sand upon 
this beach emits the same growl or 
grumble characteristic of the famous 
Singing Beach, which is separated

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from it by a high protruding promon- 
tory called Eagle Head, from a tan- 
cied resemblance. It may not be out 
of place to pause here in our ramble 
to advance a theory in explanation of 
the peculiar properties of the sand. 
This theory is based upon the results 
obtained by many hours of patient 
investigation of the beach, in all 
kinds of weather, and an examina- 
tion with a good microscope. 

The particles of sand are nearly 
uniform in size,and mostly quartz. 
Every one shows the sharp and hack- 
led edges and the subconcoidal frac- 
ture of the vitreous varieties. All of 
the edges are extremely thin, and it 
seems reasonable that the peculiar 
sound known as “ singing”’ is caused 
by the friction of myriad corners and 
edges, by the impinging of thousands 
of particles and the snapping and 
fracture of their frail, brittle edges 
when the sand is violently stirred. 
Again, when the sand is wet, no 
sound is made; this is as it should be 
in accordance with the theory just ad- 
vanced, for when wet there is greater 
cohesiveness between the particles, 
just as between two wet sheets of 
glass ; they are not free to move, and 
tend to cling closer together when 
stepped upon rather than to rebound 
as when dry. Being surrounded with 
a cushion of water, they lose their 
elasticity, just as elastic balls do in 


the labaratory when wrapped in 
flannel. 
At the eastern end of Dana’s 


Beach is a chasm seventy-five feet 
long and thirty in depth; this dyke, 
or rather the matrix of a former dyke, 
extends northwest by southeast. Near 
this chasm is another vein of erup- 
tive rock, which is being rapidly dis- 
integrated. Already the trap has been 
removed several feet in depth, and a 
new chasm is being formed. Most of 
the dykes in this locality are parallel, 
but this one runs north ten degrees 
east, rather than due northwest. A 
few rods east of this vein is another 
of porphyry, which has a dip of twenty 
degrees to the north ; this corresponds 
both in dip and composition to the 
one at Magnolia, but differs from the 
accompanying strata, which dip forty 
degrees to the southeast. The strata 


are plainly to be seen along the main- 
land and on the little island just off 
the coast. Numberless veins of trap, 
varying from an inch to a foot in 
width, are pushed through the older 
rock, and give to the strata a banded 
appearance not unlike the agate. 
This is a wild, dreary spot in astorm, 
for the tide races and surges into 
these chasms, sending up between 
the boulders wedged in the top a dull 
and ponderous booming. Near the 
disintegrating dykes is a strip of sand, 
quick and somewhat treacherous, 
emitting a strong odor of hydrogen 
sulphide. The water which trickles 
through it is so charged with the gas

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that it will readily form precipitates 
with copper, cadmium and arsenic. 

Following the shore to Smith’s 
Point past Singing Beach a large 
number of dykes and indentures are 
found. Some of the trap is jet black, 
again it is porphyritic, and in one 
large vein near Lobster Cove it is a 
beautiful olive green, shading into the 
color of precious serpentine. No- 
where along the coast can be seen a 
better illustration of weathering. The 
waves pound this headland with un- 
known momentum, and the ledges 
are rent with fissures, honeycombed 
and broken into massive fragments 
* which in turn grind themselves into 
powder in their mad efforts to resist 
the coming tides. Here is where the 
sand of Singing: Beach is made, and 
here the student may in a short time 
actually measure weathering. In 
winter these crevices fill with water, 
freeze, expand and heave out masses 
of new material] for the summer tides 
to work into sand. Just back of Lob- 
ster Cove is a small pond of brackish 
water, which was formerly a part of 
the sea, but has been shut off from it 
by a wave-formed sana-bank. 

From the large number of glacier 
deposited mounds and small plateaus 
of unstratified drift material we may 
infer that Cape Ann in pre-glacial 
time was a bold, rugged promontory 
of coarse granite, frequently seamed 
with molten matter, which was 
pushed up through the broken strata 
in some great convulsion, and that 
over this wild and desolate stretch of 
metamorphic rock the tides ebbed 
and flowed, unchecked by banks of 
earth, save a narrow rim of sand, 
upon which grew little or no vegeta- 
tion except some cryptogamic forms 
which could not bind the sand to- 
gether and hold in check the spring 
tides. The major part of the material 
now covering the stratified rock of 
Cape Ann was rent from distant 
cliffs, pulverized and brought hither 
by the glacier, and many of the boul- 
ders traveled from the Granite Hills.

PLENTY WATER. 
Supt. Andrews’ Suggestion to Connect Driven 
Wells, a Good One, 

The consumption of water in Man- 
chester during the month of June, de- 
spite the backwardness of the season 
which would ordinarily tend to de- 
crease the consumption, has been over 
two-thirds of a million gallons in ex- 
cess of the consumption tor June, 1903, 

It is a noteworthy fact in this con- 
nection that though the output is 
greater, the little sub-station, estab- 
lished a few years ago to provide for 
the increased demand for water in the 
summer months, has been used only 
twice this summer thus far, and it was 
called upon to pump in the month of 
June only 874,000 gallons, against 
over 6,000,000 in June last year. 

The difference in the figures would 
seem to indicate that the recommen- 
dation of Superintendent Andrews 
last winter to connect the driven wells 
with the big well was in the right di- 
rection, and furthermore, that the 
town has little to fear in line of the 
water supply giving out for some 
years to come, at any rate. 

“The consumption of water this 
year in the month of June,” said 
superintendent Andrews toa BREEZE 
man a few days ago, ‘was 678,000 
gallons more than last June. The 
sub-station has not been used to any 
extent because we were able to take 
out of the large well all that it has 
been necessary to use. 

‘“By making the connection with 
the driven wells as recommended last 
spring, we have been able to pump all 


the water used in June from the big 
well, except 374,000 gallons. 

‘Last year in the same month we 
pumped trom the large well 5,391,000 
gallons, and from the small station we 
derived 6,211,688 gallons. This year 
by using the pumps of the driven 
wells we have used 11,908,930 gallons 
from the big well and only the small 
amount of 874,859 has been taken 
from the small plant. 

““We pumped more water than last 
year owing to the connection with the 
driven well system. Though I am 
not prepared to make any definite 
statement relative to expense, I ex- 
pect the new scheme will show a sav- 
ing this year.” 

The pumping station grounds this 
year are in splendid condition, pre- 
senting, as they always do, a very 
neat and well kept appearance. The 
lawns are fresh looking and green. 
New shade trees have been set and 
the general appearance of the grounds 
would compare favorably with any in 
the state.

MT. WASHINGTON. 


A Journey Up the Steep Carriage Road to 
the Summit. 


The Mt. Washington carriage road 
has been the centre of attraction all 
this week for automobilists the 
country over. During the week car- 
riages of different makes have been 
climbing the mountain in an effort to 
break the speed record. The grade 
averages 16% throughout the entire 
distance and it takes the pedestrian 
about three hours to walk to the sum- 
mit. The record made this week by 


Harry Harkness of 24 minutes 387 2-5 


seconds, shows to what a degree of 
perfection the automobile has come. 

The BREEZE gives the following 
description of the journey to the top, 
showing some of the difficulties to be 
encountered and the beauties to be 
seen by the traveler :— 


BY CHESTER F. STILES. 


The Mount Washington carriage 
road is one of the earliest improve- 
ments in the White Mountain region. 
It furnishes a ready means of access 
by foot or horse from the Jackson- 
Gorham road to the highest point in 
New England. For Washington is 
not as commonly represented the 
highest point in the east. It is easily 
exceeded by the Great Smokies in 
North Carolina, although none of 
these carry with them the unique 
Alpine life and vegetation peculiar to 
our own Presidential Range.

At the Glen below us once stood 
the celebrated hotel. vof. .that 
name, since destroyed by fire. The 


road leaves this beautitul spot and 
plunges into the woods. We are 
eight miles south of Gorham where 
we Start, and immediately we find 
some of the hardest grades. The 
next three miles are extremely mon- 
otonous, till we reach the Half Way 
House and the limit of trees. 

Here a grand view breaks out on 
the traveler. The mountain side 
towers above us, and as we go around 
the shoulder of the mountain we are 
fronted by the heights of Madison and 
Adams, towering up across the Great 
Gulf. Our illustration is taken be- 
tween the fourth and fifth mile post, 
on the zig-zag above the Half Way 
House, and gives a good idea of the 
characteristics of the road. The 
pointed mountain is Adams, 5,800 
feet in height, and the lesser is Madi- 
son, 5,300 feet. The precipitous side 
of Washington flanks the left of the 
road, and the protecting wall is 
shown on the right. 

Near here a huge landside occurred 
in the winter of 1900, which tore 
away a large section of the road. The 
road needs constant care and hun- 
dreds of loads of gravel have to be 
distributed on the surface in spring 
to make up for the washouts of win- 
ter. The surface is good considering 
the conditions at hand. The drain- 
age is an important factor and has to 
be carefully looked after. Gutters 
are constructed with numerous chan- 
nels across the road to deliver the 
water to the outer edge. Each chan-

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nel has to be covered with a plank 
bridge, usually about three planks 
wide. Stone walls protect the dan- 
gerous and precipitous sections. 

The road rounds an abrupt turn at 
the fifth mile, from where the sum- 
mit is visible. The field glasses from 
the summit can readily make out the 
autos as they make this turn. Weare 
again doubling on our course on 
Chandler’s Ridge, the scene of Dr. 
Ball's terrible exposure to cold years 
ago. Chandier, from whom the ridge 
is called, perished here. Magnificent 
views of Adams and Madison open 
up, and we look down into the track- 
less wilds of the Great Gulf. As we 
pass upward we skirt the precipitous 
sides of the Gulf. Clay and Jeffer- 
son are added to the panorama of 
high peaks. 

The telegraph line appears from 
the mountain slope below and flanks 
the road. Telegraph lines, unlike 
roads, can run up hill with ease; and 
the telegraph line thus saves unnec- 
essary length from the Half Way 
House. 

Between the sixth and seventh mile 
posts the bold summit of Jefferson 
joins Adams and Madison, and the 
panorama is then completed by Clay. 
The telegraph line now deserts us, 
and runs across to the cog wheel rail- 
way, while the autos have a breathing 
spellon the plateau of the Alpine 
Garden. The summit is now in sight, 
anda short steep grade lands us with 
the crowd of interested spectators at 
the Summit House platform.

The train that reached Manchester 
at 4.13 from Boston Tuesday after- 
noon, struck and instantly killed at 
the Manchester station Antonia 
Francis of Gloucester, who had been 
employed by Simon Mears as straw- 
berry picker at his place on Pine 
SLLCEL: 

The unfortunate woman, who was 
about 55 years old, was crossing 
the tracks from the station in order 
to board the train for Gloucester. 
Two companions were with her. 
Totally oblivious to the approach of 
the train and to the shouts of those 
who saw her danger, Mrs. Francis 
walked forward and was struck by 
the engine. She was instantly killed. 
Her two companions reached the sta- 
tion platform in safety. 

After being struck the body was 
carried along on the cow-catcher fully 
twenty feet, but as the brakes were 
quickly applied and the train slowed 
its speed the body rolled off, and 
with a swirl it was carried under the 
wheels of the engine, the tender and 
the baggage car. Both legs. were cut 
off,< practically the head*was_ frac? 
tured and the body was disem- 
bowelled. 

The ambulance was quickly called 
and the body was carried to the police 
station, where Dr. George A. Stick- 
ney, coroner. from Beverly, later 
viewed the remains. An undertaker’s 
wagon arrived from Gloucester about 
8 o’clock and carried the body to 
Gloucester. 

Mrs. Francis was a widow and 
lived with an only daughter, Mrs. 
Antone Amaral, who lives in the 
rear of 47 Friend street, Gloucester. 

It is said that Engineer Doherty,

His Past Career and His Qualifications for 
Office of District Attorney. 

Ulysses G. Haskell, a Beverly man, 
is this year a candidate for the office 
of district attorney of this district. 
Although Mr. Haskell has lived in 
Beverly many years and is well known 
to the people of the North Shore, it 
may not be amiss to give to our read- 
ers at this time a brief sketch of his 
life, showing in some degree the char- 
acter of the man and his qualifications 
for the district attorney’s office.

ULYSSES G. 


Mr. Haskell is in the best sense of 
the word a self made man. By dint 
of hard work, perseverance, and 
steady application, he has slowly but 
surely worked his way upward until 
today no man on the North Shore 
commandsa greater amount of the 
respect and good-will of his fellow 
citizens than does Mr. Haskell. 

Mr. Haskell was born in Chatham,

N.H., in 1863, but at the early age of 
one year his family removed to Bev- 
erly, where he has made his home 
ever since. He attended the public 
schools in Beverly and graduated 
from the high school in 1880. After 
that he went to work in the shoe 
shops here, but after four years work 
he entered upon the study of law, for 
which he had always had a liking, in 
the office of the late Arthur L. Hunt- 
ington, where he remained for one 
year. While a student he went to 
Washington in connection with the 
French Spoliation Claims, to assist 
Judge Landers in preparing petiticns 
to the U.S. Court of Claims. While 
there he took the civil service exam- 
inations and obtained such high rank 
that he was at once appointed toa 
clerkship in the pension office under 
Gen. John C. Black, notwithstanding 
that it was a Democratic administra- 
tion and he was an avowed Republi- 
can. 

He remained here four years and 
during that time attended the How- 
ard University law school, frcm which 
he graduated with high honors, and 
was admitted to the bar of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia in 1888. In 1890 he 
was appointed special examiner of the 
pension office in the field and was 
sent to Kentucky to examine pension 
claims. 

In 1891 he voluntarily resigned his 
position and returned to Salem where 
he began the practice of law. Since 
that time he has built up for himself 
a reputation asa lawyer and at the 
present time has one of the best prac- 
tices in Essex county. 

However, Mr. Haskell has not con- 
fined himself to his private law prac- 
tice; he has always taken great inter- 
est in all matters pertaining to his 
home city and in the affairs of the 
state and country at large. 

Holding office under the old town 
government, he was one of the prime 
workers in the establishment of the 
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city government. At the time of 
this change Mr. Haskell worked inde- 
fatiguably to put things on a strong 
and sound basis, spending much time 
in looking up the methods of govern- 
ment in other cities and giving to his 
colleagues the benefit of his research 
and experience.. During the first four 
years of the city government Mr. 
Haskell was councilman and for two 
years was the president of the coun- 
cil. He was a member of the finance 
and ordinance committees and his 
work at this time cannot be too 
strongly spoken of. When all were 
new to city methods he was tireless

In the report of the directors of the 
Bever]y Hospital, soon to be published, 
some interesting facts connected with 
the work of the past year are given. 

During the year just completed 231 
patients have been treated, of whom 
125 were males and 106 females. 
There were 84 medical cases and 147 
surgical cases, of which 39 were acci- 
dent cases; 145 patients were free 
and 88 paying. 

The running expenses for the year 
amounted to $8,328.18, and $2,936.07 
was received from patients and nurses’ 
services, leaving a balance to be raised 
Of $5,392.11. The friends of the 
hospital responded generously to its 
needs, and $5,809.80 was raised by 
contributions, leaving a balance in the 
treasury of 9417.69 

For the current year a neat sum 
was netted by the Society circus. 
While the exact amount of the net 
proceeds has not yet been determined, 
it will be close to $500. 

When the great expense incurred is 
considered, this is a phenomenal show- 
ing. The expensewas unusually heavy, 
inasmuch as the circus had met with 
reverses in recent engagements, and 
the committee in charge had to guar- 
antee all expenses of the circus in 
Beverly. Too much credit cannot be 
given to the committee that they had 
the courage to go ahead and make 
such a glorious success. Everybody

Dog days 


Beverly is raising by taxes this year 
$288,584, while Manchester is raising 
$88,661 — $200,000 less. 


‘““The North Shore is the most 
beautiful spot in the United States.” 
These are the words of a visitor at 
Magnolia, who has visited almost 
every spot in our country. 


Down in Connecticut they put big 
chains across the roadways to check 
the speedy automobilists; but we 
doubt if even that would work effec- 
tually on the North Shore when some 
of these monsters get agoing. 


How unwise of those Democratic 
leaders to bring about a ‘“‘beef famine”’ 
these hot days, when most of us pre- 
fer to live on fish, eggs and vegeta- 
bles! <A slap at “ Teddie,’’ itis true, 
but how much more he, as well as the 
rest of us, would have felt it had it 
come before or after these warm days 
of July. ih tie , 

On these warm summer days the 
marine park at the foot of Central 
street is an ideal spot to rest, watch- 


ing the white sails in the harbor and 


listening to the music of the band as 
it floats across the water from the 
Willows. Seats, however, are almost 
as scarce as the proverbial hens’ teeth. 
It would not cost much to provide 
several more. 


We notice that the Beverly Gas and 
Electric Co. have reduced the price of 
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gas and electricity. But even with 
the reduced rates we observe that the 
Beverly rate is higher than that of 
Salem and considerably higher than 
Lynn. The dividends of the company 
the past year were 10 per cent. It is 
a good thing to be a stockholder but 
a hard thing to be a consumer. 


Low Tax Rate. 

The tax rate in Manchester for the 
years 1904-5 has just been fixed at 
$8.60 on the thousand. In all proba- 
bility this is the lowest rate of any 
town in the Commonwealth where 
any of the improvements, such as 
Manchester has, have been inaugu- 
rated. 

This is certainly a big drawing 
card for Manchester. With additional 
wealth pouring into the town every 
year, attracted by the low tax rate, 
the town by the sea has much to feel 
proud of. 

Last year the rate in Manchester 
was fifty cents higher —$9.10. At 
Nahant the rate was $8.00. But 
Nahant hasn’t the attractions of this 
picturesque Manchester. There were 
other towns with lower rates, but none 
with the attractions such as our North 
Shore town offers. 

The North Shore is growing in 
popularity. The increase in the num- 
ber of summer residents is apparent 
every year. Newand costly mansions 
are being built, and new and costlier 
mansions are yet to be built. Just as 
long as the North Shore remains what 
it is, wealth will continue to come in, 
and more expensive houses will take 
the place of the less substantial and 
less costly cottages. 

The more attractive the North 
Shore becomes the greater the amount 
of wealth that will be brought in, 
and the greater the amount of wealth 
the lower the rate of taxation, for the 
amount raised by taxation for expenses 
now will not change materially for 
some years to come. 

Last year the rate was brought up 
in Manchester because of $19,000 that 
was paid out for Beach street park. 
This year the town voted to lay out 
about an equal amount on Bennett 
street improvements and on Norwood 
avenue extension. There is no reason 
to expect that the annual outlay will 
go over $90,000 for some years. 


The valuation of real estate, both 


buildings and land, was about the 
same this year as last, with the excep- 
tion of about $500,000 additional on 
new residences built since last year. 
But that one-half million was just 
enough to lower the tax rate 50 cents. 
And when still other houses are built 
—and we have reason to think all 
these picturesque hills will be dotted 
with magnificent residences ere many 
years —thousands of dollars will be 
available for new expenditures, which 
we hardly dare to hope for now. 


The North Shore. 

The North Shore has been a verita- 
ble paradise during the hot weather of 
the past week. During such a_ hot 
spell as we have been having the 
North Shore and its beauties can be 
best appreciated. While those who 
have to be shut up in the cities are 
sweltering in the heat, those who have 
the privilege of being at this, the most 
favored spot in all New England, can 
be comfortable, enjoying the cool 
drives through wooded roadways, 
swept by the cool breezes from the 
Atlantic. Truly the North Shore is 
the most beautiful spot in all the land, 
and the most comfortable on a hot 
day. 

Free from all noise, turmoil and 
everything that distracts one’s mind, 
close to the centres of the world’s 
activities, and yet apart from its 
strife, it is the ideal resort for rest 
and relaxation. 


TROLLEY TOURS. 


No, 3 — Beverly to Gloucester and Cape Ann. 
BY CHESTER F. STILES. 


The trolley tourist will find in Essex 
county some of the most interesting 
and picturesque riding in the State. 
We will point out from week to week 
a number of the most pleasing combi- 
nations, selecting for our first the 
ever popular ride towards Gloucester 
and Cape Ann. 

The start may be either in Beverly 
at the transfer station, or at Salem, 
where a transfer may be obtained 
good for the first fare on the Glouces- 
ter car. The cars now run ona half- 
hour schedule, and leave Beverly on 
the even hours and halves. 

Leaving Beverly by way of Essex 
street, we pass northward through 
shaded streets to the station at 
Montserrat. The road makes no 
pretence at straightness, and winds 
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around by easy grades as it crosses 
parts of Hamilton and Wenham. At 
Longham’s corner, the genial con- 
ductor will appear for his second fare, 
which will carry one to the entrance 
to the grove at Chebacco lake, which 


Tivals even Jersey for its mosquitos. 


After leaving Longham’s, the junc- 
tion point for Ipswich is reached. A 
change made here will enable one to 
ride towards Haverhill and Newbury- 
port, or to Portsmouth and _ beyond. 
Our car climbs over fertile, “hilly 
country into the town of Essex, giving 
a glorious view of meadows reaching 
to the ocean on the north of the 
cape. 

Essex is interesting, and seldom 
will be passed when half-finished ves- 
sels may not be found on the ways. 
The meadows are passed on a long 
causeway, giving views of Coffin’s 
beach, near Annisquam, and_ the 
ocean to the north. 

We next climb the hills of West 
Gloucester, the road passing in some 
places through a blasted path in the 
rocky ledge on either side. At West 
Gloucester station we round an arm 
of the ’Squam river, and come down 
across the hills to the bridge to 
Gloucester. A fine view is here 
afforded of the harbor and the ocean. 
Eastern point, with its lighthouse and 
hotel, looms up across the harbor, 
until the view is cut off by the Surf- 
side close at hand. We now enter 
Gloucester, and draw up at the car 
station. 

The conductor will collect his last 
fare at Conomo, making a total of 20 
cents from Beverly or Salem. The 
last fare paid will entitle the tourist 
to a transfer which will be accepted 
to Rockport, Rocky Neck or to An- 
nisquam on the next cars. 

The attractions of Gloucester are 
numerous. The ride to Long Beach 
gives a grand ocean view of Land’s 
End and the twin lights of Thatcher’s 
Island. Amusement is not Jacking 
here, and any taste may be satisfied. 
The Rocky Neck ride takes one to 
the profile of Mother Ann, and the 
passenger for Pigeon Cove will take 
the Rockport car. 

There are some who are not aware 
that Gloucester is an island, the canal 
from the ’Squam river making the 
last link in the connection from ocean 
to ocean. The trolley tourist should 
circle the island, taking the Rockport 
or the Lanesville car as desired. Fol- 
lowing the first route, we come to 
Riverdale, its tide mill, then pass the 
the Annisquam willows, Goose Cove 
and Lobster Cove and the cottages of 
Annisquam. At Bay View, years ago, 
a not uncommon sight was the old 
cup defender America, and further 
along one comes to the extensive 


quarries which have made Cape Ann 
granite famous. Pigeon Cove suc- 
ceeds Folly Cove, and we enter Rock- 


port and swing back again to Glouces- 


ter. The circle takes about two hours, 
and the fare is 15 cents.

ARCTIC EXPLORATION JUSTIFIED. 


(Continued from page 1) 


It was then that Seneca, the Roman 
stoic, in reviewing the progress of 
terrestrial discovery exclaimed as fol- 
lows: 

“A time will come in later years when 
ocean will unloose the bonds of things, when 
the immeasurable earth will lie open, when 
seafarers will discover new countries, and 
Thule will no longer be the extreme point 
among the lands.”—SENECA. 

But this task remained for other 
hands. Roman prowess became a 
subject of history. The effect upon 
the northern tribes was to awaken 
them to activity. The spirit of free- 
dom which Cesar never quelled 
aroused the Teuton toa progressive 
lite. Slowly, turbulently but surely, 
organization and consolidation were 
effected, out of which was evolved a 
true national spirit. 

‘West and north spread the roots of 
the Teuton tree. Many kindred tribes, 
short-sighted as to the benefits to be 
derived from a democratic life, looked 
upon restraining influnces, so essen- 
tial to substantial government, as 
encroachments upon their personal 
liberties. 

Most loth of all races to submit to 
the personal wish to the welfare of 
the many were the Scandinavians. 
Sea-robbers, bloodiest and most ruth- 
less of all freebooters, they were, 
withal, the most daring, the boldest 
and most successful of all navigators, 
With neither compass not sextant, 
with naught to guide him save his 
fondness for adventure, the intrepid 
Viking launched upon the unchartered 
ocean of the north his high-prowed 
black galley, commissioned for a rich 
booty or the discovery of new lands. 

Six centuries before Columbus ven- 
tured from sight of land, that is 860, 
Naddodr, a Norwegian pirate, driven 
by contrary winds or intent upon en- 
tering the mystic realms of the Rheim- 
thurser, beheld through the northern 
mists the snow-capped peaks of Ice- 
land. 

In 864 Gardor circumnavigated 
Iceland. This was the first authentic 
passage of the Arctic circle. 

A little later Floki, stirred by the 
glowing accounts of Gardor, trusting 
to the flight of ravens, followed his 
third bird to the distant island and 
entered a fiord, which, in honor of his 
bird, he named Rafna Frith, the 


raven’s fiord. But Floki was doomed 
to disappointment, and he returned to 
Norway with a mournful tale of a 
dreary land, which in his disgust he 
christened Iceland. 

At this time Harold, the fair-haired, 
a jarl of powerful influence, subdued 
his brother jarls, gaining supreme 
authority in Scandinavia. Many sub- 
mitted quietly to his rule; a few, with 
along heritage of freedom, spurned 
the vassalage which Harold imposed 
upon them and set forth in search of 
plunder and adventure. 

Bravest and noblest of this second 
Class was Lief, who in 869 pushed far 
into the northern sea, and casting 
overboard the pillars of his former 
habitation, vowed by the great Odin 
that he would settle upon the land to 
which they drifted. After being lost 
for three years the pillars were then 
found upon the Iceland sands at the 
present site of Reikiavik. 

The prophecy of Seneca was being 
fulfilled. 

The greatest advance was made 
when, in 970, Gunnbjorn, curious to 
learn what secrets the waters held as 
he watched them lash the western 
coast of Iceland, ventured into their 
turbulent wastes, and after weeks of 
contest with the treacherous floes 
viewed from his tiny craft the rugged 
mountains and lofty ice-capped table- 
lands of Greenland. 

We read in the Saga of Lief, the 
Fortunate, of a prosperous colony in 
Greenland, how Biarne was driven 
southwest in a violent storm to a 
mountainous, snowy land, which he 
christened Helluland, modern New- 
foundland. 

To quote the Saga: 

.. Then they went on board and put to 
sea and found another land.... They sailed 
south for two days.... they landed and 
erected a large house,.... They did not 
want for salmon.... Day and night were 
more equal than in Grenland,.... In the 
summer they continued their southern way 
till one morning Lief said, ‘ We will gather 
grapes, fell wood, lade our vessels and 
return,’ .... This they did. Then they 
sailed into the open sea, and had a fair wind 
until they came in sight of Greenland and 
the land below the ice mountains,” 

This evidently refers to the discov- 
ery of America. It is foreign to our 
purpose to enter into the discussion 
of this interesting question, but in 
passing I would call your attention to 
aletter written by Columbus, in which 
he says, “In 1477 I sailed an hundred 
leagues beyond Thule, .... to an 
island, which is as large as England. 
At the time when I was there the sea 
was not frozen.”’ 

Did Columbus, when in Iceland, 
learn of Lief and Biarne, their voyage 
to Vinland and their return to Green- 
land, with their vessels laden with 


lumber and grapes ? 
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Five hundred years and five had 
passed into history, when, in 1496, 
John Cabot sailed into the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, the first European since 
Lief to set foot upon the American 
continent. Prompted by the desire 
for increased geographical and com- 
mercial gain, the nations warmly vied 
with each other in commissioning ex- 
peditions to search for new lands 
upon which to unfurl their national 
standards. 

The men who managed these fragile 
barques, in which today we would 
hesitate to navigate the Mississippi, 
imbued with the impelling spirit of 
the times, pushed boldly into unknown 
waters, with no knowledge of the 
currents, ignorant of the natural 
boundaries of the sea, they sailed, 
with but a rudimentary knowledge of 
the science of navigation, heedless 
alike of the unknown danger and. the 
known, in days when mysteries awed, 
when ignorance and superstition were 
rife,—these men, I maintain, exhibited 
greater courage and manifested deeper 
faith in the protecting powers of the 
sea than those today, who, equipped 
with all that modern science and Saxon 
ingenuity can afford, turn the prow of 
a specially constructed staunch and 
thoroughly seaworthy vessel, like the 
Fram, into the pack-laden waters of 
the Kara Sea, the berg-stranded ex- 
panse of Smith Sound, or the Scylla 
and Charybdis of the East Greenland 
coast. 

You know the rest,-—- How Spain, 
France and England planted their 
colonies, how the Dutch whalers dis- 
covered Spitzbergen, establishing a 
self-sustaining colony of 14,000 souls 
north of the 78th parellel, yielding to 
Holland an annual revenue of a 
million and a quarter dollars ; how the 
Scandinavian walrus hunters explored 
the sea of Barents; how Richard 
Chancelor discovered Nova Zembla, 
reached the mouth of the Dwina in 
the White Sea and was welcomed by 
Ivan the Terrible at Moscow, result- 
ing in an English-Russian treaty, 
teeming with remarkable possibilities 
to the commercial world ; how Jack- 
man and Pet, with judgment cool and 
courageous, forced the passage into 
the Kara Sea, and how the Russian 
fishermen established navigation east- 
ward from Tromsoe to the mouth of 
the Obi and the Yenisei. 

Then followed a _ notable list of 
scientific explorers, heroes of the ice 
—Franklin, Kane, Hayes, Norden- 
skidld, Hall, Melville, Greely, Nansen, 
and finally, he whom the American 
scientist delights to honor — the skill- 
ful, energetic Peary. 

With interest and profit we might 
devote a chapter to a review of the 
labors of this intrepid group of ice 


travellers, who, voluntarily severing 
all connection with the known world, 
have plunged into the frigid wastes 
of the north to be surrounded by all 
the terrors of the pack, a force so 
formidable as to defy description ; 
men who have made land marches of 
extraordinary length, during which 
they have struggled ever onward to 
attain the object of the expedition, 
who, like dogs, have harnessed them- 
selves to the sledge, straining at the 
drag-ropes for weeks together; men 
who have borne without flinching the 
monotonous solitude, the awful silence 
of the Polar night, a season of dark- 
ness, dense, continuous and depress- 
ing; men who have toiled through 
tedious weeks upon the floes, the 
glaciers and the hummocks, when the 
mercury was always frozen, and an 
instant’s exposure foretold of ampu- 
tation. These men have endured a 
monotony that would have unbalanced 
weaker minds, withstood privation 
and abided hunger that ematiated the 
body and impaired the faculties, yet, 
in every case, reason rose supreme 
above the formidable obstacles that 
opposed, and science, in all of: its 
branches, gaimed immeasurable incre- 
ments, resulting in positive benefits 
to the industrious portion of the 
human race. 

Upon what page in history can the 
hero-worshiper point such notable 
exemplars of self-sacrificing heroism 


for the general weal as this little 
group of leaders, who have taken life 
in hand to increase the scanty store 
of knowledge of our globe ; men, who, 
in every sense are the truest expon- 
ents ot the shrewdest foresight, the 
firmest self-reliance, the  sublimest 
courage, of a patience that is infinite, 
a fortitude unconquerable and else- 
where unrecorded, of devotion to a 
comrade unspread upon the pages of 
any secret order, unparalleled on his- 
tory’s musty scroll. 

It is too long for our purpose to re- 
count what they have. accomplished 
for the exact sciences, from each of 
which we reap material benefits — 
benefits which the casual thought 
does not attribute to such causes but 
nevertheless directly traceable to 
these efforts. 

If any man doubts that, for the 
necessities, the comforts, the luxuries 
of modern life, that he is wholly in- 
debted to the personal sacrifice of 
generous individuals, who have con- 
ducted costly and painstaking inves- 
tigations in forbidding and apparently 
barren fields, let that man imagine 
himself retracing the steps of progress 
back into the tenth century, the men- 
tal midnight of the Christian era, 
when the Saxon race was in swad- 
dling clothes and systematic, Fene- 
ficial science yet unborn. 

The path of progress has been il- 
lumined by a few lights of amazing

est time in our lives is when knowl- 
edge is becoming wisdom.” 

Rev G. E. Freeman, “a pastor of 
former years,’’ spoke of the great 
change that had taken place in Man- 
chester since he was pastor there.

The Essex County club in Man- 
chester will be the scene of some in- 
teresting tournaments this summer, 
arrangements having just been com- 
pleted for an open tournament on 
August 11, 12 and 13, and here also 
will be held the State championship 
meet in October. 

The open tournament for members 
and associates of the United States 
Golf Association, is the first ever held 
on the links at Manchester. The 
sanction of the state organization for 
holding one has just been given. 

The course at Manchester is one of 
the best in the country. It was the 
scene of the women’s national cham- 
pionship in August, 1897, and last 
August the famous tie match between 
the Oxford and Cambridge Golfing 
Society and the Massachusetts asso- 
ciation was played there. The playing 
distance is 5722 yards and the par 
score is 72.

Saturday, Aug. 13. 9 A.M., medal handi- 
cap, medal for best gross and best net scores. 


Semi-final match round. 2 P.M., final match 


rounds. 

The entrance fee, $1, with club 
handicap, must be received by the 
golf committee of the Essex County 
club before 5 p.m., Aug. 9.

TROLLEY TOURS. 
No. 2—Beverly and Salem to York Beach.

The passengers for York Beach 
should make an early start and leave 
the transfer in Beverly at 8 in the 
morning. The Gloucester car is taken 
to the junction for Ipswich at Crooked 
Lane Hill. The passenger now leaves 
the B. & N. and changes to the George- 
town, Rowley and Ipswich cars, which 
takes one over hill and dale, past the 
beautiful meadow land of the Ipswich 
river, with the sand dunes of Plum 
Island on the ocean's edge. 

At Dummer academy the line forks 
for Haverhill. We continue on our 
car to Newburyport, a place of much 
interest to the tourist. Lord Timothy 
Dexter’s house still remains, although 
the wooden statues which surmounted 
the fence are gone. The Wolfe tavern 
is passed in the car, and the tourist 
should by all means visit the Old 
South church, with its celebrated 
whispering gallery. 

Newburyport, like Salem, was at one 
time celebrated for its shipping. The 
excursionist may journey from here 
through Joppa and its quaint shanties 
to Plum Island, a land of sand swept 
by ocean breezes. Salisbury beach 
is the corresponding beach on the 
north of the Merrimac. This is a 
resort, famous as the 
scene of Whittier’s ‘‘Tent on the 
Beach.” 

The ride from Newburyport takes 
one over the Merrimac into Salisbury. 
Here the tourist should note the 
quaint church clock, the inscription, 
“ Gift Memorial,’ taking the place of 
the usual Roman figures. Just be- 
yond, a close watch will show the 
boundary post between New Hamp- 
shire and Massachusetts. 

Smithtown is the first in New 
Hampshire, and isa part of Seabrook. 
We connect here with the massive 
cars of the New Hampshire Traction 


Co., long, eight-wheelers, with double 
deck running boards. We take the 
Hampton Beach car, and hold our hats 
as we go out on to the Hampton mead- 
ows. A breeze seems to blow here 
always. We look south over Salis- 
bury Beach, and pass upon a huge 
bridge so solid that the cars whiz by 
with unabated speed. After a mile 
of bridge we land at Hampton Beach. 
If time allows, take a breathing spell 
here. 

The next car takes us past the cot- 
tages to the shadow of Bvoar’s Head, 
a bold bluff marking the north of the 
beach. Portsmouth Junction marks 
the town line between Hampton and 
North Hampton, and our next car 
goes through to Portsmouth. The 
Isles of Shoals loom up from the 
ocean, and may be reached via steamer 
from Portsmouth. 

‘The beautiful estates of Rye claim 
our attention till we arrive in Ports- 
mouth. The trolley tourist may make 
this point his terminus, the time con- 
sumed being usually five or six hours 
from Salem to Portsmouth. The 
return should then be made via Exe- 
ter, there stopping over an hour to 
view the academy grounds. The car 
from Exeter returns to Hampton 
Beach, where we may return via our 
previous route. 

The York Beach passenger will 
need three hours additional for the 
trolley trip thence. The ferry leaves 
Portsmouth half-hourly for Kittery, 
connecting with the Portsmouth, 
Dover and York Street Railway. 
The trolleys operate in a Joop; the 
cars follow the Piscataqua to Eliot 
and thence across to York Village 
and Beach, returning via Kittery and 
Kittery Point or the reverse. Dover, 
South Berwick and Salmon Falls may 
also be reached from Portsmouth, and 
the New Hampshire Co, lines from 
Dover reach northward to Rochester, 
N.H. 

The fare from Beverly to Ports- 
mouth and return is $1.30. Return- 
ing via Exeter would be 20 cents 
additional. The round trip from 
Portsmouth to York Beach adds 0 
cents. It is possible to make York 
Beach and return by the straight 
route in 13 hours, but this means 
no stop-overs by the wayside. Far 
more enjoyable would be a night at 
the beach, or Portsmouth, leaving 
the return for the morrow. The 
railroads now building on the Maine 
coast will soon complete the link 
towards Portland, from which Lewis- 
ton, Brunswick and Bath are accessi- 
ble by trolley.

PEARY AND THE POLE.

Ever since that day in 860 when 
Naddord, the Norwegian pirate, turn- 
ed his high prowed galley to the North 
and discovered Iceland, various inter- 
ests have sent expeditions in quest of 
the Pole. Vhe Dutch whalers built 
up a profitable industry in the Spitz- 
bergen waters, yielding to Holland an 
annual revenue of $1,250,000. The 
possibilities dormant in Oriental trade 
led the commercial nations of Europe 
to seek a shorter passage to Cathay, 
and there were sent forth in swift suc- 
cession many expeditions in search of 
the ‘‘Northwest”’ or “Northeast Pas- 
sage.” 

They proved the impossibility of 
such a route for commercial purposes 
and the scientific application of steam 
and electricity made such a route un- 
necessary. The loss of the Franklin 
party brought prominently before the 
public two ideas, viz.: The import- 
ance of accurate information concern- 
ing Ultima Thule, and the cost of 
obtaining such information. In view 
of the grand results accomplished by 
such heroes of the ice as Parry, Payer, 
Kane, Nansen, Greeley and Peary, 
the cost from a scientific view is of 
minor consideraion. 

With the announcement of each 
expedition the laymanasks, “Ofwhat 
value is the expenditure of so much 
money and so many lives?’ Now 
that Peary contemplates another ex- 
pedition, the question is raised again. 
Proof of the value of such work is no 
longer demanded by the scientist, but 
the layman still doubts. In the 
thought of Nansen: Solongas there 
isa spot on earth unexplored, it is 
man's duty to solve the mystery. 

When the labor has been wrought, 
the sacrifice made and the object ac- 
complished, the critic and the scoffer 
accept the results and civilization 
profits thereby. Few expeditions 
have entered the field with the single 
object of reaching that point where 
there is no more north, no east and 
no west, where a step in any direction 
must be south, and yet it has been 
the cherished thought of many a lead- 
er inthis land of perpetual snow and 
grinding, chaotic floes. 

In the long search to solve the fate 
of Franklin, true scientific work was 
begun. The Northeast Passage was 
proved to exist and M’Clure actually 
made the passage. The northern 
shore of Arctic America was mapped 
and the great archipelago with its 
multitude of straits, sounds and is- 
lands correctly charted. The orth 
Magnetic Pole was located, an achieve- 
ment of prime importance. 
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Interesting and valuable data have 
been collected concerning hydrograph- 
ic, geological, meteorological, biologi- 
cal and geographical conditions But 
the truth has not half been told. 
Much remains to be done to complete 
this work so well begun. 

The concerted action of the nations 
in establishing the International Cir- 
cumpolar Stations for simultaneousob- 
servations—in 1882-3, fifteen stations 
were established—led to large results. 
The only thing to mar the beauty of 
the labor was the unfortunate ending 
of the Greeley expedition. 

There may not be as much glory in 
this patient toil as the world will be- 
stow upon the skilled Peary if he un- 
furls the American flag on the nine- 
tieth parallel ; but the scientist of the 
future will not forget the men who 
placed the stepping stones for the 
final work. From such labor comes 
a benefit to commerce, yes, every in- 
dustry will materially be benefited 
by each scrap of knowledge relative 
to our globe. All knowledge is use- 
ful; and in the words of Elizabeth’s 
Prime Minister, ‘‘ Knowledge is 
power.” 

Galileo, Copernicus and Keppler 
had their portion of scoffs and perse- 
cution, and Columbus suffered a score 
of years ere he was able to present a 
new world to the old. In fact, every 
industry by which man_ obtains a 
living or amasses a fortune has been 
built upon foundations whose corner 
stones were discouragement, failure, 
obstruction and ridicule. Arctic re- 
search is not an exception. 

What the Dutch did in the Spitz- 
bergen seas, what the English accom-

plished in Hudson's bay and in Nova 
Zembla, it remains for the Americans 
to do beyond-Grant land. Who is to 
do this work, who is the man of expe- 
rience, skill-and courage sufficient to 
msure success?

Robert N. Peary, a man_ possessing 
rare qualities of leadership, great per- 
sonal knowledge of the. country, 
gained from ten years of active ser- 
vice in the field, and with a controlling 
influence over the natives,— he alone 
of all men is pre-eminently endowed 
for the task. 

He proposes to make a grand and 
final attempt to reach the Pole. His 
plans are well laid, he has the support 
of the best authorities and the back- 
ing of the assistant secretary of the 
navy, Judge Charles H. Darling, a 
man who is enthusiastically interested 
in having the Stars and Stripes placed 
upon the North Pole. 

Let the American people, in per- 
sonal and patriotic pride, rise to the 
occasion with the same vim that the 
fight for the America’s cup is period- 
ically made, give Peary moral and 
financial support, and the first stand- 
ard unfurled upon the’ long-coveted 
spot will be our national emblem.

NORTH SHORE BREEZE 
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THE OLD-TIME MINISTER. 


BY D2. LAMSON. 


The old-time minister and the old- 
time meeting-house were both sw 
generis; both were in a sense a 
product of the time and the soil; both 
belong to a past age, almost as much 
as the mastodon and the cave-dwellers. 

The old New England minister was 
a striking and easily recognizable per- 
sonality ; an edifying figure faded out 
of the landscape when he ceased to 
walk abroad. His likeness has been 
often drawn, dressed in clerical garb, 
of a more or less self-conscious and 
professional bearing ; his appearance 
was dignified and commanding. With 
the exception of the ‘ Squire,” he 
was often the only college-bred man 
in the community. And custom in- 
vested the ministerial office with some- 
thing of the ‘divinity that doth hedge 
a king.” It was good manners to 
raise the hat or make obeisance to the

ARCTIC FLOWERS. 


BY W. S. C. RUSSELL. 
[Copyrighted, 1904.] 

The earlier explorer gave but pass- 
ing notice to the Arctic flora, his 
object being at first the discovery of 
a northwest passage, and later he was 
animated by the intense desire to 
stand near the Arctic Pole. But with 
the advent of truly scientific explora- 
tion came a gradual increment to our 
knowledge of northern plant life. 

A meagre collection had previously 
been made of the Arctic flora of 
South Greenland by the Danish mis- 
sionaries, while Wrangell at the 
mouth of the Kolyma and George 
William Stella in Northern Kama- 
chatka gave careful attention to the 
more conspicuous flowering plants 
belonging to the rich list of Northern 
Siberia. 

To Sir John Richardson is due the 
credit of a systematic study of the 
flora of North Greenland and the 


islands of Smith’s Sound. The sud- 
den freezing in of the Advance and 
the impossibility of Dr. Kane’s party 
proceeding farther north during his 
second summer, gave him an oppor- 
tunity of carrying on the work so 
well begun by Richardson. The 
efforts of Dr. Kane, so ably seconded 
by his surgeon, Dr. Hayes, gave to 
the botanist a very accurate idea of 
the great variety and abundance of 
plant life in the vicinity of Smith’s 
Sound. 

Lieut. Greeley, more fortunate on 
his outward voyage, pitched his camp 
near the 80th parallel, and verified 
the observations of Dr. Kane concern- 
ing the high latitude of these plants. 

Dr. Kane enumerates 109 genera 
and 264 species of phanerogamous 
plants, 76 species of which he found 
north of the 73d parallel. 

The plants most frequently met 
with are the cruciferz, with six 
genera and twelve species. To these 
are to ke added the willow, the sedges 
and grasses, besides a long

jue views on the whole North Shore. The

list of mosses and lichens, but 
all of these are terrestrial, 
and to complete the list we 
must include the many aquatic 
species, especially the lower 
forms of life. 

The surprising feature of an 
analysis of the data is the 
finding of many species in 
these hypoborean regions of 
groups of plants which flour- 
ish in the tropics, and which 
are none too often met with 
in our temperate zone. One 
will not look in vain to find 
the pink, the orchid and the 
rose. Many species are iden- 
tical with those found in our 
own latitude, while others are 
given a specific name on ac- 
count of slight variations due 
to long growth in their pe- 
culiar environment. 

By far the most desolate 
portions of the Arctic region 
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are the plateaux and undulating sand 
hills of Taymur. Even the sand is in- 
sufficient to half conceal the barren 
rocks. It is swept continually by 
winds directly off the floating fields 
of ice, drifting aimlessly between 
Nova Zembla and the New Siberian 
Isles, and yet, wherever the sand- 
stone offers the least protection from 
the saline blasts, vegetation exerts 
itself with vigor. 

It is monotonous to travel day after 
day through this section, where the 
parched and withered tips of sedges 
differ little in color from the yellow-

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brown lichens which scantily clothe 
the rocks. The chlorophy! of the 
base shows dimly as through a veil, 
but now and then the traveller crosses 
a sheltered hollow where fresher green 
triumphs. The stems not only are 
long, but stand close together, and 
both grasses and sedges attain the 
height of four to six inches, even 
concealing the mats of moss in which 
their roots are imbedded. 

Sprinkled freely among the grasses 
are found a great variety of flowering 
plants. Small patches of Dryas 
octopetala, a shrubby plant of the 
rose family, with large white flowers, 
specimens of which were found by 
Pursh as far south as the summit of 
the White Hills a century ago. Here 
and there are small patches of 
Ceassiopedtetraganon, a species of 
theheath. Rarely adwarf ranunculus, 
buttercup, diversifies the dingy carpet 
and makes one forget for the moment 
that heis near the 80th parallel. 

But what a change in the floral 
aspect as one approaches the Taymur 
Lake. Large areas are densely cov- 
ered with a lively green, intermingled 
profusely with brilliant-hued flowers, 
such as the yellow siversia and the 
gorgeous Oxytropys, a member of the 
pulse family. Everywhere along the 
margin of the lake is met the red 
armeria, the white and blue saxifrage 
and the purple-hued larkspur. Nor 
are these flowers of a dwarfed and 
stunted growth, for the mustard and 
the poppy, the saxifrage, and the 
white-flowered knot weed, above a 
foot in height, decorate the shores, 
and Middendorff discovered an islet 
in the lake covered like a New Eng- 
land field with the yellow squaw weed, 
with many conspicuous specimens 18 
inches in height, bearing no less than 
40 flowers above an inch in diameter. 

Nor need one look in vain for the 
blue forget-me-not, while within the 
boggy hollows stand the waving heads 
of the cotton grass and the bluebells 
“softly tinkling in the wind.” 

Though many of these flowers are 
but three or four inches high, yet in 
their dwarfed condition they are far 
more beautiful. Here sunlight is per- 


petual for 16 weeks, and the flowers ° 
never close their petals, but as if 
aware of the all too brief summer, 
they gather a surplus of beauty from 
the sunbeams and reflect it in colors 
rich, warm and harmonious. 

The progress of vegetation is most 
remarkable, and if you would actually 
see the grass grow and the poppies 
unfold their petals, you must visit 
Taymur Land. For scarcely do the 
first leaves break through the rein- 
deer moss than the blossoms also 
appear, as if fearful lest the wintry 
night willapproach ere their seeds are 
brought to full maturity.

Wrecked on Misery. 


_ The excursion steamer Monohansett, ply- 
ing between Boston, Salem Willows and 
Gloucester, lies a total wreck on the rocks 
of Great Misery island. Her backis broken 
and her machinery displaced. 

She struck on the southeast side of. the 
island as she was feeling her way slowly 
along in the dense fog Wednesday afternoon 
on her return trip from Gloucester. The fog 
was so dense that nothing could be seen a 
few feet away, and the boat was going very 
slowly when the land loomed up right ahead, 
and though the engines were reversed it 
was too late, and the Monohansett grounded 


with hardly a perceptible shock. The pas- 
sengers on board were not at all alarmed, 
and there was no excitement. 

Col.. William Stopford, manager of the 
company, was on board at the time, and he 
rowed over to the Misery Island club house 
and telephoned to Beverly for assistance. 
The Empress thereupon made _ her way out 
to the Monohansett and took the 50 passen- 
gers ashore. 

The Monohansett was an old boat, used 
as General Grant’s despatch boat during the 
war. 

The company will make every effort to 
secure another:boat to take the place of the 
Monohansett, which only began her North 
Shore career Sunday.

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country offer attractions that cannot 
be found in any other place. 

The drive along the shore from 
Beverly to Gloucester is one of the 
most picturesque to be found any 
where in the land. The beauties of 
the coast as the road winds in and out 
following the indentations of the sea 
are spread out before the eye in a 
beautiful panorama. The beauties of 
the country, of the fields and woods, 
while just as bountiful here, and 
though adding as much to the fame of 
the North Shore, cannot be seen to 
such good purpose by the traveller on 
any of the drives on the North Shore. 
New drives are being opened up con- 
tinually through beautiful spots, but 
woodland drives are still in a minority. 


Let us see more beautiful roadways 
built through the trees and over the 
hills, and do not let the country at- 
tractions be crowded out by those of 
the shore. Let our development be 
well rounded out in every direction. 

There are many good opportunities 
for drives back through the country 
from Manchester and Beverly Farms 
to nearby lakes and ponds, and it is 
understood that steps are being taken 
to this end. As yet, however, there 
has been nothing definite done. 


TROLLEY TOURS. 
No. 3—Beverly and Salem to Lowell, 


BY CHESTER F. STILES. 

The trolley traveller to Lowell will 
seek his car at the Salem office, in 
Town House square. The cars run 
hourly to North Saugus (fare 10 cents) 
by the way of Peabody, leaving Salem 
at 15 minutes before the hour. The 
journey from Salem to Peabody is to 
most people a familiar one. Leaving 
Peabody, we pass the morocco facto- 
ries and wind through the rear of 
Peabody towards Lynnfield. 

A pleasant side trip in Peabody is a 
visit to the Peabody boulder bed, 
where one may see one of the hugest 
of glacial deposits known to geologists. 

Passing the Vaughn Machine Works, 
we approach Lynnfield. Here we 
intercept the Newburyport turnpike, 
over which rumbled in the past the 
stage coaches connecting Boston with 
the north. 

Suntaug Lake is one of the attrac- 
tions of Lynnfield. This is reached 
from a point near the Lynnfield hotel 
by a short cross road. We next skirt 
one of the long reservoirs of the Lynn 
water works, and draw up in front of 
the school house in North Saugus. 

The passenger from Lynn _ will 
board a Reading car in Central 
Square, Lynn. This is a half-hourly 
car, and usually connects directly 
with the Salem car, The Salem pas- 
senger will board this car at North 
Saugus. 

On the left will be noted the old 
mill, with its picturesque mill pond 
and broken-down dam. This is a 
favorite refuge of the amateur photog- 
rapher, who finds much worthy of his 
attention here. 

Wakefield and its busy little street 
comes next. Just before we cross the 
railroad, the tourist will note the large 
factory of the Heywood Co., noted 
for their rattan chairs. Also worthy 
of attention are the Common and 
soldiers’ monument, just before we 
come to the lake. 

The body of water is Lake Quan- 
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napowett. It is usually dotted with 
canoes and sailboats, and in winter 1s 
a beautiful skating resort. 

We skirt the lake to Reading, 
an important street railway centre. 
Through cars run from here to Bos- 
ton via Melrose and Malden, and also 
to Arlington via Winchester and 
Stoneham. 

Our car runs via the Wilmington 
line, which leaves on the left side of 
the Common. Pleasant views open 
up over rural Wilmington, and soon 
we can see the spire of the village 
church ahead. At Nichols’ Corner 
we turn sharply through Wilmington 
Centre to the Wilmington depot. 

If time is an object, change here for 
the through Lowell cars, which pass 
half-hourly from Woburn and Med- 
ford. A stop over at Silver Lake 
makes an agreeable break in the 
journey, and without extra expense, 
as the Jake is the fare limit. 

Tewksbury may be identified by 
the red buildings of the state alms- 
house. The road turns from here to 
Wamesit, and enters Lowell over the 
beautiful Belvidere region. 

The trolley tourist by the Billerica 
route will pass the ruined aqueduct of 
the old Middlesex canal, over the 
Shawsheen river. This, too, is a fare 
limit, and may be used as a stop-over 
place, but the tourist is warned that 
the car service is very limited, and a 
stop over means a 90-minute wait. 
There is, however, much to interest 
one here. The old canal bed is in 
perfect preservation, and the founda- 
tions of the aqueduct are still solid. 
In the meadow below are many varie- 
ties of wild flowers. Among these 
are the curious pitcher plants, with 
their urn-like leaves filled with water. 

Resuming our journey, we, climb 
up on the high land. The mountains 
of southern New Hampshire now 
show on the sky line. Wachusett, in 
Princeton, Mass., is the rounded 
dome to the westward. 

Billerica is passed, then North Bil- 
lerica and the Concord river. The 
outskirts of Lowell are next, and we 
draw up at the Lowell transfer station. 

A pleasant run may be taken to 
Lakeview Park and return, with its 
amusements and summer theatre. 
Nashua is further, and may also be 
reached by the New Hampshire Trac- 
tion Company’s lines. The tourist is 
strongly recommended to ride from 
Lowell to the celebrated Canobie 
Lake Park, and when returning take 
the Lawrence car, connecting there 
with the through car for Salem. This 


presumes an early start from Salem, - 


allowing for lunch in Lowell and an 
afternoon at Canobie to see the show, 
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The Old-Time Minister.

parson whenever he appeared ; and if 
school was ‘‘out’’ as he passed, the 
scholars stood uncovered and bowed 
and curtsied as he went by. Both by 
character and position the minister 
was often the most influential man in 
the town. He ranked with the mag- 
istrates, and his advice was often 
sought after in civil concernments. 
The early ministry of New England 
constituted almost a caste. ‘hose 
who lived near enough to Boston 
generally attended the ‘Thursday 
Lecture,” and afterward dined with 
the Governor. 

The first generation of ministers 
were graduates of the English univer- 
sities, more generally of Cambridge, 
which was more hospitable to Puritan- 
ism than Oxford; their successors 
graduated from Harvard or Yale. 
They had often good libraries, and 
were men of respectable learning. 
Many were well read in the classics, 
and familiar with the fathers and 
schoolmen. Not afew among them, 
in the quaint phrase of the time, were 
‘‘ painful” preachers, elaborating their 
discourses with great care and often 
to prodigious length. They were 
sometimes keen dialecticians and stout 
combatants; they were accustomed 
to hard blows in the lists of argument 
and controversy. If not always very 
clear, they were at least very vigorous 
writers, as many a “ Plain Statement ”’ 
bears witness. With little literary 
cultivation, and confining themselves 
largely within professional limits, their 
style was often cumbrous and pedan- 
tic, as well set forth in the prefaces 
to the ‘“ Bigelow Papers,” written in 
the parsonage of Jaalam. 

The minister was the minister of 
the town, supported bya tax levied 
on all the inhabitants, collected by 
law, and in the case of refractory 
parishioners by distraint upon prop- 
erty. The relations between ministers 
and towns were generally harmonions, 
though instances are on record in 
which both parties stood sturdily for 
their rights, even to the verge of 
unseemly strife. The position of the 
minister gave him great authority, 
and it must be said that in some 
instances he magnified his office in 
other than the Pauline sense. Per- 
haps, on the whole, it is a wonder that 
the ministry was not more arrogant 
and overbearing, considering the ten- 
dencies of human nature, and the 
temptation to be masterful and magis- 
terial. 

Ministers were settled for life; it 
was not expected that they would 
change or wish to change their place. 
Theologians who left their mark on

New England thought spent their 


days contentedly in small country 
towns, like Dr. Backus of Somers, 
and Dr. Bellamy of Bethlem, Conn., 
and Dr. Emmons of Franklin, Mass. 
They usually owned a farm or occu- 
pied a parsonage with glebe or “ min- 
ister’s Jand,” and often’ were very 
successful farmers, like the eccentric 
Parson Howe of Hopkinton. They 
often contrived to bring up large fam- 
ilies, sending their sons to college, 
and laying up a modest competence 
for old age. In some cases they eked 
out a scanty salary by fitting ‘ ingen- 
uous’”’ youth for college, or taking 
charge tor a time of some rusticated 
sophomores. The wives, it should be 
said in this connection, were not sel- 
dom quite as thrifty and caretaking as 
the parsons themselves, looking well 
to the ways of their households, and 
suffering none to eat the bread of 
idleness. Many of them, no doubt, 
deserve canonization. The parsonage, 
as pictured in the life of Lyman 
Beecher at Litchfield and of Moses 
Hallock at Plainfield, Mass., must 
have been a scene of busy life and of 
intellectual activity. 

The staple of the regular Sunday 
discourses was for the most part 
Biblical or experimental, more rarely 
ethical, down to the beginning of the 
present century. On Fast. days and 
Thanksgiving days more latitude was 
taken, and sermons on such occasions 
were often strongly political, not to 
say partizan, in their character. The 
early New England pulpit had the 
courage of its convictions, and often 
used ‘‘great plainness of speech.” 
Samuel Hopkins, greatly honored as 
atheologian in his day, is worthy of 
still greater honor, for his fearless 
denunciation of the slave trade, when 
his rich parishioners in Newport, R. 
I., were coining gold out of the traffic 
in human flesh. Jonathan Edwards, 
at Northampton, drew upon himself 
the displeasure of the worldly part of 
his parish by his faithful rebukes of 
sin and his opposition to the ‘half- 
way covenant,” and went into exile 
at Stockbridge among the Indians, 
rather than condescend to “ prophesy 
smooth things.” And there were 
many others. 

The position which the ministers 
held gave them great boldness in 
attacking what they considered wick- 
edness in high places, and _ political 
opponents were not spared. Even 
royal Governors did not always go 
unscathed. 

It is not to be wondered at, as 
human nature is, that ecclesiastical 
interlopers in the parish domain, dis- 
senters from the “standing orcer,” 
and restless spirits generally, were 
frowned down by the New England 
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ministers; that even so great and 
good a man as Whitefield, who, it is 
true, was sometimes unguarded in his 
speech, aroused great opposition by 
his evangelistic labors; and that such 
schismatics as Antinomians, Quakers 
and Baptists were looked upon with 
grave suspicion and often summarily 
dealt with. But there were excep- 
tions ; Cotton Mather, a Puritan of 
the Puritans, bore testimony of the 
Baptists of Boston, that they were 
“as holy, watchful, heavenly and 
fruitful a people, perhaps, as any in 
the world.’”” And his father, Incréase 
Mather, president of Harvard College, 
preached an ordination sermon in the 
Baptist meeting-house on the theme, 
“Good Men United.” 

It may be said of the old New Eng- 
land ministers, good men as they 
were, 

“ Not to them was given all light 
For all coming days.” 

We do honor to them as a true- 
hearted, godly race of men. They 
were almost without exception irre- 
proachablein their personal character, 
and loyal to the country in times of 
stress and danger; they were the 
friends of education and the con- 
science of the community. For gen- 
erations they illustrated the fact that 

“The pulpit is in the sober use 

Of its legitimate, peculiar powers, 


The most important and effectual guard, 
Support and ornament of virtue’s cause.” 


Peace to their memory.

In the evening Mr. Southgate took for his 
subject “The Way to be Happy,” using for 
his text ‘‘ Peace on Earth, Good Will To- 
ward Men.”

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UNSOLVED POLAR PROBLEMS. 


BY W. S. C. RUSSELL. 
(Copyrighted, 1904.] 

The scientific results that will ac- 
crue from a careful examination of 
the immense area, unexplored, sur- 
rounding the Pole are many. 

No portion. of the globe has failed 
to be fruitful to scientific study. This 
section is of a special character, pre- 
senting opportunities for the observa- 
tion of physical phenomena elsewhere 
unequalled. Copernicus, Kepler and 
Galileo invaded the heavens, Newton 
mathematics, Descartes and Huy- 
ghens the realms of philosophy—each 
in an unpromising field, but with 
results intensely important to human 
progress. 

In spite of all that scientific research 
has done in the northern realms, many 
great problems remain unsolved. Hy- 
drographical and geographical knowl- 
edge is very incomplete—imperfect— 
and accuracy will utterly fail of 
attainment till all the land and water 


areas of the earth are fully explored. 
The exact shape of the globe is still 
unknown, and it cannot be determined 
till geodetic measurements are taken 
at the polar areas. The problems of 
insulation await an explanation in 
spite of all the efforts expended. 


The determination of solar heat 
received by the earth will be delayed 
till thermal measurements are com- 
pleted in every quarter, and this with 
all deference to the conclusions of 
Maxwell and Lord Kelvin. The point 
of maximum ‘cold’ has not been 
located ; nor do we know the longi- 
tude and latitude of the magnetic 
poles, though James Ross, in 1833, 
determined the north magnetic pole 
to be in long. 96°, 44’, 45” ; lat. 70°, 
5’, 17” north. This was nearly a 
century ago, and the magnetic pole is 
constantly ‘‘moving,’” much to the 
annoyance of engineers.

Geography 
demands the fact, not a theory. 
Navigation exerts its claim to a 
perfect knowledge of ocean currents. 
England and the United States spend 
annually thousands of dollars to fur- 
ther knowledge in this direction, that 
commerce may profit thereby, but 
until the origin, destination and 
physical work of every ocean current 
is known their work will be incom- 
plete, and mariners must navigate 
strange waters. What becomes of 
the Gulf Stream? We have some 
knowledge and much speculation ; we 
know its effect upon climate and its 
transporting power. All of this is of 
value, but it is only partial knowledge, 
which is often dangerous.

Solar ard stellar chemistry, the 
zodiacal light, the aurora, twilight and 
the spectrum analysis of the sun — 
each has called forth the best efforts 
of our most skillful and logical physic- 
ists. Their work cannot be completed 
nor their theories fully established till 
systematic observations are taken in 
the highest latitudes, where condi- 
tions are so different from those under 
which they wrought. The six months’ 
sun, the arctic winter, the polar atmos- 
phere, present peculiar and favorable 
conditions tor verifying or disproving 
the deductions made from observa- 
tions taken in the temperate zone. 

«‘The higher the latitude the lower 
the temperature”’ zs zo¢ true, and every 
teacher should correct the fallacy. 
The equator is zo¢ the maximum heat 
line—in Africa it is 15 degrees north 
of the equator. The mean isotherms 
are not parallels of latitude, but very 
irregular lines. Beyond the 80th 
parallel] the mean temperature rises. 
Sir David Brewster, in 1821, predicted 
that it was ten degrees warmer at the 
Pole than in most places a few degrees 
to the south. Subsequent observa- 
tions strengthen his conclusion. 

The geologist, the zoologist, the 
botanist and the ethnologist have their 
unsolved problems—and each anx- 
iously awaits returning expeditions 
for “more light ’’— each furnishes his 
part to the fund of science in general, 
out of which grows that thrifty trunk, 
commercial progress, whose branches 
are the varied industries blossoming 
with prosperity, culture and _ refine- 
ment for the toiling masses.

We have a great many automobiles in 
town, and I contend that our own people 
who operate them are more mindful of the 
rights of others ; and I hope I am not wrong 
in my inference that-all, or nearly all, of our 
trouble is caused by the tramp automobiles 
from other towns and cities. These compel 
us to take “the old round about road to the 
regions below,” or take to the woods, to 
keep from being run down; really the only 
Way we can ride with safety and keep our 
lungs from being turned into veritable ash 
sifters is to wear a diver’s helmet. 

The odor arising from the fumes of ex- 
ploding gasolene, when mixed with the dust 
of the road, reminds me very much of the 
way I have always Rined the infernal 
regions to smell. 
locality, perhaps if we cannot give them 
what Major Higginson thinks they deserve 
here, they may get their reward hereafter, 
where the fumes of gasolene are mixed, not 
with road dust, but sulphur. 

In riding out the other day with a friend, 
when one of the particularly fragrant variety 
went by us like greased chain lightning, he 
remarked that a few evenings ago he had 
overheard a rather pessimistic view that was 
taken of this question by two skunks who 
were taking a stroll for their health, when 
one of these machines went by. One skunk 
looked pathetically at the other, and, with 
tears rolling down his cheeks, remarked 
“What's the use?” 

We all must admit that the automobile 
has come to stay, and we cannot drive them 
out if we want to. Yet we do want the priv 
ilege of having some portion of the road 
reserved for us to plod along in our old- 
fashioned way without giving them their 
half of the road in the middle, leaving us the 
alternative of taking our half on both sides. 

Any fair-minded man can be convinced 
without much argument that that is rather a 
difficult process; and while we are troubled 
in this. way with the automobiles, some of 
the humbler vehicles that we constantly 
meet have acquired the habit of taking the 
middle of the road, even if itis a superannu- 
ated tip-cart moving at the rate of three 
miles an hour. The drivers of these tip- 
carts all appear to be hard of hearing, for 
nothing short of a siren whistle would ap- 
prise them of the fact that there is a more 
gily moving vehicle approaching behind 
them. 

In writing this communication I would 
like to remind the automobilists and other 
drivers who are unmindful of the rights 
of other people, that nothing affords a better 
argument for electric cars than to be com- 
pelled to take your life in your hand as we 
do when we venture upon our highways 
under the existing conditions. I am saying 
this !n the hope of heading off a well-defined 
movement which seems to be in progress, to 
have the electric cars in the town, when 
all can have the privilege of making people 
scurry out of the way. If the electric cars 
are introduced, the investment of a nickel 
will afford everyone the privilege of giving 
the glassy eye and the ha-ha to the slower- 
moving, peace-loving public as quickly as a 
$20,000, highly, seasoned motor carriage 
would do it

And speaking of that. 


I am positively sure that if this automo- 
bile scorching is continued in this reckless 
way, that public opinion will not only cease 
to oppose electric cars, but will demand 
them. 

I am notin favor of electric cars in Man- 
chester, and I hope that people who own 
motor vehicles will conduct themselves in 
the future so as to eliminate this argument 
from their equation.

TROLLEY TOURS. 
No. 4—Along the Mystic Lakes by Trolley. 


BY CHESTER FP. STILES; 


One of the most delightful of the 
trolley rides of Massachusetts is that 
link which connects the towns of 
Reading, Stoneham and Arlington. 
It is readily accessible from here- 
abouts, and with a day at one’s dis- 
posal, it is recommended that the 
trolley tourist plan a trip to Cambridge, 
using the Arlington line to goand the 
Lynn route to retuin. 

The starting point is Salem office, 
and the North Saugus car is the one 
desired This leaves hourly at a 
quarter before each hour. The route 
through Peabody and Lynnfield, with 
the change of cars at North Saugus, 
has been described in a previous issue. 
Reading is the next point of change, 
and we make close connections with 
the Arlington car in the square. 

The route now turns southward and 
passes through market gardens to 
Stoneham. Here we meet connec- 
tions from Wakefield direct, and the 
tourist may, if he desires, omit Read- 
ing by going directly from Wakefield 
to Stoneham. This is not recom- 
mended, however, as it involves an 
extra change of cars, and the view of 
Lake Quannapowitt on the Wakefield- 
Reading detour is worth the extra 
time. 

At Stoneham, we turn westward to 
Winchester. Had the trolley gone 
straight ahead, it would have pene- 
trated the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission reservation known as the 
Middlesex Fells. An interesting day 
might be spent here alone, among the 
wooded ravines and lakes and hills. 

Our route is by way of Marble 
street, so called because of an old 
limestone quarry nearby, which is a 
rarity indeed in eastern Massachu- 
setts. The hill to our left crowned 
by the observation tower is Bear Hill, 
the highest ground in the Middlesex 
Fells. From its summit may be seen 
the mountains of Southern New 
Hampshire, as well as Mt. Wachusett 
near Princeton, Mass. 

As we approach Winchester, the 
tanneries in Woburn show on our 
right. We pass through a beautiful 
residential section of Winchester, and 


halt in the square near the railroad 
station. The tourist should note the 
pretty library building, which stands 
on the banks of the Abbajona River, 
just before the public square. 

More beautiful estates follow, then 
the road again turns south. We are 
now skirting the shores of Mystic 
Lake. The road winds up hill and 
down, bordered on the other side by 
gardens which supply the Boston 
markets. 

At Arlington, we change from the 
B. & N. to the Boston Elevated Sys- 
tem. Arlington is interesting from a 
historic standpoint and a few minutes 
may be profitably wasted here, as the 
car service is very frequent. 

We must be careful to take a car 
for Harvard Square, Cambridge, as 
some go to Boston direct. Immedi- 
ately after starting, we pass the 
historic Cooper Tavern, and farther 
down, a tablet denotes the site of the 
“ Black House Tavern,” one of the 
meeting places of the ‘‘ Committee of 
Safety.” 

A glimpse of Spy pond is caught on 
the right, and shortly we pass Alewife 
brook into the city limits of Cam- 
bridge. The first appearance of 
business is at North Cambridge, suc- 
ceeded by the magnificent residence 
street of Massachusetts avenue (form- 
erly North Avenue), through which 
we pass to Harvard Square. 

We will not attempt to describe 
Cambridge The college, the Wash- 
ington Elm, the Longfellow and Low- 
ell houses are near by, and anyone will 
direct you to them. Among the 
things which should not be missed is 
the wonderful collection of glass 
flowers in the Agassiz museum, which 
has no duplicate in the world. 

Cambridge is but a step from Bos- 
ton by trolley, and the return trip to 
Salem or Beverly may be made via 
Lynn in twoand one half hours or less. 

The total fare from Salem is 48 
cents, as follows: Salem to North 
Saugus, 10c; North Saugus to Read- 
ing, 5c; Reading to Arlington, 10c; 
Arlington to Cambridge, 5c. On 
Cambridge car to subway get 8c check 
to Lynn car. At Park St., subway, 
change (free transfer) to Scollay 
Square, and use the 8c check for the 
first fareon Lynncar. On the second 
collectionask fora Salem car transfer, 
which is accepted for the first Lynn- 
Salem fare. On second collection on 
this line, ask for Beverly transfer, if 
necessary.

Over 25,000 men, war-scarred heroes, 
gathered from all over the country in 
National Encampment, yet ere an- 
other year shall pass away that fast 
decreasing army shall have lessened 
its numbers by many thousands. 

The gathering, which could not but 
inspire all the vast throng that saw it, 
brought with it a wave of patriotism 
that will be felt the country over. 

Manchester —her little post fast 
fading — sent 27 men to take part in 
the parade, and a grand little part it 


was, too. 
them. 

Led by the Manchester brass band 
the veterans, under Commander E. 
P. Stanley, started from the Post 
headquarters shortly before 8 o’clock, 
Tuesday morning, and marched to 
the station. A special car was provided 
for them and in this, with the band, 
they were carried to Boston. 

A special electric was provided tor 
them on reaching the Hub, and con- 
veyed them to the point in the line 
where they were to form. 

At 9.30 they were in line on the 
Charles street mall, but not till 2.30 
did they actually start. Meanwhile 
they lunched on the Common. 

On the line of march the Manches- 
ter post were given the glad hand by 
the crowds more than once. They 
presented a good appearance, dressed 
in full uniform and carrying canes 
which had been presented to them by 
Bell’s combination store in Manches-

setts division — and marched: behind 
Post 66 of Boston. The “boys” 
marched in two platoons, under Com- 
mander E. P. Stanley. Charles Stone 
was officer-of-the-day. 

The band added materially to the 
appearance of the post, hundreds of 
delegations many times larger not 
being privileged with music from their 
own band. 

After the parade the post and their 
guests went to the Hotel Plaza and 
sat before a copious spread. 

The day was warm but pleasant, and 
the veterans got all the enjoyment 
out of the occasion possible. The 
shower in the late afternoon came just 
after the parade and when the post 
was safely within shelter. 

When the post left Manchester in 
the morning, a large crowd was on 
hand to see them off. As they marched 
up Union street in front of the 
BREEZE office, John R. Cheever 
caught a picture of them, and the 
BREEZE reproduces it in this issue.

Booker T. Washington. 


The Dane street church was crowded to 
the doors by an audience that was repre- 
sentative of all classes of the people of 
Beverly, last Sunday afternoon, to listen to 
Booker T. Washington, the famous colored 
preacher and teacher. 

Mr. Washington outlined in brief and 
attractive fashion the work that he and 
others are doing in the South, and told in a 
most interesting way of the progress made 
by the negro in recent years. 

In speaking of the growth of Tuskegee, he 
said it was founded in a little log cabin in 
1881, and last year had 1400 students. There 
are 155 teachers at the institute, and there 
are 2,300 acres of land, upon which are 
erected 69 buildings. The institute has its 
own lighting plant, its own water works, a 
short railroad of its own, all of which are 
operated by the students, and there are 32 
different departments. 

Since the founding of Tuskegee 6000 
students have gone out from its doors into 
the world, and of this number not one has 
been in the doors of a penal institution, not- 
withstanding the assertion of some that edu- 
cation spoils the negro. 

Only 54 per cent. of the negroes are 
ignorant, a percentage higher by far than 
that of some of the white races. 

Mr. Washington’s address was exceedingly 
interesting throughout, and he held the 
closest attention of his audience. 

Bishop McVickar introduced the speaker 
in a few well chosen words, speaking in the 
highest terms of the man and his work.

Sea’”’ and to the whole North Shore. 
It shows that the North Shore is 
attracting not only swmmer residents, 
but wzzter residents as well, and that 
it willbe only a matter of a few years 
when Boston business men will for- 
sake their town houses and live ’mid 
these picturesque surroundings the 
year round. 


Education and the Negro. 

The address by Booker T. Wash- 
ington gave some food for thought to 
those who have been contending that 
the negro ought not to be educated, 
and that education unfits him for the 
work which he is called upon to do. 

Mr. Washington told in a plain, 
truthful way the facts of the case as 
they are. He did not argue that 
there was no crime, shiftlessness or 
immorality among the negroes. He 
frankly admits it. There is more or 
less crime among every race. But 
the fact remains that of the 6000 men 
who left Tuskegee not one has been 


found within prison walls for the com- 
mission of any crime. Mr. Washing- 
ton makes this statement after a 
careful investigation of the facts, and 
his statement has not been refuted as 


et: 
He also shows that the percentage 


of ignorant persons among the negroes 
is much smaller than among many 
races that occupy prominent positions 
in the world. 

His statements throughout are an 
added argument to the fact that 
education uplifts every race,.no mat- 
ter whether it is the white or the 
black. The educated workman, no 
matter what the nature of his work, 
can demand better wages than his 
more ignorant fellow, and he is conse- 
quently enabled thereby to better his 
position in life in every way. 

Education makes every man better 
in every way, intellectually, morally 
and spiritually. Give the negro his 
chance and he will work out his own 
salvation. We have been working 
out ours for generation upon genera- 
tion and we are not perfect yet ; the 
negro has been working out his salva- 
tion for only about 50 years. Give 
him time and he will succeed. 


The Grand Army. 

The national encampment of the 
Grand Army is over. The great 
parade, with over 20,000 men in line, 
and which took more than four hours 
to pass a given point, was an inspiring 
sight, and, withal, a sight full of 
pathos. 

When we stop to think that that 
immense line of veterans which passed 
before the cheering thousands who 
had assembled from all over the land 
to do them honor, was only a fraction, 
and a very small fraction, of the 
immense host which went out to 
preserve the Union, it does, indeed, 
cause us to reflect upon the past.’ 

Never again will there be such a 
parade of the old Grand Army, the 
grandest army that the world has 
ever seen. With each fleeting year 
the ranks are growing thinner and 
the steps of the survivors weaker. 
Ten years from now there will be left 
a mere remnant, a handful of those 
who received the plaudits of the 
cheering thousands last Tuesday. 

It is well to honor them with cheers 


and applause. It is better to honor 
them by making, whenever and 
wherever possible, their declining 
years bright and free from all cares 
and burdens. It is best to perpetuate 
their memory by honoring and up- 
holding those principles of liberty and 
justice for which they were ready to 
sacrifice their lives. 

The Grand Army of the Republic 
has taught us the nobility of patriot- 
ism and of sacrifice. Let us show 
our appreciation by fulfilling our civic 
duties with honor, and by upholding 
those principles of liberty for which 
so many gallant men gave their lives. 


Time to Act. 

Last week we took occasion in 
these columns to refer to the agitation 
at Beverly Farms and Pride’s Cross- 
ing forbetter streets, and to call the at- 
tention of the people in that section to 
the immediate improvement of certain 
streets. Tuesday night a petition, 
signed by about 50 of the real estate 
owners and taxpayers in Ward 6, 
bearing on this very matter, was 
placed before the Board of Aldermen, 
and the petition was put into the 
hands of the committee on streets, 
with the probable result that it will 
‘fall by the wayside.” 

Strange it is, indeed, that the City 
Fathers should pay no attention to 
the call for improvements—and im- 
provements that are really needed — 
at the Farms. 

Yet, not so strange after all. How 
can the Farms expect to fare well in 
the hands of men who prefer rather 
to see the money taken from the 
Farms in taxes go toward making 
improvements elsewhere than in the 
place it should go! 

The truth is, the city of Beverly 
can’t afford to spend a few hundred 
dollars on improvements at Beverly 
Farms, whence comes a good share of 
her money, but she can afford, in 
somebody's eye, to spend thousands 
of dollars in another part of the city, 
where improvements are not an imme- 
diate necessity. 

When men like Chas. H. Dalton 
and Judge Loring, and scores of 
others, who turn thousands of dollars 
into the city treasury each year, sign 
their names to a petition asking the 
city to give them better streets, it is 


ee 
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surely time somebody awoke to the 
fact it is time to act. 

Surely some recognition should be 
given to this matter, and not, as in 
times past, let the petition be pigeon- 
holed. 

Beverly Farms’ streets are in dire 
need of being repaired and improved, 
and the sooner a change comes the 
better for all.

EARLY DUTCH WHALERS, 


BY SW. ‘S. €. RUSSELL. 
(Copyrighted, 1904.] 

The high latitude obtained by 
Nansen, 86°, 13’, 36” N.; Peary, 84°, 
1i* N.; and Abruzzi, 86°, 34° N., 
prompts the inquiry, are these the 
only men who have made so near an 
approach to the Pole? The answer 
is tound in the imperfect logs of the 
old Dutch whalers, sailing more than 
300 years since from the Y. 

The logs are incomplete and their 
truthfulness is often in question. In 
spite of this doubt they may be 
accurate, for we remember that the 
claims of Baffin andthe great Barents 
were disputed till subsequent expe- 
ditions established their truthfulness. 
The whalers were not sczeztzfic explor- 
ers, nor did they seek fame in arctic 
annals, hence the brevity of their 
records. They were a simple folk, 
toiling fora pittance for themselves 
and wresting from the frigid waters 
of the north a comfortable compe- 
tence for the owners of the diminutive 
boats they sailed. 

It is not our present purpose to 
argue the claims they made, but to 
record sufficient data to show what 
bold, intrepid seamen were the Dutch 
of this period. They sailed in large 
numbers to Spitzbergen seas. From 
1620 to 1635 over 300 Dutch ships 
and more than 15,000 men visited 
those waters yearly. In 1689 there 
were 188 vessels at one anchorage at 
the same time. Many of these ships 
pushed far to the north ; how far will 
always remain in doubt ; that some of 
them attained latitudes that are the 
envy of modern explorers is indis- 
putable, that they reached the Pole 
we may safely doubt in spite of their 
claims. 

Undoubtedly they discovered many 
lands in those wastes of ice that today 
stand to the credit of more recent 
explorers, for instance, Wyches Land 
and Franz Joseph Land. 

As early as 1596 Cornelius Roule, 
in the longitude of Nova Zembla, 
sailed to lat. 85° N., very close to 
Nansen’s ‘‘farthest.”’ In 1624 Will- 
iam Williamszoon entered the Spitz- 
bergen waters to the north of that 
land in lat. 84° N. Maxon -records 
that prior to 1676 many a Dutch skip- 
per told him in sober earnestness that 
he had sailed to the 89th parallel, 
and one of them was loud in his claim 
that he had sailed 2° beyond the Pole. 
This statement by one critic is attrib- 
uted to “dreamy Amsterdam and 
strong Dutch beer.”’ In spite of his 
jest, Osborne proceeds to show that 
the whalers reached exceptionally high 
latitudes, and many an Englishman 
used the Dutch logs as an argument 


before the Admiralty for procuring 
appropriations for extended voyages 
of discovery in these waters. 

Dr. Petermann, the eminent geog- 
rapher, gave very full credence to the 
Dutch logs. He shows that they 
were the true discoverers of Franz 
Joseph Land, and that they navigated 
its floe-drifted sounds more than 
three centuries ago. Parry’s work in 
this quarter confirms the claims of 
the Dutch and English whalers. 

During their supremacy in Spitz- 
bergen waters the Dutch sent men-of- 
war to convoy the freighted whalers 
home. The captain of this man-of- 
war states that in his idleness, waiting 
for the fleet to sail, he, “ finding open 
water, ran as far north as the 89th 
parallel.” 

It is true that they reached high 
latitudes, probably exceeding modern 
records ; the ervact degree is not essen- 
tial. That they accomplished so much 
in their frail vessels is wonderful, and 
speaks volumes for their skill, their 
knowledge and their courage. 

We do not recount the deeds, in 
this connection, of such navigators as 
Vlaming, Barents, Baffin and Hudson. 
Their sole object was discovery, zot 
fishing. The whalers rifted the rotten 
floes and sailed the northern water 
lanes intent upon commercial gain. 
The pursuit of the leviathan of the 
deep was their passion, and it led 
them oftentimes whither they would 
not go of personal choice —the in- 
stinct of the hunter was keen and 
courage never failed. 

Since there is such a mass of testi- 
mony supporting their claims to high 
latitudes, we may safely conclude their 
tales were not a@//inspired ‘‘in dreamy 
Amsterdam over strong Dutch beer.” 

Their work indicates more open 
water north of Spitzbergen than is 
generally supposed, and this is what 
we would expect if the Gulf Stream 
is not dissipated at the Loffoden 
Islands. Who shall say that a vessel 
of modern construction, steam driven 
and guided by the experience of three 
centuries of ice navigation, may not 
some day equal the latitude of the 
simple fisher folk of Holland? 

The late Russian vice admiral, 
Markaroff, in his ice-breaker, the 
Yermak, in 1901 easily steamed across 
the 80th parallel, crushing ice of a 
year’s accumulation, Had Japan not 
interfered with his plans he would 
have made a determined effort this 
summer in the same direction. 

The Dutch skippers, restiug from 
their toil and in the enjoyment of pot 
and pipe, told wondrous tales of those 
northern waters. In the words of 
Witsen, it remains for some one to 


“Go and see if this be true 
And may God protect the explorer.”

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THE OLD-TIME MEETING- 
HOUSE. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


In the history of religion, the sanc- 
tuary or meeting-house stands as the 
outward and visible symbol of inward 
and invisible truths. In ali countries 
and ages ecclesiastical architecture 
has embodied man’s religious ideas 
and expressed his religious wants, 
whether in the cumbrous, low-browed 
Egyptian, the light, up-springing 
Gothic, or the plain, sturdy Puritan. 
The New England meeting-house has 
a character and history of its own, 
altogether out of proportion often to 
its size and appearance. It is asso- 
ciated with some of the greatest 
names and grandest movements in 
our nation’s history. 

The most prominent object in the 
New England landscape a century 
ago was not the school house or the 
town house or the factory, but the 
meeting-house; it stood often upon a 
hill, and could be seen for miles 
around; it was generally the most 
conspicuous object, with itslong range 


of horse-sheds in the rear, on the 
village green; it was the point from 
which distances were reckoned from 
town to town. It fitly symbolized the 
place which the church occupied for 
at least two centuries in New England 
thought and life. The first meeting- 
houses were often comparatively rude 
structures, and sometimes remained 
for years in a more or less unfinished 
state. But this was owing to the 
straightened circumstances of the 
people, rather than to any lack of 
reverence for the place of worship. 
If the meeting-house was a rude and 
unsightly affair, the dwellings were, 
as a rule, more rude and unsightly 
still. No New England prophet could 
justly arraign the people for dwelling 
in their ‘‘ceiled houses”? while the 
house of God lay “waste.’”’ Gradu- 
ally, as the condition of the colonists 
improved, larger and better meeting- 
houses took the place of the buildings 
which at first sufficed the simple 
wants of the pecple, as frame dwell- 
ings of some pretensions superseded 
the cabins and log-houses of the 
pioneers. 
The style of architecture remained, 
= however, very simple and

was but little varied. In 
such towns as Boston there 
was some attempt to imi- 
tate the style introduced 
by Sir Christopher Wren, 
in London, after the great 
fire of 1666. The Park 
street church, and Christ 
church on Salem street 
(popularly known as the 
Old North), in the belfry 
of which Paul Revere’s Jan- 
terns are supposed to have 
been hung; St. Paul’s in 
New York, the First Bap- 
tist meeting-house in Prov- 
idence, ‘erected for the 
worship of God and to hold 
commencements in,” are 
noble examples. But the 
general style was that of a 
plain parallelograrn, two 


stories in height, with pitched roof; 
there were two rows of windows, 
and often a square tower on the end, 
surmounted by a belfry ora steeple of 
modest proportions. Sometimes the 
main entrance was by a side porch, 
often two stories in height and giving

admittance to the galleries. It was 
from sucha porch of the Old South 
church, on the Common in Worcester, 
that the Declaration of Independence, 
brought by an express rider on a 
foaming horse, was read to the people 
some hours before it reached Boston. 
Some of these old meeting-houses 
were dignified and comely structures, 
but the most were devoid of al] archi- 
tectural taste. The wood-cuts in 
Barber’s Historical collections of Mas- 
sachusetts and Connecticut are wit- 
ness to this. These buildings, once 
filled on the Sabbath by a devout 
congregation, now often appear like

UNIVERSAL EDUCATION. 


In It, Says Dr. Webster, Lies the Solution of 
the Race Problem. 


With a view to creating some interest in 
the great work of educating the American 
Highlanders and Poor Whites of the South, 
Dr. Wm. R. Webster of Grant university 
and Kinsey Industrial institute held a union 
meeting in the Congregational church, Man- 
chester, last Sunday afternoon. Though the 
meeting was not as largely attended as was 
hoped for, the result of the meeting was 
very pleasing to Dr. Webster, whose efforts 
have netted him good returns in aid of his 
work, 

Rev. Dr.-Washburn, president of Robert 
college, Constantinople, was present and 
made some remarks. Dr. Webster was the 
principal speaker. Before the address Mr. 
Albert Cunningham read some letters from 
prominent men bearing on the work. These 
were from Gov. Bates, Rev. Robert Collyer, 


pastor emeritus of the Church of the Mes-- 


siah, New York, Bishop McVickar, Rev. W. 
H. Ashley and Dr. Booker T. Washington. 

Governor Bates regretted he could not be 
present at the meeting to show his interest 
in the cause, but wished Dr. Webster every 
success in his unselfish efforts for the ad- 
vancement of Southern work. 

Dr. Webster’s talk was very interesting, 
and was on “ The Education and Practical 
Training of the American Highlanders and 
Poor Whites of the South.” 

“In universal education we shall find the 
solution of the race problem,” said Dr. Web- 
ster. “It will make all men more tolerant 
and cure them of prejudice and selfishness. 
Itis in this educational work of Christian 
schools we find the key to the solution of the 
Southern problem. The people of the South 
now clasp hands with the North for the 
education of both races. 

“The race question requires courage, 
time, patience and faith in God forits solu- 
tion. The masses of the Southern people 
live out of contact with the higher civ- 
ilzation. Ignorance is dense and _ wide- 
spread. Morality is ata low ebb in broad 
sections. Itis a dark field, but white unto 
harvest.

Is It Fair? 

The BrEEzE editorial of last week 
upon the condition of the streets at 
the Farms provoked considerable com- 
ment upon the action of the city gov- 
ernment in devoting so much money 
to the improvements at Ryal Side at 
the expense of other portions of the 
city. 

One gentleman, a well-known busi- 
ness man of Beverly, met us upon the 
street one day this week, and com- 
menting upon the article, said that we 
were too narrow. ‘We should not 
have limited ourselves to Beverly 
Farms,” said he, “for matters are 
just as bad in other parts of the city. 
The money that should have been 
appropriated for street improvements 
this year,” said he, ‘“‘has been cut in 
halves in order that the United Shoe 
Machinery Company might get the 
benefit.”’ 

While there is no objection to 
granting all the benefits possible to 
induce a large industry to locate in 
Beverly, it does seem as if it were 
going a little too far to make those 
who have paid a large part of the 
burden of taxes in years past, and

THE OLD-TIME MEETING- 
HOUSE. 


[ Continued from p. 1. ] 


ships left by the receding tide, or 
have long since given place to more 
modern structures, or have yielded to 
the encroachments of traffic, except 
in a few instances, in which they are 
preserved with pride as interesting 
memorials of a rapidly vanishing past. 

Inside, the New England meeting- 
house was bare of the least attempt 
at ornamentation. There were no 
tablets on the walls, no grained 
arches or ‘high, embowed roof,” or 
‘storied windows richly dight, shed- 
ding a dim, religious light.” The 
Puritans, in their revulsion from 
everything ‘‘churchly,” wentto the 
other extreme, and made their meet- 
ing-houses bare and homely to the 
last degree. Four plain walls, un- 
painted pews, and uncarpeted floor, 
constituted the fout ensemble of the 
house of worship. Added to this, the 
bleak position which it often occupied, 
its ill-fitting windows, its lack of any 
means of warmth in the depth of a 
New England winter, and we cannot 
but admire the devotion of the wor- 
shippers. The ‘‘noon-house,”’ however, 
afforded some slight mitigation to 
the arctic rigor of the meeting-house ; 
this was a small building, in which a 
generous fire of logs blazed on Sun- 
days, and to which the people repaired 
at noon-time to eat their doughnuts 
and cheese, discuss the sermon and 
the weather, exchange friendly greet- 
ings and gossip, and replenish the 
**foot-stove,’’ another ingenious de- 
vice, to withstand the ordeal of the 
afternoon service. 

Of the interior, the most outstand- 
ing feature was the pulpit, even as 
preachimg was by far the most prom- 
inent part of the service. It was 
usually large and high, reached by a 
long flight of steps, and surmounted 
by a huge ‘‘sounding-board,” which 
suggested to the youthful mind the 
possible dread catastrophe resulting 
from its sudden fall. The reducing 
of the pulpit’s altitude and the ex- 
change of the pulpit for the platform 
may, perhaps, illustrate the change 
which has taken place within 50 years 
in the relation between minister and 
people, and in the unique position of 
the preacher in the community. Op- 
posite the pulpit, and often surround- 
ing three sides of the house, wasa 
high gallery. The end gallery was 
for the singers and the large orchestra 
of stringed and wind instruments; 
if there were side galleries, they were 
sometimes allotted to the boys under 
the charge of the ‘‘ tything-man,’”’ and 
in some cases there were “free seats” 
for negroes and Indians; in a few 
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instances there were smaller galleries 


_ perched aloft above the “‘ beams.” 


The meeting-houses were at first 
seated with benches ; it was not long, 
however, before dignitaries and _per- 
sons of consideration in the town were 
permitted by vote to ‘“‘set up” pews. 
There was quite an aristocratic ele- 
ment in New England before the 
Revolution, and it asserted itself in 
the meeting-house as much as else- 
where. Hence arose the custom, 
often referred to in old records, of 
“seating the meeting-house;’’ per- 
sons were assigned places according 
to their social rank or political office. 
One could tell at a glance which were 
the chief families and most honored 
personages in town by glancing over 
the meeting-house ; front of the pulpit 
was the ‘deacons’ seat,’’ facing the 
congregation ; next were ranged such 
as heldthe positions of squire, lieu- 
tenant, justice of the peace, and the 
like; untitled and unofficial people, 
the rank and file of the population, 
were obliged to content themselves 
with less distinguished seats. Some 
regard, however, was showed to age; 
in Topsfield, in 1703, it was voted that 
“men of 60 years and upward be 
respected for their age before money 
in younger men.”’ Whittier, in ‘ Mary 
Garvin,” pictures the scene witnessed 
in the ordinary Sabbath assembly : 

«‘ Where in order due and fit — 

As by public vote directed—ranked and 
classed the people sit; 

Mistress first and goodwife after, clerkly 
squire before the clown, 

From the brave coat, lace-embroidered, to 
the gray frock shadiag down.” 

No provision was made in the old- 
time meeting-house for Sunday 
schools, prayer meetings, young peo- 
ple’s meetings or social gatherings; 
some of these had not come into 
existence ; others were provided for 
in privatehouses. The change within 
the past 50 years in vestry and chapel 
arrangements betokens the multiplica- 
tion and increasing importance of less 
formal services, and a great change 
in the general conception of the 
ehurch and its work in the commu- 
nity. The modern meeting-house, or 
“‘church,’’ as it is now more ambi- 
tiously called, with its Sunday-school 
rooms, class rooms, lecture rooms, so- 


cial rooms, not to speak of the multi- 


plied appliances of the “institutional” 
church, is an evolution of the last 
half century. The change indicates 


‘a wide departure from the Puritan 


idea of the church, and shows at least 


‘an earnest desire on the part of the 


church of today to adapt itself to the 


‘changed conditions of modern life.

1496-7—Joun Capot, a countryman 
of Columbus, sailing under the 
patronage of Henry VIII. in search 
of a short route to India, entered 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, being the 
first European since the days of 
LikF to set foot upon the American 
continent. 


{$498—SEBASTIAN Caport, following 
the route of his father, coasted 
northward to the entrance to Baffin 
Bay, and attained lat. 67°, 30’ N. 

1517—SEBASTIAN CABOT, - sailing 
northwest, reached a body of ‘inland 
water,’ probably Hudson Bay, 
though it cannot be established 
from the log of vessel. 

$527—HargE, sailing from London 
with two ships, explored the coast 
of Newfoundland and returned with 
the loss of one vessel. 

1553 —Sir HucGu WILLouGupy, in the 
Bona Esperanza, in company with 
two other vessels, the Lona Ventura, 
RICHARD CHANCELLOR command- 
ing, andthe ona Confidentia, Cor- 
NELIUS DURFOORTH commanding, 
set out in full confidence of discov- 
ering the Northeast Passage. The 
voyage of WILLOUGHBY was disas- 
trous ; he was wrecked at the mouth 
of the Varzina, in lat. 68°, 20’ N., 
where the entire crew perished. 

1553—-CHANCELLOR, in contrast to 
WILLOUGHBY, made a remarkable 
voyage, teeming with possibilities 
to the commercial world. When 
the permanent isolation of his ship 
from his commander was evident, 
he vowed, “To bring that to pass 
which was intended or else die the 
death.”” He finally’ reached the 
mouth of the Dwina, in the White 
Sea, and Ivan The Terrible wel- 
comed:-him to Moscow. The voyage 
resulted in a beneficial treaty be- 


tween Russia and England, upon . 


which was founded the famous 
Muscovy Company in 1555. 

It is stated on good authority 
that CHANCELLOR was the first 
European to sight Nova Zembla. 
(See Burrough.) 

{556—STEVEN BurrouGu, | sailing 
from England to explore the North- 
east Passage, reached the mouth of 
the Petchora, discovered Waigatz 
Island, entered the Kara Straits 
and attained lat. 80°, 7” N. In spite 
of the claim in behalf of CHANCEL- 
Lor there is little doubt that Bur- 
ROUGH was the first European to 
visit Nova Zembla and bring home 
an account of his discovery. No 


better work was ever done in these 
waters in the interest of commerce 
than that accomplished by this 
heroic sailing master. 


1576—Sir Martin FRoBISHER made 
a Northwest voyage in quest of 
Cathay and discovered the strait 
that bears his name. He brought 
home a load of iron pyrite, ‘fools’ 
gold,” and amass of confused and 
misleading information. One of his 
errors, a strait through southern 
Greenland, remained a long time 
on the chart. He made a second 
voyage in 1577, but of little conse- 
quence. In 1578 he made a third 
voyage with a fleet of 15 vessels, 
explored the Faroe Islands, reach- 
ing lat. 57°, 30’N. His ships were 
widely and disastrously scattered 
by a storm, and the voyage was 
mainly without good results. 
[NotE.— About this time two 
brothers of the same name at- 
tempted the Northeast Passage. 
They never returned, and no report 
exists concerning their fate.] 


1579—Epwarpb FEnTown sailed for 
the Northwest Passage by the way 
of the Pacific. Being frightened 
by the Spanish pirates, he returned 
ere he had fairly entered upon his 
voyage. 

{580—J ACKMAN and Pet, inthe W727 
fram and George, sailed in the inter- 
ests of the Muscovy Company to 
extend the knowledge of the North- 
east Passage. PET touched at 
South Goose Land, Nova Zembla, 
skirted Waigatz Island and entered 
the Kara Sea, probably through 
Kara Strait. (See Nordenskidld.) 
The crews of the two vessels, all 
told, numbered only 16 men and 
two boys. These two intrepid lead- 
ers, virtually the last of the English 
to attempt the Northeast Passage, 
are deserving of the highest credit 
for their courage, coolness in dan- 
ger, their rare seamanship in tiny 
vessels in the midst of the dreaded 
floes of the Kara Sea. They suc- 
cessfully navigated this dangerous 
sea in two ships, whose total dis- 
placement was only 60 tons. They 
were the first to force the passage 
into this terrible waste of ice-drifted 
waters. 


{583—Sir Humpury GILBERT, in the 
Squirrel, 10 tons, sailed tor the 
Northwest Passage. On reaching 
Newfoundland and finding a fleet 
of Portuguese ships upon the fishing 
grounds, his courage failed him, 
and giving up all hopes of making 
any new discoveries, instead of 
pushing forward, returned home and 
missed the splendid opportunity for 
discovery and fame which Davis 
grasped. 
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1585—Joun Davis, with two of the 
most famous ships that ever cleared 
for the Northwest Passage, the 
Moonshine, 35 tons, and the Sun- 
shine, 50 tons, discovered the strait 
that bears his name. He reached 
Cape Dyer, explored Cumberland 
Sound nearly to its head and re- 
turned the same year, after reaching 
lat. 66°, 40’ N. 

In 1586, Davis, in the J/oonshine, 
with several other vessels, passed 
through Davis Strait, and after 
reaching lat 67° N. followed the 
west coast south to Labrador, but 
missed the entrance to Hudson 
Strait. He returned home, having 
lost one ship, the orth Star, in a 
storm. 

In 1588, Davis, the untiring and 
venturesome explorer, with the 
Sunshine, the Elizabeth and the 
Ellen, cleared once more for the 
Northwest Passage, and laid his 
course along the west coast of 
Greenland. He discovered Sander- 
son’s Hope, a promontory 3,500 
feet high, at present a well-known 
landmark to the whaler and the 
explorer. He then steered his tiny 
craft westward through the ‘middle 
water,” an effort seldom attempted 
by -modern vessels built for ice 
navigation, and seldom attended 
without disaster. He reached the 
west side in safety, in the vicinity 
of Mount Raleigh, lat. 72°, 12’ N. 
He did not force the Northwest 
Passage, as his ability and courage 
so richly merited, but his results 
were of marked commercial and 
scientific importance. To him, more 
than to any other navigator, has 
the whaling fishery in these waters 
been indebted. British commerce, 
though ‘strangely ungrateful, has 
profited to an unknown extent.

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COLLEGE EDUCATION. 


BY PRES. GEORGE COLBY CHASE OF BATES COLLEGE. 


f ‘O-DAY, as never before, the eager and aspiring youth 
of our country are looking toward the college. The 
numbers and the enthusiasm of those seeking our higher 


institutions of learning remind us of Padua, of Paris, and of 


Oxford in the days when thousands were thronging “to 
attack those citadels of learning.” 
Through centuries 
* there have been gather- 
ing about college life, 
college associationsand 
traditions a_ peculiar 
charm, a_ fascinating 
mystery, and the effect 
_ of these upon the ingen- 
uous, the high-minded, 
and the adventurous 
spirits of our timeis like 
that of the romantic and 
stirring experiences of 
knighthoodin the Mid- 
dle Ages. Indeed, the 
college has its field of 
honor, where bold and 
dashing youth contend 
with an ardor, courage, 
and abandon that would 
have done credit to 
knight-hood in its palm- 
lest days. We have 
still our tournaments, 
though the contestants 
are no longer riders in 
armor, but plain foot men with balls and racquets; while 
properly to portray the clash of our contending “ elevens”’ 
on the ‘*‘ gridiron,’’ or the reckless sprint of our batsman 
*‘ stealing his-base”’ would require a genius as brilliant and 
sympatheticas Walter Scott’s. It is doubtful whether any 
combat of tilting knights that ever engaged the great novel- 
ist’s pen was witnessed by as many thousands of specta- 
tors as cheered on the champions of the Blue and the 
Crimson in their last fierce struggle for the “ pigskin.” 
Nor is there wanting the most interesting accompaniment 
of the knightly contests of old. 
“With store of ladies, whose bright eyes 
Rain influence, and judge the prize,” 
would mildly characterize the ardor with which the Sbbped 
sex of our time urge on their champions. 
Not less exciting and absorbing are those contests with 
tongue and pen by. which the intellectual youth of our day 
test their power in oratory, composition, and debate. In-

tercollegiate debates in particular evoke an enthusiastic 
loyalty that attests the honor instinctively paid to clear 
and convincing argument lit up by wit, repartee, and spon- 
taneous eloquence. From Maine to Calitornia in the most 
progressive institutions these forensic encounters are as- 
suming a rapidly growing importance that must soon make 
them even more distinctive of college life than feats of 
bodily strength and skill. 

But the wonderful increase of college patronage in our day 


_ has more substantial reasons than the glowing ardor and 


generous rivalry of eagerly contending youths. ‘The value 
of the college in both national and individual development 
has been amply demonstrated in the nearly two hundred 
and eighty years since the founding of the oldest and most 
renowned of our institutions of learning. That the State 
of Massachusetts is the richest commonwealth in our coun- 
try and that it exceeds in wealth per capita almost any 
other equal area upon our globe are results admitted to be 
due more than to any other single cause to the quickening 
influence of Harvard. 

The conditions of material welfare at once ample and 
widely distributed are best met in that community which 
has the largest number of trained and cultured intellects. 
When in the last decade of the seventh century the Mas- 
sachusetts Bay Colony numbered ninety college graduates 
for every one ‘thousand inhabitants she had already en- 
sured that growth in wealth which has issued in her re- 
markable aggregate of capital and in the highest average 
wages for working men in our entire world. 

The relation of the college to statesmanship, literature,. 
science and the arts, no less than to character and morals, 
is almost axiomatic. That all the new England States 
have put the crowning emphasis upon the school and the 
college — upon mind “and character —is the only admis- 
sible explanation of their leadership alike in thought, 
invention, reform, and in business enterprise 

The conditions that favor the welfare of the community 
contribute equally to individual success. It has been 
shown by comprehensive and accurate statistics that a 
college course faithfully used multiplies a man’s prospects 
for eminence in his chosen calling two hundred and fifty 
times. This has been found to be truein Law, Medicine, 
Theology, Teaching, Engineering, Authorship, and every 
branch of the great Commercial and Industrial enterprises 
of ourtime. The most successful heads of banks, railroad 
companies, publishing houses, mercantile establishments, 
and the other great monetary organizations of to-day are, 
with rare exceptions, collegemen. Andrew Carnegie and 
John D. Rockefeller are notable exceptions. But the 
former has made Carnegie Institute for scientific research 
the chief of his great philanthropies, and the latter is the 
founder of Chicago University. Both, while men of mar- 
velous genius, rely constantly upon the organized products

Back to the books. 


Vacation days are over. 


Schools are soon to re-open for 
another year. The teachers, re- 
freshed by their vacations spent at 
the shore or in the country, have 
returned ready for another year’s 
work. The pupils, rested and invig- 
orated by their ten weeks of rest, are 
also ready for their books again. 
With thorough and hearty co-opera- 
tion of teachers, pupils, committee 
and, last but by no means least, the 
parents, the year should be one of the 
most successful in the history of our 
schools. 


According to the recent report of 
the Beverly board of assessors, ward 
6 pays 444% of the taxes of Beverly, 
almost one-half.

School will start very soon, and 
the boys and girls at Beverly Farms, 
as in other towns and cities, will enter 
upon their school work again. The 
summer vacation is almost over and 
they have not yet gotten the play- 
ground, the order for which was 
introduced the first of the summer. 

Like other orders for improvements 
about the Farms, this one was side- 
tracked and put into the hands of a 
committee, the members of which 
were unable to “get together.”’ The 
same method of side-tracking seems. 
to be in store for the movement to 
improve the condition of the roads at 
Beverly Farms. In fact, almost every 
order for improvements about those 
portions of the city that pay a large 
burden of the taxes seems to be 
shoved off somewhere on a siding, 
while the Uuited Shoe Machinery 
Company has the main line. 

Perhaps there is some good reason 
why all these improvements should 
goto Ryal Side at the expense of the 
other portions ot the city. If so, we, 
together with a great many others, 
would like to know about it.

Labor Day. 


On Monday, in all our great cities, 
the hosts of labor will turn out in 
parade. Factories and places of busi- 
ness will be closed for the day and 
the working man will make holiday. 
It is Labor’s day. 

As that great army of men parades 
the streets of our cities, how many of 
us, how many of them, realize the 
latent strength of that body. How 
many realize the influence that the 
vast army of organized workers may 
have for the industrial and commer- 
cial welfare or ruin of our nation? 

In this age of selfishness, in this 
time of hustle and push, we are apt to 
forget everything but ourselves, and 
to underestimate the weal or woe that 
may come to us as individuals and as 
a nation from this tremendous body of 
organized labor. 

The day after Labor day marks the 
opening of a great many of our schools 
and institutions of learning through- 
out the country. In this coincidence 
there may be some reason, certainly 
there is something to think about. It 
is this: that only through education 
and teaching can the masses be made 
self-reliant and able to cope with the 
intricate problems of modern indus- 
trial life. Education will enable the 
working man to see his path more 
clearly, will prevent his being made a 
tool in the hands of demagogues, and 
will better enable him to resist the 
encroachments of capital, thus aiding 
more than strikes and methods of 
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‘violence in the solution of the great 
industrial problems of the modern 
age. Let every man, as he marches 
in the parade of labor, or as he watches 
the marching hosts, resolve that his 
children shall have the education so 
freely given in our country, and thus 
help in solving the great problem of 
the world. 

Education and knowledge alone can 
give the necessary ability to cope 
with the organized and cultured forces 
of capital. 


Cost of an Automobile, 


It appears to be the fact that while a horse 
may “eat his head off,” a large sized able- 
bodied automobile is capable of chewing up 
-everything, from headlights to hind wheels, 
including the tag. Not infrequently it must 
have new tires, and a set of tires may cost 
as much as anew piano. Unless the owner 
has a stable the automobile must be housed 
in rented quarters. 

A machine of the larger type requires the 
professional care of an expert chauffeur, as 
well as occasional visits to the factory for 
repairs. In addition the possessor must 
hold himself prepared to satisfy its ravenous 
craving for “incidentals,” not to mention 
fines for fast driving. 

In estimating the probable future develop- 
ment of the automobile craze, therefore, it is 
well to remember that while the large-sized 
touring car, which now enjoys such popu- 
larity, is a great plaything for millionaires, 
itis apt to be an expensive investment for 
the man of moderate means. The trouble is 
that many of the latter, receiving small 
incomes and living in flats, are unable to 
resist the temptation to travel in the million- 
aire class. The humble flat tenant, paying 
for his machine on the installment plan and 
trying to forget about the repair bill, can 
look like Reggie Vanderbilt as he skims 
along the boulevards. 

The fact that a man rides in an automobile 
is no sign that his milkman is not getting a 
choice line of explanatory conversation in 
lieu of monthly cash payments. A general 
recognition of this fact might discourage a 
dangerous tendency.—Chicago News.

[Continued from p: 1] 
and results of college training, and 
find among college men their most 
congenial associates. 

But if a liberal course of study has 
been highly important to even the 
great men of the past and the present, 
it has become almost indispensable to 
the well-endowed and imspiring young 
men of to-day. Our country is no 
longer new. There are no Eldorados 
left. The vast mineral and agricul- 
tural resources that once lay open to 
the first comer have found claimants. 
Every industry known to man and 
warranted by the conditions of our 
zone has not only been introduced into 
the United States but is subject to 
the keenest competition. 

The times demand for leadership in 
business minds trained to think, to 
compare, to organize. Moreover, the 
standards of social refinement and of 
general intelligence have been so 
raised that only a good degree of 
knowledge and culture can enable one 
to take a creditable place among his 
fellows. And, besides all this, the 
astounding inerease in wealth has 
opened to the well-educated, both men 
and women, hundreds of new callings 
in which taste, refinement, and mental 
attainments command a_ premium. 
Said Senator Lodge, in substance, at 
the dedication of Clark College a little 
more than a year ago: Never before 
in the history of the world did college 
training count for so much. 

The earnest youth who makes a 
wise choice of his college may be as- 
sured at once of a reasonable breadth 
of attainments and of a good beginning 
in the subjects most closely connected 
with his particular lifework. Chemis- 
try properly taught and studied has a 
definite and valuable connection with 
the practical demands of life, whether 
in Medicine or the Arts; Mathematics 
and Physics with Architecture and 
Engineering; History, Economics, 
and Sociology, with Law and Busi- 
ness; the Ancient and the Modern 
Languages and their Literature, in- 
cluding the English Language and 
Literature, with scholarly research ; 
and each of these subjects, together 
with those not enumerated, with life 
and its manifold activities. 

Most colleges today give no counte- 
nance to the notion that a certain 
amount of barbarity, rowdyism, and 
vice are essential to student life. 
Rather they constantly seek to impart 
to their students the conviction em- 
bodied in the old proverb ‘noblesse 
oblige,”’ the conviction that great op- 
portunity means great responsibility 
—that the college student so far from 
being exempt from the ordinary obli- 
gations to respect the rights of person 


— 


and property, and to carry an unaf- 
fected courtesy into all the relations 
of lite, is under special bonds to de- 
velop and exemplify the best in man- 
hood and in citizenship.

At the South school Miss Alice Lapham 
has been appointed teacher of the sixth 
grade, and Miss Smith has been transferred 
from the Pleasant View school as mentioned 
above. 

The only new departure of any moment in 
the school work is the introduction of sew- 
ing in all the grades from the fifth up to the 
High school. Miss Clara Hardy will have 
charge of this work. 

There will be this year a great addition to 
the numbers in all the schools, and it is 
feared that there wili not be accomodations 
for all, since the additions being made to 
the Prospect and South schools have not yet 
been completed. 

In the High school there will be a notable 
increase. Last year there were 40 pupils 
graduated, while this year there will be 
about 130 or 140 in the entering class. The 
large number being largely due to the popu- 
larity of the new business course. 


Foot Crushed. 


Manuel Miguel the little six year old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Miguel, Forest street, met 
with a serious accident Tuesday afternoon 
while playing in the street in front of his 
home, the wheel of a heavy team carrying 
about four tons of stone passing over. his 
foot, crushing it almost to a jelly.

The little fellow’s life was for a time dis- 
paired of, as it was feared blood poisoning 
would set in. It is impossible now to say 
just what the extent of the injury is. The 
flesh may heal, or the little chap may be 
left a cripple for life.

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SUDDEN DEATH, 


Mrs. Cunningham Passes Away Suddenly at 
Manchester Home. 


The sudden death of Mrs. Joan L. 
Cunningham, at her Washington 

Street home, Thursday morning, came 
as a great shock to her host of triends 
at Manchester, and has spread a cloud 
of gloom over the entire community. 
Death was due to heart failure. 

For a number of years, in fact, 
since her husband’s death, 12 years 
ago, Mrs. Cunningham’s health has 
been rather delicate, and in the past 
few months it has become more and 
more feeble, but despite this she has 
been able to keep about. 

Thursday morning at breakfast she 
was in her usual good spirits, and 
when her son Albert left to go to his 
work in Boston she did not appear to 
be any different than usual. He had 
not been gone long, however, when 
she complained of a pain in the back 
of her ear, and a few minutes after- 
ward, while still sitting at the table, 
the end came. 

Her sister-in-law, Mrs. Fred Allen 
of Gloucester, and Miss Lucy Cun- 
ningham, were in the room at the 
time. 

Mrs. Cunningham was born in 
Manchester in 1834—69 years, 9 
months ago. She was the oldest 
child of Luther and Jeanette L. Allen 
of this town. She married Capt. Ne- 
hemiah D. Cunningham, who was one 
of the most eminently respected citi- 
zens of Gloucester. A peculiar coin- 
cidence in this respect is the fact that 
Mrs. Cunningham died just 12 years, 
lacking one day, after her husband's 
death. 

Mrs. Cunningham was a sister of 
the late Luther Frank Allen of this 
town and of the late Frederick Allen 
of Gloucester, who died in Manchester 
in July, 1903. Ghe is the last of the 
family. 

Albert Cunningham of Manchester, 
an only child, and Miss Lucy Cun- 
ningham of Manchester and John 
Cunningham of Gloucester, step- 
children, survive her. 


Always active in church and benev- 
olent work, Mrs. Cunningham was 
greatly loved by all who knew her. 
She was always pleasant and had a 
good word for everybody, and was of 
that loving and pleasing disposition 
which gains hosts of friends 

Before marriage she taught a school 
at Rocky Point, Gloucester, and later 
she taught in the school at the Cove. 
Until recent years she has been a 
teacher in the Congregational church 
Sunday school. She sang in the old 
Congregational church choir when it 
existed.

A FILIPINO ELECTION. 


BY EDWARD C. KNIGHT. 


The second municipal election in 
the Philippines, under Uncle Sam’s 
administration, had been postponed 
several times ; but finally a fixed date 
was set. So the politicians of Castela 
began to hold meetings to discuss 
candidates and platforms. 

Julio Sombito, the Presidenté—or 
Mayor — although despised by the 
great majority of voters, announced 
that he would be a candidate for re- 
election, and began to get his fences 
in order. 

Tomas Tionco, ‘the old man,” as 
he was known in the village, although 
ignorant and incompetent, had a large 
following because, his partisans stated, 
he was honest, well known, and one 
of the principal property owners in 
the town. But these were not the 
real reasons for his popularity — he 
was the most likely tool of the party, 
whose chief had been deposed through 
the machinations of Julio;and through 
him control of the treasury would

come and vengeance toward Julio 
would be sure. 

Besides these two parties there was 
a third, whose leader was finally de- 
cided to be the Justice-of-the-Peace, 
Juan Alvarez, although Henry Rosa- 
rio made a desperate effort to capture 
the nomination. 

So the parties stood when Julio, 
the Mayor, went to Bacolod to sell 
several hundred logs that he had cut 
on government land through forced 
labor. During his absence Constante 
Rubio, the lawyer, who had pledged 
his support to Julio, decided that Julio 
could not possibly be elected; so he 
resolved to present his own candidacy. 
For his lieutenant he had Manuel Es- 
meralda, one of the town councillors, 
a young man of considerable intelli- 
gence and worth. In the event of 
success Manuel was to be appointed 
Town Secretary. 

This latter party was the young 
men’s party—the party of progress ; 
and to convince the doubtful of its 
sympathy with the American govern- 
ment, it nominated the American 


teacher as a candidate for councillor. 

When Julio returned from his busi- 
ness trip he was, naturally, very 
wrathful to find that Henry Rosario 
had proven false in setting up his own 
standard. So when Henry sent one 
of his servants over to the town hall 
for some of the California sweet pota- 
toes that the government had sent 
down for general distribution, he was 
promptly refused. From that time on 
the two candidates were not on speak- 
ing terms. 

All four parties now began to frame 
their platforms. The fundamental— 
although unwritten—planks in each 
were the following: Control of the 
treasury, so that town funds might be 
constantly at hand for private invest- 
ment or gambling; control of the 
machinery of justice, so that the inno- 
cent might be punished and the guilty 
set free ; and possession of the canes 
with the gold and silver cords — em- 
blems of the office of presidenté and 
vice-presidenté—so that all might be 
properly impressed with the dignity 
and magnificence of their possessors. 
In other respects the parties differed 
somewhat. 

Julio’s party stood for the expulsion 
of the Spanish friars, the development 
of the schools, enforcement of the 
laws, progress, and the support of 
Mer. Aglipay—the self-consecrated 
Archbishop of the Philippine Inde- 
pendent Catholic church. Julio said: 
«Don’t vote for Henry Rosario, he is 
white.” (Henry Rosario was three- 
quarters Spaniard, and always posed 
asa full-blooded Castillian ; and Julio, 
though always pretending to be a full- 
blooded Filipino, was said to be the 
illigitimate son of a Spanish priest.) 

Tomas’ platform embraced these 
glowing principles: The defeat of 
Julio; the encouragement of the fol- 
lowers of Pope Isio—a band of re- 
ligious fanatics who lived by burning 
the plantations of Spaniards and pro- 
American natives, robbing and kilJing, 
and extreme conservatism in the en- 
forcement of laws.

Contest for District Attorney. 

The contest for district attorney 
seems fo be growing more interesting 
daily. The strength of Haskell’s 
candidacy is not only causing worry 
to the Peters’ faction but is giving 
them a great deal of anxiety. 

Senator Derbyshire seems to have 
the best foothold in Lawrence, and it 
is expected that he will be able to turn 
over the Lawrence delegation to Has- 
kell. 

But here comes the hitch. If Der- 
byshire can turn over the Lawrence 
delegation to Haskell, the latter should 
in turn stand for Derbyshire in Bever- 
ly for the office of county commission- 
er. But the Beverly politicians, many 
of them, while in favor of Haskell, 
want to split the ticket and vote for 
Haskell and Bates. 

As a matter of fact, there is no real 
preference for Bates in Beverly, ex- 
cept that he stands in with the county 
ring, so to speak, as does Peters. Bev- 
erly is for Haskell because they know 
him and know his qualifications for the 
office, and they leave the ring to this 
extent, but seem disinclined to stray 
farther. 

If they really mean to stand by 
their fellow townsman, Mr. Haskell, 


they will not insist upon the split 
ticket. They will, on the contrary, 
throw their strength for him in every 
way possible. 

The Beverly Republican club voted 
unanimously to stand by Haskell. 
Let every member who was present at 
that meeting stand by his vote in act 
as well as in word. 


Wooded Drives. 


Wooded drives is a subject that 
should always be of great interest to 
North Shore residents. For it is in 
her attractive driveways, her roads, 
her beaches, her woods and such that 
the North Shore holds her wealth. 
These are her stock in trade. 

We have heard considerable this 
summer about building new wood 
driveways between Essex and Man- 
chester and Beverly Farms. Yet we 
have heard of no specific move, or 
have seen no specific plans on the 
matter. 

The country back of Manchester 
and Beverly Farms surely merits, at 
least, thoughts of some day having 
roadways built between its wooded 
hills, over its picturesque brooklets, 
and around its little ponds and attrac- 
tive lowlands. 

That there is a big chance for some 
improvements in this direction is 
plainly obvious. 

Rich though the North Shore may 
be in her beautiful beaches and roads, 
her ocean scenery and country drives, 
there are scores and scores of beauti- 
ful things, picturesque scenes, within 
our very hands, as it were, and yet 
hidden from our eyes because of the 
fact that access to them is almost 
unobtainable. 

In the woods between Manchester 
and Essex there are some of the finest 
wooded hills and lowlands and attrac- 
tive sites for summer homes any- 
where within the limits of the North 
Shore. Yet these arealmost unknown 
to the average resident. As long as 
these hills are kept from sight, hidden 
from view because of the difficulty in 
reaching them, the town is the loser. 

Though we would not advocate the 
outlaying of a big sum of money in 
building these roads right away, we do 
think it would be a step in the right 
direction to open up some more of 
our wooded property to the view of 
prospective property owners. 


JOTTINGS. 


Still another week gone and no 
action has been taken on that play- 
ground at the Farms. It has been 
reported that the committee appointed 
to look into the matter got lost in one 
of the big ruts in the road on the way 
down.

TROLLEY TOURS. 
No. 5—Along the New Hampshire Boundary.

The Merrimac valley offers some 
of the prettiest trolley riding in New 
England Already the maples are 
taking on their autumnal dress, and 
the apple orchards are bowing down 
with their heavy loads. 

We suggest to the trolley wanderer 
that he plan a trip to Newburyport, 
starting in early season so as to ride 
without undue haste. At Newburyport 
take the car for Salisbury Beach and 
ride along the scene of Whittier’s 
‘Tent on the Beach”’ to the connec- 
tion for Hampton. If the start be 
early enough, the tourist may slip 
across, to Hampton Beach, over the 
long street railway bridge and see a 
bit of this noted resort. 

We take at Hampton the commo- 
dious cars of the New Hampshire 
Traction Company, standing so high 
above the ground that a double-deck 
running-board is necessary. Our route 
is across the Hampton marshes and 
the bridge before mentioned to Ames- 
bury, the city of the carriage industry. 

Lake Attitash, of which Whittier 
wrote, is.passed on our left. Looking 
backward is Poe Hill, from the sum- 
mit of which one can look oceanward 
to the Isles of Shoals and north over 
the hills of New Hampshire into 
Maine. Whittier’s birthplace and the 
scene of “ Snowbound”’ is southward 
in Haverhill, and may be reached by 
a change of cars at Haverhill, or b 
changing at Amesbury for Haverhill. 

The terminus of the line at the 
square in Haverhill is close to the 
Merrimac. If one cares to stop over, 
there is a beautiful hitle park on the 
Merrimac, close by, and the monu- 
ment to Hannah Dustin is but a few 


steps distant. If the half-hour-break 
in the journey cannot be spared, we 
change at the junction above, which 
the conductor will announce at the 
proper time. 

Leaving Haverhill via Ayer’s vil- 
lage, we have our choice of two routes, 
one to Lawrence direct, the other via 
Canobie Lake. The latter is recom- 
mended, and if the trip is well planned 
one should arrive there by 3.15 p.m., 
and enjoy the entertainment in the 
summer theatre. 

The track forks beyond Ayer’s vil- 
lage, the Lawrence line turning to the 
lett. The Tilton tower is also on the 
left, and the tourist sees hundreds of 
apple trees bending low with fruit. 
The golden rod is in full bloom and 
lines the country roadside. We make 
fine time, because of the great stretches 
of private way. 

Salem will have a familiar ring to 
the trolley tourist. Weare once more 
in New Hampshire, the first time 
being at Hampton and Seabrook, the 
second between Amesbury and Haver- 
hill, Mass., when we passed through 
the New Hampshire towns of Plaistow 
and Newton. Beyond the elms of 
Salem centre we cross the Manchester 
and Lawrence branch of the Boston & 
Maine and turn northward to Canobie 
Lake Park. 

Here the street railway company 
has lavished a fortune in fitting upa 
clean and respectable resort. Canobie 
has much of natural beauty to attract 
one. There is the lake, boating, 
launches, summer theatre of rustic 
design, roller coaster, dance hall, etc. 
The inner man may be satisfied at the 
restaurant by the lake, while the pic- 
nicker may roam among acres of tall 
and stately pines. 

The cars leave Canobie for the valley 
cities every half hour. The main line 
from Haverhill continues to Nashua, 
and there are branches to Lawrence 
and to Lowell. The passengers for 
Salem may return directly by taking 
the Lawrence car, and at Lawrence 
take the Boston & Northern car for 
Salem by way of Middleton and Dan- 
vers. 

A more roundabout way would be 
to take the Lowell car. This leads 
into rural Pelham and enters Massa- 
chusetts at Dracut. Beyond Collins- 
ville the Merrimac, or rather the dry, 
rock bottom of the river, is crossed, 
the water being diverted through the 
canal alongside to the mills below. 

The New Hampshire lines lead 
through private ways in cool woodland 
for long distances. This makes them 
desirable for autumn riding, when the 
foliage takes on its annual color. 

For this reason, also, the New 
Hampshire lines make the fastest 
connections between the various Mer- 
‘rimac cities. 
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FILIPINO ELECTION.

Juan Alvarez’s party was for more 
moderation in the treatment of the 
friars; the support of Aglipay ; and 
education— but not of the American 
type. The party that bore Rosario’s 
name was for education, more free- 
dom in religion, progress, superficial 
support of Americans, and indiffer- 
ence toward Pope Isio. 

All these parties had their meeting 
places in the houses of their respective 
heads, except one, which met in the 
shop of the candidate for vice-presi- 
dent. Every evening the various 
partisans met to sing the praises of 
their idol, drink his gin and smoke his 
cigarettes. Some were doubtful ; they 
couldn’t just make up their minds ; 
their names appeared on the lists of 
two or three, or all, of the candidates. 
Election day was approaching, inter- 
est was growing; there was some 
talk of fusing the two parties of 
Rosario and Julio ; but nothing came 
of it, for the other two were ready to 
join forces if necessary. Tomas was 
confident of success—he had the sup- 
port of the majority of middle-class 
voters; but, like all the others, he 
coutdn’t trust those who claimed to 
be his supporters; only the ballot 
could reveal] the real situation. 

At last the day before election 
came, and all the voters from the out- 
lying districts came in to exercise the 
great right of franchise. The eligible 
voters consisted of those who had 
held certain specified offices under the 
Spanish regime—like Presidente, J us- 
tice-of-the-Peace, Councillor, etc.— 
those who could read and write Eng- 
lish or Spanish, those who held prop- 
erty to the value of $2500 or more, or 
those who paid taxes amounting to or 
in excess of $500. They were quar- 
tered in the homes of their respective 
candidates. 

Feeling had been running rather 
high ; so it occurred to the American 
teacher, who had been trying to be 
friendly with all the parties, to get 
them together. So he took Julio, the 
President, and two or three of his 
supporters, went to Rosario’s house, 
passed the time of day, partook of 
his tobacco and liquid refreshments, 
and invited him and those of his party 
present to invade Tomas’ stronghold, 
where he found the enemy in great 
force; but, under the stimulation of 
wet and dry campaign arguments, all 
differences were forgotten. Then he 
proposed that the three united parties 
should visit the fourth, which was 
met with rousing approval. Then, 
with light hearts, the whole party 
proceeded to storm the last camp, 
which soon capitulated, for its defend- 
ers were in the condition of the Hes- 
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sians at [renton on Christmas eve. 
Under the influence of flowing bowls 
and steaming viands every one forgot 
whether his neighbor were friend or 
foe. So when each candidate was 
invited to speak, he could do nothing 
but praise the character and ideas of 
his several opponents. 

That evening each candidate enter- 
tained his various supporters at dinner 
according to his wealth and desire for 
office : Rosario made no special prep- 
aration ; Juan provided chicken, rice, 
fish and tuba —the sap of the cocoa- 
nut; Julio laid before his guests a 
repast of pork, lamb, bread (a deli- 
cacy) and gin; while Tomas regaled 
his loyal defenders with all that the 
market afforded — carabao meat, pork, 
lamb, potatoes, canned fruits, Chinese 
cake, beer and American whiskey. 
The next morning when I remarked 
to Julio that Juan seemed to have the 
largest number of supporters, he re- 
plied: “Oh, well, half of the mare 
mine; I sent them there to make him 
over-confident.”’ 

At ten o’clock the polls were 
opened, and each voter made out his 
ballot and prepared to deposit it in the 
box. It was interesting to watch 
these new-born Americans as they 
exercised their inalienable right: 
brown-skinned natives, unshod, in 
blue or red plush sandals with no 
socks, in sandals and socks, or shoes 
and socks; with figured cotton, white 
duck or black-shoddy trousers; with 
shirts of hemp, pifia jusi or white cot- 
ton — with or without collars — with 
tails tucked in or left outside; with 
no hats, hats of bamboo, straw hats, 
cork helmets, or gum-drop derbies — 
vintage of thirty-seven; with fright- 
ened, doubtful, stupid, arrogant or 
wise expressions on their faces — all 
according to their station in life — 
stepped up to do their part in the 
election of the town officers for the 
ensuing year. 

Finally the ballots were deposited, 
and the tellers began to count the 
votes: intense excitement prevailed 
as one or the other of the two leading 
candidates, Julio or Tomas, obtained 
the advantage. At last all but one of 
the ballots were counted, with the 
record standing 68 for each. Nota 
sound could be heard in the hall: all 
awaited the unfolding of the last bal- 
lot. The box was overturned and in 
nervous excitement, the teller read 
the name of Tomas Tionco— he who 
gave the best dinner—as the next 
President of the town of Castela. 
The American teacher received six 
votes for councillor. That night 
somebody said : ‘‘ Beware of the black 
hand.” 

At midnight when all was quiet in 
the village the Vice-President was 
awakened by one of the town police, 
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who secretly informed him footseps 
had been heard in the Town Hall, 
above the quarters of the police. 
Dressing hastily he went with the 
patrol to the Town Hall, where he 
asked another policeman if he had 
heard anything upstairs. The officer 
—a partisan of -Julio’s — answered, 
<«©No.”’ Just then he heard the jing- 
ling of keysand said, “‘ What is that?” 
The policeman answered, “‘ Seguro son 
cafres y duendes”’ (surely they are 
ghosts and fairies). But the Vice- 
President was determined to find out 
what was going on; so he took a deep 
breath, and tip-toed upstairs,and whom 
should he see, crouching in a corner 
but the Secretary and the defeated 
President! When he asked Julio 
what he was doing there at that-time 
of night he replied, ‘‘Oh, I just came 
over to see if the police were on guard, 
as I often do.”. ‘Well, it looks rath- 
er strange to me,” said the Vice-Presi- 
dent, and he left the hall and went 
home. 

The next day Julio’s partisans de- 
manded a recount, for, they said, pos- 
sibly a mistake had been made. This 
the tellers did, and, instead of finding 
68 votes for Julio and 69 for Tomas, 
there were 69 for Tomas and 70 for 
Julio. Upon further examination it 
was found that two of the blank ballots 
that had been cast were filled in with 
the name of Julio. The latter, who, 
it was found out later, had a dnplicate 
key to the ballot box, had opened the 
same the night before and committed 
this state’s prison offence. Great in- 
dignation was expressed and there was 
much talk of reporting the matter to 
the government; but this all quieted 
down when Julio threatened to expose 
the Vice-President’s mal-appropriation 
of the cemetery funds in giving a pri- 
vate dance at public expense. 

The government had fixed an hour 
after which no election protests could 
be filed. Julio—to make the matter 
more ridiculous — waited until he saw 
that no protests would be registered 
against him; then protested against 
the Vice-President for being in the 
Town Hall at midnight on no lawful 
errand. Furthermore, he drew up 
complaints against the president elect, 
for he said (with some justice) Tomas 
could neither read nor write Spanish, 
English nor his own language — Visa- 
yan ; he had been discharged from a 
public office for corruption ; was too 
old and weak to be of service as a 
president; and had been living for 
many years witha mistress. This he 
signed, in lead pencil, and circulated 
among his friends, for their signatures ; 
then, erasing his own name, he sent it 
to Bacolod; and who should take it 
but the very man against whom the 
complaint had been lodged! When

the newly-elected president arrived at 
Bacolod he was advised to resign, 
which, by this time, he has undoubtly 
done.

THE HISTORIC RERN-CROFT INN, 


HISTORIC SPOT. 


The quaint, old historic Ferncroft 
Inn is probably one of the greatest 
centres for automobilists that 1s to be 
found in this section. It is the favor- 
ite objective point for automobile par- 
ties from the North Shore, Boston 
and even more distant points. 

To all lovers of the antique and the 
historic, this old inn possesses a charm 
that draws to its doors alarge number 
of tourists every pleasant Sunday or 
holiday. 

Built, historians say, as far back as 
1679, the structure still preserves its 
original style, with its old colonial 
architecture and quaint furnishings. 
Both inside and out the house has an 
atmosphere of the olden time about 
it that is a constant delight to the 
tourist. 

In the office is a fine collection of 
old pewters, and an old walnut cab- 
inet, formerly belonging to John Ber- 
tram, the famous “king of Salem.” 

In the antique room to the right is 
a fine collection of souvenirs, both of 
events and places in England, and in 
this country in its early days. Several 
old and valuable paintings and steel 


engravings adorn the walls, notable 
among which are two old oil-paintings 
upon wood, each about 150 years old. 

The hall-way and the other rooms 
of the inn are in keeping with this, 
being built in the style of ‘ye olden 
days”’ and furnished in the manner of 
200 years ago.

It was built and originally owned by 
John Nichols, and later passed into 
the hands of the Perry and Ingalls 
families. Still later it became the 
property of Waldo Harris of Holyoke. 
Henry K. Mansfield is now the host, 
and never has the old inn enjoyeda 
more successful year than this one 
under his management. To the his- 
toric associations is addeda hospitality 
that is unsurpassed at any place on 
the North Shore.

Death of Eben Baker. 


The death of Eben Baker, which 
occurred Tuesday morning about 6.30, 
resulting from injuries received by fall- 
ing from the roof of the building upon 
which he was working, has cast a gloom 
over theentire community. Nodeath 
in the town in recent years has come 
as such a shock to the people of Man- 
chester as has that of Mr. Baker. 

Shortly before noon on Friday of 
last week, as reported exclusively in 
last week’s BREEZE, as Mr. Baker and 
Avon Stoddard were shingling the 
roof of the new house being erected 
on Lincoln street for W. W. Soulis, 
the staging gave way and both men 
were thrown to the ground, Mr. Baker 
receiving severe injuries about the 
body, and having both hip bones 
broken. 

Though taken at once to his home 
in the ambulance and medical assist- 
ance called, and though every thing 
possible was done for him, Mr. Baker 
passed away at 6.30 Tuesday morning, 
death resulting from peritonitis, due to 
injury to the bowels. 

Sunday, two specialists from Boston 
Drs. McIntire and Bottomly, were 
sent for and they arrived that night on 
the 7.18 train with their instruments, 
ready to perform an operation, but 
upon arriving at the bedside, they re- 
alized that it was too late to do any- 
thing to save Mr. Baker's life. 

Mr. Baker was born in Manchester, 
March 4, 1867 and was the son of the 
late John Baker and Nancy A. (Mer- 
rill) Baker. He has lived in Manches- 
ter from his boyhood and was well- 
known and _ universally liked and 
respected by all who knew him.

He was amember of the Carpenters’ 
Union, being a carpenter by trade, 
and was a member of Conomo tribe 
113, Red Men. Atthe time of his 
death he was thirty-seven years old. 
He leaves a wife and three small chil- 
dren, two brothers, John and Robert, 
and a sister Lucy, all of whom live in 
Manchester. 

Mr. Baker was a thorough, efficient 
and faithful workman, a kind friend 
and neighbor and a loving and devoted 
husband and father. Cut off in the 
very prime of life, his death has cast 
a cloud of grief over a wide circle of 
friends, and his wife and family have 
the deep sympathy of the entire com- 
munity in their great loss. 

At the funeral services, which were 
held Thursday afternoon at 2 o’clock, 
in the Crowell Memorial chapel, a 
large number of the relatives and 
friends were present, completely filling 
the chapel. 

Conomo tribe of Red Men and the 
Carpenters’ Union, of both of which or- 
ganizations the deceased was a mem- 
ber, were present in a body, forming 
at their respective rooms and march- 
ing to the chapel. 

The services were conducted by 
Rev. D. H. Lamson and Rev. E. H. 
Brewster of the Baptist church. At 
the grave, the impressive service of 
the Red Men was given, conducted by 
the prophet, Allen S. Peabody, and 
afterwards the Carpenters’ Union con- 
ducted a short service.

City’s Illegality > 


Can the Beverly city government 
legally appropriate the city’s money 
for the building of the new streets at 
Ryal Side is a question that has pro- 
voked some discussion among Beverly 
citizens of late. 

While there seems to be a general 
opinion among a large body of the 
taxpayers that it is unwise and un- 
called for, and that it is an extrava- 
gant expenditure of money, from 
which there is, and will be, no adequate 
return, there is also some doubt in 
their minds as to its legality. 

A short time ago, at a hearing be- 
fore the board of aldermen, a citizen 
of Beverly protested that the action 
of appropriating $25,000 for the new 
streets at Ryal Side was illegal, and 
cautioned the board to go slow. He 
was ridiculed for his action. 

Since that hearing, which was held 
on Wednesday evening, August 24 of 
this year, we have looked up the 
records to some extent and have inter- 
viewed various interested and neutral 
parties. Inasmuch as there seems to 
be a sharp division of opinion-on the 
question, we would like to state the 
case plainly as it appears to us. 
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Going back to the appointment of 
the committee of the Common Coun- 
cil, on March 20, 1902, a committee 
appointed ‘‘for the purpose of induc- 
ing the United Shoe Machinery Com- 
pany to locate in Beverly,’’ we will 
trace the main features of the case to 
the present time. 

That committee, after acting to- 
gether with a committee of five from 
the board of trade and a committee 
composed of five representative busi- 
ness men, reported to the council 
August 28, 1902. 

In their report they stated that 
after canvassing the situation fully, 
they conferred with the representa- 
tives of the company at its Boston 
office, and the report goes on to say: 
“As a result of its investigation the 
company advises us that in order to 
place our proposals in line for their 
further consideration and for compar- 
ison with the other proposals before 
them, they must have assurance that, 
if the company should decide to locate 
in Beverly, the following improve- 
ments and changes will be made with- 
out expense to the company.”’ 

The report then goes on to enumer- 
ate changes in Mill and Balch streets, 
the opening of a new street between 
Elliott and Balch, the extension of 
the sewer, etc. 

Under the heading of ‘Factory 
Site,” the report says in part: ‘The 
company’s engineers find that the site 
is too narrow. To make it possiblé 
for them to use it, it.must be graded 
and a portion of the mill pond filled 
its Oe 

After the reading of the report the 
following order was unanimously 
adopted : ‘‘Ordered—That the com- 
mittee appointed on the 20th day of 
March, 1902, for the purpose of in- 
ducing the United Shoe Machinery 
Company to locate its new plant in 
Beverly, be and is hereby instructed 
to inform said company that, if Bev- 
erly should be selected, the city 
pledges itself to meet the company’s 
requirements, as stated in the com- 
mittee’s report, filed August 28, 1902, 
so far asit can legally do so, and that 
if any legal obstacles make this im- 
possible in any respect, the city will 
in some way furnish to the company 
an equivalent, and will do everything 
reasonable within its power to make 
the relations between the city and the 
company of mutual advantage.” 

This order was also unanimously 
adopted in concurrence by the board 
of aldermen on Sept. 2 and signed by 


_the mayor the following day. 


In the hearing of August 24 of the 
present year, Roland W. Boyden said: 
“Youall remember that certain things 
were agreed upon when the company 
decided to come to Beverly. The city 


— 


preferred to lay out and build these 
streets rather than do some other 
things which were specified in the 
agreement, and the mayor and myself 
persuaded the company to agree to 
this.” 

Now in itself, we believe, there is 
nothing illegal in the city’s laying out 
and building the new streets. But, 
according to the statement of Mr. 
Boyden, it was done in lieu of some 
other thing, and, so far as we can 
learn, this other thing was the filling 
in of a portion of the mill pond, which 
work the company has done at its own 
expense. It would have been illegal 
for the city to have done this latter 
work at its expense. If the building 
of the new streets is “‘an equivalent ” 
for this work, or in other words a 
subterfuge for an illegal act, it is in 
itself illegal, the case being parallel to 
the recent one of the Pilgrim Shoe 
Company with the town of Danvers. 

It was not illegal for the town of 
Danvers to buy the ashes from the 
company, but inasmuch as it was a 
subterfuge for the paying of the rent 
of the company, which was illegal, 
the former act was also declared ille- 
gal, and the injunction procured by 
the citizens was sustained by the 
Superior court. 

After a careful study of the situa- 
tion, the records of the city govern- 
ment, the work that has already been 
done and that is now under considera- 
tion, the above seems to bea correct 
statement of thecase. If it is correct, 
the action of the city government is. 
illegal. 

In presenting the above account of 
the case as it appears to us, we would 
not have it thought that we are op- 
posed to thecoming of the United 
Shoe Machinery Company to Beverly. 
We are, on the contrary, heartily in 
favor of it, as the location of such a 
large industry must necessarily in- 
crease the wealth of Beverly to a con- 
siderable amount, and make business 
in the Garden City far better than it 
has ever been before. 

But we do not wish to see other 
sections of the city, sections which 
are paying a large portion of the taxes, 
suffering for the lack of much-needed 
improvements in streets and _ high- 
ways, schools crowded and no money 
to remedy their congested condition, 
and other much-needed improvements 
side-tracked for lack of funds, espe- 
cially if the city funds are being spent 
foran illegal purpose.

This week, 
perhaps, it will not be amiss to say a 
few words on the care of the drives 
‘we already have. 

It is of the brown-tail moth we 
would particularly speak. Just how 
far this pest will goon the North 
Shore, of course, is hard to tell. But 


one thing is sure; unless something: 


is done soon our beautiful, shady 
drives and attractive wooded hills will 
be as unattractive and repulsive as 
the once beautiful groves and drive- 
ways of Medford and Malden, where 
the brown-tail has made great havoc. 

Our North Shore drives and woods 
are two precious for us to permit any- 
thing of this kind. Yet it will surely 
come unless steps are taken in time. 

The Horticultural society at Man- 
chester is forming plans for conduct- 
ing a vigorous campaign against the 
pest, anda noble move it is on their 
part, too. Their work should receive 
liberal endorsement on the part of 
every resident of the North Shore, 
both by personal work and by gener- 
ous contributions to the fund which 
they are soon to start.

TROLLEY TOURS. 


No. 7—To the Blue Hills or to Echo Bridge 
by Trolley. 


BY CHESTER GE. S TIGES, 


The journey to Boston by electrics 
has been described several times in 
these pages. On the last cash fare 
from Lynn to Boston an eight-cent 
check should be secured, which will 
be good for transfer to any line of the 
Boston system. 

We shall suggest two routes in this 
article, the first fare of which is paid 
by the eight-cent check mentioned 
above. 

One of the most interesting is the 
run to Mattapan. We take an elevated 
train for Dudley street, and board the 
car at the terminal, taking the through 
car to Canton via Blue Hill. This 
car passes the pleasure grounds at 
Franklin Park and Franklin Field by 
way of Blue Hill avenue, and from the 
station at the foot of Blue Hill an 
easy jaunt will take one to the summit. 
From here extended views are ob- 
tained on clear days. 

Blue Hill rises over 600 feet from 
the sea level, and shows most of its 
height, as the Neponset meadows at 
the base are nearly at tide level. 
Among the notable points to be seen 
are Mt. Wachusett, in Princeton, 
Mass., and Mt. Monadnock, in south- 
ern New Hampshire. Boston lies to 
the northward, and is an interesting 
study with an opera glass. 

The Blue Hill observatory, on the 
summit of the hill, is a private enter- 
prise, and is not open to the -public. 
From Blue Hill have been carried on 
many notable experiments in kite 
flying, by means of which photographs 
of the country below and other valua- 
ble observations have been secured. 

The pedestrian may return via the 
paths of the Metropolitan Park com- 
mission, over the crest of the hills to 
the Randolph electric line. This re- 
turns to Boston by way of Ashmont 
and Milton. Or one may resume the 
ride on the Canton car to Stoughton, 
from whence a local car will take us 
to Brockton. The return from Brock- 
ton may be made via Neponset or 
via Randolph and Milton, as pre 
ferred. ; 

The Newton and Boston line to 
Echo Bridge is another interesting 
ride. We use oureight-cent check to 
Watertown on any of the Boston Ele- 
vated lines, and there connect with 
the Needham car across the Charles 
River. While crossing the bridge 
note the historical tablets on either 
side, describing the history of the 
bridge and the Norseman ruins. 

The ride takes one through the 
centre of Newton, by many people 


known as the Garden City. Newton 
is a city of fine estates, and the trolley 
tourist will be impressed with the 
absence of fences. 

The ride crosses the beautiful Com- 
monwealth avenue boulevard, of which 
more will be spoken ina later number. 
Soon after, we cross the aqueducts of 
the Boston water supply, which we 
meet again at Echo Bridge. 

Newton Upper Falls is a paradise 
for the amateur photographer. Here 
is a rocky defile, through which the 
Charles River forces its way, and an 
old mill by the waterfall adds to the 
picturesque effect. The reservation’ 
is known as Hemlock Gorge, and it is 
spanned by the graceful stone arch 
known as. Echo Bridge, which carries. 
the Boston water supply across the 
valley of the Charles River.

SALEM /1ASS. 
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THE CHURCH HABIT. 


Cultivate It in Children, Says Rev. Mr. Whita- 
ker, and Grown-ups Will Attend Church. 


«“ One of the saddest things in the 
Protestant church today is the lack 
of the church-going habit among chil- 
dren,” said Rev. J. H. Whitaker, the 
new pastor of the Congregational 
church in Manchester, last Sunday 
night. “Ithink we make a suicidal 
mistake when we do not cultivate this 
habit. It is neglected training.”’ 

The subject of Mr. Whitaker’s ad- 
dress was ‘‘ How to get people to go 
to church.” His remarks were ex- 
ceedingly well pointed and were 
listened to with great interest by a 
good audience. ; 

He said, among other things, 
«There is need of a closer union be- 
tween the church societies, such as 
the Sunday School and the Christian 
Endeavor and the church, and that 
the church should be the object 
toward which all Christian education 
is aimed. 

‘‘We are told,” said he, ‘if we 
have an attractive building, good 
music and a good minister and the 
like we will attract people into the 
house of God. But it takes some- 
thing more than these to fill this 
church. 

«Tf you want a man to go tochurch 
you must begin with him when he is 
a small boy, or else he will be apt not 
to go to church when he isa grown-up 
man. 

«It must be confessed that for the 
amount of energy used in our Sunday 
Schools and Christian Endeavor socie- 
ties the results are very discouraging. 
What is the trouble with our public 
schools? Sometimes our teachers are 
faddish, and subject to certain whims ; 
too many subjects are taken up. I 
believe this same trouble enters into 
our church work. There is a little 
too much effort to extend over too 
much ground. 

“TI believe also that in both the 
Sunday: School and Christian En- 
deavor there is a lack of that proper 
correlation which should lead to best 
results. Too often the Christian En- 


deavor becomes an end in itself, and 
is aside from the mother church. 

‘““We need to have a closer union 
between the Sunday School, Christian 
Endeavor and Junior Christian En- 
deavor and the church, it being under- 
stood that the church is the object 
toward which all this Christian educa- 
tion is aimed. 

“And so I say, if we want men and 
women to go to church we should 
begin in early childhood. It is almost 
impossible to begin on an adult. To 
commence and get men to begin to 
go to church is like working against 
a stone wall.”’

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POETRY. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


To define Poetry scientifically is as 
difficult as to define sweetness or light. 
But the following may serve as a 
definition in want of a better: Poetry 
is the use of language in an emotional 
and rhythmical form. The word poet, 
first used by Herodotus of a writer of 
verse, means ‘“‘ maker,’’ and some have 
held that the distinctive mark of poetry 
isinvention ; but this would leave little 
distinction between poetry and imag- 
inative writing in general. There is 
in poetry, as we use the term, a certain 
elevation of style, an emotion which 
kindles the sou] so that it seeks ex- 
pression in harmonious numbers. We 
recognize the poetic spirit in Chaucer, 
Shakespeare, Milton and Tennyson, 
as something different from the stately 
and poetic prose of writers like Hooker, 
Bacon, Jeremy Taylor and Macaulay. 
The poet sees by a “vision and faculty 
divine’ deeper truths than other men, 
and speaks them in a loftier language 
—a language born of high emotion 
and expressed in noblest forms of art. 

Poetry may be said to differ from 


prose in having a regular number of 
accented syllables, following each 
other in a certain order. This is 
called metre; the long and short sy]l- 
lables are arranged according to cer- 
tain laws of prosody. In addition to 
metrical arrangement, poetry employs 
unusual words and terms of expres- 
sion. Coleridge says that “‘ prose is 
words in their best order, poetry the 
best words in the best order.” 

Poetry abounds in figures of speech, 
in pictorial form, in imaginative adorn- 
ment. More than this, there is in all 
true poetry some undefinable essence, 
something that we can no more anal- 
yze than the fragrance of a rose or the 
beauty of asunset. It is something 
which appeals to the poetic sense. 
Without this there may be a faultless 
choice of words, an artful balancing 
of sentences, there may be brilliant 
antithesis, but there is not poetry. 
The soul is wanting. Lowell, after 
expressing his admiration for the con- 
summate art of Pope’s artificiality, 
raises the question whether there is 
not ‘a real, vital distinction between 
the language of prose raised to a high 
degree of metrical efficiency, and the 


language of poetry.”’ 

The process of poetic composition 
seems to be something like this: The 
imagination first becomes excited and 
then creative. Both parts of this 
process have been put in immortal 
verse by Shakespeare : 

“The poet’s eye, in a fine frenzy rolling, 
Doth glance from heaven to earth, from earth 

to heaven ; 
And as imagination bodies forth 
The forms of things unknown, the poet’s pen 
Turns them to shape, and gives to airy 
nothing 
A local habitation and a name.” 

Poetry is often divided into Epic, 
Dramatic and Lyric. Wordsworth’s 
classification is much more elaborate, 
and includes in addition Narrative, 
Idyllic, Didactic and Philosophical. If, 
however, the great aim of poetry, as 
has been said, is to please by its art 
of versification, its surprises of thought, 
its rhythmic and harmonious measure, 
the two last-named classes, Didactic 
and Philosophical, in which Words- 
worth himself excelled, seem to be 
ruled out. 

Epic poetry has been variously de- 
fined. Blair defines an Epic poem as 
“a recital of some illustrious enter- 

prise in a poetic form.”

Webster: ‘‘An heroic poem 
in which real or fictitious 
events, usually the achieve- 
ments of some hero, are 
narrated in an_ elevated 
style.’ Dryden, following 
Aristotle, lays down the 
rule that an Epic is a poem 
in which the action is ‘“al- 
ways one, entire and great.” 
In like manner, Addison, 
in his famous Criticisms on 
Milton, says that the action 
of an heroic poem ‘ should. 
have three qualifications in 
it: first, it should be but 
one action; secondly, it 
should be an entire action ; 
and thirdly, it should be a 
great action.’’ In other 
words, an Epic should have 
unity, completeness, great- 
ness. Three poems, with- 
out any question, meet this

requirement — Homer’s Iliad, Virgil’s 
Eneid and Milton’s Paradise Lost. 
Some would add Dante’s Divina Com- 
media, and others, with less reason, 
Tasso’s Gerusalemme Liberata. Mil- 
ton’s poem is without all controversy 
the greatest in our language, in its 
largeness of theme and breadth of 
treatment and majesty of language. 
It meets Dryden’s requirement that 
in an Epic ‘all things must be grave, 
majesticaland sublime.’’ It is written 
in blank verse, the use of which Milton 
himself nobly justifies, and in that

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iambic pentameter which holds the 
place in English that is held in Greek 
and Latin by the hexameter of Homer 
and Virgil: ‘the stateliest measure 
ever moulded by the lips of man.” 
(Tennyson. ) 

Dramatic poetry is employed espe- 
cially in the expression of human pas- 
sions and emotions in fictitious scenes 
and events. It has to do with the 
play af the mingled and often contra- 
dictory movements of the actors on 
the stage of life. It gives large scope 
to the Imagination and the Fancy, and 
shifts its scenes regardless of the laws 
of mental perspective. It is often 
divided into Tragedy and Comedy, the 
former standing for the more sad and 
terrible, the latter for the lighter and 
more ludicrous phases of character 
and life. Tragedy and Comedy may 
be blended ; Macaulay speaks of “the 
noble Tragi-Comedy of Measure for 
Measure.’ Ofall English dramatists, 
Shakespeare stands confessedly with- 
out a rival; all before him were play- 
wrights, all after him little more than 
imitators. 

Lyric Poetry consists of songs and 
short poems, which may be set to 
music orsung. The Psalms are Lyric 
in their form; so are the songs in 
Shakespeare’s plays and in Scott’s 
poems. Milton’s Lycidas is often 
classified as a Lyric, but this seems 
too great an extension of the term. 
Among the most noted lyrical poets 
of our language are Cowley and Her- 
rick, Burns and Thomas Moore. 


The phrase ‘‘schools of poetry”’ is 
often used. It is applied to writers 
in whose style is recognized some com- 
mon principle by which they are dis- 
tinguished from other groups of poets. 
Thus we have the metaphysical school 
of Donne and Quarles; the mystical 
school of Vaughn and Herbert; the 
artificial school of Dryden and Pope ; 
the transition school represented by 
Thomson and Gray ; the moral school 
of Blair, Young and Cowper; the 
Lake school of Coleridge and Words- 
worth ; the German school of Tenny- 
son and Browning; and we may add 
the transcendental school of Emerson 
and his disciples, and the American 
school of Bryant, Whittier, Lowell 
and Holmes. 


There are two philosophical terms 
which are often used in speaking of 
Poetry: Objective and Subjective. The 
former expresses the picturing of 
outward life, scenery or action; the 
latter denotes the kind of poetry which 
reflects the poet’s own mind. Scott 
is.one of the greatest. masters of the 
Objective style, Wordsworth of the 
Subjective ; among Americans may be 
instanced Whittier and Emerson. ~ 

We may close with Washington 


Irving’s estimate of Poetry: “It is 


the gift of poetry to hallow every 
place in which it moves; to breathe 
around nature an odor more exquisite 
than the perfume of the rose, and to 
shed over it a tint more magical than 
the blush of morning.”

“This will interest my children who 
are at the seashore this summer: 

‘“« There are few beaches in the world 
on which are found ‘ singing sands,’ so 
called because of a prolonged musical 
sound heard when walking through the 
sand or stirring it with a stick. One 
of the best known beaches*where the 
phenomenon occurs is at Manchester, 
about 25 miles from Boston. Another 
place is on one of the Hebrides islands.

The latter lost their peculiar 
properties, but the former sang sweetly 
on being stirred. No satisfactory cause 
for the curious sound has yet been 
discovered.

Itis said that along the shore 
of the Caribbean Sea there is a place 
where a disturbance of the sands makes 
a noise like the barking of a dog.”

TROLLEY TOURS. 


No. 8—Historic Lexington by Trolley. 


BY CHESTER F. STIEES. 


Historic Lexington is always inter- 
esting. It is estimated by men who 
know that if the stranger to Boston is 
pressed for time, he will at least insist 
on a trip to Lexington after he has 
satisfied his curiosity at Bunker Hill. 

Since the Lexington and Boston 
Railway was completed, several years 
ago, the historic towns of Lexington, 
Bedford. and Concord have _ been 
opened up to trolley trippers, and 


stone cannon in front of the Lexington 
High School. 

We are now nearly at the Green. 
The tourist should proceed directly to 
the battle-ground and return later to 
town hall, in which is contained Henry 
Sandham’s painting entitled ‘The 
Dawn of Liberty.” 

At the near end of the Green, where 
we alight, is Kitson’s splendid bronze 
of Capt. John Parker, of the minute 
men, standing on a pedestal made 
from boulders. Immediately behind 
is the stone pulpit marking the site of 
the old meeting houses, while on the 
right is the Buckman tavern, appro- 

priately marked by a

this route offers also the most desira- 
ble line from Boston to Lowell. The 
trolley tourist should take the Boston 
electrics, and at City Square, Charles- 
town, use his eight-cent check, which 
will admit tothe Elevated. Changing 
at Sullivan Square, in the huge ter- 
minal station, we find the Lexington 
cars, commodious, up-to-date blue cars 
marked ‘ Lowell.” 

The run to Arlington is quickly 
made via Winter Hill, Somerville. 
At Arlington Centre we pass the 
Cooper Tavern, of Colonial days, when 
Arlington was known as Menotomy. 
We are closely following the ride of 
Paul Revere, and the tourist must 
look sharp along the road, as it is 
lined with tablets marking historical 
spots. 

At East Lexington, on the right, 
will be seen the»shouse of Jonathan 


-Harrington, the last survivor of the 


battle, and on the left, some distance 
beyond, is the Munroe Tavern, pre- 
serving the old colonial appearance 
it presented when occupied by Lord 
Percy as headquarters of the British 
forces. 

When the British arrived in Lexing- 
ton they planted two field pieces to 
play upon the village. The site of one 
is marked on the hill on the left 
beyond the Munroe tavern ; the second 
was on the right and is marked by the 


sign. 

As we pass along the 
right of the Common, 
we come to the quaint 
boulder on which are 
carved the colonial fire- 
arms and powder horn 
and the orders to the 
little band of minute- 
men, “ Don’t fire unless 
fired upon.” 

Hancock street leads 
us across the railroad 
track, and undera mag- 
nificent line of New 
England elms to the 
celebrated = Hancock- 
Clarke house. On the 
hill, near by, John 
Adams is reputed to have spoken the 
famous words, ‘‘ Whata glorious morn- 
ing for America.” The Hancock- 
Clarke house is a public museum filled 
with much of interest to the historical 
tourist. No admission is charged, but 
guests are invited to contribute their 
little mites to the box within and help 
along the fund for maintenance. 

Here it was that John Hancock 
and Samuel Adams were sleeping 
when roused by Paul Revere, and they 
escaped towards Burlington in a car- 
riage. The house formerly stood op- 
posite, and was moved to its present 
position. 

Returning to the Green, we take 
Elm avenue on the North side of the 
triangular green. Here stands a white 
house, the home of Jonathan Harring- 
ton, who, wounded at the affair on the 
Common, dragged himself home and 
died in his wife’s arms. 

We may now observe the battle 
monument erected in 1799. Its ivy- 
covered sides are conspicuous across 
the Green, and we read with interest 
the long inscription carved upon it. 
The bodies of those killed in the battle 
are beneath, having been removed 
from the old burying ground near by. 

An old boulder marks, with its 
inscription, the way to ‘‘ Ye Old Bury- 
ing Ground.” Within are the graves 
of the minute-men and others identi- 
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fied with the town. One of the most 
interesting is a group of six, with one 
common gravestone, showing the 
graves of an entire family removed by 
pestilence. 

The road from which the grave- 
yard pathway leads is the o 1d Con- 
cord road. Paul Revere attempted 
its passage, but failed, and Longtellow 
curiously ignores this fact by placing 
Revere, in his midnight ride into 
Concord, at ‘‘two by the clock.” 

It is generally understood that the 
Concord alarm was given by Revere’s 

companion, Dr. Prescott. 

The house on the west of the trian- 
gle is the Munroe house, which existed 
at the time of the battle, and from 
whose windows the inhabitants then 
saw.the fight. ; 

When Revere galloped into Lexing- 
ton the alarm was rung from the 
“Old Belfry,” which has now been 
restored to its colonial site by the 
Lexington Historical Society. The 
belfry ‘stands near the Hancock school, 
and may be reached from Massachu- 
setts avenue by following Muzzey 
street. It is interesting to note that 
Massachusetts avenue runs under this 
appropiate name from Edward Everett 
square, near Upham’s Corner, Boston, 
through the whole length of Cam- 
bridge, Arlington and Lexington to 
its terminus at Concord. 


Why the Leaves Change Color. 


“Probably not one person in a 
thousand knows why leaves change 
their color in the fall,” remarked an 
eminent botanist the other day 
“The common and old-fashioned idea 
is that all this red and golden glory 
we see now is caused by frosts. A 
true and scientific explanation of the 
causes of the coloring of leaves would 
necessitate a long and intricate discus- 
sion. Stated briefly and in proper 
language, those causesare these: The 
green matter in the tissue of a leaf is 
composed of two colors, red and blue. 
When the sap ceases to flow in the 
autumn, and the natural growth of the 
tree ceases, oxidation of the tissue 
takes place. Undercertain conditions 
the green of the leaf changes to red; 
under different conditions it takes on 
a yellow or brown tint. This differ- 
ence in color is due to the difference 
in combination of the original con- 
stituents of the green tissue, and to 
varying conditions of climate, exposure 
and soil. A dry, cold climate pro- 
duces more brilliant foliage than one 
that is damp and warm. This is the 
reason that. American autumns are 
so much more gorgeous than those of 
Scotland and England. There are 
several things about leaves that even 
science cannotexplain. For instance, 
why one of two trees growing side by 


side, of the same age and having the 
same exposure, should take on a bril- 
liant red in the fall, and the other 
turn yellow, or why one branch of a 
tree should be highly colored and the 
rest of the tree have only a yellow 
tint, are questions that are impossible 
to answer as why one member of a 
family should be perfectly healthy 
and another sickly. Maples and oaks 
have brightest colors.” 


Deacon Low Leads Meeting. 


Deacon A. E. Low, though in years 
the oldest resident of Manchester, is 
still young in other respects and Sun- 
day night was leader of the young 
people’s meeting at the Congregational 
church.

The subject of the meeting was 
“The world growing better.’”” Deacon 
Low reviewed in an interesting man- 
ner the progress the world has made 
throughout its history, touching upon 
the changes brought about by time in 
the ideas and thoughts of man. 

He spoke particularly of the church 
and its progress and through all the 
past and _ present, notwithstanding 
seeming wrongs, seeming errors that 
have happened, the conclusion arrived 
at was: that the world is growing 
better and all things that have hap- 
pened are for the best, and have been 
directed by an all-wise Providence.

Low can look back over almost a cen- 
tury of life, and has always been a

I 
maintain the best interests of the town 
are subserved in the maintenance of 
such a hotel as you have established 
here for us. 

“We have with us quite a number 
of friends from Boston and many of 
our representative citizens. We have 
our selectmen, our town clerk, our 
superintendent of streets, thedesigner, 
carpenter, painter and plumber — they 
have all come to show their interest 
and appreciation of what our host and 
hostess have accomplished. 

““We all come here as a token of 
our esteem and of our gratitude, and 
as a further appreciation of your ef- 
forts, we would present this chair and 
this dressing table.” 

Mr. Callahan responded briefly, 
thanking those present for the gifts 
and assuring them that he and Mrs.

OF INTEREST TO 
AUTOMOBILISTS. 


Association Formed to See What Can be, Done 
Toward Enforcing Automobile Laws. 


During the past summer the resi- 
dents of the North Shore have com- 
mented a good deal on the disregard 
shown by the drivers of automobiles 
for the convenience and even the legal 
rights of other users of the roads. The 
rapid pace —far in excess of the limit 
prescribed by law—at which these 
machines have been driven, sometimes 
past the intersection of roads and 
avenues which could not be seen from 
any considerable distance, sometimes 
in and out among other vehicles in 
the busiest and most thickly settled 
parts of the towns, has annoyed and 
alarmed a great many people, who 
regard their own right to use the 
highway without such interference as 
one which no one is entitled to destroy 
in such a manner. The parents of 


young children living near the high- 
way have been kept in a state of 
anxious watchfulness to prevent acci- 
dents, while the drivers of horses have 
been put in very much the same posi- 
tion as if there were a railroad grade 


crossing before them whenever they 
approach the intersection of two 
roads ; to be safe from accident they 
must, if they cannot see a _ considera- 
ble distance down the road, listen 
attentively for the sound of an ap- 
proaching automobile before venturing 
to cross or turn into the highway. 

All this alarm may be very unrea- 
sonable. The automobile is said to be 
so easily controlled as to make acci- 
dent highly improbable, even at the 
speeds at which it is habitually driven, 
and at all events it is proclaimed that 
it has “come to stay,” and that the 
only sensible thing to do is to get 
used to it, Probably it has come to 
stay, though anyone who remembers 
the crowds of bicycles a few years 
ago and considers the present number 
seen on the roads will hesitate to 
agree that a much more expensive 
piece of machinery, much in the habit 
of getting out of order, has come to 
stay permanently in any very large 
numbers. But if it is to be with us, 
a good many people think that its 
owners and drivers should obey the 
law, which no one who does not de- 
ceive himself—whether he does or 
does not operate an automobile—be- 
lieves that they now habitually do.

The past summer’s events have 
borne some fruit of an unexpected 
kind in this direction. Some of the 
summer residents of Manchester, 
among them owners of automobiles 
who do not wish to annoy or alarm 
other users of the highways, have 
associated themselves together to as- 
certain what can be done to remedy 
the inconveniences to which they, in 
common with others, are subjected. 

It is probable that if the present 
law were obeyed their objects would 
be accomplished. If not, nothing can 
be more certain than the ease with 
which a change in the statute could 
be procured it it should be made clear 
that obedience to the law as it now 
stands did not remove the discomforts. 
and dangers to which other highway 
users are now subjected. 

The association above mentioned 
has the support of a representative 
body of the summer residents who: 
seek the co-operation of all who wish: 
to see the law obeyed. Their objects 
are stated in their articles of associa- 
tion to be as follows:- 

** To induce owners of automobiles 
to require their employees to respect 
and observe the Jaws of the Common- 
wealth relating to the speed of auto- 
mobiles on the highways, and to seek 
the support in that undertaking of all 
persons living on the North Shore 
who desire to have those laws respect- 
ed and obeyed. 

“To procure evidence of the viola- 
tion of the laws relating to the speed 
of automobiles, and to record it in 
such a form that it may be used be- 
foré the Highway Comission and the 
Legislature, and to furnish such evi- 
dence to the police in cases where 
they desire to prosecute the offend- 
ers. To take proceedings before the 
Highway Commission for the revoca- 
tion of licences, and (if desirable) to 
seek further legislation.”’ 

It is not yet possible to say whether 
or not this association will succeed in 
securing that degree of obedience to 
which the laws are entitled. Citing 
offenders before the courts and fining 
them has not proved particularly effi- 
cacious up to the present time, and

the result of an attempt to use new 
and untried remedies is necessarily 
uncertain. But the — information 
which will be collected by the associa- 
tion, if they really set to work to get 
information, and the experience which 
may indicate the remedy, if none now 
exists, will be of value. It ought to 
be possible to determine with some 
accuracy just how far the law is dis- 
regarded. If it shall prove possible 
also to determine what measures are 
required to restore the convenient use 
of the roads to those who have recent- 
ly been deprived of it, there will have 
been something gained.

Criticism and Fault-finding 
Should not be Bread of Life. 


Rev. Dr. Charles B. Rice, secretary 
of the Congregational’ Ministerial 
Bureau, occupied the pulpit at the 
Congregational church, Manchester, 
last Sunday. He took for his text in 
the morning, ‘‘ Judge not that ye be 
not judged,” and dealt out some strong 
advice on the habit of criticising, 
fault-finding and back-biting. 

«The habit of criticism and fault- 
finding with the character of other 
people,” said Dr. Rice, “has its ad- 
vantages as well as disadvantages. 
The fact that people comment on what 
other people say and do, tends to make 
people careful. It isa way of bringing 
men to judgment. 

“The habit of censure punishes 
men for the wrong things they do. 
It helps make men bestir themselves 
and thus elevate human society. 

‘But it is wrong to be hateful or 
spiteful in criticisms of other people. 
The mischief of talk — the censorious 
spirit— may be more hated in the

sight of God than the wrongs them- 
selves.

“It is better to be doing something 
one’s self than to be continually looking 
at somebody else and criticising them. 
We ought not to be habitual criticisers 
and fault-finders. 

“The critical spirit ought to be kept 
within due bounds and not spread over 
any great part of our life. 

‘Criticism may be the spice of life 
but it should not be our daily bread.”

At the opening of the school season 
this year we are again reminded of 
the tendencies of the age in places 
situated as is the North Shore, where 
we have so many people of leisure 
who come here for rest, recreation 
and amusement—people of wealth 
who can afford to spend their time 
playing golf and various pastimes of 
this nature. 

Our young folk in a greater or less 
degree emulate these people and this 
kind of life, and, we fear, loose sight 
in some measure of their duty to 
themselves, their community and to 
their posterity. 

Our educators must strive to teach 
their young pupils to be useful and 
helpful citizens; teach them some pro- 
fession, craft or trade that will enable 
them to provide for themselves now 
and their families hereafter. 

We cannot all follow a profession, 
but all should be well trained and ed- 
ucated. A man with a good educa- 
tion is better fitted to be a plumber, 
carpenter or brick-layer than one who 
is not. And we think some of Booker 
Washington’s ideas can be applied 
right here at home by teaching our 
young people not to despise work, 
hard work, and work that may soil 
their hands. 

In this age of progress, in order to 
succeed, we must take our coats off 
and roll up our sleeves; we must get 
at it with a will. The time has come 
for our teachers to wake up to the fact 
that the world needs workers more 
than philosophers; but a worker that 
is a philosopher is a useful and _ help- 
ful member of any community. It is 
said that there are 300 lawyers in Bos- 
ton who go to bed hungry every 
night. Of course there~is always 
room at the top, and a young man 
who is of a legal turn of mind should 
be allowed to follow his bent; but it a 
very serious mistake to try to make 
a lawyer out of aman who should be 
a wood-carver, or a music teacher out 
of agirl who should be a chamber 
maid. 

By this it should not be under 
stood that the pupil should not have 
high ideals, but they should not de- 
spise any useful productive occupa- 
tion. 


What this world needs today is 
men and women who create some- 
thing, who produce new things, or 
multiply and add to old, useful and 
desirable commodities, and not to fall 
in with a tendency of the times to 
corner what someone else has _ pro- 
duced and make people pay more than 
itis worth so that they can live in 
luxury and idleness. In short, pick 
out what you are best adapted to, and 
then fit yourself for that. But do not 
lose your courage because you find 
that you are unsucessful in an occu- 
pation for which youare by nature un- 
fitted. Gi ws 


Whisperings, 


“This. may interest some of your 
readers,’’ said a friend the other day 
as he handed me the letter printed 
below, “as it will give them an idea of 
what was thought of the town-by-the- 
sea in its early days as a summer 
resort. * 

The communication was written to 
The Boston Journal in 1870 by one who 
presumably had come to Manchester 
to spend a few days at “this seaside 
hamlet.” It follows: 


MANCHESTER, MAss., Aug. 9, 1870. 
To the Editors of the Boston Journal: 


Down the shore of your beautiful bay 
a score of miles or so, one hour’s ride 
from the Journal, and we are set down 
at this seaside hamlet. Spindle sugges- 
tive, one is not a little surprised to find 
in lieu a rambling, picturesque old town 
jauntily perching itself on one foot half 
way up the hills. Out of a railway line, 
unknown to fame, unnoticed by map 
makers, for more than two centuries has 
it blushed unseen at its own home bred 
praises. ‘“ But beauty is its own excuse 
and eyes were made for seeing.” People 
of culture and taste have found it out at 
last, coaxed the rugged patches of soil 
into soft green sward, built tasteful 
homes, and find here today the perfect 
abandon of vest. Too much “up hill” 
for “goutism,” too quiet for rowdyism, 
notstylish enough for snobism, it attracts 
nothing but robust, healthy humanity — 
nature’s own clique—who are not 
afraid of her ungloved hand. With 
sundry Professors, D.D.s, M.D.s, and 
tradesmen, men of quiet renown and un- 
questioned veracity to confirm the state- 
ment, I make bold to assert that for 
grand old hills, fine ocean views, charm- 
ing drives, cosy walks (and good common 
sense society), this hill-side nook, in its 
modest retreat, cannot be surpassed this 
side of the sea, and if assisted could 
throw the guantlet over it. If with such 
weighty testimony that of your own eyes 
is needed, take this path and pass up 
yonder hill. No light task, but it will 
pay you. 

Directly in front, at the South, lies the 
“ Bay,” with waves bluer than the sky, 
Islands, too many to count, large and 
small, gray-rocked, sand-ribbed, green- 
shaded, the perfect embodiment of indo- 
lent rest, lie on its bosom, or lean against 
the headlands. Long, dancing waves 
climb up the sea-tasseled rocks till they 
stand knee deep in the tide, then burst- 
ing with laugh at the funny sight, run 
up the beach a pace or two to have it out. 
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A turn to the left and a sun-bleached 
road, at ‘hide and seek” with the river, 
winds down to the church spire, hills and 
the open sea beyond. Behind, wooded 
dells shut down to this, with a farm or 
two in the niche, then stretch on’ to the 
shore again. Edge this with a low, 
mellow line of sea and sky, and you have 
a picture for the pencil of “ Bierstadt.” 
Let Pleasure seekers follow her at their 
own sweet will—the newly married to 
“Saratoga”—seven-story trunks to “Long 
Branch,’and fashionables where they list. 
But should any one bein search of Com- 
fort, she can be found in a suit of old 
clothes on the hillside at Manchester.

Hawthorne’s grave is a 
modest stone, enclosed 
within an iron rail, and 
near by will be found 
that of Louisa Alcott 
and of Thoreau. Em- 
erson’s grave is a boul- 
der of rose quartz, with 
a tablet set. on the face. 

Returning to the en- 
trance, we walk to the

The Concord river, which flows 
placidly under the bridge towards the 
Merrimac at Lowell, is a celebrated 
canoe stream. Hawthorne and Tho- 
reau were frequent visitors here, and 
Thoreau’s “‘ Concord River” is known 
to all interested in American litera- 
ture. 

Thoreau’s hut was on the shore of 
Walden pond, a mile or so from town, 
and on its shores a cairn of rocks, 
which is gradually increased by the 
contributions of the visitors, now 
stands on its site. 

As we return from the battlefield, 
we observe in detail the Old Manse, 
where Hawthorne wrote his ‘‘Mosses.” 
This house was also occupied at 
one time by Emerson, and his ‘ Na- 
ture’’ was written here. 

Any good-natured townsman will 
set you on the road to the Authors’ 
houses, when you arrive at the square. 
The Concord Antiquarian society con- 
tains much of interest, and is open 
from 1 till 5 p.m., except Sundays. 

The Emerson house is some dis- 
tance along at the junction of the 
road to Cambridge. His study was 
the room on the right, and in the 
house many literary men of America 
were constant visitors. 

The Concord School of Philosophy 
was held in the little Hillside chapel, 
which stands next to the Alcott house, 
or Orchard house. “ Little Women”’ 
came into the world here, and Louisa 
Alcott and her talented tamily took 
part in the social life of the town. 

Next to the Orchard house is the 
“Wayside,” in which the Alcotts 
lived prior to their occupancy next 
door. Hawthorne spent the last days 
of his life here, and ‘ Tanglewood 
Tales’”’ was written in the room at the 
right of the entrance. On the ridge 
behind the writer was accustomed to 
stroll, deep in thought, when crystal- 
izing the nucleus of a new writing. 
The path worn by his steps is still 
visible. 

Behind the ridge, to our left, the 
minute-men hurried towards Lexing- 
ton in their attempt to cut off the 
British retreat. The next house to 
the Wayside is also of interest. It is 
the Bull place, the birthplace of the 
celebrated Concord grape, originated 
by the late Ephraim Bull. 

Returning to the centre we note 
the tablet at the Unitarian church. 
We may also spend an interesting 
hour at the Concord library. 

The Concord fare is twenty cents 
each way, or forty cents in all, from 
any place on the Boston Elevated 
system.

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TRAGIC END, 


Bessie Davis’ body found in surf off 
Lee’s Rocks. 


The people of Beverly Farms were shock- 
ed Monday morning to learn of the finding 
of the dead body of Miss Bessie Davis in 
the surf off Lee’s rocks at the extremity of 
West beach. It is by far the saddest thing 
that has happened in Beverly Farms in 
many years and the sympathy of the entire 
community goes out to the bereaved family. 

Miss Davis left her home on Everett 
street shortly before seven o’clock Sunday 
evening, apparently in her usual bright 
spirits. She was noticed by several persons 
as she went through the town, among the 
last to see her being Edmund Knowlton, 
baggage master at the depot, and Benjamin 
Hawkins and Miss Bessie Williams, who 
saw her on the beach and spoke to her as 
she passed. ye 

Monday morning, her folks, finding that 
she had not been home all night, became 
anxious and told some of the neighbors. A 
searching party was at once organized. It 
was about 9.30 when Frank Williams noticed 
her hat and gloves lying on the rocks and J. 
M. Millett, who was passing near in a boat 
discovered them about the same _ time. 
They, together with Harry Hannable and 
Thomas Neville, dragged the body of the 
unfortunate girl from the water and laid it 
on the shore. , ; 

A good many mysterious circumstances 
surrounded the death of Miss Davis, some 
pointing to foul play and others pointing to 
suicide. After running down every possible 
clue, and inquiring into the motives for such 
a crime the police decided that the case was 
one of suicide or accidental death by drown- 
ing. Dr. Stickney, who conducted the 
autopsy, after viewing the body, also de- 
cided that death could not have been caused 
by the wounds on the girl’s head but that 
death was due to drowning. He scouted 
the murder theory. 

Miss Davis was twentystwo years old and 
was universally liked at the Farms and by 
all who knew her. She was a graduate of 
the Beverly High school in the class of ’99 
and had recently been employed in the 
family of Otis H. Luke, one of the summer 
residents. She was amember of the Bap- 
tist church at the Farms and was interested 
in the work of the Sunday school, where she 
was a constant attendant. 

Of a quiet and retiring disposition, she 
did not enter much into outside social affairs 
and was rarely seen in the company of any 
save a few girl friends’ Her home relations 
were always pleasant and there seems to be 
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no cause for her death either at the hand of 
another or by her own hand. 


It is said that she had not been well for. 


some time and that her illness unbalanced 
her mind so that she took her own life, 
while another theory is unrequitted love; 
that she met by appointment Sunday night 
some friend and that finding her love hope- 
less threw herself from the rocks in despair. 
The funeral was held Thursday afternoon 
from the Baptist church, Rev. Clarence 
Strong Pond, the pastor officiating. The 
church was filled with friends of the dead 
girl and many beautiful floral offerings testi- 
fied to esteem in which she was held by her 
many friends. Among those present were 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes, Mrs. Otis 
H. Luke, Principal. B. Sumner Hurd of the 
High school and a number of her classmates 
in the high school. 
Samuel A. Gentlee sang ‘‘ I have sought 
and I have found” and “Face to Face.” 
The bearers were Howard Williams, 
Frank Williams, Benjamin Hawkins, Fred 
Day, Fred Elliot and Frank Cole. 
Interment was in the family lot at the 
Farms cemetery.

Rev. E. H. Brewster Preaches at Patriotic 
Services in Manchester—Pays High Tribute 
to Late Senator Hoar. 


“ Citizens’ Sunday’”’ was observed 
in Manchester last Sunday with union 
services at the Baptist church in the 
evening, at which the pastor, Rev. E.

DISCONTENT. 


BY KATE RESTIEAUX. 


Some one has said that this may 
well be called an age of discontent, 
that the general feeling of unrest is 
widespread and of daily, hourly growth. 
The same writer, in a truly optimistic 
spirit, goes on to say that this uneasi- 
ness may be accepted as a symptom 
of mental growth and enlargement. 

It is stated that an unprecedented 
enlightenment of all classes and sexes 
has so broadened the general outlook 
that people realize their privations, 
and consequently discern such _priv- 
ileges as are not already theirs, so 
that it is no longer possible to deceive 
them. 

This explanation has a_ plausible 
sound, and may in part be true. A 
condition of general satisfaction may 
predict a sluggishness of soul that 
augurs ill for any struggle that the 
person may be called upon to make. 
Yet, it seems to me that a fairly happy 
state is the one best calculated to 
promote real prosperity among any 
people. There is a grand oid sonnet 
of Wordsworth’s to Milton, where he 
appeals to the English nation in.these 
lines : 

“Altar, sword and pen, 
Fireside; the heroic wealth of hall and bower, 
Have forfeited their ancient English dower 
Of inward happiness.” 

The whole vivid statement bears 
directly on this question of discontent. 
Have the American people by some 
means forfeited their dower of inward 
happiness? Is this a reason for the 
great prevalence of divorce and the 
contemporary evils of our time? It 
often seems to me as if people were 
simply running mad over travel, 
changeand outward show of all kinds; 
even the best of us are caught in the 
maelstrom and borne we know not 
whither. 

It were an idle task, I know, to 
resist a powerful trend of the times, 
and it is wise, as a rule, to make the 
best of what cannot be helped. For 
instance, if people will move about 
from house to house and from city to 
city, preferring anything to the good 
old English, and, erstwhile, American 
plan of having homes of their own, 
why then clearly the thing to do is to 
see that houses are built with ranges 
and other coveniences made into 
them. Possibly a van or wagon of 
some kind may be devised, in which 
the happy Arabs can be stowed away 
with children and household goods, 
and take their meals comfortably en 
transit. This, surely, is one way. 

But, on the other hand, may not a 
better and more contented feeling be 
instilled into the hearts of the rising 
generation regarding some things. 
One may well argue, looking from the 


provider’s point of view, that our peo” 
ple were never better. off than now, 
yet servants are difficult to procure, 
mothers are unwilling to rear their 
families, and the bulk of society seems 
absorbed in a mad rush to be some- 
body and be seen somewhere. Above 
all, people talk of aspiration, growth 
and spiritual advancement, and the 
talking is about all they accomplish. 

There seems to be a general notion 
that these things are to be overtaken 
in some hall of entertainment, on an 
ocean steamer or public thoroughfare, 
and we hardly pause to realize that 
the Christian religion, which is assur- 
edly our national profession, teaches, 
first of all, that “the Kingdom of 
Heaven is within you.’’ The truth is 
that we do not believe this; we are 
not practical Christians, only profess- 
ing ones. 

That ‘dower of inward happiness ”’ 
of which the poet speaks has escaped 
us in some way; and let me say, just 
here, that we can look to no oneas to 
the poets for the light we need today. 
From the poets and prophets of 
ancient days, down to the childlike 
immortality of Wordsworth and thence 
to Mrs. Browning and our own dear 
Lucy Larcom, we get the same un- 
failing appeal for simplicity, purity 
and contentment. They beg that we 
approach nearer to nature’s ways and 
do not insist on so much of change 
and strife, by means of which great 
syndicates, trusts and all manner of 
tyrants are brought into being. 

I, for one, care more for the fact 
that one poor Boer mother lost her 
life in defence ot home and children 
than if the whole British-African pos- 
sessions were destroyed in a night. 
Why? Because in God’s justice and 
man’s eternal hope, it is the triumph 
of principle that must prevail, and the 
successful carrying through of a strug- 
gle that does not make for the purifi- 
cation of either oppressor or oppressed 
must be recorded on the Eternal cal- 
endar as a great retrograde movement 
of humanity. Of course these move- 
ments will come ; they have their pur- 
pose, no doubt, but we do well to 
recognize and deplore them. 


England and America are not far 
apart in their Christian or moral 
progress, and much the same prob- 
lems confront both the English speak- 
ing nations. It was the poet Tenny- 
son who said, “And Britain’s God no 
longer shall be the millionaire.” That 
was half a century; what would he 
say now, andin America? ‘The trend 
of the times,” weanswer. ‘All these 
things must be worked out by the 
great process so generally recognized 
and named as ‘ evolution.” It may 


“be so, but I would make, as a tiny 


ripple in the oceanic current of prog- 
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ress, my appeal for less of discontent, 
ambition and over-aspiration, and I 
would make a strong appeal for home. 

Instead of privation or want, it seems 
to me, in part, over-supply and over- 
production that are weakening our 

_national life. There are some lines 
from jolly, old Oliver Goldsmith, an- 
other seer of Britain. It is in the 
«Deserted Village” that he says: 
“T]] fares the land, to hastening illsa prey, 
Where wealth accumulates and men decay.” 

Is it so withus? Have we, as a 
nation, become so purse proud, so 
arrogant, and vain of our wealth and 
prosperity that we have forgotten 
meekness, humility, gratitude and 
God? As wealth accumulates do 
men decay ? 

They say ‘tis easy to ask questions ? 
that a fool can ask more in an hour 
than a wise man can answer in a life 
time. I admit the fact, but will keep 
to the interrogation yet a little while. 
What was the strength of that great- 
est poem of the closing century, “The 
Recessional?’’ Was it notin the lines: 

“The tumult and the shouting dies, 

The Captains and the Kings depart, 

Still stands thine ancient sacrifice, 

An humble and a contrite heart.” 

Let us crush out the aimless, vaunt- 
ing spirit of our day, and remember 
Him who was strong in His weakness 
and grand in His humility, the ‘ Car- 
penter’s Son,” who walked by the Sea 
of Gallilee, His only defence goodness 
and purity, his only armor faith in 
God and love for humanity.”

Tax Dodgers’ Paradise, 


An editorial in the Salem ews one 
day this week said : 


‘“‘A movement is on foot in the so- 
called ‘summer set’ section at New- 
port, R.I., looking to separation from 
the city, for the sake of annexation 
with the town of Middleton. 

“This is a little different plan from 
that which was unsuccessfully engi- 
neered, a number of years ago, to set 
apart Beverly Farms as an independent 
community. It will be remembered 
that in the latter instance the wealthy 
element, whose members make the 
Farms a retreat during the summer 
months, were so dissatisfied with vari- 
ous concerns, that they saw in the 
establishment of the Farms as an 
independent town an escape from 
alleged galling conditions. 

“In like manner, the Newport ‘set’ 
have a number of grievances against 
the manner in which municipal con- 
cerns are administered, and they are 
therefore anxious to change municipal 
relations. Just as the attempt to 
establish a tax dodgers’ paradise in 
Beverly Farms resulted in failure, at 
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once complete and overwhelming, so 
will the Newport enterprise, if it shall 
be pushed to a final issue, meet with 
a similar fate.”’ 


While we would not attempt to 
dispute the argument of the ews as 
to the final outcome of the movement 
said to be on foot in Newport, yet we 
do dislike to hear of our North Shore, 
as a whole or any part of it, being 
called ‘“‘a tax dodgers’ paradise.” 
What has the ews against the peo- 
ple from all over the country who 
come here every year and leave thou- 
sands of dollars behind them? Surely 
there must be some ill-feeling, or else 
the Wezus wouldn’t accuse our wealthy 
summer residents in Manchester, 
Magnolia and Beverly of dodging 
taxes. 

We believe it is the North Shore — 
the historic, the scenic, the beautiful 
North Shore — with its natural beau- 
ties, its attractive shore line, its fine 
wooded hills, that attracts wealth the 
country over, and not low taxes. 

Beverly Farms’ summer residents 
had good reason for wanting to separ- 
ate from Beverly. They have good 
reason for the growing sentiment now 
among the Farms and Pride’s Cross- 
ing residents for bringing about that 
very thing. And it isn’t because they 
want to pay less taxes that these peo- 
ple would like to be separated from 
Beverly. 

It is because the summer residents 
of Beverly Farms and Pride’s Crossing 
have to pay the money to be spent in 
other parts of the city without any 
benefit to the section in which they 
themselves live that they would like 
to effect the change. 

In another column we publish this 
week a partial list of heavy taxpayers. 
It will readily be seen that the heavi- 
est taxpayers live in wards 4 and 6 — 
Beverly Cove, Pride’s Crossing and 
Beverly Farms. 


Astounding Figures. 


Almost ten thousand, or to be exact, 
9984 persons were killed in railroad 
wrecks in the United States during 
the last year, according to statistics 
recently compiled by the interstate 
commerce commission. The records 
of the commission show that 78,152 
persons have lost their lives in railroad 
accidents during the last ten years. 


It would therefore appear that the 
number of fatalities are yearly increas- 
ing. 

The thought arises, whence comes 
the trouble? Why is it so many lives 
should be snatched away by mere 
accident? Is it carelessness, or is 
the fault in the railroad system? In 
England last year, where there are 
50,000 miles of track — one-fourth as 
many miles as in the United States— 
but where the traffic is greater per 
mile, there was not a single death by 
wreck. Yet in this country there 
were more killed outright than the 
casualties of the Spanish war, to say 
nothing of the thousands injured and 
the property destroyed.

To Fight Moth Pest, 


MANCHESTER, MASS., Oct. 12, 1904. 
Editor North Shore Breeze: 

Will you kindly allow us a little space in 
your valuable paper in order to reply to the 
numerous letters which have been received 
by the North Shore Horticulturel Society, 
with inquiries as to what they were doing in 
regard to the brown-tail moth. 

They have appointed a committee, whose 
aim is to interest all citizens and property- 
holders in Manchester by lectures on the 
habits of the brown-tail and gypsy moths ; to 
give advice and full instruction as to the 
best and surest methods for the destruction 
of these pests, to all who apply for the same ; 
and also to urge the property-owners to at- 
tend personally or direct their employees to 
remove all nests from their estates. 

If any egg clusters of the gypsy moth are 
found, kindly notify the committee, as they 
wish to locate any new colonies and try to 
complete the work of destruction so well 
begun a few years ago by the State commis- 
sion. 

__ It is desired to raise a fund, to be placed 
in the hands of the treasurer of the society, 
so that this committee can hire thoroughly 
reliable men to take care of neglected terri- 
tory, such as vacant lots and places whose 
owners are too indifferent to care tor them 
themselves. Checks may be sent to James 
McGregor, treasurer of the society. 

The society has secured the services of 
Prof. A. A. Kirkland, the entomologist, who, 
on Oct. 26, at 7.30, will deliver an illustrated 
lecture in the town hall upon the Brown-tail 
and Gypsy moths and other injurious insects. 
The public is cordially invited to attend. No 
admission fee. 

It is hoped that a@// will avail themselves 
of this opportunity to learn how to vanguish 
these enemies of our beautiful trees.

Back in 1750 a special vote was 

passed in town meeting ‘To Repear 
the Meeting house.” The exact vote, 
according to the town records, was : 
_ “Voted that the Proprietors in the Meet- 
ing house in Manchester And the non pro- 
pritors vote together in Town Meeting in the 
affair under consideration viz for Repearing 
or Inlarging the said Meeting house any 
Law or Reason to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing.” 

Two years later it was voted “To 
Build a Stephel,’’ but the records 


NORTH; SHORE BREEZE 


ECHO BRIDGE AT NEWTON UPFER FALLS. 


Echo Bridge, across the Charles 
river at Newton Upper Falls, is one 
of the most beautiful spots within the 
limits of the State park reservation. 

The spot wherethe bridgeislocated is 
known as Hemlock Gorge and here the 
Charles river forces its way through 
a narrow and rocky defile. The place 
is one of the most picturesque in east- 


ern Massachusetts and abounds in his- 
toric interest, dating back to the time 
of the Norsmen. The bridge itself 
was built to carry the Boston water 
supply across the valley of the Charles 
river. In Trolley Tour No. 7, pub- 
lished in our issue of September 17, 
the route to this interesting spot was 
described.

Here’s something which will bear me 
out in the statement : 


Oct. 28, 1696. ‘‘It was voted and agreed 
to give to Ephram Jons one pound and fower 
shillings per year for to ring the bell and 
swepe the metting hous and to perform the 
office of a sacston acording to the orders of 
the sealect men.” 

A pound and four shillings! How 
many church janitors are religious 
enough to accept $5.80 a year now?

ENGLISH LANGUAGE. 


BY, D..F. LAMSON. 


[The present article is intended as an in- 
troduction to a series of papers on some of 
the great masters of English literature. An 
attempt will be made in these papers to pre- 
sent in a concise but readable form a sketch 
of the author’s life, some notice of his works 
and the influence of his writings upon the 
language. ] 

The stream of the English language 
did not rise in England, it had its 
source in the land of the Saxons. The 
original language of Britain was Celtic 
and survives in the Gaelic, the Erse, 
the Welsh and the Manx. The in- 
debtedness of our tongue to our 


Anglo-Saxon ancestors is attested by 
the fact that in Bosworth’s Anglo- 
Saxon Dictionary, out of 2000 words 
over 500 are still in use as modern 
English words. Of words in present” 
use a large proportion of the more 
common and useful words are of 
Saxon derivation; such are names of 
natural objects, terms which express 
the domestic relations, and the every- 
day employments of life, and ordinary 
feelings and affections. 

The Old English was a homely and 
homespun form of speech, with very 
few foreign elements. Some Latin 
words come in through intercourse 
with the continent, and others, mostly 


of an ecclesiastical nature, such as 
monk, priest, bishop, saint, psalter, 
epistle, porch, cloister, choir, transcept, 
lectern, chalice, cope, were introduced 
by® Christianity. The earliest speci- 
mens of Old English belong to the 
seventh century, and the best known 
remains are Beowulf, an epic poem, 
which israther Teutonic than English, 
the writings of the venerable Bede, 
and of the King of the West Saxons, 
“ The pious Alfred, king to Justice dear, 
Lord of the harp and liberating spear.” 
The period is called by some the 
Saxon or the Semi-Saxon period, but 
Alfred himself uses the word ‘ Eng- 
lise’’ in speaking of his language.

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A great change in the language 
naturally followed the Norman con- 
quest (1066), both in vocabulary and 
syntax. The common people clung 
to the old forms and words, the Nor- 
man French becoming the language 
of the court and the ruling class, a 
curious illustration of which may be 
found in the first chapter of Ivanhoe. 
The result was what has been called 
middle English. To this period belong 
the works of Richard Rolle of Ham- 
pole, the Chronicle of Robert of 
Gloucester, Langland’s Piers Plough- 
man, of the ballad writers, of Sir John 
Manndeville, and the Scripture para- 
phrase, the Ormulum. The late Mid- 
dle English was enriched by the trans- 
lation of the Bible by Wiclif, the 
“morning star of the Reformation,”’ 
the modest and learned scholar who 
may have been the original of the 
‘“‘poore persoun”’ in Canterbury Tales. 
There belongs to this time also the 
great name of Chaucer, “the father 
of English poetry,” with whom the 
period may be said to have culminated.

The fifteenth century, the Transi- 
tion Middle English period, with its 
French wars and the Wars of the 
Roses, was a barren one in our literary 
annals, as Caxton represents in his 
Translation of the Eneid (1490). The 
productions of Caxton’s press mark 
the change from Middle to Modern 
English. The invention of printing 
tended largely to homogeneity in lan- 
guage and to a purer style. As books 
were multiplied by type, a style that 
may be called ‘book English’’ came 
into use; there was greater simplicity 
and uniformity, the variations which 
had made the language of different 
parts of the island almost unintelligible 
to those who lived in other sections 
became less and less, and a common 
literary language was the result. It 
was the dawn of a brighter day. 

The beginning of the Tudor period 
coincided with the Revival of letters 
in Europe and the era of modern dis- 
covery, ‘the spacious times of great 
Elizabeth.” New words came into 
use expressive of new ideas; the 
language was greatly enriched by the 
general increase of knowledge, espe- 
cially by the new learning which was 
taking posession, not only of scholars 
and ecclesiastics, but of the common 
people. The year 1611, which marks 
the close of Shakespeare’s activity 
and the appearance of the King James’ 
version of the Bible, that monument 
of harmonious and stately English, 
may be regarded as the close of 
“ Tudor English.” The language had 
now become essentially modern in 
structure and vocabulary, although 
great variations still existed in spell- 
ing. The language of Milton is prac- 
tically the same as that of Tennyson. 
Of 15,000 words used by Shakespeare, 
not more than five or six hundred 
have become obsolete or have changed 
their meaning; and of these, some 
were never properly English words. 

The language is still growing by 
the incorporation of new words, espe- 
cially technical terms in the sciences 
and arts, and the words that increas- 
ing commercial intercourse has intro- 
duced from foreign tongues. The 
13,000 words of Skeat’s Etymological 
Dictionary are derived from some 
thirty linguistic sources. The lan- 
guage is growing rapidly by absorp- 
tion and accretion. It is this power 
of our language to incorporate into 
itself such diverse materials that led 
Grimm, the great German philologist, 
to pay the language this high compli- 
ment: ‘It has had conferred upon 
it an intrinsic power of expression, 
such as no other human tongue ever 
possessed.”’ For copiousness, richness 
and flexibility the English language is 
unsurpassed ; it has to a large extent, 
the music of the Italian, the vivacity 
of the French, the homely vigor of the 


German, the manly strength of the 
Latin, the nicety of the Greek. As 
the spoken and written tongue of the 
two great commercial, political and 
literary nations of the earth, it seems 
destined to a vast and controlling in- 
fluence, an influence which must widen 
with the process of the suns, even if 
it does not become a_ universal form 
of speech, tending to liberalize and 
refine, to do away with national and 
racial misunderstandings and jealous- + 
ies, and “out of many to make but 
one.”’

The Moth Pest. 


In our issue of last week we pub- 
lished a communication from the 
North Shore Horticultural society, in 
which it was explained that the soci- 
ety aimed to interest all citizens and 
property owners in the work of 
destroying the brown-tail and gypsy 
moth pest, and also stating that they 
desired to raise a fund to aid in carry- 
ing on their work. 

In another column of this issue we 
call attention to the lecture to be 
given in the Manchester town hall 
next Wednesday evening upon these 
pests. 

At the Essex Institute in Salem 
this week there was held a big meet- 
ing, at which this same matter was 
the sole topic of discussion, and at 
which it was decided to ask the Legis- 
lature to pass a law requiring cities 
and towns to rid themselves of the 
pest. 

And so it goes. 

That there is grave danger of the 
pest spreading and thus raising havoc

with our foliage on the North Shore 
is no longer a matter of conjecture. 

That few of the people realize the 
danger is equally true. 

And that something must be done 
at once is plainly evident. 

The North Shore, with its beautiful 
wooded drives, its attractive hills, its 
forest roads, is in grave danger of 
suffering the same as many other 
places from the destructive pest. 

Everyone should be awake to this. 
All property owners should take active 
measures at once, either in having 
their employees attend to the matter, 
or by notifying members of the soci- 
ety in Manchester, who make it their 
duty to look after the pest. 


Stealing Fruit. 

During the past few weeks people 
in Manchester, and in fact all along 
the North Shore, have suffered much 
from the depredations of boys who 
have stolen fruit from yards and 
orchards. In Manchester one man’s 
orchard has been almost entirely 
stripped of apples, and he does not 
expect to gather more than a bushel 
for his own use. 

The town is never free from such 
annoyance, but this year it has per- 
haps grown to more objectionable 
proportions than usual. The best 
way in dealing with the problem is a 
matter concerning which there may 
be some controversy. While the boys 
do not steal from the orchards for the 
sake of stealing, but rather more out 
of fun, it is theft just the same; just 
as much as if they went to a man’s 
cellar and stole fruit. 

While we would not urge any over- 
bearing measures being taken in the 
matter, surely, considering the trouble 
that has been experienced, it would 
seem as if more vigorous measures

N.B. An half cent will be given to 
anyone who will return him to his 
master, but no charges paid. 

Manchester, March 21, 1803.” 


Evidently John Allen was willing to 
spare no expense in the matter, as 
this warning was inserted in the fol- 
lowing issue, together with the same 
reward offered. 

One of our oldest residents s-ys 
the above George Smith was most 
cruelly beaten by Captain John, as 
strenuous quarter-deck methods were 
always in vogue on his ship.

And speaking on this subject, here 
is the latest story which shows the 
advantages of advertising. An es- 
teemed Missouri contemporary of a 
Kansas city paper published the item : 

“‘ The business man of this city who 
isin the habit of hugging the hired 
girl had better quit or we will publish 
his name.”’ 

That was enough! The next day 
twenty-seven business men called at 
the office, paid up their subscriptions 
and told the editor not to give any 
attention to foolish stories.

Many of our Manchester folk who 
are interested in preserving the gene- 
alogies of old families will be inter- 
ested in hearing of the pleasing sur-

twin grandsons, children of Dr. and 
Mrs. Albert E. Tuck of Rockport.

In the year 1877 the genealogy of 
the Tuck family, descendants of Rob- 
ert Tuck, one of the settlers of Hamp- 
ton, N.H., in 1638, was published by 
Joseph Dow of Hampton as author, 
and Hon. Amos Tuck of Exeter and 
his son, Edward Tuck, a banker in 
New York and Paris, who paid the 
cost of publication. In 1888 Dr. 
George O. Tuck of Rockport applied 
to the author, and on his direction to 
Edward Tuck of New York for a 
copy. The book was received with 
compliments of Mr. Tuck, who wrote: 

«T have no brothers and no sons 
and only two male cousins of the name 
of Tuck, so that if the name is to be 
perpetuated the rest of you will have 
to attend to it.” 

When the twins were born last 
January, Edward Tuck was informed 
of the fact and reminded of his re- 
marks. No answer was expected and 
none received until Monday, when a 
letter was received, in which he said: 
- ©T was greatly pleased to know 


that the name of Tuck was likely now 
to multiply in the land, and that you 
had not forgotten my remarks on the 
subject in our previous correspond- 
ence. Asan evidence of good faith I 
would like to present to your son $100 
for each of the Tuck boys, to be 
placed in savings bank or otherwise 
invested at your and his discretion, to 
be kept for them till they are 21 and 
then passed over, unless special occa- 
sion should warrant its earlier use.”’ 


War on Moths. 


At the invitation of President Ap- 
pleton of the Essex Institute, Salem, 
a meeting was held in the Institute 
rooms one night this week, at which 
the subject of the brown-tailand gypsy 
moths was discussed. 

Dr. W. W. Eaton of Danvers pre- 
sided, and Salem, Beverly, Peabody, 
Danvers, Topsfield, Rockport and 
other places were represented. 

It was decided to ask the Legisla- 
ture to pass a law requiring cities and 
towns to rid themselves of the pests ; 
permitting the authorities to enter 
private premises to clear trees of 
moths, compelling the owner, if he 
objects, to do the work himself, and, 
if he neglects to do it, making it the 
duty of the authorities to do the work 
at his expense. Another meeting will 
be held next Wednesday. 

This action is somewhat along the 
line being laid out by the North Shore 
Horticultural society at Manchester, 
and deserves the attention of every- 
body. 


Old Planters’ Society. 


Manchester was represented at the 
meeting of the Old Planters society 
in Boston Wednesday by Selectman 
William H. Allen, who represented 
William Allen, father of the Allens 
who settled here in 1624. This unique 
society is composed of descendants of 
the earliest settlers of Massachusetts 
Bay, and the meeting this week was 
to celebrate the 274th anniversary of 
the application to the general court of 
the colony, made by 110 Pilgrims, for 
admission to the ranks of freemen. 
Papers were read regarding the 
achievements of various signers of the 
famous petition, which was presented 
on Oct. 19, 1630. Each speaker rep- 
resented an ancestor. Besides Mr. 
Allen from this section was Henry C. 
Leach of Salem and Manchester, who 
represented Lawrence Leach, a settler 
of 1629,

AN OLD LANDMARK, 


Powder House Hill in Manchester, One of the 
Points of Historic Interest on the North 
Shore. 


To the lover of the historic there is 
no more interesting spot along the 
whole North Shore than Powder 
House hill in Manchester, shown in 
the accompanying picture. The hillis 
one of the old landmarks along this 
section of the coast. From the day 
that William Allen and his little band 
of settlers sailed down the shore from 
Salem and landed in Manchester till 
today the hill has served as a land- 
mark for mariners passing along the 
coast. 


Almost 100 years ago, when the 
easterly side of the hill was bare of 
trees, the powder house was built and 
stood in prominence on the crest of 
the hill. With a background of green 
foliage the little structure loomed up 
almost asa lighthouse to the sailors in 
the bay. Of late years, however, the 
shrubs and trees have grown up to 
such an extent that it is now almost 
hidden from view. 

Meanwhile the little town of Man- 
chester, advancing with the times, has 
introduced a system of water supply, 
and on Powder House hill, in 1891, 
a 75-foot stand-pipe was erected, and 
now the hil] stands out more prom- 
inently than it ever did before. 


slightly discernible in the accompany~ 
ing picture, carries with it considera~ 
ble of historic significance. 

Deacon Albert E. Low, Manches- 
ter’s beloved oldest citizen, in talking 
with the BREEZE man about it yester- 
day said the powder house was built 
in 1809, the year after he was born. 

‘‘ The law provided,” said he, ‘“ that 
every town should have a powder 
house, where powder and cartridges 
could be stored. And it had to be 
built where, in case of an explosion, 
it would do the least damage. That 
is why it was built on Powder House 
hill. 

“‘T remember when a boy of hear- 
ing the men talk of what a terrible

Within the past century the hill has 
been particularly well set out from 
the surrounding hills because of the 
little brick building which was erected 
there in the early part of the last cen- 
tury and because of the stand-pipe 
erected there a little over ten years 
ago. 


Just as the trader in passing along 
the coast 200 years ago used the hill 
to aid them in obtaining their bearings, 
so now the yachtsmen, racing off the 
shore, take the stand-pipe as a mark 
to keep them in their course. 

The old powder house, hidden by 
the trees on the crest of the hill, but 


time Co]. David Colby had in getting 
the brick up the hill in order to build 
the house. He made a bag which 
fitted over the shoulders of his son, 
and with this the poor boy carried all 
the brick up the steep hill. 

“The powder house was never used 
to any extent. We didn’t have to use 
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the powder, in fact. The attacks 
which we expected during.the war of 
1812 did not happen and our fortifica- 
tions were not used. 

“It was something over 50 years 
ago that the house was opened,”’ con- 
tinued the deacon. ‘I remember the 
powder was considerably decomposed 
and was of no use whatever. That 
with the cartridges was taken out and 
the little building repaired and the 
door closed up with brick.” 

The accompanying picture was 
taken by John R. Cheever several 
years ago, and is one of the best ever 
taken of the inner harbor. It shows 
the town hall, the police station, the 
Congregational church, old Manches- 
ter house, and in fact to one who is 
acquainted with the centre of the town 
the view ought to prove of particular 
interest and be a handsome souvenir 
to send to friends.

Quick Business. 


It took just seventeen minutes to 
dispose of the business that came up 
at the special town meeting in Man- 
chester, Tuesday night, and in that 
time a revised list of Jurors was ac- 
cepted and $5200 was voted for re- 
pairs on the highways. 

The meeting was rather slimly at- 
tended, not move than twenty-five be- 
ing present. 

Town clerk Alfred S. Jewett called 
the meeting to order at 7.28 and read 
the articles in the warrant. 

Franklin K. Hooper was elected 
moderator of the meeting. 

Upon motion of E. P. Stanley the 
revised list of jurors as presented by 
the selectmen was accepted. 

When Article III. was taken up W. 
H. Allen presented a report on the 
condition of the highways, saying, 
that at the time of the annual meet- 
ing it was not thought probable that 
the work of putting in the electric 
wire conduits would be completed 
till this autumn, but the work was 
rushed along and as a result the 
streets were left in a bad condition. 
The board recommended an_addition- 
al appropriation of $5000 or more for 
highway repairs. 

Following this report the appropria- 
tion committee recommended the 
appropriation of $5200 to be used as 
follows: iron railing on Bennett street, 
$125; macadam on Crafts hill, $750; 
macadam from the railroad bridge on 
Summer street, or 100 feet beyond to 
the top of the hill, $1000; macadam 
from the Lily Pond to Magnolia ave- 
nue, $2000; macadam from Harbor, 
where macadamizing was left off, to 
Bridge street, $1325. 

M. J. Callahan motioned that in 
accord with the report of the com- 
mittee on appropriations the sum of 
$5200 be appropriated for repairs on 
highways. Carried. 

It was voted upon motion of W. H. 
Allen that the selectmen be author- 
ized to transfer the balance of the 
appropriation for the interest on 
money levied in anticipation of taxes 
— $826.89—to the appropriation for 
highways. 

Meeting adjourned at 7.45.

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PROTECT TREES BY 
DESTROYING MOTHS. 


Professor Kirkland urges decided Measures 
being taken to stamp out ravages of Brown- 
tail and Gypsy Moths along North Shore. 


“ Shade Trees and their Enemies”’ 
was the subject of a very interesting 
lecture by Prof. A. H. Kirkland of 
Boston in town hall, Manchester, 
Wednesday evening. The lecture 
was of special interest in view of the 
great increase of the moth pest in this 
section at present and the steps being 
taken to stamp out the threatened 
scourge. 

The hall was by no means crowded, 
but Prof. Kirkland was afforded a 
better audience than has heretofore 
been out in Manchester to a lecture 
of this kind. The North Shore Hor- 
ticultural Society had charge of the 
lecture, which was free. Several came 
down from Beverly Farms to attend. 
The audience for the most part was 
made up of children, gardeners and 
caretakers along the shore. 

By way of introduction Prof. Kirk- 
land referred to the value of trees to 
the community and the popular atti- 
tude toward them, which, he com- 
plained, is often one of indifference, if 
not neglect, until they are attacked by 
insect pests or disease. 

“The property owner,” said he, 
“suddenly awakens to the fact that 
the trees are both near and dear to 
him, and that they contribute in no 
small measure to his comfort and hap- 
piness as well as enhance the value of 
his real estate.” 

He spoke of the injury to trees 
caused by leaky gas mains, horses’ 
teeth, excavations, line men and 
electric wires, saying about the last, 
“while electric lighting wires often 
burn out branches, the heavy trol- 
ley feed wires frequently kill the en- 
tire tree. Neither should be allowed 
to run through treetops.” 

‘The insect problem is on the in- 
crease owing to the introduction of 
new pests like the gypsy moths and 
browntail moths from abroad, and also 
from the increase of the English spar- 
row, which drives out our native insect- 
ivorous birds. The common _ insect 


pests have been carefully studied and 
remedies are available for all the im- 
portant ones. 

‘“The gypsy moth winters in yel- 
low hair-covered masses on_ tree 
trunks; » walls,» fences,*-éte. - These 
eggs are in sight from August to May 
and should be sought outand thorough- 
ly soaked with creosote mixture. Dur- 
ing the caterpillar season the spraying 
with arsenical poisons is advisable, or, 
if preferred, the trees may be loosely 
banded with burlap or old cloth. The 
caterpillars will be found in numbers 
under these bands each morning. 

‘The browntail moth, also an im- 
portation from Europe, has the odd 
habit of wintering in half-grown colo- 
nies in webs at the tips of the twigs of 
fruit and shade trees. This insect is 
primarily a fruit-tree pest, but it is 
also injurious to oaks and other shade 
trees. It is not necessary to describe 
the painful poisoning or nettling 
caused by these insects when they 
come in contact with the flesh. All 
this annoyance and the damage to 
trees may be prevented by cutting off 
and burning the webs.”’ 

Prof. Kirkland also described the 
Elm Beetle, the Canker Worm and the 
San Jose Scale. He also showed il- 
lustrations of spraying outfits and 
other devices used in this work. In 
conclusion he made a strong plea for 
the practical and moral support of his 
audience in the effort to secure the 
better preservation of our shade trees 
from damage. 

The slides used in illustrating the 
lecture were of superior quality. A 
large part of them were from the 
speaker’s original negatives, many be- 
ing exquisitely colored by hand from 
living insects.

It is a four page affair, four 
columns wide, and about one half as 
large again as the BREEZE. It is quaint, 
indeed. Very little in the shape of 
news, considerable advertising and a 
long political artlicle on the “Cloven 
Foot of Federalism.”

“FIRE.—We hadan alarm of Fire 
on Friday evening last, which for- 
tunately proved to be a chimney only. 
It is almost two years since this town 
has been visited by this distressing 
calamity; and we trust this Providen- 
tial exemption will not lessen that 
care and vigilance for which the in- 
habitants of Salem are so justly dis- 
tinguished. The Town was _ never 
better provided with Cisterns, En- 
gines, Buckets, &c. and seldom ever 
worse provided with Chimney Sweep- 
ers. The dangerous practice of burn- 
ing Chimnies, we hope will be done 
away, by a supply of those useful 
Gentlemen. A mansion house worth

burning of a chimney which was set 
fire to in order to cleanse it.”’

“ALL HALLOWLTEN.”

Most of us know the reason why 
-our master poet, in ‘‘ Evangeline,” 
speaks of the last warm days of autumn 
as the “ Pious Summer of All Saints.” 
Among Catholics and others having a 
fund of religious legendary lore there 
is a belief that a certain time of the 
year is hallowed by the presence of 
all departed souls who are up and 
abroad. That disembodied but still 
energetic spirits should be capable of 
magic and of assisting in the reading 
of the future and other clairvoyant 
achievements is, of course, natural. 

I remember once, at a so-called 
‘seance or expression of psychic power, 
under test for investigation, the first 
question asked by a young lady pres- 
ent was something concerning her 
own matrimonial prospects. In the 
face of so remarkable a demonstration 
of a hitherto unknown force and under 
conditions such as to preclude all pos- 
sibility of deception, I remember 
how I was astonished at such a ques- 
tion. But I afterward remembered 
that I was not, by the display of this 
unknown power, immediately con- 
vinced of the presence of the departed, 
and it was very natural that, accom- 
panying the credulity that could be- 
lieve on such slight evidence, should 
go the faith that begets an easy con- 
fidence and may be necessary for 
preserving the mental balance of such 
a believer. Just fancy for a moment 
those who have passed on, saints and 
sinners alike, to be animated and 
moving about among us as naturally 
as the sound wave moves and as 
invisibly. 

Long ago, on the anniversary of 
All Staints, I chanced to speak of it 
to our cook, a very intelligent and 
highly sensitive Irish girl. She told 
me it was indeed the time when all 
sons of saints or otherwise were 
abroad, and she said we must be 
careful where we placed our feet for 
fear of stepping on them. She was 
so earnest about it that I was really 
uncomfortable for some time, fearing 
to do other than tread softly in the 
presence of such a host of witnesses. 
She spoke lightly, if earnestly, of them, 
and fully believed in their power to 
make their presence known under cer- 
tain conditions. 

I do not wonder that the people of 
ancient days, taught to believe in such 
things, defended themselves from the 
uncanniness by getting on friendly 
terms with their ghostly visitants and 
calling on them to assist in their Hal- 
lowe’en revels. 

All who are familiar with Robert 
Burns’ poem, “ Tam O’ Shanter,”’ wlli 
recall his horror at the thought of the 
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‘«‘ Bogies ”’ and “‘ Kelpies’”’ who should 
meet him on his homeward ride at the 
ghostly midnight hour, also of: the 
easy way in which he refers to the 
revels of the ‘lads and lasses”’ who 
were dead but not sleeping. 

But whether they are asleep or 
awake,we, at least, are awake and very 
much alive these glorious October 
days. Who can visit the woods in 
autumn and find any fault with his 
Creator? Indeed, it seems as if the 
whole world is right and man, only, at 
variance. And in nature’s defense I 
do not wonder at the old idea, which 
I do not in the least believe, that 
through man came sin and death into 
the world. Death is as natural and 
as beautiful as life. Itis, in fact, just 
the best way that God knows of for 
“bringing life and immortality to 
light.” No wonder men have bowed 
down to it. It is in Dombey & Son 
that the greatest of novelists says: 
‘The old, old fashion, death, the 
fashion that came in with our first 
garments and shall last till the race 
of man has run its course and the wide 
firmament is rolled up like a scroll.” 
But sin is ignorance, and against 
ignorance and his followers the whole 
armor of God is ever in array. So 
you see that sin and death should no 
more be catalogued together. 

I rested during an October day on 
the side of a wooded hill, near the 
boundary line between our town and 
Essex. There was that indescribable 
hush that broods over the woodland 
when the south wind blows softly in 
October. There is nothing in nature 
quite like it, and I can feel it now 
with closed eyes even as I did then. 
The red and gold of the whispering 
leaves, the silence so sad, so beautiful 
of the ways that late re-echoed to all 
summer sounds. It is the Indian 
summer, the kindly gift of the great 
Indian God, Cantontowwit, the God 
of the southwest wind. 

Most of the birds were gone, and 
in the brush the clatter of a nut 
dropped by some adventuresome 
squirrel alone disturbed the quiet air. 

Neither spring not summer moves 
me as the autumn does, and I think it 
must be the suggestion of that beauti- 
ful, natural death, soon to overtake 
the green living things that are so 
truly my fellow-beings. The teeling 
holds just enough of sadness to melt 
and just enough of joy to fill my 
heart. 

Suddenly, as we lie on the hillside 
looking lazily through the dancing 
oak leaves at the blue, blue sky and 
munching our dinner of sandwiches 
and big red apples, my small boy 
starts up, asking, ‘‘ Mamma, is that a 
man?” I half arise, more startled 
than ever was Robinson Crusoe on his 


desert island. I had fancied this quiet 
hillside all my own. Where was the 
man? By much eye-searching I am 
able to conclude that the blackened 
trunk of a tree seen through the 
bright foliage is the only intruder. I 
relapse again into reverie, and listen- 
ing only to be disturbed by the wee, 
wee voice, ‘‘ Mamma, what would you 
do if you saw a big bear coming right 
up the hill now? What would you 
do?” ‘I would take that great stick, 
dear, the one with the prickles all 
over it, and I would pound that bear 
till he died; yes, I would.” He turns 
away with a satisfied smile, quite at 
ease in the belief that his little mother 
is proof against even a bear, and I 
smile to think how he would be unde- 
ceived could he have heard me scream 
when a very small bear in the shape 
of a fat bumblebee became entangled 
in the lace at my waist front. Dear, 
innocent faith of childhood: how 
ligh.'y we hold it! Their world of eye 
and ear, where neither memory nor 
anticipation plays much part, is, after 
all, a world, and I suppose a bear or 
two helps to keep up a healthful ex- 
citement and interest. 

Five minutes later we are on our 
knees at the edge of the cranberry 
meadow, picking the pear-shaped rosy 
globules, and it is merry toil and 
great fun. Right in our path is a 
patch of the curious pitcher plant, 
and seeing them I am suddenly smit- 
ten with thirst, so as each little hairy- 
lipped pitcher is filled with cold water, 
in sheer bravado I drain off three of 
them before the eyes of my astonished 
baby. 

It is almost nutting time, and when 
the leaves have left the maple at the 
lane’s end, and the great oak above us, 
stripped of her changeable dress, 
stretches her gaunt, bare limbs ever 
skyward, we shall come again to the 
wood for the fruit of the “ shag-bark ”’ 
tree, and if we choose a day when the 
south wind blows we may feel the 
breeze again, and in the woody still- 
ness, whence all the birds have flown, 
we shall hear again the faint, faint 
footfall of departing summer.

ence. She was possessed of an ex- 
traordinary memory, and was always 
ready to meet friends with a kind 
word and a pleasing smile. 

She was always fond of telling 
stories of her early days. She used 
to spin on the old-fashioned spinning 
wheels, and has always cherished a 
skirt spun and woven by her mother. 

Until within a few years she has 
kept house at her old home in North- 
bridge, but five years ago she came to 
Manchester to live with her son. 


Mrs. Dunn was one of the few real 
daughters of the Revolution. Her 
father, Zelek Darling, born in Sutton, 
Mass., and her grandfather, Zelek 
Darling, one of the early settlers at 
Mendon, Mass., enlisted under Wash- 
ington at Cambridge, her father being 
then only 16 years old. It is said, 
though the family are yet at a loss for 
definite proof, that these two fought 
at Bunker Hill. Both their names 
are in the list of soldiers of the Revo- 
lutionary war, published some years 
ago. 

She was born at Sutton, Mass., 
Oct. 21, 1816, and lived there till she 
married Emory Dunn of Northbridge, 
when she moved to that place. She 
was the mother of ten children — 
seven boys and three girls —only 
three of whom now survive her. 
Three of her sons gave up their lives 
in the Civil war. The three surviving 
are A. B. Dunn of Manchester, F. D. 
M. Dunn, a Boston business man, 
living in Needham, and Albert M. 
Dunn, who still lives at the old home- 
stead in Northbridge. 

One of eighteen children by her 
father, she was the last to pass away. 
Were her oldest brother now living, 
he would be 117 years old. 

Mrs. Dunn was never affiliated with 
the organization of the Daughters of 
the Revolution, but she was an _ earn- 
est and active member of the W. C. 
T. U. since its inception. She was a 
member of the Baptist church for over 
seventy years. 


Funeral services were held at the 
home of her son on Bridge street, 
Monday afternoon, Rev. W. H. Ash- 
ley officiating. A beautiful collection 
of flowers was sent in by friends of 
the family, awreath and a pretty head 
piece being among the display. Her 
body was taken to her former home in 
Northbridge, Tuesday morning, for 
burial.

More than 1000 Torchlight Bearers in proces- 
sion at Beverly 


Beverly’s county torchlight parade, 
Monday night, was a grand success. 
The weather could not have been bet- 
ter. The crowd was all that could be 
expected. The paraders made an 
excellent showing, and the Garden 
City can well feel proud of the whole 
thing. 

It has been quite variously estimat- 
ed that from 900 to 1500 were in the 
line of march, and it can be said with 
truth there were more than 1000 torch- 
light bearers in line. 

Long before 8.30, the hour set for 
the start the crowd began to assemble, 
and the battalions began to arrive, 
and it was after midnight when the 
city again settled down to its normal 
condition. It is estimated that there 
were more than 10,000 people on Bev- 
erly streets that night. 

The streets through which the 
torchlight paraders marched were 
aglow with red fire, and were lined 
with people. Cabot street was pack- 
ed, but the crowd was of the good 
natured kind and no trouble was evi- 
denced by the police. 

Crowds of people from Manchester 
and Beverly Farms came to Beverly 
to see the parade, as well as from 
other towns surrounding. The line of 
march was from Depot Square, 
through Rantoul street, to Salem 
bridge, counter march through Cabot 
to Gloucester crossing, Rantoul to 
Broadway, to Cabot, to the Central 
Fire station, where the line passed in 
review. Lunch was served on _ the 
Common after the parade. The line:

Whisperings, 

Doubtless many of the older readers 
of the BREEZE can remember when, 
in various sections of the State, there 
were several bridges and turnpikes 


where it was necessary to pay a cer- 


tain amount of toll. This toll was 


primarily to meet the expense of keep-’ 


ing the bridge and roadways in repair, 


as well as to furnish a revenue to the 


towns and cities contiguous. 


It may be of interest to our readers 


to know that of all the toll bridges in 
the State only one remains. And this 
is within a few miles of the North 
Shore— Plum island turnpike and 
bridge, connecting Joppa, in the old 
city of Newburyport, with Plum island 
in Newbury. 


* * * * 


Fifty years ago there were three of 
these bridges in Newburyport, but all 
have long ceased to be toll bridges. 
One of these bridges, known as Chain 
bridge, is still in commission and is 
the oldest suspension structure in the 
United States. 

The old Plum island turnpike road, 
through all these changes, continues 
to be a private way, where toll is col- 
lected. The road and bridge are kept 
in repair by the proprietors of the 
Plum Island hotel, which has long 
been famed for its game suppers. 

* * * * 


It may interest some to know what 
are the rates of toll charged now, 
especially those who have had occa- 
sion to cross the bridge. The big toll- 
board used years ago still stands 
prominently alongside the hotel. It 
reads as follows: 


For each coach or other four-wheeled car- 
riage on springs and drawn by two horses, 
25 cents. 

For more than two horses, 2 cents for each 
additional horse. 

For each cart or wagon drawn by two 
horses, 10 cents. 

If more than two horses, 2 cents for each 
additional horse. 

For every cart or wagon drawn by two 
oxen, 12% cents. 

For every cart or wagon drawn by more 
than four oxen or horses, 2 cents additional 
for each horse or ox. 

For every chaise or other two-wheeled 
carriage for pleasure, drawn by one horse, 
12% cents, 

For every car, wagon or truck, 6% cents. 

For each wagon or carriage with four 
wheels on springs for persons only, drawn 
by one horse, 12% cents. 

For each carriage without springs, 6 cents. 

For every man and horse, 4 cents. 

For every sleigh or sled drawn by two 
oxen or horses, 8 cents. 

For all horses, mules and neat cattle, led 
or driven, 1 cent each. 

All sheep and swine, 5 cents per dozen. 

_ Foot passengers, 2 cents. 


And these tolls are still in force and 
collected.

To Change Auto Laws. 


Although the personnel of the next 
Legislature is unknown, there is a be- 
bief among the automobilists that the 
opponents of automobiles will make a 
strong effort to bring about a further 
reduction of the speed limit, and also 
introduce measures which, it accepted, 
will be detrimental to the owners and 
users of the motor vehicle. 

The present season has shown that 
motor cars can be driven at the legal 
rate of speed without any trouble, 
without accident, and, if anything, the 
limit of speed in thickly settled parts 
of the country, which is little enough, 
might, without infringing on _ the 
rights of others, be increased, so long 
as the present safeguards are main- 
tained. 

The motorist, as a rule, do not ob- 
ject to the law. The thing they do 
object to is being blamed for the wild 
actions of a few operators, who dash 
through a city without regard to place 
or person, and the odium of whose ac- 
tions is placed on every man who 
drives a motor vehicle. 

The motorists, while they have no 
great objection to the present law, so 
far as the speed regulations are con- 
cerned, havea decided distaste for the 
manner in which some cities and 
towns make speed laws to govern 
their particular section. Should any 
effort be made to bringabout a change 
in the present law by the opponents 
of the automobile, the motorists will 
defend their rights and endeavor to 
bring about the enactment of a state 
law governing the speed of automo- 
biles. 

A thing of vital importance, not 
alone to the automobilist, but to every 
user of the highway, is the carrying 
of lighted lamps on every vehicle us- 
ing the roads one hour after sunset 


and one hour before sunrise. Auto- 
mobiles and horse-drawn vehicles for 
hire are compelled to carry lighted 
lanterns during those hours. and the 
motorists can see no reason why 
other vehicles should not be compel- 
led to do the same.-— Boston Globe.

MASTERS OF 
ENGLISH LITERATURE. 


Geoffrey Chaucer — 1328-1400. 
BY D. F. LAMSON. 


The first great name in English 
literature is that of Geoffrey Chaucer. 
He has been called ‘the father of 
English poetry.”’ Spenser thus sings 
of him: 

“ That renowned poet, 
Dan Chaucer, well of English undefyled, 
On Fame’s eternall bead-roll worthie to be 
fyled.” 

No less a literary judge than Hal- 
lam classes him with Dante and 
Petrarch in “the great poetic trium- 
virate of the Middle Ages.’’ He was 
a worthy representative of the splen- 
did fourteenth century. 

But little is known of Chaucer’s 
early life. He was son of a vintner 
in London; he had no liking for his 
father’s trade, but showed almost 
from childhood a love for books and 
letters. He obtained a_ university 
education, and was soon admitted to 
court, was page to Edward III., nego- 
tiator and ambassador, and a man of 
eminence under his friend and patron, 
the Duke of Lancaster. He knew 
much of the world, had seen men and 
cities, was accomplished and learned. 
In Italy he made the acquaintance of 
Petrarch, and came under the spell of 


Romanticism. It is the great praise 
of Chaucer that he was the first to 
write literary English; he may be 
called the first English literary artist ; 
it is hardly too much to say that, like 
Dante, he found his native tongue a 
dialect and left it a language. “In 
him,” says Lowell, ‘ we see the first 
result of the Norman yeast upon the 
home-baked Saxon loaf.’’ He welded 
together the French and English ele- 
ments in our language, and naturalized 
the poetry of the Trouveurs in Eng- 
land. In a semi-barbarous age, an 
age of battles and camps and forays, 
he introduced a humanizing element, 
softening the manners and _ instilling 
into the minds of his countrymen a 
love of nature and of classic grace. 
His style is always simple, fresh, 
flowing; it has in it the naturalness 
of childhood and the joyousness of 
spring-time. His spirit is gentle and 
kindly ; he laughs at the foibles of his 
time, and is full of charity and good 
humor even when castigating folly 
with his wit. He omits no occasion 
of satirizing the corruptions and pride 
of the lazy and luxurious monks, but 
he treats the poorand faithful parson 
with the greatest affection and respect. 
He has a great love of truth and a 
deep sense of reverence, but he com- 
bines with these the flowers of poesy

CELEBRATED HIS 
90th BIRTHDAY. 


Delucena L. Bingham, one of Manchester’s 
Oldest Sons, and Oldest Librarian in the 
State, Received Friends. 


Enjoying good health, remarkably 
active, delightfully reminiscent, ver- 
satile and interesting, Delucena L. 
Bingham, one of Manchester’s beloved 
old sons “of the manor born,” passed 
his 90th milestone Monday, at his 
home, corner Vine and School streets. 


DELUCENA L. BINGHAM, 
Of Manchester, Oldest Librarian in the State. 


The event was a memorable one, 
inasmuch as the friends and neighbors 
united in their expression of regard 
for the grand old man in a manner 
such as has seldom been seen in Man- 
chester. More than 150 called during 
the day to extend their congratula- 
tions. 

Friends of Mr. Bingham had planned 
to give him a reception at his home, 
and their plans materialized. In the 
afternoon some of the older friends 
called, such as Deacon A. E. Low, 
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the only one of Mr. Bingham’s “boy” 
friends now alive, Geo. F. Allen, Wm. 
H. Tappan and Luther Bingham, his 
brother. But it was not till the even- 
ing between 7 and 9 o’clock that most 
of the callers arrived. 

One of the features of the evening 
was the presentation, by Mrs. Anna 
Phillips, in behalf of the friends, of a 
beautiful Morris chair, and of a purse, 
also the gift of friends. 

Alfred S. Jewett was called upon to 
present the purse, and in well-chosen 
words, impromptu, he said: 

“It gives me great pleasure in 
behalf of friends and acquaintances to 
meet you on this occasion. It is not 
permitted many to live to be 90 years 
of age. Your life has been full of 
love for humanity. You have always 
identified yourself with those causes 
which have been for the upbuilding of 
humanity. And it has been your 
privilege to enter into the fruition 
of it. 

‘* Many who have been co-workers 
with you have passed on, and we have 
not been permitted to see the results 
of their labors. Your work as a citi- 
zen has done much to advance the 
general welfare and to promote the 
best interests. 

“In behalf of friends and neighbors 
I am pleased to present this purse as 
a slight testimony of their regard.” 

Mr. Bingham responded briefly, say- 
ing he was deeply grateful for the 
kind remembrances, and that his en- 
deavor through life had been in a 
small way to serve his town and to be 
a good neighbor. The occasion, he 
said, was an especial pleasure to him, 
and it well repaid him for living so 
many years to know the regard and 
consideration of his friends for him.

Mr. Bingham was born in Manches- 
ter in 1814. His father was a sea 
captain, and his grandfather, on his 
mother’s side, was a sea captain. At 
the age of seven he was taken to 


Philadelphia by his father, who sailed 
from that port, but stayed only four 
years, when he returned to Manches- 
ter and lived with his grandfather, 
Deacon Bingham, one of the best 
souls of Manchester’s heritage. He 
learned the cabinet-making trade with 
John P. Allen, one of the best known 
cabinet-makers of the day. 

In 1838 Mr. Bingham, following the 
trend of the youth of that day in 
thinking the West a place to make his 
fortune, went to Illinois and started 
a small furniture business, but re- 
turned to Manchester after four years. 
He then went to work as foreman for 
Cyrus M. Dodge in Dodge’s mill, now 
standing. 

It was while in this position that 
Mr. Bingham first became connected 
with the town library. At first he 
was for many years librarian of the 
Lyceum library, which, indeed, was 
the nucleus of the present library. 
What few books there were were then 
kept in the old school-house, and 
afterward in the balcony of the Con- 
gregational chapel, and then in the 
school-house again till the present 
building was built. 

Mr. Bingham was not only instru- 
mental in getting the new building, 
but it is largely through him the 
library is what it is today. It was at 
a gathering of the Elder Brethren that 
Mr. Bingham advanced the idea of a 
new building, which ultimately re- 
sulted in the gift of the beautiful 
building to the town. 

Mr. Bingham, with several other 
Manchester men, went west in the 
Greeley colony in 1871. He remained 
two years. For many years he worked 
in the interest of the prohibition 
cause. He belonged to the old Lib- 
erty party, and was one of the leading 
abolitionists of his day. He was in- 
strumental in getting William Lloyd 
Garrison to lecture in Manchester, 
and entertained him while here. 

Mr. Bingham, through all his years, 
has been a loyal citizen. Often he 
was solicited to serve in various offices. 
He was for many years a member of 
the school committee, and was the 
last Prudential committee to serve the 
town.

In Beverly. 


Beverly voters were out bright and 
early Tuesday morning, and during 
the day the largest vote in the history 
of the city was polled. Almost 2500 
ballots were cast. 

There was no particular fight on in 
this city. Everything went easily for 
the Republican ticket, except in the 
case of Bates, who lost heavily, the 
favor going to Douglas, the Demo- 
cratic candidate. Roosevelt was given 
1622 votes to Parker’s 572, while Bates 
received only 1148 to Douglas’ 1090. 

There was the usual amount of ex- 
citement in the evening On Cabot 
street, in front of the 7Tzmes office, the 
crowd assembled and listened to the 
returns. Wards 5 and 1 were the 
first heard from, and Ward 6 came in 
at 8.30 o’clock. It was almost mid- 
night when 4 responded, and the final 
vote was not received from 3 till after 
2 o'clock, owing to a recount. 


Election in Manchester. 


Manchester cast the heaviest vote 
in her history Tuesday, 455 voters of 
the 562 qualified to vote cast their 
ballot, an increase of 60 over the 1900 
vote. 

There was little or no excitement 
over the election. The big surprize, 
of course, was the defeat of Bates. 
In Manchester Bates received only 
eight more votes than Douglas, while 
Roosevelt led Parker by 161. The 
rest of the Republican ticket fell in 
line with the vote for President. 

The voting was started at 7.45 and 
the polls closed at 4.30 o’clock. In 
the first hour 90 ballots had been cast. 

Julius F. Rabardy, Manchester’s 
only representative on the ballot, 
being the Prohibitionist nominee for 
Councilor, drew a good vote, netting 
a total of 76, and Walter Ramsdell of 
Lynn, Democrat, went way ahead of 
his ticket. 

In the evening the returns were 
announced from the stage of the town 
hall by Lyman W. Floyd of the Re- 
publican town committee, Frank G. 
Cheever taking them from a Postal 
telegraph wire, which had been run 
into the hall.

Jing about the condition of the high- 
ways at the farms; but all their 
grumbling has amounted to naught. 
They went so far as to get up a 
petition and presented it to the mayor, 
but it was pigeon-holed, while in the 
same breath, as it were, thousands of 
dollars were voted for what seemed 
tothe petitioners and many others a 
less needy object. 

No, we have not given up! We 
aim to work for “the best interests of 
the North Shore,” and_ especially 
when our patrons call upon us in a 
matter of this kind and commend 
what we have already done are we 
ready to do what we can to urgea 
just recognition of the wants of the 
many. 


True it is the city thought it wise 
to neglect Beverly Farms and Pride’s 
Crossing, whence comes the major 
part of the city’s revenue, for other 
parts of the city. But that is no 
reason why that section should still 
be neglected. The streets are in a 
wretchedly poor condition. They are 
almost unsafe for travel in some parts. 
Something ought to be done to relieve 
this unsatisfactory state of affairs.

Peeps at People. 


[NotE— The BREEZE, acting upon the 
suggestion of several of its readers, is desir- 
ous of printing each week anecdotes, stories 
and bits of information like the following, 
about old characters in this section, in order 
to preserve these notes of historic import. 
The editor will be pleased to pay particular 
attention to any and all information of this 
nature that shall come to his ears. ] 

Jemima Annable, who married Eb- 
enezer Baker of Manchester in 1765, 
was noted for her great strength. It 
was said that she could lift a barrel of 
cider up to her lips and drink out of 
the bunghole. When her house was 
being built (its site was opposite the 
Hodge’s house on School street) two 
men at work on the foundations could 
not move a certain heavy stone, but 
when Mrs. Annable came along she 
rolied it to its place unaided. 


At a meeting of the Haphazard 
club in Manchester last Monday night 
“Old Characters” was the leading 
subject. Several old characters were 
taken up, and among these Captain 
Thomas Leach, one of the old-time 
sea captains. Capt. Leach was a 
tather of Mrs. A. S. Jewett, and lived 
in the house now occupied by her. He 
followed the sea from 1816, when he 
was nine years old, till 1877, at the 
age of 61, In the early eighties he 
and Mrs. Leach celebrated the 50th 
anniversary of their wedding, and on 
that occasion the old captain sent 
an urgent invitation to one of his old 
sea companions, Capt. John Codman, 
to join them on that occasion. The 
letter is given below and speaks ‘em- 
phatically of the character of the man. 


‘‘ MANCHESTER, Mass., 
Sept, 15., 1881. 

“ My Dear Old Shipmate: Youare 
appointed on a survey to be held at 
my house on the 27th instant. Fifty 
years before that time Mary Jane and 
I were spliced; so we are going to 
have this survey to report if the splice 
holds good, if no strand has drawn 
under that long strain, and if it is still 
strong enough to draw us into port. 
You will find me under full sail, with 
a flying-jib shirt, a gaff-topsail collar, 
broadcloth pants sheeted home to 
the ankles, and a swallow-tail towing 
over my taffrail. Mary Jane will be 
catharpened in at the waist, her stud- 
dingsails set alow and aloft, with ring- 
tail and watersail. 

“You can come in full rig or in 
plain sail, as you please; but mast- 
head your topsail yards, man the 
windlass, and make sail for this port 
on that day, without delay. Here are 
your sailing directions: When you 
leave the station in Manchester steer 
up the avenue N.N.E., till you come 
to the Gloucester road ; then put your 


helm to starboard and steer due west 
till you make the orthodox steeple, 
three points on your port bow; when 
you get abreast of Allen’s store star- 
board your helm to pass about ten feet 
from the church. Then you will make 
Baker’s Island lighthouses a point on 
your port bow; steer direct for them 
till you are up with my starboard 
gangway. Then put your helm hard 
down and shorten sail as fast as pos- 
sible. Don’t come to anchor outside, 
for there will be a tug in the offing 
ready to tow you and your consort in. 
“7 remain very truly yours, 
“ THOMAS LEACH.”’

W hisperings, 

Deacon A. E. Low of Manchester 
is a remarkably interesting man. With 
96 years of life behind him, he can tell 
some striking stories of “days gone 
by.” I called on him Tuesday morn- 
ing just after he got back from the 
town hall where he went to cast his 
ballot. 

«The first I remember of voting,” 
said he, “‘ was in 1830 when we had to 
send a man to the General Court. We 
met at the old school house in the 
morning, about a dozen of us, I think. 
‘Whom are we going to elect?’ some 
one asked. ‘ There’s Daniel Annable,’ 
said some one else, ‘let’s vote for him.’ 
And we elected him.”’ 

* * * * 


“Henry Clay must have been the 
first presidential candidate I voted 
for,’ he continued. ‘ That was in ’33. 
Clay was a Whig and was running 
against Andrew Jackson. There was 
nothing of note connected with the 
occasion that I recall.” 

* * * * 


“T remember very distinctly,’ he 
said, ‘when Benjamin Harrison was 
elected to the Presidency in 1840. I 
went toa big convention that nomi- 
nated him in Boston in September be- 
fore he was elected. There were rep- 
resentatives from all parts of the 
country. Manchester sent up a dele- 
gation. We went by special train, made 
up of platform freight cars. I carried 
the American flag and Daniel Kelham 
carried the banner. In Boston the 
line formed on the Common and 
marched to Bunker Hill. That night 
I was fortunate enough to get on the 
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St. Petesburg, a large ship of 800 tons 
under command of Captain Richard 
Trask, a Manchester man. I passed 
the night there. 

«At the convention, I remember, 
all the different states had a banner 
of their own, all setting forth some- 
thing. One, I remember, had a rooster. 
All manner of campaign talk — the 
funniest things were put onto these 
banners. 

‘‘ Before Harrison was elected, he 
promised roast beef and $2 a day 
wages, but they didn’t get either.”’ 

* * * * 

‘“We celebrated Harrison’s election 
in Dodge’s hall with a cake bake, and 
we hada big cask of hard cider on 
hand. Samuel Cheever, who was 
our representative that year, cut the 
cake. We had quite a time, and we 
cheered till our throats were sore.”’ 

* * * * 


Speaking of the election, a friend 
handed me a slip of paper yesterday 
with the vote of the gubernatorial elec- 
tion of Manchester for 1871 on it. 
The total vote was 164. This year 
the vote was 455, almost three times 
as much. The vote was: Washburn, 
R. 77; Adams, D. 54; Pitman, Pro. 
32 ; Chamberlain, Soc. 1. 


* * * * 


I was standing in the town hall 
Tuesday when a man came in, walked 
up to the checkers and waited his turn 
to go within and vote. His name was 
not on the list, and of course he could 
not enter. The fellow became quite 
indignant and demanded a reason why 
he should not be allowed to vote. He 
had voted in Manchester years pre- 
vious, was in town May 1 last, had 
paid his taxes, etc., etc. He wanted 
to see the assessors; and so he did. 
Chairman W. H. Allen could not ex- 
plain why his name had not been 
printed on the list. All this while the 
fellow was becoming more and more 
enraged and finally walked out, ad- 
vising Chairman Allen he would vote 
for license next town meeting.

The fact was, the name had been 
left off the list through an error. But 
it was nobody’s fault but his own that 
this particular man did not vote. The 
list has been posted for several months 
for no other reason than that each 
and every voter could see that his 
name was upon the list. Every voter 
should do this, and not place the blame 
on somebody else if his name is not 
on the regular list prepared.

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FLOWER SHOW. 
N. S. H. S. has Beautiful Display of Chrys- 


anthemums. 


The annual chrysanthemum show 
of the North Shore Horticultural soci- 
ety in the Manchester town hall 
Thursday night was a grand success. 
The number of varieties shown and 
the quality of the plants displayed 
surpassed any similar show ever given 
here. 

The display was on exhibition in 
the early afternoon, but not till even- 
ing was there much of a crowd. Then 
for an hour or more the hall was 
packed.

The arrange- 
ment of flowers on Mrs. Dexter’s table 
and the harmonious blending of colors 
were beautiful. 

On the right of the entrance was a 
table of cut blooms from the estate of 
M. F. Plant, Groton, Conn., sent by 
Thomas W. Head, formeriy gardener 
for Mrs. R. C. Winthrop. 

Opposite the entrance and under 
the clock was a beautiful display of 
foliage and flowering plants from the 
W. B. Walker estate, while on the 
stage was another attractive collection 
from R.C. Hooper’s. Mrs. Walker 
also had a magnificent prize-winning, 
single bloom on the centre table, and 
some three-bloom yellows which at- 
tracted lots of attention. 

It is a matter of much gratification 
to the society to receive displays from 
out of town, and the display of pot 
plants from Dr. J. M. Masury’s place 


at Beverly, which drew the Robertson 
special prize, was especially. pretty. 

Miss Marion W. Pierce of Tops- 
field (D. J. Kerrigan, gardener), had a 
beautiful display of carnations. She 
drew a first-class certificate of merit 
for pink seedling carnations, as well 
as first for the best collection of car- 
nations and second for best vase, and 
other prizes.

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MASTERS OF ENGLISH LITERATURE. 
[Continued from page 1.] 


and the splendor of romance. Hewas 
a scholar and keen student of human 
nature, a man of learning, genius and 
religion. 

Chaucer’s earlier poems, such as 
the ‘‘ Romaunt of the Rose,” a favor- 
ite subject of the Provencal poets ; 
the ‘“ Court of Love”’ and the “Legend 
of Good Women,”’ showed rare genius 
and «taste, and. are sufficient to fix 
Chaucer’s rank as the first of the 
modern versifiers, far in advance of 
Gower and Layamon with their allit- 
erative stanzas. One of the most 
prolific and laborious of poets, a series 
of melodious verses fell from his ready 
pen ; he tried all the resources of the 
language, imported into it riches 
gleaned from foreign fields, and like 
Dante in Italian became the master 
of English numbers. 

A large part of Chaucer’s writings 
consists of translations from other 
languages, but he often incorporates 
so much that is his own that they are 
the most valued of his works. What- 
ever Chaucer borrowed he borrowed 
in no mechanical way ; it was so trans- 
fused in his own mind, it was so 
transformed and ilJuminated by his 
own genius, that it became a part of 
his own mental treasure, and he 
poured it forth as an original gift, as 
it really was, to the world. 

The poetical fame of Chaucer rests 
chiefly on the ‘‘ Canterbury Tales.” 
The plan of this celebrated work was 
no doubt suggested by Boccacio’s 
«¢ Decameron,”’ but in its execution it 
shows great fertility of genius and 
exuberance of imagination, distin- 
guishing it from the work of all 
predecessors. The adaptedness of 
this plan to poetic story-telling com- 
mended it to Longfellow in his “ Tales 
of a Wayside Inn,” and Whittier in 
his “Tent on the Beach,” but in 
neither is the plan worked out with 
anything like the thoroughness or the 
creative skill of the “Canterbury 
Tales.” The limits of this paper for- 
bid any formal description or analysis 
of this great poem ; suffice it to say 
that incomplete as it is as compared 
with the original plan, and marred as 
it is by occasional coarseness, it holds 
the mirror up to English society, life 
and manners in a wonderful way. 
From the familiar reality of the Pro- 
logue, the tone rises in some of the 
Tales to the highest flight of heroic, 
reflective and even religious poetry ; 
and everywhere it gives us a picture 
whose figures have been studied with 
the truest observation, and are out- 
lined with the firmest and yet most 
delicate hand. He draws up the cur- 
tain from a scene of life and manners, 
such as the whole compass of subse- 
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quent literature has not surpassed. 
Many of the materials had before ap- 
peared in prose or,verse, but transfig- 
ured by the treatment they receive, 
they attest, as a recent critic has 
remarked, “the presence of a masterly 
intellect and an unfailing imagina- 
tion. : 

Chaucer was a great lover of nature, 
as all real poets are; he loved ‘April 
with his shoures,”’ “ Zephirus with his 
sote brethe,”’ the ‘‘ tendre croppes in 
every jolt and hethe,” the nightin- 
gale’s song, the daisy, the rose. Now, 
it is “a laund of white and green, 
ypowdered with daisies,’ nowa field 
that was “‘on every side covered with 
corne and grasse.” Chaucer caught 
up all the delicate traits of his native 
scenery and wove them into a garland 
of perpetual delights. 

Chaucer's characters are drawn 
from the life and represent all varie- 
ties of English society ; there is the 
Knight, “a worthie man,’’ who “loved 
chevalrie, trouthe and honour, fre- 
dom and curtesie,” “a veray parfit, 
gentil knight ;” there is the Squire, 
‘‘a lover and lusty bachelor,” who 
could “‘songes make and well endite, 
juste and eke dance, and well pour- 
traie and write;”’ there is the Clerk, 
or scholar, with “his forty bookes at 
his bed’s hedde ;”’ “of study took he 
most cure and heed; sounding in 
moral virtue was his speche; and gladly 
woulde he learn and gladly teche,” 
and finest of all the Parson, possibly 
one of Wyclif’s ‘poor preachers,” 
whom Chaucer must have often jos- 
tled on the street; ‘rich he was of 
holy thought and work; Christe’s 
gospel truly wouldé preach ; benign 
he was and wonder diligent, and in 
adversitie full patient ; to drawen folk 
to heaven with faireness, by good 
ensample was his business; Christ’s 
love and his apostle’s twelve he 
taughte, but first he folwed it him- 
selve.”’ Other characters, some from 
the middle, some from the lower walks 
of life, give occasion for satire, for 
merriment, for reflection, for grave 
instruction. It has been said that 
Chaucer ‘ saw life thoroughly, and he 
saw it whole.” He was a kindly soul, 
and he ‘set down nought in malice ;”’ 
if some of his scenes are offensive to 
modern taste, we must remember the 
age in which he lived, its want of 
delicacy and refinement, and Chaucer’s 
own excuse that he represented things 
as they were; and no doubt that on 
the whole the Canterbury Tales, in 
the age for which they were written, 
made for a higher standard of moral- 
ity, greater reverence for virtue, and 
greater despite for meanness, brutality 
and vice. This must be said of him, 
that in a time of general looseness 
and depravity among all classes, from 


court to populace, Chaucer stood 
bravely and wrote entrancingly in 
praise of the finer and more noble 
and more humane virtues, and was. 
always true to his own maxim, ‘Truth 
is the highest thing a man may keep.” 

Chaucer has had many commenta- 
tors, and the Canterbury Tales have 
been translated in part into modern 
English by Dryden, Pope, Wordsworth 
and others. His works, however, are 
but little read, owing no doubt chiefly 
to the difficulty of understanding his 
archaic words, and the disadvantage 
of having to stop at every line or two 
to consult a glossary. This troubleis 
met by a recent version of the Canter- 
bury Tales, or rather a selection from 
them in prose, retaining the precise 
language where possible, and making 
only such changes as are necessary to 
intelligibility. The work has been 
done in a scholarly manner by Mr. 
Percy Mackaye, and is an excellent 
and clear interpretation of a great 
English classic. It ought to introduce 
Chaucer to a new generation of read- 
ers. The following rendering of the 
familiar lines which open the Prologue 
will best show how Mr. Mackaye 
adapts his style toa twentieth century 
public: ‘ When April with his sweet 
showers hath pierced to the root the 
drought of March and_ bathed every 
vine in liquid, the virtue of which 
maketh every flower to start, and 
when eke Zephirus, with his sweet 
breath, hath quickened the tender 
shoots in every heath and holt, and 
the young sun hath sped his half 
course in the Ram, and the little birds 
make their melodies and all the night 
sleep with open eye, so nature prick- 
eth them in their hearts, then folk 
long to go on pilgrimages — and palm- 
ers to seek strange shores—to the 
far shrines of saints known in sundry 
lands; and especially from every 
shire’s end of England they journey 
to Canterbury to visit the holy, 
blessed Martyr, that hath helped them 
when they were sick.” This is cer- 
tainly plain enough to modern English 
readers.

GRAND POW-WOW 
IN MANCHESTER, 


Indian Braves Picked up the Trail Wednes- 
day Night and Went to Manchester, where 
They Feasted in Town Hall. A Gala 
Time. 

Red men, red fire, and a red-hot 
time. 

These words, in short, tell of the 
gala time in Manchester, Wednesday 
night. It was Red Men’s night, at 
all events, and a banner night in the 
history of Conomo tribe, 113, as well 
as. being one of the biggest Red Men 
events ever taking place in this 
vicinity. 

Conomo tribe of Manchester, which 
is fast becoming one of the leading 
Red Men tribes in this section, invited 
the members of Wingaersheek tribe 
of Gloucester, Wonasquam tribe of 
Rockport and Chickataubut tribe of 
Beverly to join them in a grand pow- 
wow at their wigwam in Manchester. 
The novel idea proved quite success- 
ful, for almost 200 of the braves were 
on hand. ; 

It was shortly after 6 o’clock when 
the noble chieftains began to gather 
at the wigwam, and at 6 30, headed by

their sachem, they picked up the trail 
and went to the station to meet their 
brother tribes from Rockport and 
Gloucester. 

Then the stalwart warriors joined 
ranks, and, led by a platoon of police, 
the Manchester brass band and three 
mounted guards, with Edwin P. Stan- 
ley as marshal, marched through the 
streets. 

Hundreds of pale-faces were out to 
see the parade. Red fire and Roman 
candles lighted the warriors on their 
march. The line went up Beach street 
to Union, to North, to School, to 
Central, to Bridge, as far as Ashland 
avenue, countermarch to Central 
square, to the town hall. 

Conomo tribe acted as escort to the 
visiting tribes, and lined up in single 
columns on the Common as the other 
tribes marched pass into the hall. A 
barouche containing Deputy Alonzo 
M. Tufts of Gloucester, Past Deputy 
Woodbury of Beverly, Sachem George 
E. Vivian of the Gloucester tribe and 
Sachem Newton B. Poole of Rock- 
port following on the extreme left. 
These men were escorted into the 
hall by Sachem James Salter, Prophet 
Allen S. Peabody, Past Sachem Lewis 


Andrews and Past Sachem Frank 
Crombie of Conomo tribe, respect- 
ively. 

The brothers gathered around the 
council fire in the wigwam for a short 
while, and then adjourned to the town 
hall, where an enticing feast awaited 
them. Nearly 200 sat down to the 
tables. One of Bullock’s famous cock 
stews (a favorite dish with Red Men) 
was served. Sandwiches, crackers, 
coffee, fruit, nuts, cake and cigars were 
also offered. The fruit was donated 
to the local tribe by Michael Revelas, 
the Beach street fruit man. The re- 
past was given by Conomo tribe. 

After the feast was over William 
Kemp, chairman of the entertainment 
committee of Wingaersheek tribe, in- 
troduced Past Sachem Alonzo M. 
Tufts as master of ceremonies, and a 
very interesting program was then 
given by members of the Gloucester 
tribe, as follows ;

Thanksgiving, 

Next Thursday, five days hence, 
Thanksgiving, with all its pleasant and 
endearing associations, will be with 
us.. No other day is looked forward 
to with so much pleasure by both 
young andold. It isthe day of home- 
coming, when children, parents and 
grandparents gather in one big re- 
union and sit around the family table. 

Theodore Roosevelt, the President 
of the United States, in his annual 
‘Thanksgiving proclamation, says : 


A PROCLAMATION. 


It has pleased Almighty God to bring the 
‘American people in safety and honor through 
another year, and, in accordance with the 
long unbroken custom handed down to us 
by out forefathers, the time has come when 
a special day shall be set apart in which to 
thank Him who holds all nations in the 
hollow of His hand for the mercies thus 
vouchsafed to us. During the century and 
a quarter of our national life we as a people 
have been blessed beyond all others, and for 
this we owe humble and heartfelt thanks to 
the author of all blessings. The year that 
has closed has been one of peace within our 
own borders, as well as between us and all 
other nations. The harvests have been 
abundant, and those who work, whether with 
hand or brain, are prospering greatly. Re- 
ward has waited upon honest effort. We 
have been enabled to do our duty to our- 
selves and to others. Never has there been 
a time when religious and charitable effort 
has been more evident. Much has been 
given to us and much will be expected from 
us. 

We speak of what has been done by this 
nation in no spirit of boastfulness or vain- 
glory, but with full and reverent realization 
that our strength is as nothing unless we 
are helped from above. Hitherto we have 
been given the heart and the strength to do 
the tasks allotted to us as they severally 
arose. We are thankful for all that has been 
done for us in the past, and we pray that in 
the future we may be strengthened in the un- 

ending struggle to do our duty fearlessly and 


honestly, with charity and good will, with re- 
spect for ourselves and love to our fellow 
men. In this great republic the effort to 
combine national strength with personal free- 
dom is being tried on a scale more gigantic 
than ever before in the world’s history. Our 
success will mean much not only for our- 
selves but for the future of all mankind; and 
every man or woman in our land should feel 
the grave responsibility resting upon him or 
her, for in the last analysis this success must 
depend upon the high average of our individu- 
al citizenship, upon the Way in which each of 
us does his duty by himself and his neighbor. 

Now, therefore, I, Theodore Roosevelt, 
president of the United States, do hereby 
appoint and set apart Thursday, the 24th of 
this November, to be observed as a day of 
festival and thanksgiving by all the people of 
the United States at home or abroad, and do 


‘recommend that on that day they cease from 


their ordinary occupations and gather in 
their several places of worship, or in their 
homes, devoutedly to give thanks unto al- 
mighty God for the benefits he has conferred 
upon us as individuals and as a nation, and 
to beseech him that in the future his divine 
favor may be continued to us. 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my 
hand and caused the seal of the United 
States to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washington this first 
day of November, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand nine hundred and four, and of 
the independence of the United States the 
one hundred and twenty-ninth.

SHOT AT BURGLAR. 


Former Manchester Men Encounter Burglar 
in Needham. 


Howard Catheron and his two sons, 
Allison G. and Robert S. Catheron, 
all of whom are well known in Bev- 
erly and Manchester, figured in an 
exciting affair at Needham, early 
Tuesday morning when a burglar who 
was later identified as a well known 
crook by the name of Edward Hart- 
mett ttied to get off with a load of 
valuables from the house of which Mr.

Both his sons are attending 
Harvard professional schools, and live 
at home. 

Last Tuesday morning about 4 
o’clock Mr. Catheron was suddenly 
awakened by the loud twanging of a 
burglar alarm in the cottage where he 
lives. There are burglar alarms fitted 
to the lodge which sounds a gong in 
the dwelling of the caretaker, and 
when Mr. Catheron heard the alarm 
he knew at once there was something 
wrong at the lodge. 

Quickly the household was aroused 
and with rifles Mr. Catheron and his 
two older sons started across the fields 
for the lodge a quarter of a mile away. 
Once there they could see a light 
flickering and a man busying himself 
filling a bag with valuables. They 
did not disturb him, but awaited his 
exit, which was bya cellar window. 

Before departing, however, the fel- 
low went to the pantry to get some- 
thing to eat. He devoureda pint of 
cream and about half a pound of raw 
steak. When he was ready to depart 
the father and sons lined up with rifles 
in hand.

Mr. Catheron as the burglar jumped 
from the window. 

But instead of throwing up his 
hands the fellow dropped his booty 
and made ready to pounce upon Mr. 
Catheron. But before he could do so 
Mr. Catheron and one of the sons 
fired.

The police and a doctor were sum- 
moned. The latter ordered the burg- 
lar removed to the Massachusetts 
General Hospital where it is now said 
the fellow will recover. At first he 
gave his name as Smith, but he was 
later identified as Edward Hartmett, 
a notorious character of Dedham.

THANKSGIVING. 


Rev. Mr. Whitaker says it means more than 
“Count Your Blessings.” 


Rev. John Hoiland Whitaker preach- 
ed an abie sermon at the Manchester 
Congregational church Sunday morn- 
ing on “ Why Men Thank God.” 
He pointed out that the spirit of 
thanksgiving should be not only that 
of counting our blessings, but that 
also of offering praise to God, and of 
doing good and communicating good 
to others. 

Mr. Whitaker took his text from 
Hebrews 13:15, 16— “ By him there- 
fore let us offer the sacrifice of praise 
to God continually, that is the fruit of 
our lips, giving thanks to his name. 
But, to do good and communicate for- 
get not: for with such sacrifice God 

,is well pleased.”’ 

He said in part : 

‘Life is nota term of probation, 
its object to determine whether at its 
close we shall enter into heaven or 
hell. And the events of life are not 
tests appointed by God tosee whether 
we are going to accept or Feject him, 
But life is God’s great school of edw- 
cation. And the events of life are 
the lessons by which God seeks both 
to teach us divine truth and to make 
us develop into the real power of man- 
hood. 

‘In the school of life the instruct- 
ion is as multifarious as human expe- 
rience itself is marvelously diversified 
medley. All men are net obliged to 
go through the same routine, and 
many are the studies marked elective. 
But somethings are required of all 
men, without regard to circumstances), 
temperament, or predelection, and 
among these required studies: of hfe 
none is more important, surely, tham 
is the great lesson of Thanksgiving. 

“«Count your blessings’,. is: good! 
advice, and few of us are living up to 
jt as we should. Weare all the daily 
recipients of God’s favor, without am 
answering response in our hearts at 
all commensurate to the gifts which 
he bestows. 

‘«‘ But this is not all of thanksgiving. 
The man whose thankful spirit de- 
pends upon the blessings: which he 
can count in sight is im a perilous 
position. 

“Tt is the man who has met ad- 
versity, sorrow, and disappointment 
who most of all God’s pupils in the 
school of life needs to have learned 
the great and mighty secret of the 
Lord, whereby the sacrifices of praise 
to God is offcred without cessation, 
and without regard to the vicissitudes 
of fortune. Calamity never yet over- 
whelmed the man who has learned 
the sacrifice of praise to God. 

‘But there is another element of 
thanksgiving —the reciprocal element,

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which is a source of infinite power 
and comfort to the man who _ under- 
stands it, for by it he knows that if he 
does good and communicates good, 
he adds to his lite the inestimable 
blessing of the gratitude and thanks- 
giving of God toward him. 

“The praise of men is sweet, the 
blame of men is sometimes bitter, but 
the man who allows himself to be sin- 
cerely affected by one or the other 
has not yet learned the satisfying 
power of his 
thanksgiving.” 


Biown Out to Sea. 


John Bennett, a well known Man- 
chester character, who for the past 
few years has been earning a living 
by fishing off the shore, had a thrilling 
adventure Monday afternoon, which 
almost cost him his life. He was 
blown out to sea, and almost over- 
come by the cold and was picked up 
off Cape Ann by the Rockport life 
saving crew. 

Mr. Bennett started out from town 
wharf, in Manchester harbor, early 
Monday morning as is his custom. 

‘‘T] was bound for the Breakers,” 
said Mr. Bennett to the Breeze man, 
‘‘where I knew I could strike cod. 
There wasn’t any wind to speak of, 
but just before noon a strong breeze 
blew up, and before long it was blow- 
ing almost a gale from the northwest. 

“I put up my sail and started for 
home, but the wind was stormy and 
I fell off to lee- 
ward, and when I saw I couldn't 
make Manchester I headed for Glou- 
cester. But I could see I was blow- 
img out of my course and the first 
thing I knew I was down past Glou- 
cester, off Thatcher’s Island.” 

It was off Thatcher’s Island wken 
ail hope was gone and it was evident 
lhe would blow out to sea that the life 
saving crew at Straitsmouth saw the 
helpless fisherman in the small dory 
and came to his rescue. He was 
cared for, given a meal and was sent 
home on a late afternoon train. 

Mr. Bennett is 75 years old. He 
was a sailor in his younger days, but 
for many years he was engaged in 
stone mason business in Manchester. 

It is only in recent years he has 
been following the sea again. His 
friends are now trying to prevail upon 
him to give up fishing, but Mr. Ben- 
nett says his experience doesn’t both- 
er him and he will continue at his 
vocation. His call was, to say the 
least, a close one.

Beverly Politics. 


The municipal political pot in Bev- 
erly has begun to sizzle in good fashion, 
and hardly a day passes without some 
new nomination paper being taken out 
at the city clerk’s office. Thereseems 
to be an unusual interest and activity 
taken this year, the reasons for which 
may be diverse. Not the least inter- 
esting is the mayoralty contest being 
waged between Messrs. Hamilton and 
Wallis. Both have a host of friends 
who are earnestly advocating the can- 
didacy of their leader. Both are well- 
know business men, have been in 
former city governments, and have 
ably represented their constituents 
while there. The Wallis faction is 
doing a little “sawing wood,” and 
look to their man as the winner. 

Down in Tammany, Ward 1, Alder- 
man Desmond and Councilman Brown 
are conducting a hot contest fora seat 
around the horseshoe. Mr. Brown 
has been a councilman for many years, 
and hopes to be “the”? man on Dec. 
13. Mr. Healey is unopposed in Ward 
2, but in Ward 3 Councilmen Roundy 
and Crosby are waxing warm in a 
fight to the finish. Mr. Woodbury, in 
Ward 4, is as yet unopposed, and 
every voter in Beverly will be glad to 
see him returned to the aldermanic 
board, for he has made them a good 
representative. 

Peculiarly enough, there seems to 
be more candidates in Ward 5 than in 
any other ward as yet, where Messrs. 
Dodge, the present incumbent, Coun- 
cilman Caldwell and Mr. J. A. Torrey 
are casting eyes toward the plum. 
Nobody has dared to contest with 
Councilman Hodgkins at the Farms, 
and he will come in unopposed, in all 
probability The same is true with 
Alderman-at-large Brown. Several 
new aspirants for the council have 
presented themselves, and several will 
be among the ‘also ran” when the 


votes are counted. There seems to 
be no particular council contest in any 
ward, however. The complete list of 
candidates to date is as follows :

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Destroying Moth Nests. 

Every winter, for ten or more years 
past, the citizens of Manchester have 
voted in town meeting a small appro- 
priation in an effort to stamp out the 
injurious moths. The children work 
diligently seeking nests of the brown- 
tail in the apple, pear, cherry and 
other trees in the spring, till the young 
buds shoot forth and make the matter 
of seeing the nests difficult, or till the 
money is spent. 

It is not too early now to begin the 
destruction of the nests that disfigure 
the trees, and which, if allowed to 
remain, will kill them. Now that the 

‘eaves are off the trees and the nests 
‘can be seen, it is well to begin the 
war and carry it on to the bitterest 
end. 

There may be nests in the dead 
leaves on the ground about the trunks 
of the trees, and this is a good time to 
gather up the rubbish and burn it, 
and to insure the destructitn of any 
insect eggs that may have been de- 
posited there. 

The North Shore Horticultural 
society have taken some steps toward 
carrying out this plan, and they are 
making arrangements for still further 
activity along this line during the 
coming months and in the early 
spring. ; 

The Essex County Tree Protective 
association is arranging for a vigorous 
campaign against the pests through- 
out the county this winter. 
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Few people realize the immensity 
of the problem that confronts the 
people of the North Shore —that of 
ridding the territory from all traces 
of the brown-tail and gypsy moth, 
which are surely gaining ground, and 
unless stopped now will cause great 
damage at no late day. 

The city of Beverly and the town 
of Manceester ought to take this mat- 
ter in hand now, and set an example 
to citizens by cleaning the shade trees 
on the streets and other _ public 
grounds. 

At Arlington, a few weeks ago, 
there was a public demonstration of 
the best methods of destroying the 
enemies to tree life. Something like 
this for Essex county, for Manchester, 
for Beverly, would be very useful. 
The North Shore Horticultural soci- 
ety, which has already done much 
good for the community along this 
line, might do a great public service 
by following the example.

Cheaper Foreign Postage, 


So much just criticism has been 
visited upon the post office depart- 
ment at Washington for its failure to 
provide the country with facilities and 
conveniences common to the postal 
service of other countries, that it be- 
comes a source of special gratification 
to be able to record a movement in 
the direction of progress and reform. 
Such a movement is that announced 
by the postmaster-general, who says 
that the department is working for a 
two-cent mail service between this 
‘country and Europe, and also for the 
sailing of a European mail at least 
six days in every week instead of four, 
as at present. It is expected that 
the reduction named will be effected 
by the international postal congress, 
which meets next March. The drop 
from five cents per half-ounce on 
European letters will doubtless result, 
as all other postal reductions have 
done, in an immediate and immense 
increase in the volume of postal busi- 
ness between this conntry and Europe, 
and so, ultimately, lead to a larger 
revenue than under the present rate. 
Enlargements in the postal service 
are always costly at first, but in the 
end all of them, we believe, have more 
than made up for the extra cost, in 
increased business. The rural free 
delivery system has been expensive, 
but it has resulted in a largely in- 
creased amount of mail from the dis- 
tricts favored with the system, and 
there can be no doubt that rural free 
delivery will be, ultimately, self-sup- 
porting, which is all that is to be 
desired. The same will be true of 
one-cent postage, when it comes, which 
will be at no distant day. The postal 
department is no place for petty and 
shortsighted economies of the Madden 
type. — Leslie's Weekly.

It takes 
them out in the open air, the breeze 
and sunshine when perhaps, in less 
fortunate circumstances of attraction, 
they would stay quietly at home or 
take the solitary and monotonuos walk 
for health’s sake. The lonesome 
ramble is rarely stimulating mentally, 
for it presents too many temptations 
to lapse into the thoughts that are the 
constant companions of the working 
hours. Golf, on the other hand, forc- 
es a man out of his every day preoc- 
cupations and reinvigorates him_ by 
the charm and the witchery of its 
own special chemistry.—London Field.

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HISTORIC HOUSES. 


The Old Haskell House at Beverly Farms 
One of the Best Preserved in this Section, 


The North Shore, with its host of 
old historic spots, offers no better 
relic of ‘ye olden day” than the old 
Haskell house at Beverly Farms. 
This house at the present time has a 
panel over the tront door, with the 
date “1689” upon it, but the oldest 
inhabitants at the Farms — those who 
ought to know — say the house could 
not have been built till about a cen- 
tury after that date, or about the close 
of the Revolutionary war. 

At all events, no matter what may 
be the exact date the house was con- 
structed, the building is one of the 
best preserved old houses in this sec- 
tion. It is typical of the houses of 
that day, two stories high and with 
long, drooping roof. 

One peculiar feature of the building 
is the brick inner wall. Between the 
inner and outer walls, such as all 
houses have, is a wall of brick. This 
was put in for warmth. 

Everyone who has ever driven down 
the shore must have noticed this old 
building. It is striking in appearance, 
but has not that look of age many 
houses of like age in this section pre- 
sent. It is situated on the Beverly 
Farms - Pride’s Crossing road, on the 
opposite side of the street from Dow’s 
greenhouses. 

Most everybody at the Farms has 
heard of Aunt Betsy Haskell. She 
died within the memory of many of 
the older residents. She was born 
May 16, 1778. 

It was her father, the good old Wil- 
liam Haskell, who built the old house 
in question, and planted the apple 
orchard where the greenhouses now 
stand. 

It is quite natural, therefore, to 
suppose that the house was built some- 
time in the vicinity of 1778. 

Until within a few years there has 
been back of the house one of these 
old-time wells, which never failed to 
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give some cool, refreshing water. 
Mrs. James B. Dow remembers hear- 
ing her grandmother telling about this 
well. When it was dug the men struck 
a spring, and the water rushed in so 
fast they had to work quite hard to 
get out of the well. No matter how 
dry the season, the water in this well 
never gave out, and from all parts of 
the village people came there for 
water. Of late years the well has not 
been used, and only a short time ago 
it was filled in. 

The old house and the adjoining 
property, together with the old An- 
drew Larcom homestead, down near 
the water, was bought by Gordon 
Dexter some. years ago, and the latter 
is used by him now asa summer home, 
while the old Haskell house is occu- 
pied by his coachman. 

Few of the North Shore residents 
are aware of the fact that more thana 
score of such houses as the one in the 
accompanying picture are still stand- 
ing and offer much more interesting 
historical significance to the student 
of antiquity than this. 


FIRE DRILL. 


Children of the G. A. Priest School, Manches- 
ter, Leave Building in 47 Seconds, 


Three hundred and twenty-five chil- 
dren, hardly any of them over 14 years 
old, left their seats in the various 
rooms of the G. A. Priest school, 
Manchester, Wednesday afternoon, 
and were out of the building in three- 
quarters of a minute — or, to be exact, 
just 47 seconds. 

There was no fire to cause them to 
break away from their work and make 
such a hasty exit. The children were 
simply put through the fire drill, which 
Principal Albert Mead has brought to 
such a degree of perfection that every 
one of the little ones can leave the big 
building in less than a minute. 

Few Manchester parents realize 
their children at school are so well 
protected against fire; protected — 
not by thick, asbestos walls, or a 
brigade of trained firemen, but by 
their own little brains and feet. 

It was at the instigation of Principal 
Mead that the BREEZE man went to 
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the G. A. Priest school Wednesday 
afternoon to see the children leave 
the building. 


It was a little after 2 o’clock when 
I called at the school. On sugges- 
tion of Mr. Mead I stood in the lower 
hall of the building, where I could be 
least noticed by the children as they 
marched out. 

The first warning was the loud tap- 
ping of a drum in the upper hallway, 
sounding the alarm. Hardly had the 
drum sounded when two boys came 
bounding down stairs, one on either 
side, and opened the outside doors. 
Meanwhile I could hear a slight com- 
motion in the four rooms on the first 
floor, as the children dropped their 
work and hurriedly formed in line in 
their respective rooms. In another 
instant the drummer boy above started 
to drum, and as he did, out from the 
two rooms inthe rear of the building 
marched the little ones, with steady 
step, keeping time with the drum. 
They marched in close ranks, and 
before half had left their rooms, I 
could see at the head of the stairs the 
children from the upper floor march- 
ing down the stairs four abreast. And 
in much less time than it takes to 
write this the building was empty. It 
took just 47 seconds from the time 
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the drum started till the building was 
empty. 

The children on the lower floor, in 
the two front rooms, left the building 
by the front entrance. 

One thing which strongly impressed 
me was the profound coolness of the 
children. One would naturally expect 
children under these circumstances to 
be more or less in confusion, or to be 
laughing and whispering; but not 
once did I notice anything but perfect 
order. They seemed to be bent on 
one thing — that of getting out of the 
building in the quickest time and 
with greatest order. 

It is a question, of course, whether 
children could keep their wits about 
them in case they were called out for 
areal fire. They go through the drill 
so often now, however, that the teach- 
ers themselves seldom know whether 
or not there is a fire. Unless there 
would be a strong evidence of danger, 
they would, in all probability, march 
from the building before they knew 
the exact conditions. 

The drill is, to say the least, some- 
thing Manchester ought to be proud 
of. Mr. Mead and his corps of teach- 
ers are to be highly congratulated on 
their work and upon the degree of 
perfection to which they have brought 
the drill. 


WORDS AND PHRASES; 
CREEDS AND DOGMAS. 


Better Spend the Time and Force Spent in 
Arguing these in Trying to Put into Men 
the Spirit of Christ and in Redeeming their 
Souls from Sin, says a Manchester Minister. 


‘‘Beyond the Horizon,” was the 
subject of a very interesting sermon 
by Rev. John Holland Whitaker at 
the Congregational church, Manches- 
ter, last Sunday morning. His text 
was from Psalms, 17 : 24 — “I shall be 
satisfied when I awake unto thy like- 
ness.’ He said in part: 

«©The thing which most perplexes 
and baffles us upon life’s sea is our 
constant effort to penetrate the mys- 
tery and obscurity of that which lies 
beyond our horizon. It is the perpet- 
ual effort of man to know the unknow- 
able and to strive for the unattainable. 
And especially is this true in the 
spiritual life. Nowhere else do we 
find men chafing more restlessly under 
their limitations than in their persist- 
ent search after the hitherto unre- 
vealed things of God. 

“How much better than arousing 
strife and animosity and bitterness 
and hatred in trying to prove whether 
men are, or are not, predestined to 
eternal death, the answer to which 
lies entirely beyond our horizon, to 
expend that force in trying to put into 
men the spirit of Christ and to redeem 


them from lives of daily sinfulness. 
This is, I think, more and more the 
verdict of the increasing intelligence 
of the race upon all such controversy. 
And yet, I am afraid that the term, 
theologieum odium, still stands today 
as the strongest expression for all that 
is bitter and fiercely intense in men’s 
denunciation of each other. 

“We still continue to cavil over 
words and phrases of creeds and over 
matters of dogma in which, if the 
Blessed Master were upon earth, he 
would have very little interest. I am 
sure that to his mind it would bea 
thing of superior importance to give 
to some thirsty soul a cup of cold 
water. 

“ But do you ask ‘is it wrong for us 
to think and to speak about the life 
beyond the grave?’ Certainly not; 
so long as you approach the subject 
reverently and with the understanding 
that itis one of the things unknowable, 
because God has placed it beyond our 
horizon. 

‘‘ We cannot tell where heaven is; 

but in that life to come, that great, 
unknown somewhere, towards which 
our hearts irresistibly turn in their 
hours of loneliness, are souls today 
which were very dear and precious to 
me when they dwelt upon this earth. 
And in the silence of life, when I am 
alone with God, my soul goes out to 
these souls in infinite desire and long- 
ing. 
«This habitation may be some fair 
and wondrous city, with shining streets 
and noble towers and splendid domes 
and battlements of glory, where throng 
the saints of light. I do not know. 
But this is the comfort of my life, that 
somewhere, perhaps all about me, 
these souls are rejoicing today in the 
Father’s likeness, and that if some 
sweet day I shall awake in this likeness, 
I shall have again blessed companion- 
ship with those I have loved on earth, 
and no matter where this white city 
of the soul, I shall be satisfied.”’

Spoke in Faneuil Hall. 


Rev. Edward Hersey Brewster of 
Manchester was one of the principal 
speakers at a big camp fire of 40 Sons 
of Veterans’ camps of Greater Boston, 
which was held in Faneuil hall, Tues- 
day night.

The last day for filing nomination 
papers in Beverly before the coming 
election was last Wednesday.

The same condition of affairs holds 
true in Ward 2. 

Whether the voters of Wards 2 and 
6 are so unanimonsly in favor of their 
respective candidates for office that 
they decide on them before election, 
as they have evidently done in this 
case, or whether the method of nom- 
ination is such as to lead to such a 
condition, we are unable to say, but 
from what we have noticed down in 
Beverly Farms the last week or two, 
while city politics have been talked up, 
we are led to think our latter presump- 
tion is correct. 

While we do not find fault with the 
respective candidates from the two 
wards in question, yet we do think 
that more men would step forward 
and be in line for office if some differ- 
ent system than that of applying to 
the city clerk for a paper, and then 
chasing around town in order to find 
enough voters to sign it were in vogue. 

That’s a pretty bad way of doing 
things, in our opinion. And we think 
it is very often the case that the best 
man is not found under such a system. 


NORTH SHORE BREEZE 


There are a good many men in 
Beverly who would be candidates for 
office if their own true modesty 
allowed them. Many men refuse to 
be urged into office by their friends, 
for no other reason than that they 
have to go around soliciting names on 
their nomination papers. 

While we would not advance the 
idea of primaries, such as are held in 
the big cities, we do think there ought 
to be some system of nominating can- 
didates for the city offices, by meeting, 
other than by the existing condition 
in Beverly. 


A Blunt Surprise. 

The announcement in another col- 
umn of this paper that Rev. J. H. 
Whitaker has resigned the pastorate 
of the Congregational church in Man- 
chester, made public for the first time 
through the columns of the BREEZE 
today, will come as a severe blow to 
the Congregational church and parish 
as well as to the townspeople in general 

It was only the middle of Septem- 
ber that Mr. Whitaker assumed his 
charge in Manchester, coming here 
from Atlantic, Mass., and the an- 
nouncement that he has given up the 
pastorate will strike hard with the 
already somewhat crippled church. 

The announcement did not reach us 
till late last night, and we are there- 
fore unable to make any defined state- 
ment of the matter yet, other than the 
mere facts.

I hear vague whisperings around

aspirants for office and lots of other 
things that really won’t amount to 
much till after the Christmas holidays. 
Then — from the first of January on — 
there will undoubtedly be something 
doing. I haven’t heard anything to 
the contrary yet than that the old 


board will run, though there will 
probably be lots of other candidates 
in the field later on.

And just think 
how Manchester’s shade trees profit 
by the work of the children. Jam told 
they bring in about a bushel a day. 
It’s a good work, and the little fellows 
should be urged on to keep up their 
good work.

Judge Moore has some fine horse- 
flesh stored in his Pride’s Crossing 
stables. I was walking down the 
Beverly Farms road by his training 
track and paddocks the other day, and 
had to stop to admire a beautiful Rus- 
sian horse out in the paddock.

A SERMON FROM THE LAITY. 


KATE RESTIEAUX. 


«And He said unto them, The Sab- 
bath was made for man and not man 
for the Sabbath.” I sometimes think 
there is no condition or difficulty 
known to mankind that is not pro- 
vided for in the accounts of Christ's 
sayings as given to us in the four 
gospels. 

The above quotation—the 27th 
verse of the second chapter according 
to St. Mark —has often assisted in 
the unravelling of some tangled skein 
of human experience. 

It is a curious fact that nearly all 
workers for the betterment of man, 
commencing with that fact alone in 
view, end by making the great aim 
subserve a lesser one. Take our 
From 
all over the land we hear complaints 
of so-called pedagogy. Overworked 
teachers are accused of making more 
work for themselves and lengthy argu- 
‘ments adduced, all go to prove that 
some one, or class of persons, as 
forgotten that the school was made 
for the children and not the children 
for the school Again, in the matter 
of government, how often does it 
seem that the people were made for 
the government and not the govern- 
ment for the people. 

Look at the Christian church and 
Jearn, if you can, a reason for the great 
falling off in members and _ interest. 
You will see at once that anyone with 
a real enthusiasm for Christ’s work, 
who in his effort forgets that the 
church must be supported at all costs, 
soon finds that he is confronted by 
the same old stumbling-block. He is 


-forced to reflect that the church is 


not for the people, but the people for 
the church. Men and women, if they 
are not above the average of intellect 
and courage, soon lose sight of the 
reason for things in viewing the con- 
crete results of the past. They see 
in the church or institution a tangible 
result of the labors of others, and 
‘however powerful the voice from 
-within, they dare look no deeper than 


the obvious fact, that such and such 
lines of conduct may cause a rupture 
and perhaps disturb the foundations. 
They forget that all great, beautiful 
and strong things were raised up 
originally by pioneer souls, who broke 
out new paths and dared to be honest 
and loyal; who dared to remember 
that institutions were made for man 
and not man for the glory of the 
institution. 

This, I take it, is the very corner- 
stone of Democracy. Our rules and 
our rulers, from our president down, 
are primarily designed for the people, 
and not the people for them. In older 
days it was acommon notion that the 
kingdom was made for the king, and 
all must pay tribute to one. But we 
have rapidly grown away from the old 
idea, so that now even a God, who 
demands that all be done to His glory, 
is fast becoming unpopular, and is 
being succeeded by One who lives for 
and in nature and the human race as 
a main-spring, and for the betterment 
of all things. 

To come down to what seems more 
commonplace: It was noticed that a 
recent discussion between two bright 
women left an open question as to 
how far the matter of attire should be 
allowed to influence the feminine 
mind. Sucha vast amount of woman’s 
working force goes to the daily and 
yearly solution of this question of 
dress that it becomes on nearer view 
a vital thing. 

Women who scorn the idea of put- 
ting it among first principles are apt 
to swing too far the other way, and 
to have little regard for the appear- 
ance. “Is not the body more than 
raiment?” theyask. Yes, indeed ; yet 
how many bent backs and pale faces 
are daily in our sight as a result of the 
shirrings, the puffings and the tuck- 
ings of My Lady’s gowns. 

We have but to put ourselves for a 
moment in the right mental attitude 
to hear the voice ringing out as of old, 
«The Sabbath was made for man and 
not man forthe Sabbath.” The dress 
was made for the beauty and comfort 
of woman, and the moment these are 


sacrificed the beauty is lost and gone. 

Who does not prefer to see a fresh- 
faced mother in a simple walking suit, 
with her children in plainest slips, 
than a tired, nervous, bedraped and 
corseted female, with children. re- 
sembling dolls dressed for a fair ? 

Yet I know that between the iron- 
ing board and the sewing machines 
myriads of women.are passing their 
days with hardly an hour of the sum- 
mer spent beneath the trees or among 
the beauties of books and natural 
objects. The vacation of a week or 
fortnight does not in the least make 
up for this deficiency, and the prepar- 
ation made for such outing is usually. 
enough to overbalance the good ob- 
tained. Where to “draw the line” 
seems to be the puzzle, and I can but 
turn to my text and there draw the 
index finger of guidance. 

There is a wonderful book which I 
should love to recommend to many 
readers. Perhaps all are not educated 
up to the standard that can appreciate 
its great beauty. But even trying to 
do so will prove beneficial. I refer to 
Professor George Edward Woodber- 
ry’s “Heart of Man.” It seems to 
me that there is nothing like it in the 
English language, or any other. The 
title is taken from Wordsworth’s lines 
to Robert Burns: 


‘“ Through busiest street and loneliest glen 

Are felt the flashes of his pen. 

He rules ’mid winter’s snows, and when 

Bees fill their hives, 

Deep in the general heart of men 

His power survives.” 

In the essay entitled ‘‘ Democracy,” 
Prof. Woodberry, with the touch of 
the master mind and the felicity of 
expression which we instinctively feel 
is the mark of the poet, evolves from 
the great, wearisome tangle of human 
experience the most beautiful of 
truths. I speak of this particular 
essay because I believe that no greater 
proof has ever been offered of the 
grand progress that humanity has 
made, and in this republic, in the 
direction suggested by my text. 

A more patient and ever greater _ 
readiness to measure the worth of 
things should go a long way toward 
deciding many questions, and assist 
those persons who are leaders of 
thought to differentiate with more of 
certainty than in the past. In this 
way shall we be enabled to put forth 
all effort to make the lesser subserve 
the greater, keeping the primary mat- 
ter always and well to the front.

The teachers 
of the school will co-operate with the 
Horticultural society to the extent of 
receiving and counting the nests and 
seeing that they are properly de- 
stroyed.

There are four sparks instead 
of one for the same amount of elec- 
tricity, and the porcelain insulator is 
protected from mechanical injury by 
a metal sleeve. 

In the new patent, also, all the parts 
are interchangeable, so that all parts 
can be replaced easily, which is quite 
an advantage over the old plug. Mr.

MASTERS OF 
ENGLISH LITERATURE. 


Chaucer to Spenser, 1400 — 1553. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


When the sun of Chaucer had set, 
no other great light appeared above 
the horizon until Edmund Spenser 
arose to sing the glories of the Virgin 
Queen and her Court. The century 
after Chaucer was for the most part a 
century of mental dullness and gloom. 
Warton, in his History of English 
Poetry, has compared the appearance 
of Chaucer to ‘‘a premature day inan 
English spring, after which the gloom 
of winter returns, and the buds and 
blossoms which have been called forth 
by a transient sunshine are nipped by 
frosts and scattered by storms.” For 
more than a hundred years, from the 
death of Chaucer to the time of Henry 
VIII., there is no really great name 


in English literaturé. The wars and 
cruelties and vices of the age left no 
room for the cultivation of letters. 
Poetry of a sort continued to be writ- 
ten, but it was without imagination 
and without grace; and as for the 
writing of prose, it was almost a lost 
att. It was a dreary level of literary 
mediocrity. Writers like Occleve and 
Lydgate wrote verses, plays and 
masques, largely feeble imitations of 
Chaucer’s matchless numbers. Out 
of the intellectual commonplace, how- 
ever, rose one man, a scholar and 
linguist, whose work sheds its benign 
radiance down to our own time; this 
was William Tindale, one of the first 
and noblest laborers in the field of 
Bible translation, and one who gave 
the Bible its literary form. Tindale 
was a master of clear, vigorous, idiom- 
atic English ; his translation, made in 
exile and in constant peril of martyr- 
dom, has colored all subsequent Eng- 


lish versions; many of our choicest 
renderings are due to Tindale, as 
‘the Captain of our salvation,’’ ‘f meet 
for the inheritance of the saints in 
light,” “turned to flight the armies of 
the aliens.” Tuindale’s correct schol- 
arship gave ‘‘love”’ in the 13th chapter 
of First Corinthians, thus anticipating 
the Revised Version, later translators 
generally substituting ‘charity,’ a 
much weaker and less correct render- 
ing. Not only asafearless Reformer, 
but as a man of learning and a prince 
among Bible translators, Tindale de- 
serves the respect and gratitude of all 
English speaking peoples. 

Near the end of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, in 1477, the year in which 
Tindale was born, Caxton brought 
the printing-press to England and set 
it up in Westminster. It was a rude 
affair, but it soon became an engine 
of mighty power. It contained the 
germs of wonderful advance in learn-

new streets being built, sewers laid, 
etc. It is to the completion of the 
plant Beverly looks for its big “boom.”

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ing and civilization. Caxton not only 
printed more than 80 works, he was 
anauthor, too, to some extent, and a 
translator, and helped much by putting 
the language into printed form, first 
in black-letter and later in Roman 
type, to give it consistency and perma- 
nence. Though a man of moderate 
gifts, he made all learning his debtor ; 
hc belongs to the great guild of literary 
workmen who have given the world 
‘the art preservative of all arts.” 
With the opening of the sixteenth 
century, England witnessed the dawn 
of a brighter day ; books were multi- 
plied, the classics. were translated, 
Greek was taught at Oxford, Erasmus 
had published his New Testament, 
which gave a new impetus to the study 
of the original, a passion for learning 
spread throughout the realm. It was 
the far-famed Renaissance, the literary 
preparation for the Reformation. But 
the literature was largely theological ; 
Craumer produced his Bible, the first 
to be read in churches, being chained 
toa pillarin St. Paul’s, and the Prayer- 
book, a revision of old Roman missals ; 
while Latimer, with his homely, in- 
cisive, courageous speech, startled the 
national conscience, hastened the day 
of religious treedom, and himself went 
bravely to the stake, lighting a candle 
which Rome could never put out. 
The Age of Elizabeth, which may 
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be dated from her accession in 1558, 
was a period of remarkable activity in 
the political and intellectual world ; it 
was a time of stirring events, the age 
of Drake and Raleigh, of the Spanish 
Armada, of world-wide discovery and 
maritime adventure ; men’s minds be- 
came alert and inquisitive, the torpor 
of centuries was thrown off, and Eng- 
land, from being a fifth-rate power,. 
pressed to the front among the nations 
of Europe. : Many things combined 
to make the time one of the most 
fruitful periods in literary annals; the 
classical revival and the Reformation, 
the printing-press and Puritanism, the 
spirit of commercial enterprise, the 
mastery of the seas, the energy and 
fire of the age, all tended to produce a 
wonderful intellectual ferment. Eng- 
land outstripped in half a century all 
of its rivals; it became wiser than the 
ancients ; it ’ surpassed the golden age 
of Grecian and Roman learning, the 
age of Pericles and Plato; in the 
multitude of its poets, its dramatists, 
its philosophers, it eclipsed all other 
nations and itself. It was an age of 
almost unbounded fancy, of splendid 
pageants, of mighty thoughts, of 
learned women and great and ambi- 
tious men—‘‘the spacious times of 
great Elizabeth.” Besides a cloud of 
minor writers, who might have made 
any other age distinguished, the names 


of Spenser, Sir Philip Sydney, Hooker, 
Bacon, Shakespeare, Marlow and Mil- 
ton are sufficient to prove the unsur- 
passed greatness of the time; it was 
an age of solid strength and_ lofty 
adornment: an age whose slendor of 
literary achievements equalled that of 
its martial grandeur. 

In future papers some of its great 
masters of thought and expression will 
pass in review. 


New Lights at the Farms. 


New electric lights are soon to be 
placed on Greenwood avenue and 
Everett street, Beverly Farms, as a 
result of action taken at the meeting 
of the board of aldermen Tuesday 
night.

Telephone Service, 

Beverly Farms folk are making 
quite a halloo over their telephone 
service. They have petitioned the 
telephone company to give them a 
continuance of the exchange through 
the winter; and the petition was 
signed not only bya majority of the 
business men at the Farms, but by 
such members of the summer colony 
as John T. Morse, jr., and Edward 
Haven. The company has turned 
down the petition. 

For a long time the Beverly Farms 
‘and Pride’s Crossing people have felt 
they ought to have free service with 
Manchester. In fact, they are willing 
to dispense with the free service to 
Danvers, Salem, Peabody and Marble- 
head, if they can only be connected 
with Manchester. While they would 
like a continuation of the service to 
Beverly proper, a big majority of the 
subscribers at the Farms do not care 
for this outside service. 

Manchester people, too, would like 
free service to Beverly Farms. It is 
true a majority of the subscribers on 
the North Shore are summer resi- 
dents, and they would much prefer 
free service between Beverly Farms, 
Manchester, Magnolia and Pride’s 
Crossing than the system now in 
vogue. 

At the present time Manchester 
subscribers must pay fifteen cents to 
speak with Beverly Farms, a mile or 
two away, and vice versa. And a 


subscriber in Beverly Farms must go 
to the trouble of calling Beverly, five 
miles away, in order to get his neigh- 
bor across the street. 

While Beverly Farms people’ want 
to do what is right in the matter, they 
do think they can justly call for a 
change. 


Park Improvements. 


MANCHESTER, MaAss., 
Dec. 7, 1904. 

Mr. Editor: As it has become a 
custom in matters of public interest 
to ventilate one’s ideas in the local 
papers, I think it well to start the ball 
rolling in regard to our Marine Park, 
which, by the way, I think is a much 
better name than Beach street park. 

It seems to me the proper thing to 
do is to havea plan of contemplated 
improvements made and the estimated 
costs submitted to the town at thc 
next annual meeting, and give the citt- 
zens a Chance to say what they want. 
If plans and estimates are accepted 
let them ask for funds to carry the 
same into execution. This the town 
can do by issuing park bonds, which 
to my. mind, is a much better plan 
than to keep doing a little each year 
and not know when the job will be 
done. 

By knowing what we want at the 
start, the park can be completed for at 
least 25 per cent. less than by raising 
two or three thousand dollars each 
year. 

As one of the strong advocates of 
this proposed park from the start I am 
very much interested, and as a boat- 
man I would like to see the work 
pushed along so that the increasing 
number of boats can be accommodated 
with landing places, and that those 
who enjoy the privileges of a park may 
have the pleasure of doing so. 

What we want first are plans and es- 
timated costs, and specifications as to 
proposed expenditures. With these 
before them the town will no doubt 
vote instructions to go ahead full 
steam.

My good friend, Delucena L. Bing- 
ham, Manchester’s veteran librarian, 
who has always been a great admirer 
of Webster, and who remembers see- 
ing the great orator on his various 
visits to Manchester, handed me an 
old paper the other day with the fol- 
lowing story of Webster. Mr. Bing- 
ham thought it was well worth reprint- 
ing, and so we give it in tull: 

“It was Mr. Webster’s custom in 
the hunting season to travel ‘across’ 
from Marshfield to the Plymouth 
woods and meet the other huntsmen 
at the cabin of ‘ Uncle’ Branch Pierce. 
On one of these excursions he was 
overtaken by a storm which lasted all 
day. Noother huntsmen appeared at 
the cabin, and solitary sport was out 
of the question. But Mr. Webster, 
who often made small occasions great 
by his wonderful genius, was not at a 
loss for entertainment. 

‘Adapting himself to the peculiar 
religious inclining of his hosts, while 
they pursued their usual homely occu- 
pations, he read and repeated from 
memory a multitude of the psalms and 
hymns with which much reading had 
made him familiar. Hour after hour 
the great statesman paced the floor of 
that cabin kitchen, repeating with his 
magnificent voice. the inspired psalms 
of David, and Watts’ undying hymns, 
with only Branch Pierce and his wife 
for listeners. 

‘No church or cathedral ever re- 
sounded to grander or sweeter music 
than that with which Daniel Webster 
that day filled the cabin of the hunter 
of Plymouth woods.; and no audience 
ever listened to his own triumphant 
eloquence with such delight as its 
humble tenants listened to the familiar 
psalms, which for them received new 
inspiration as. they rolled from his 
marvellous, lips.”

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A BIG SURPRISE. 


Rev. Mr. Whitaker’s Resignation Creates a 
Sensation in Manchester. 


The exclusive announcement in last 
week’s BREEZE that Rev. John H. 
Whitaker, the new pastor of the Con- 
gregational church in Manchester, had 
resigned and was to leave Manchester 
created quite a sensation. Nothing 
in recent years has so stirred up the 
people. 

The suddenness of Mr. Whitaker’s 
action is what neither the church nor 
the board of deacons, with whom the 
minister is supposed to be in close 
touch, can understand. His resigna- 
tion was mailed to the parish commit- 
tee Friday morning, and Mr. Whitaker 
had packed his goods and left town on 
the 3 o’clock train Saturday. 

The first intimation of Mr. Whita- 
ker’s intentions came on Thursday, 
when Deacon Joseph A. Torrey went 
to the minister’s house to pay Mr. 
Whitaker his monthly salary. The 
house was in great commotion, and 
Mr. Torrey was dumbfounded. No 
explanation was forthcoming, however, 
more than the reason given the parish 
committee in his resignation, which 
was practically the same as the an- 
nouncement in last week’s BREERE. 

The letter of resignation, addressed 
to Frank P. Knight as chairman of 
the parish committee, was as follows: 
My Dear Mr. Knight: 

Circumstances have brought it about that 
it seems best to me to make a change in my 
work, and having reached the decision to 
make a change, I believe that it should be 
made now. 

I want to start for England December 7, 
to enter upon a course that I have mapped 
out for myself at Oxford, and, therefore, I 
ask to be released from my parish duties 
November 30. I have been very happy in 
Manchester. and it is with real regret that I 
part from your people, who in three short 
months have endeared themselves to me 
greatly, as you well understand, I am sure. 

But I am convinced that I am acting 
wisely, and that this change should be made. 

For the abundant kindness of each mem- 
ber of the parish committee, and, indeed, 
without exception, of all the people, believe 
me that I am truly grateful. Wishing every 
manner of blessing for the church you repre- 
sent, I am sincerely yours, 

JouNn H. WHITAKER. 

It is said Mr. Whitaker received a 
cablegram Wednesday night, offering 
him a chance to take up a course of 
studies at Oxford, preparatory to a 
professorship at that university. It 
is also said he had to reply to it imme- 
diately, and thus the cause of his 
quick action. 

Most of his goods were shipped by 
freight, ina special car, to Mrs. Maria

N.H. Mr. Whitaker sailed from New 
York Wednesday. 

Sunday morning his resignation was 
read before the church, and again at 
the Tuesdayevening meeting, at which

In his talk ona trip to Naples and Mt. 
Vesuvius, Mr. Nevins told of his first 
visit to the ancient city in 1878 when, 
he said, the streets were dirty, houses 
- shattered, the city as a whole disagree- 
able and uncomfortable to live in, but 
on his visit 22 years later the city had 
been entirely changed, and was, no 
doubt, one of the most attractive cities 
in Europe. He could well under- 
stand now why men say “ See Naples, 
and die.” 

In speaking of Vesuvius he said the 
observatory near the foot of the moun- 
tain is always inhabited, even when 
the sizzling Java is flowing down on all 


sides of it. There is no time when 
smoke is not pouring out of the moun- 
tains. In the observatory are delicate 
instruments which register even the 
slightest disturbances 100 miles away. 

‘‘Climbing to the top of the moun- 
tain, through the cinders of lava and 
dust, reminds one of the story of the 
frog getting out of ‘the well— slide 
back two feet to every three. Itisan

has been built to the top, and a trolley 


built from Naples to the base. In_ 


1900 I made the trip to the top ‘on 
horseback, because the train service 
was out of commission from a recent 
upheaval. We left Naples by carriage 
in the early morning, drove 16 miles 
to Pompeii, had dinner at a hotel there 
and went the rest of the distance on 
horseback. The trip up the moun- 
was slow and tedious. As we ap- 
proached the top, we found the road 
blocked by lava and cinders. 

‘The last 400 feet of the climb was 
almost perpendicular. We had to 
leave our horses. Finally we reached 
the summit. The air was full of 
smoke and sulphur fumes, and it was 
anything but a fascinating or prepos- 
sessing sight. It was certainly excit- 
ing, and we were all filled with a 
curiosity that will not be downed on 
an occasion of this kind. 


‘We had not been there more tha” 


five minutes when there came from 
that mountain a horrible sound—a 
hissing, a mumbling, a grumbling and 
a grinding that I cannot explain, and 
then a shower of black ashes, cinders. 
And next weheard a puff, puff, patter ! 
as the red hot rocks of lava fell about 
us. We didn’t know what was to hap- 
pen next, but when we saw our guides 
starting down the mountain, we made 
up our minds we had better start. On 
our way to Naples, five miles away, we 
could still feel the fine ashes sifting 
down over us. It was only after reach- 
ing Rome, several days afterward, that 
we learned Vesuvius had been in a 
terrible state of eruption.” iC

A Poor Policy, 

Comparing the expenditure of $1,- 
441.62 for high school text books 
with that of $6,918.62 for text-books 
in all the Newton schools, Mayor 
Weed announces his conclusion that 
text-books should not be turnished 
free to high school pupils. In view 
of the fact that high school education 
is so much more expensive than that 
in the lower schools, he thinks this a 
measure of prudence. As the high 
school pupils are for the most part of 
more than the compulsory school age, 
he considers there would be no injus- 
tice in compelling them to buy their 
own books. Accordingly, he recom- 
mends that the Newton school board 
concur with him in petitioning the 
Legislature to amend the law so that 
the free supply of school books shall 
be permissive instead of compulsory. 
— Lrookline Chronicle. 

That’s mighty poor policy, in our 
opinion. Prudent though the good 
Mayor may be, it seems far out of the 
line of good propriety to make a de- 
parture from the present condition 
as regards free education. No matter 
how slight a departure —it would, 
nevertheless, be a departure, and the 
good name of the American free 
school system can ill afford to stand 
such a change. Free education is one 
of our greatest institutions, and the 
burden of it has been voluntarily as- 
sumed by the taxpayers of the town 
and State. It does not seem right to 
shift it, even in the slightest degree, 
to the poorer class. Mayor Weed’s 
move, if he makes one, we predict 


will not be met with much favor by the 
Commonwealth, for, as some one has 
said, “‘a good policy becomes a poor 
one the moment it ceases to be ad- 
hered to consistently.”

UNDERGROUND WIRES, 


Telephone Company petitions Manchester 
Selectmen. Hearing Last Night. 

What will probably prove to be the 
first move toward placing the tele- 
phone wires in the principal streets of 
Manchester underground was taken 
last night, when there was a hearing 
before the Board of Selectmen upon 
the petition of the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co., to lay the 
wires from 120 feet beyond the Boston 
& Maine tracks on Beach street, 
through Beach to Union, and on Union 
from the pole opposite the Cheever 
house to the pole opposite A. C. 
Needham’s. 

Fred K. Swett, clerk of the board 
presided in the absence of Chairman 
Allen. 

Mr. Hammond, representing the 
telephone company, made known the 
desire of the company, and asked that 
an answer be made as soon as possible. 

Supt. Kimball of the street depart- 
ment wished, if the petition be granted, 
the conduits be laid as near the elec- 
tric company’s conduits as possible, as 
that portion of the street has recently 
been tora up. 

F. M. Andrews, representing the 
Water department objected to having 
the conduits within 5 feet of the 
water pipes. 

Raymond C. Allen, representing 
the Manchester Electric Company, 
objected to laying the conduits within 
3 feet of their conduits. 

Acting-Chairman Swett said he 
thought the board would soon come 
to some decision. He didn’t believe 
in making a hasty decision to any cor- 
poration, therefore the decision of the 
meeting will be laid over till later. He 
also said the board would object to 
any poles being left on the street. 

The object of laying the wires un- 
derground now arises out of the change 
the telephone company is soon to make 
in Manchester — that of changing the 
central exchange from Lee’s to Pulsi- 
fer’s block.

Bank and Corporation Tax. 

The town of Manchester this year 
receives from the State treasurer 
$39,613.28 against $38,512.34 in 1903, 
as its share of the corporation tax, 
while Beverly receives only $29,271.24, 
almost seven thousand less than last 
year. This distribution is part of the 
corporation tax, which is collected 
from the different corporations in the 
State and distributed on the basis of 
the residence of the holders of cor- 
poration stock. 

Besides this tax, the State treasurer 

also pays to each city and town the 
tax collected on stock owned in na- 
tional banks in other parts of the 
State by citizens of each city and 
town. The amounts paid on this 
account this year were: Manchester, 
$3,193.30 ; Beverly, $6,071.04 ; while 
last year the amounts were $3, 652. 88 
and $6,086.86, respectively. 
- The amount of the bank tax col- 
lected from Beverly this year under 
the system of collecting taxes “ from 
those cities and towns where national 
banks are located, on such shares as 
are held by people living outside each 
particular city or town,’’ was $1,969 97 
against $13,775.00 in 1903.

SCHOOL EXHIBIT. 


Work of Manchester Pupils displayed in 
Town Hall, Tuesday. 


“ The things a little child can make, 
May crude and worthless be ; 
It is his impulse to create 
Should gladden thee.” 

These words on a card hanging from 
a chandelier in the Manchester town 
hall last Tuesday were most eloquent- 
ly emphasized in the display of work 
of the pupils of the Geo. A. Priest 
school, the first exhibit of the kind ever 
given in Manchester. 

The exhibition was a grand success. 
A success, not only in the display it- 
self, but in portraying to Manchester 
parents and the townspeople in general 
the work —the quality of work — be- 
ing done in the schools of the town 
today. 

It was not a display of the best

work of the schools. Far from it. 
The work of every pupil, good, bad or 
indifferent, was exhibited so that every- 
body could see it. 

The advance made in educational 
lines within the past quarter century 
was very visibly pictured to some of 
the fathers and mothers who saw the 
exhibit, Tuesday. In their day the 
three R’s were the principal things 
studied. Now the pupils are taught 
not only reading, writing and arithme- 
tic but they are drilled equally well in 
working with their hands. 

This was the most noticeable feature 
of the exhibit, that the pupils are 
trained not only in the development 
of their minds and brains, but also in 
how to use their hands. 

Few people realized a few years ago 
when Sloyd and sewing were intro- 
duced into the Manchester schools 
what such things meant to the chil- 
dren. Tuesday’s exhibit very plainly 
demonstrated what it has meant. The 
girls are taught how to sew, and the 
boys are taught how to use tools. 
What they have learned, the work they 
have done, was shown at the exhibi- 
tion. The work of the boys in Sloyd 
was a feature of the display. 
Well can the town feel pleased with 
the results obtained under the guid- 
ance of Principal Albert Mead who 
undertook from the start to instruct 
the classes in Sloyd. Mr. Mead has 
been taking instruction for five years 
from Gustav Larsson of the Industrial 
school, North Bennett street, Boston. 

The work exhibited was only that 
done during the fallterm. One thing 
noticed about the exhibit was the good 
order of the children who thronged 
the hall afternoon and evening. The 
hall was open in the afternoon from 3 
to 5 and in the evening from 7.30 to 
9 o'clock. 

George H. Martin, secretary of the 
State Board of Education, has recently 
sent out a general notice to school 
committees of towns and cities urging 
a precaution against fire, and suggest- 
ing the adoption of a fire drill in the 
schools. This notice was displayed in 
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the hall, and beside it was the account 
in the BREEzE of several weeks ago 
showing the proficiency of the drill in 
the Priest school, and how the building 
was emptied of its 325 pupils in 47 
seconds. 

Beside this was a card showing the 
number of browntail moths collected 
this fall by the children of the various 
grades as follows: Grade 1, 48 ; 2, 267 ; 
3, 1050; 4, 3186; 5, 1568; 6, 2121; 7, 
4729 ; 8, 4913. John Spinney leads 
with 1680. 

The work was tastily arranged, for 
the most part on large cards suspended 
from wires which ran around the entire 
room, while tables set about the room 
contained much more of the work that 
could not be pasted on cards. 

On the left of the stage, as one en- 
tered the hall, was displayed the work 
of Grade 1, Miss Etta Woodbury, 
teacher, Miss Alice Sanborn assistant. 
It is in this grade the little tots re- 
ceive their start, and where the rudi- 
mentary ideas of education are set 
forth. The crude, though matchless, 
work of the little ones displayed, spoke 
most emphatically of this. In this 
grade the color work is what appeals 
to the children mostly, and so they are 
given peg boards and _ beads, which 
they arrange according to colors. And 
then the drawings in color — grasses 
in September, fruits in October, and 
vegetables in November—speak most 
emphatically of the advance made in 
this line. During the past year the 
new system of reading has been taken 
up, the comprehensive method by Mrs. 
Gordon, and the results of this could 
easily be seen from the work displayed. 

The work of Grade 2, Miss Nellie 
Leonard, teacher, was displayed on 
the right of the entrance. Here the 
advance made by the little ones over 
the first year could readily be seen. 
The number work is, perhaps, the 
most conspicuous, for it is at this stage 
arithmetic is firstintroduced. At first 
it is merely a combination of numbers, 
and then problems in simple addition. 
There were some pretty objects for 
‘Christmas made by the children dis- 
played here—pretty calendars with 
novel designs, and Christmas cards in 
‘court-plaster cases, etc., while needle 
books made by the girls made a very

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pretty effect. This grade is the only 
one where the sewing cards are taken 
up. The children are given a design to 
follow with needle and worsted, and 
the crude looking stitches are in some 
cases most amusing, though exceeding- 
ly good for so young children. The 
work of drawing is especially notice- 
able, that of Marshall Winchester and 
Donald Height being best. 

Grade 3, of which Miss Carolyn E. 
Allen is teacher, was next in order. 
Like the preceding grade it showed a 
marked advance over the grade below. 
The work begins to assume more of 
the cultured touches, if such it can be 
termed. The writing grows better, 
the spelling more accurate and the 
number work more perplexed for the 
tots. What caught the eyes of most 
everybody was the large calendar 
sheet which had been made by the 
children, where the dates had been 
sketched on paper, cut up and pasted 
on the large sheet, and the rough out- 
line of some scene filled in with colors 
by them. The Indian pottery made 
by the children in their study of Hia- 
watha was another feature, while the 
Raffia work, embossed leather pen 
wipers, snow crystals, attracted much 
attention. 

Across the hall was displayed the 
work of Grade 4, Miss Lila Goldsmith, 
teacher. Here the fine work of the 
young boys and girls in drawing, writ- 
ing, composition and spelling was dis- 
played in abundance. One sheet was 
filled with the individual work of the 
pupilsin writing music. Another with 
spelling lessons, another with arithme- 
tic and another with drawings. On 
the table were books with nature study 
work, compositions, etc. One com- 
position we print forexample. It was 
written by Albert James and was ad- 
dressed to Supt. Fish.

Next table to this was Grade 5, 
Miss Ina Eldredge, teacher. Some 
very interesting work was displayed 
here, but most noticeable of all, to say 
nothing of the fine display of writing, 
spelling, number work, etc., was the 
Raffia work done by the boys while 
the girls are at their sewing. The 
feature of the display was a basket 
made by Eric Ericson, which was of 
an excellent design, with foundation 
of reed, sewed with Raffia. This at- 


tracted lots or attention. There were 
also here some very pretty calendars, 
those of Helen Wing, Rufus Long, 
Sidney Tappan and Marion Spinney 
being particularly well gotten up. 

Grade 6 of which Miss Avis 
Antill is teacher, was next in order. 
It is in this grade the children begin 
to get into harder work and it is quite 
interesting to note the strides made 
from the grades preceding. One of 
the features of display were the maps 
of the New England states drawn from 
memory in color. While all were good, 
those of Willie Mahan and Roland 
Knight were exceptionally fine and 
nearest perfect. In glancing over the 
composition, spelling, writing and 
number work, all of which were well 
done by the children, the work of 
Mary Perry was of especial interest, 
as a mark degree of perfection was 
noted in all her work. The nature 
work books were well gotten up. 

In passing on, Grade 7 was next in 
order, Miss Annie Clark, teacher, and 
as in all the other grades, big advances 
were noticed over the others. The 
crudeness is fast disappearing and the 
more difficult work is taken up. Some 
very interesting composition work was 
displayed, prominent among which 
was a card containing a dozen or more 
fables with original morals, the fable 
being that of “‘The Farmer and the 
Stork.”” The analytic work and origi- 
nal language work were other features. 
A colored map of South America by 
Everett Robbins attracted considerabe 
attention. All the work displayed 
was exceptionally neat. 

The work of Grade 8, of which 
Principal Albert Mead is teacher, was 
displayed in front of the stage curtain, 
and as might well be expected it 
showed wonderful progress over the 
display of Grade1 besideit. Yet one 
could scarcely think eight years could 
make such a difference in such young 
people. The crude lettering of Grade 
1 had grown into smooth, easily dis- 
cernable writing, elementary Algebra 
and more difficult studies in all the 
branches had been taken up; geo- 
graphy, history,language, composition, 
all had advanced most encouragingly. 

In the front of the hall, too, was dis- 
played the work in Sloyd, which is 
taken up by the boys of grades 7, 8, 9. 
This is also taught by Mr. Mead. 
This display attracted attention more 
than anything else. Scores of useful 
articles made not from other models, 
but from working drawings, were dis- 
played. There were rolling pins, ping 
pong sets, writing sets, blocking pads, 
book racks, picture frames, sleds, and 
scores of other things. The pyro- 
graphy work was-particularly attract- 
ive. This has recently been taken up. 
Among the features were a weather 


vane by Robert Baker, bird house by 
Waldo Pert, a sled in course of con- 
struction by Harry Slade, pyrography 
by Harry White. 

Last, but none the less important, 
was the display of the sewing class, 
Miss Grace Barclay, teacher. This 
work is taken up by all except the 
first four grades. Besides a fine dis- 
play of practical work, there was a 
generous showing of Christmas gifts 
which will be put to practical use later 
by the girls. One of the things dis- 
played was the manual training apron 
used by the boys, made by the girls, 
and sold by them to the boys. And 
there were some pretty kinomos and 
aprons, sachet bags, fancy work bags, 
pin balls, iron holders and some very 
pretty embroidered collars. Among 
the more practical work displayed 
were samples of the first steps in sew- 
ing, including basting, hemming, 
stitching, overcasting, etc. The dis- 
play was set off by a tree on which 
the articles were very prettily arranged. 

Grade 9 in the High school building 
had articles displayed in both the sew- 
ing class and Sloyd exhibits.

the First parish, collected from vari- 
ous people books, and after 100 vol- 
umes had been gathered together 
they were catalogued and numbered 
and sent South. ‘This year another 
hundred were collected, and_ this 
library is to be sent to Kansas. A 
travelling library is sent to towns 
where there is not any free public 
library ; and on account of its consist- 
ing of only an hundred volumes, it 
stays in one place only six months, 
and is then sent on to some other 
place: therefore its name, the travell- 
ing library. 

The first one was sent to Stonewall, 
La., where it remained six months. 
At the end of that time the people 
saw the need of a permanent library 
in a community, so the high school, 
consisting of about a dozen scholars, 
raised funds to start a public library. 
The second library is going to Kansas 
and the first library has now gone on 
to Missouri. The libraries here in 
Beverly are known as the ‘“ Beverly 
travelling libraries.”” Some parishes 
have three or four libraries, which are 
constantly moving from place to place.

In Manchester, as in most other 
small towns of the Commonwealth, 
the duties of the Board of Assessors 
and Board of Health evolve upon the 
Board of Selectmen — in other words, 
the three boards are combined into 
one. 

It may be too early to bring forward 
town meeting matters yet, as usually 
town meeting talk does not amount to 
much before the middle of February, 
yet we feel that a few hints thrown 
out now, especially on this subject, 
will not be at all amiss. 

We believe the time has come when 
these three offices should be sep- 
arated, when there should be a Board 
of Assessors elected in Manchester, 
entirely separate from the Board of 
Selectmen. 

We believe the time for this move 
has come NOW, and the step should 
be taken at the next town meeting. 

Manchester is not a poor town; it 
is, in fact, the richest in Essex county, 
‘and it ranks well up in the towns of 
the State. 


The town gets its money from the 
taxes levied upon the estates of the 


wealthy residents who come here to 
spend their summers, and upon those 
who are becoming all-the-year-round 
residents. The taxes are fixed by the 
Board of Assessors. It is therefore 
essential that this board be the best 
the town can provide. 

It is very apt to be the case that the 
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Board of Selectmen may have a com- 
plete change any year, and perhaps it 
is fit and proper that it should be 
changed. Yet it seems to us it is 
very poor policy to have an entirely 
new set of men fix and adjudge the 
value of the property along our shore. 

Undoubtedly the idea of combining 
the boards arises from pecuniary rea- 
sons. And it is fitting that it should. 
Yet Manchester can well afford to 
split the offices, and no one will ques- 
tion but that it would be for the best 
pecuniary interests of the town to 


do so. 

The town would be richer by thou- 
sands of dollars were there such a 
board. 

At the next town meeting three 
men ought to be elected, one to serve 
three years, one to serve two years 
and one to serve one year on a Board 
of Assessors. And in the years to 
follow one new assessor ought to be 
appointed, so that at no time would 
there be an entirely new board. 

We leave this suggestion. Think 
itover. Our columns are always open 
to discussion of such matters.

She married 
a Joseph Baker. Among their chil- 
dren were Ira Baker and Harriet 
Choate Baker. This latter married a 
Kitfield, and these were Mr. Swett’s 
grandparents. One of Ira Baker’s 
daughters was Mary Baker, who died 
in Manchester last February at the 
age of 100 years, 9 months. Her 
daughter, Mary Augusta Baker, now 
lives on School street, Manchester. 

These two, and, of course, many 
others are among the descendents of 
this same Jonathan Herrick.

With what delight we gather around 
the sputtering and crackling logs, and 
with a curly head ducked under my 
arm, what joy to sit dreamily gazing 
into the fire and whiling the twilight 
hour away. 

The lamps must not be lighted and 
the shades must not be drawn, because 
half the charm is in seeing the dancing 
fire-light reflected in the snow and 
darkness outside. And a cheery,

When the fire outside burns merrily, 
There the two witches are making tea.” 

I wonder if there would be half-as 
much discontent and unhappiness on 
earth if each family had its wood lot 
and could afford the openfire. ‘here 
is something indescribably softening 
and humanizing about it. 

How could we have had the “ Cot- 
ter’s Saturday Night” without ‘ His 
wee bit ingle blinkin bonnily?”’ AI- 
ways the association creeps in with 
dreams of cheer and home lfe in 
Iter 

Next to our fireplace is the dear, 
despised old airtight stove. Into that 
I can crowd a generous log, and 
through the front door chinks catch 
the dancing shadows on wall and 
carpet. One can never be lonely with 
the cheer and the glow of it. I sup- 
pose combustion is life, and the visible 
fire is as truly a picture of life as 
anything unconscious can be. There 
are some curious lines from Cornelius 
Agrippa’s “ Occult Philosophy.” 

‘ As evil spirits be stronger in darkness, 

So good spirits, which be angels of light, 

Are augmented not only by the divine light 
of the sun, 

But, also, by our common wood fire. 

And, as the Celestial fire hath forever to 
dispel evil spirits, 

So this, our fire of wood, hath the same.” 

That was the notion of the old 
wizard, who, believing in the existence 
of good and evil spirits, must perforce 
find the fire a protecting charm. What 
would he think to be on the scene 
today, when so many of earth’s great- 
est minds are busily at work studying 
into the laws that underlie spiritual 
life, and testing in every way the 
claim for a spiritual entity in man? 
Many persons who, through Scriptural 
revelation, have long professed a belief 
in the power of the human being to 
exist after the death of the body, ex- 
press surprise and indignation at the 
claim of our great scientists and re- 
ligious leaders, that this condition, if 
real, should be susceptible of proof 
like all other truths in nature’s realm. 
Superstition and the religious fetich, 
which teaches that whatever concerns 
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our future existence is God’s particu- 
lar province and no business of man’s, 
is responsible ‘en parti’ for the 
meagre knowledge existihg in this 
department of human thought. Rob- 
ert Ingersoll quoted of. his friend, 
‘‘He has gone where reason cannot 
go,’’ and sans doute, this has too long 
been our stumbling block. 

All honor to those pioneer souls, 
who, through the talk of ghosts, 
wraiths and plagues of darkness, will 
‘leave no stone unturned ’”’ in their 
efforts to discover the truth about 
this human mechanism of ours, and 
in so doing to prove to man his capa- 
bility of continued existence.

NORTH SHORE BREEZE 


Grants Franchise. 


The Manchester Board of select- 
men, at their meeting, Wednesday 
night, decided to grant a franchise to 
the New England Telephone and Tel- 
egraph Company “to lay and maintain 
an underground conduit with man- 
holes, and wires and cables and other 
necessary appliances to be placed 
therein, under the surface of the 
streets and parts of streets, in the 
town of Manchester shown on plan.” 

The franchise is granted as the re- 
sult of a petition on the part of the 
company, a hearing on which was held 
in the selectmen’s office last Friday 
night, a full report of which was made 
exclusively in last week’s BREEZE. 

The action is of importance, inas- 
much as it is the first step taken 
toward laying thetelephone wires and 
cables in Manchester, underground. 
The expediency of such a move now 
arises from the fact the Central tele- 
phone exchange is soon to be moved 
from Lee’s to Pulsifer’s block. The 
wires in question are those on Beach 
street from 120 feet beyond the tracks, 
and on Union from J. R. Cheever’s to 
A. C, Needham’s. 

The franchise is granted with cer- 
tain conditions. Though the company 
has not yet accepted the terms of the 
franchise, they will in all probability 
during the coming week. 

The selectmen call for an agree- 
ment in writing to the effect that the 
town shall not be held liable for any 
claims or demands for injury growing 
out of the construction of the conduits; 
and also for the execution of bonds in 
a penal sum of $1,000 for the faithful 
performance of said agreement. 

The franchise is granted, further, 
on condition that the work of con- 
struction be confined to such streets 
as the superintendent of streets shall 
designate, and that the construction 
shall be ina manner and of such ma- 
terial as may be acceptable to the 
superintendent of streets. 

Another condition is to the effect 
that the company, upon completion of 
the conduit system, shall remove the 
existing poles; and that one duct line 
of not less than three inches inside 
diameter be kept for the exclusive use 
of the town.

«Were I a writer I could, perhaps, 
fill many pages with something con- 
cerning this part of the country which 
might interest at least some of your 
readers. Of course, I have not trav- 
elled to any extent, and for that rea- 
son I could not say much except 
concerning Oakland and its vicinity. 

‘‘T think that the opportunities here 
are many for people with some capital, 
especially in real estate. Oakland, 
according to all accounts, is destined 
to be the principal city of the State, 
inside of at least 25 years. 

“The suburbs of this city are some- 
thing grand. Starting from the centre 
and taking any direction, in five min- 
utes one finds himself walking by fine 
estates, with beautiful lawns, large 
palm trees, and, in fact, all kinds of 
shrubs. 

“ Theclimate is fine. It seems odd 
to me to see those who work out-of- 
doors in’ theirs shirt “sleeves.” elie 
clipping from one of the San Francisco 
papers, which you will find enclosed, 
will give you an idea of the weather 
we are having.” 

The clipping to which Mr. Monteiro 
refers gives one an idea of the differ- 
ence in climate between California at 
this season and New England. It 
follows : 

‘Christmas shoppers in San Fran- 
cisco did not realize how lucky they 
were yesterday as they trudged the 
streets in comparatively light attire 
and comfortably hunted for Yuletide 
bargains. The sun shone. The air 
was just cool enough to be bracing. 
Occasionally summer clothes could be 
seen. 

«‘ The average temperature here was 
54, and the minimum for the day was 
only 50. 

“On Market street and down town 
the air was calm. There was none of 
the piercing wind that is making peo- 
ple shiver in the East. The atmos- 
phere was clear and clean, too, from 
the drenching it got the day before. 

“At the beach and on the bay the 
vistas were particularly crystaline and 
attractive Across the bay the hills 
were covered with verdure, and trees 
were putting forth new leaves and 
buds. Verily, this is God’s country.”’

MASTERS OF 
ENGLISH LITERATURE. 


Edmund Spenser, 1553 — 1599. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


What we loosely call in literary 
history the Elizabethan Age may be 
said to extend over the 16th century 
and the early part of the 17th, a period 
almost short enough to justify Ben 
Johnson’s remark of Lord Bacon, 
‘about his time and within his view, 
were born all the wits that could 
honor a nation or help study.” Its 
great interest, intellectual as well as 
political, centres in or receives its 
lustre from the reign of the great 
Elizabeth, that masterful spirit and 
ruler of men, that learned, sagacious, 
imperious Queen. 

It was an age of fancy and romance, 
an age of unreality, an age in which 
men lived in visions. Kings were 
still, in Bacon’s language, ‘mortal 
gods;”’ the world was a stage, on 
which men like Raleigh, Essex, 
Leicester and Burleigh were moving 
in stately procession, decked in finery, 
revelling in wealth and power, dying 


on scaffolds or pining in prisons, or. 


living in sumptuous,dramatic splendor. 
On the other hand, Puritanism was 
already making itself felt as a power 
to be reckoned with in church and 
state; it was to some extent curbing 
the excess and license of the age, and 
preparing the way for a nobler and 
purer era of thought and feeling. 
Edmund Spenser was the product 
of his time, of both the Classic and 
Romantic schools, of Medizevalism and 
the New Learning. At the same 
time he helped to mould the rich and 
nascent life of his luxuriant age. 
Spenser was born about 15538, in Lon- 
don, ‘‘merrie London, my most kindly 
nursse.” The learning of the schools 
enriched a naturally gitted mind. His 
nature was both deeply ethical and 
highly imaginative. He was born a 
poet, but a poet with a strenuous 
moral aim. In writing of the Irish 
bards he unconsciously draws his own 
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Three Cents 


portrait : ‘‘such poets as in their writ- 
ings do labor to better the manners 
of men, and through the sweet bait of 


‘their numbers to steal into the young 


spirits a desire of honor and _ vir- 
tue, are worthy to be held in great 
respect.” 

» The first of Spenser’s best known 
works, ‘“‘ The Shepheardes Calender,”’ 
shows that he was versed in books; 
he adopted the style of ‘Theocritus and 
Virgil, and their Italian successors 
and imitators. The first eclogue has 
to do with unrequited love, and may 
have been suggested by Spenser’s own 
early disappointment, it having been 
claimed that there was a real Rosalind 
who would not be won. But no expe- 
rience, even of ill-placed affection, 
could make of Spenser a misanthrope ; 
his.sweet and gentle spirit was never 
embittered ; he had always a noble 
conception of womanhood; some of 
his finest creations are those of 
womanly character. The ‘‘Calender’’ 
follows the months of the year, and 
on a slender thread of romance weaves 
beautiful descriptions of scenes and 
employments of rural life. It may be 
called the precursor of Thomson’s 
«« Seasons,”’ and other idyls of English 
country life. 

Spenser's great work, that with 
which his name is chiefly associated, 
“The Faery Queen,” took the world 
of his day by surprise, by its fertility 
of invention, its richness of fancy, its 
melodious numbers. It is now but 
little read, partly because of its antique 
style, partly on account of its prolixity, 
and partly because there is no longer 
a personal interest in the characters of 
the time. It may be added that alle- 
gory as a fashion in literature is out of 
date at the present day. The poem, 
of which we have but a fragment, is 
in part an attempt to set forth the 
magnificence of Queen Elizabeth and 
herreign. The leading characters are 
Prince Arthur, a “goodlie knight ;”’ 
the Knight of the Red Cross; other 
knights personifying such virtues as 
Temperance, Friendship, Courtesy, 
Justice, Chastity ; the false Duessa, 


with her train of witches, enchanters, 
goblins —Idleness, Avarice, Gluttony, 
Envy, etc. By Gloriana, the “ Faery 
Queen,” he means Glory in general, 
but in particular Queen Elizabeth, 
and by ‘“‘ Faery Land”’ her kingdom. 
It is a mirror of his age in its fanciful 
and dazzling garniture, but to us its 
sweetness and nobleness are its chief 
charm. The doubleallegory, in which 
moral virtues and vices are represented 
as well as courtiers, statesmen and 
soldiers, under fictitious names, is so 
intricate and long-drawn-out that it 
almost invariably perplexes and tires 
the reader. It is no doubt, as it has 
been called, ‘‘a master-piece of opu- 
lent genius,” but like the “ Paradise 
Lost,” it has probably more to praise 
it than to read it. Besides its allegor- 
ical form, ‘‘ where more is meant than 
meets the ear,” its imaginative cast 
and its middle-age coloring and 
thought, make it difficult of interpre- 
tation to most modern readers, who 
must content themselves with the 
smoothness of its versification. 
Nothing, however, can be more 
beautiful than the picture of the Red 
Cross Knight, 
“And on his breast 2 bloodie crosse he bore, 
The deare remembrance of his dying Lord,” 
or the cantos beginning: 
“And is there care in heaven? 
love 
In heavenly spirits to these creatures face?” 


And is there 


and concluding, 


“They for us fight, they watch and duly 
ward, 

And their bright squadrons round about us 
plant; 

And all for love, and nothing for reward. 

O! why should heavenly God to men have 
such regard?” 

Spenser was the poet, not only of 
fancy and chivalry, but of the moral 
virtues and of religious faith. ‘‘ The 
sage and serious Spenser,’ Milton 
says. 

We see him “ sitting like a looker- 
on of the worlde’s stage,’’ noting with 
‘critique pen”’ the wisdom and folly 
of men, delighting “ more than larke 
on sommer dayes’’ in justice, truth 
and charity, 
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“ Lifting the Good up to high Honour’s 
seat 
And evill damning evermore to dy.” 


While the “ Faery Queen”’ abounds 
in imitations and even paraphrases of 
Italian poets, the verse is original with 
Spenser, and has been called the 
Spenserian stanza. It consists in the 
addition to the favorite o¢tava rima of 
a line between the fourth and fifth, 
giving a triple rhyme, and making the 
last line an Alexandrine to close the 
cadence. This was a real metrical 
invention ; it-has been used by Aken- 
side and Thomson, and so on, to Ten- 
nyson; to Byron, Shelley and Keats 
it proved irresistibly attractive. 

The ‘‘Epithalamion,” one of the 
most chaste and beautiful wedding 
songs ever written, was made by the 
poet for his own bride, and sounded 
the note of a married life of unruffled 
peace and happiness. The sweet 
music that runs through the verse 
fills us with something like his own 
sense of fullest earthly joy. 

Like Chaucer, Spenser was a great 
lover of Nature; his Sonnets especially 
are full of the ‘‘ cheerful cheriping of 
birdes,’> whose ‘‘eccho”’ makes the 
groves to ring; his lauguage may be 
no longer familiar, but we even yet 
feel the rare grace of his earlier poems 
and the unusual charm of his verse. 
Here is a song of the flowers: 

‘“‘ Bring hither the pincke and purple cullam- 
bine, 
With gellincures ; 
“Bring coronations, and sops of wine, 

Worne of paramoures. 

areas the ground with daffadowndil- 
1eS 

And sar ine and kingcups and loved lil- 
lies.” 

Spenser began life poor, but re- 
ceived court preferment, had many 
rich and noble friends, such as the 
Word Treasurer, the Earl of Essex, 
«“magnificke lorde,’’ Howard, Wal- 
singham, Raleigh andall the “ gratious 
and beautifule’’ ladies of the court. 
He caught the grand manner and 
high-bred ways of the society of which 
he was so brilliant an ornament. After 
a lifetime of literary fame and success, 
and of vexatious political life in Ire- 
land, he returned to Englanda broken 
man, and died in extreme poverty, as 
Ben Johnson says, “ for lake of bread.” 
When the generous Earl of Essex 
sent him twenty gold pieces, he re- 
turned them, saying that he would 
not live to use them. Thus died one 
to whom Milton owned his indebted- 
ness, and whom the critics, without 
exception, unite to praise 
“The gentle Spenser, Fancy’s pleasing son.” 

The loving and loyal Essex, himself 
so soon to die, gave his friend a splen- 
did funeral in Westminster Abbey, 
where his memorial, in Poet’s Corner, 
still attracts the literary pilgrim.

CHRISTMAS CAROL. 


Rev. Mr. Brewster Preaches Strong Sermon 
at Manchester. 


“Glory to God in the highest, and 
on earth peace, good will toward men.” 

These words from Luke 2: 14, were 
the text of a very interesting Christ- 
mas sermon by Rev. Edward Hersey 
Brewster at the Baptist church in 
Manchester last Sunday evening. The 
subject of his sermon was ‘ The First 
Christmas Carol.’ Among _ other 
things Mr. Brewster said : 

“Nazareth was good enough for 
Jesus ; saving men along the shores of 
Galilee was glory enough for Him. 

“The Golden Age has not yet come 
for all our gold, but you may hasten 
its arrival by opening your heart to 
the Prince of Peace. Two thousand 
years of darkness were rolled aside to 
make way for the day of Christ.. The 
insignia of the Christian church is a 
white hand with the words “ good-will” 
across the palm. 

‘©The rich seldom know how to en- 
joy Christmas. The common people 
inherit the genius of the shepherds. 
The highest is where Christ is; the 
lowest becomes highest when it looks 
on the face of the Saviour. 

“ At the manger you behold a pure 
democracy, a righteous socialism. ‘A 
little child shall lead them’ is the 
prophecy fulfilled at Bethlehem. 

“Jesus came to war on sin though 
he is called the Prince of Peace. He 
had to conqucr Sin to be a prince, for 
satan was usurping the throne, and as 
for Peace there could be none while 
Sin remained unconquered. 

“Our hearts may echo the first 
Christmas carol, but to hear the origi- 
nal one must go to heaven. Remem- 
ber you who scoff at the attempts of 


‘the race to reach higher ground, that 


Jesus came as man. Those who as- 
sign to Jesus an inferior station are of 
the family of the inn-keeper, who sent 
the Messiah to the manger. * 

“The star will shine even if you 
don’t follow it.. After faith, the har- 
vest ; after doubt, the deluge.”

Six Months in House of Correction. 


Samuel Wiggin of Manchester was 
sentenced to six months in the House 
of Correction at the District Court in 
Salem, by Judge Safford, Tuesday 
morning, for stealing four hens and a 
rooster from the hen houses of William 
B. Walker at West Manchester. 

Wiggin has been suspected of the 
theft since it was first reported to the 
police Thanksgiving morning, but 
Chief Peabody, who has been at work 


on the case, did not obtain strong 


enough evidence to arrest till last 
week. 

Four witnesses testified : Harry W. 
Kingsman, who has charge of the 
poultry at the Walker estate; B. F. 
Wade, F. A. Braceand Joseph Lovely. 
Wiggin did not wish to take the stand 
in defence, but explained to the court 
that there was a dance “upstairs ”’ 
Thanksgiving Eve and he went home 
early and retired. 

“That’s one of the meanest of 
thefts,” said the judge, ‘and is a 
state’s prison offence.” 

‘‘Find him guilty,’ he directed the 
clerk. ‘‘ House of Correction for six 
months.”’ 

Lawyer Quinn handled the case for 
the prosecution. Mr. Kingsman testi- 
fied that the hens were yearlings 
valued at $1 each, but that the cock 
was a prized bird, for which he had 
paid $10 two weeks previous to the 
theft.

For Extermination of Moths. 


The gypsy moth has at last become 
a national issue. Congressman 
Roberts has put in two bills looking 
to the aid of the general government 
in ridding this part of the country of 
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the moth pest. One of the bills which 
he introduced on the first day of the 
session appropriates $250,000, to be 
expended under the direction of the 
Secretary of Agriculture for the pur- 
pose of exterminating or controlling 
the gypsy and brown-tai] moths. The 
other bill appropriates $15,000, also to 
be expended under the direction of the 
Secretary of Agriculture for the pur- 
pose of investigating European and 
Asiatic enemies of the moths and 
other natural means of controlling the 
gypsy and brown-tail, and for the in- 
troduction and installation of such of 
these in the regions of the United 
States infested by the pests named as 
promise to be of aid in stopping or 
limiting their ravages. 
—Boston Courier. 

Cong. Roberts’ move is a good and 
estimable one. It can well be appre- 
ciated on the North Shore. There 
has long been a need of some such 
action. The State, especially the east- 
ern section, is fast being overrun by 
the pesky brown-tail and gypsy moths. 
It is only some concerted move that 
will ever bring the pest to a standstill 
and give the forests and shade trees 
relief from their ravages.
